New Tufts Road School 


The long-awaited Tufts Road elementary school was christened 
Monday morning when 50 students started Learning Lab courses, 
part of the curriculum at Winchester’s ninth consecutive Summer 
School program. 

Down at McCall, used also for the first time as a summer study 
center, 400 more students turned up to start their six-weeks’ summer 
work courses. 


A high percentage of the en- 
rollees surprised many and turn- 
ed up for the first day despite 
what for many families was a 
long holiday weekend. They came 
in out of heavy early morning 
rains, and Thomas Morse, Sum- 
mer School director, was pleased 
at the way things started out and 
complimentary about the con- 
duct of the young people, ranging 
in grade rank from one through 
12 . 


staff in 1960, took over and later 
direction was turned over to Dr. 
Walter Gleason, now assistant 
superintendent for Instructional 
and Curriculum. 

Now in 1967, having run full 
cycle, the task of organizing the 
schol’s operation returns to Mr. 
Morse who’s winter job is with 
the Division of Instruction as a 
coordinator of instructional aids 
and special programs. 

Protestants Open 


This year’s faculty has a very 
high percentage of teachers who 
have been in the program before, 
and they are offering a large 
spectrum of study to students 
here, and from neighboring towns. 

The new courses included the 
learning laboratory, a creative 
writing workshop for Junior and 
Senior High school students, cre- 
ative dramatics, theatre arts and 
Spanish 1. But the old standbys 
like typewriting and driver edu- 
cation, English and math have 
heavy enrollments too. 

The emphasis of summer pro- 
grams has changed since 1959, 
Mr. Morse points out. Now, stu- 
dents are not only attending for 
remedial purposes but are taking 
courses for enrichment and gener- 
al interest. The trend is towards 
incorporating the summer session 
as a part of the total education 
process, and Mr. Morse believes 
there is much to recommend this 
idea including a more leisurely 
examination of interests, less 
pressure than is found in the nor- 
mal school year and a shorter 
school day that still allows for the 
out door activities. 

The Winchester program began 
in 1959 after Dr. Harry V. Gilson, 
just retired superintendent, and 
the School Committee had review- 
ed the study made by Mr. Morse, 
then assistant principal of the 
high school, during the previous 
year. 

The first year proved a success 
and the school has grown in size 
and offerings since, with another 
increase recorded Monday. In its 
second year, former Assistant 
Superintendent Richard Desjarl-

Asks Town Meet 
To Acquire Land 
On Johnson Road 

The Board of Selectmen met at 
5:30 p.m. on the holiday eve and 
at that meeting accepted from 
Planning Board Chairman Wil- 
liam G. Chapman a letter dated 
that day which reads as follows: 

Gentlemen: We respectfully re- 
quest that you call a Special 
Town Meeting, at the earliest pos- 
sible date, for the purpose of ac- 
quiring land abutting the prop- 
erty of the Vinson-Owen School 
at the intersection of Ridge Street 
and Johnson Road. 

“We have clear indication that 
this land is currently being pre- 
pared for subdivision as a part of 
a larger subdivision of the so- 
called Thompson property. It is 
also clear to us; and Mr. Lit- 
tleton, of the Elementary School 
Committee of the Permanent 
Building Committee, concurs; that 
the Vinson-Owen School will re- 
quire a future addition of both 
building and land. 

“It would, therefore, seem im- 
perative that the Town move as 
expeditiously as possible toward 
acquiring this property.” 

The Board, meeting under the 
acting chairmanship of Paul K. 
Chase and in the absence of Hen- 
ry K. Porter, chairman, post- 
poned discussion of the letter un- 
til its next scheduled meeting, 
Monday, July 10, at 7:30 p.m.

Reports Snags 
At Shore Road 

The Secondary School Subcom- 
mittee of the Permanent Building 
Committee has been meeting every 
Tuesday night since winter in an 
effort to speed the plans for the 
new Senior High School site chos- 
en by the Special Town Meeting 
of February 16. 

It has been beset by site prob- 
lems necessitating careful study 
and is alerting the town to the 
fact that substantial expenses 
may have to be faced, most par- 
ticularly in dealing with the Ab- 
erjona River. 

The committee has been inter- 
viewing architects also, and looks 
to choosing soon from among the 
15 firms which have been candi- 
dates for the job. . 

Speaking for the committee, 
Andrew Nichols of 11 Fenwick 
Road reported that the State 
School Building Assistance Com- 
mission, the architects who ex- 
amined the site, and everyone fa- 
miliar with it are in unanimous 
agreement that there are many 
serious problems to be solved 
which may involve substantial 
expenses to the Town. 

The committee, he said, is doing 
its best to develop the site in the 
most economical manner, hut 
feels it should at this time bring 
some of its problems to the atten- 
tion of the town. They expect 
that: 

— Foundations for the building 
will involve piles and probably al- 
so a rigid slab; 

— Development of playing fields 
will be expensive, due to the need 
to deal with the river;

With this issue Mrs. Barbara Lillard Powers becomes the six it 
editor of the Winchester Star, succeeding David Cameron McLean 
who is leaving the paper and will enter the field of advertising in New 
York City. 

Richard A. Hakanson, publisher and owner, who made the an- 
nouncement, also named Miss Nancy Salter, of Pennsauken, New Jer- 
sey to he the assistant to the editor, a job Mrs. Powers has held since 
joining the Star in I960 under editor Paul Wilson Sullivan. 


Mrs. Powers, a resident for 21 
years at 8 Meadowcroft Road, will 
be the Star’s first woman editor. 
Prior to entering the newspaper 
field, she was director of public 
information for the Winchester 
School Department. She has also 
been an assistant in publicity *\t 
the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital and at Radcliffe College, 
from which she was graduated in 
1937. 

In Winchester Mrs. Powers has 
been acting director of and an 
assistant in the office of the local 
chapter of the American Red 
Cross. She has served on its 
board of directors and on those of 
the Winchester and Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Associations, both 
of which she helped to found. She 
has been a member of the Advis- 
ory Committee here for the Unit- 
ed Fund, and of the executive 
committees of the Community 
School Association and the High 
School, Junior High School and 
Wyman School Parents’ boards. 

Mrs. Powers was born, brought 


up, and graduated at Tabor Aca- 
demy in Marion. She is the daugh- 
ter of the former headmaster 
there, W. Huston Lillard, who 
died last week and of Mrs. 
Lillard, who lives in Cohasset. 
The former wife of W. Langdon 
Powers of Boston, she is the 
mother of three children: Judith, 
25, an alumna of WHS and Mid- 
dlcbury and presently a librarian 
with the United States Army in 
Nurnberg, Germany; Stephen, 23, 
a second year student at Tufts 
Medical School and a graduate of 
Deerfield Academy and Oberlin; 
and Andrew, 18, a trainee at the 
North Reading Rehabilitation 
Center for the retarded. 

Miss Salter is a 1967 graduate 
of Mount Holyoke College, and an 
alumna of Pennsauken High 
School, Pennsauken, New Jersey. 

A political science major at 
Mount Holyoke, she was associate 
editor of the Mt. Holyoke News. 
In the summer of 1966 she was an 
intern with the Washington office 
of the Los Angeles Times.

Fire Razes Whittaker Barns 

Cause Of 1:30 a.m., 3- Alarm July 4th Blaze Unknown 

Neighbors awakened and alerted the Lester G. Whittaker family at 178 Cambridge Street early Tuesday morning when a three-alarm fire 
consumed the barn and shed attached to their home and threatened, in addition to their own house, those adjacent to the south facing on Wild- 
wood Street. Firelighters from three towns responded to help contain the raging flames, which lrpt nearly 100 feet into the air and were seen from 
Medford and Arlington. T he fire was stopped just at the wall separating the shed and the bedrooms of the 150-year-old, white Colonial home, 
and total damage from the fire was estimated at $80,000.

Along The lioseline 


The Whittaker home fronts 
close to Cambridge Street at the 
Wildwood corner, immediately 
south of the Winchester Conser- 
vatory greenhouses, which are 
owned and run by Mr. Whittaker. 

It is a familiar landmark, known 
as the old Little Farm, and oper- 
ated as a produce farm and/or 
conservatory over its entire his- 
tory. 

Mr. Whittaker, his wife Muriel, 
Deborah, 25, and “Whitt,” Jr., 27, 
were asleep when neighbor Jim 
Moran, a resident at 103 Wild- 
wood Street, banged on the door 
and awakened them shortly be- 
fore 1:30 a.m. Members of the 
family, as well as neighbors, later 
reported hearing a crackling 
noise, but each attributed it to 
that of firecrackers which had 
been going off in the area 
throughout the evening. 

A resident of Glen Green, some 
eight blocks south, reported being 
awakened by the noise of the 
burning, and also said the fire 
was visible from there some time 
before the fire engines were heard 
as they raced down Church 
Street in answer to the alarm. 

The 40 by 60 foot area of the 
tall old barn, where the fire start- 
ed, was completely levelled, and 
the assorted equipment and stock 
of the Conservatory stored with- 
in were a total loss. 

Attaching the barn to the home 
is a shed, which is also used for 
storage by the Conservatory, and 
this, too, was completely gutted. 
Jim Moran, assisted by his broth- 
er Bob and Paul Collins, of 8 
Thornton Road, were among the 
first on the scene and tried in 
vain to control the fire with gar- 
den hoses. 

Deborah Whittaker said she ar- 
rived at the barn door to see a 
small fire, but that almost im- 
mediately the whole barn was 
aflame. 

C AUSE STILL UNKNOWN 

Fire Chief Frank Amico and 
State Fire Marshal Leo Walsh 
are still investigating the cause 
of the blaze, but had no report to 
make yesterday morning. 

Another neighbor, Kiki Neil- 
and, whose home is only about 65 
feet from the barn, had just hung 
up from a long distance call when 
her attention was caught by what 
appeared to be daylight coming 
through the window shade, and 
she ran to look and saw the fire. 
She has reported to officials that 
just later she witnessed a youth 
running from the area out toward 
Wildwood Street. 

The paint of the Neiland home 
and that on the Lewis Stowe 
house next door was blistered by 
the heat. Two Volkswagens 
standing between these homes and 
the fire were damaged in the 
same way, with their finish paint 
peeled. One also had a cracked 
windshield and a melted head- 
light. 

Captain David Dalton and Lt. 
Bernard Stygles, in charge at the 
Fire Station reported that the 
first notice of the fire was at 1:30 
p.m., when the alarm of Box 56 
sounded in the station. Lt. John 


McHugh, on the Police desk that 
night, recorded bis first telephone 
call at that time also. 

MUTUAL All) ARRIVES 

Engines 4, 3, the rescue and 
the ladder and six men firefight- 
ers in addition to the officers an- 
swered the alarm and were at the 
corner of the Bacon Street light 
going clown Church Street before 
being alerted by radio as to 
where the fire was. 

By the time they made the 
north turn at Cambridge Street, 
they could see “an inferno ahead,” 
and they immediately radioed the 
second alarm, recorded at 1:35 
which brought Engine 1 to the 
scene and the mutual aid system 
into effect, with Woburn and 
Stoneham engines reporting to 
the fire and the Arlington ladder 
truck to the Station House.

Can Scientists 
Help Reduce 
Pollution, Crime? 

“Science is important to society 
principally because it is relevant,” 
said Dr. Albert V. Crewe, director 
of the Argonnc National Labora- 
tory, in a recent address delivered 
in Chicago to members of the 
American Physical Society. 

In his address, Dr. Crowe spoke 
on the twin problem of pollution 
\nd crime. “Until recently, pollu- 
tion was a problem for the next 
generation,” he said. “Being selfish 
animals and prone to procrastina- 
tion, pollution could, therefore, be 
ignored. Now, however, pollution 
has reached the point where one 
man’s pollution is his own poison. 

‘Such crises as the recent out- 
break of smog in Now York City 
are met by short-term measures 
that bring about some immediate 
improvement, hut these same mea- 
sures tend to delay the ultimate 
solution. A national approach to 
the problem is essential, since new- 
local laws only cause an industry 
to move to some other community 
and create a new problem there.” 

Turning to the problem of crime. 
Dr. Crewe mentioned that there 
are about 10,000 homicides in the 
United States every year but /ess 
than 100 convictions; the cost of 
crime here runs to about 20 bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

A new legal approach would not 
he particularly helpful as it is al- 
ready impossible to enforce exist- 
ing laws. 

On the other hand, science < ould 
help. “There are many modern tech- 
niques and methods which could be 
developed as crime detectors and 
deterrents.” 

Among the aids to police work 
suggested were the use of comput- 
ers in sorting and recognizing 
photographs, fingerprints, and 
voice recordings, and new electronic 
comunications devices (such as tiny 
radio transmitters which ped<*stri- 
ans in the street could use to alert 
police). 

Finally, he expressed his hopes 
that someday we would see a sys- 
tem of National Pollution Labora- 
tories or National Crime Labora- 
tories just as we now have the nu- 
clear research laboratories at Ar- 
gonne and Brookhaven.

If, indeed, music soothes the savage beast. Recrea- 
tion Director Don Spinney couldn’t have picked a 
better time to start band concerts in Winchester. 

Like his musical comedy predecessor, Professor 
Harold Hill of “Music Man,” Mr. Spinney has been 
busy about Town for the past weeks doing a hard sell 
on the idea of a local band. He didn’t appear to be 
using the Professor’s theme of, “Ya Got Trouble,” 
and selling an antidote. There were no threats about 
the iniquities of the local pool hall or bowling alleys 
and lie holds no stock in any musical-instrument* 
making corporation. But he has worked just as hard 
selliifg. and the results are much, much better than 
those in River City, Iowa. 

Outdoor band concerts were inaugurated here a 
week ago last night on the Library Lawn and im- 
mediately received the approval and express appre- 
ciation of the first audience. 

Mr. Spinney had to cut through some red tap to 
create his band. Also he had been turned down by 
Town authorities on about three sites he had asked 
lor before he landed in the back yard of the Library. 
There’s no shed as at Tanglewood, and no shell as 
on the Charles. In fact on opening night the musicians 
turned their backs on the area Mr. Spinney had 


picked for them to play from, and Bert Stockwoocl 
liad set up with lights, and went down by the etlge 
of the Mill Pond. 

But the whole thing came off well, and delighted, 
as band music always does, young, old and middle 
ages alike. Fred Murray the Winchester Schools’ 
bandmaster, who can really do with very young 
music makers what Professor Hill ordy said he could 
do, was “tickled to death.” Among those turning 
out to play with him were businessmen, housewives, 
fathers and sons, uncles and aunts, and more are 
signing up all the time. He has a Yale and an Amherst 
bandsman, the young man elected for two consecu- 
tive years to be drum major of the Harvard Band, 
and one of the best drummers hereabouts. 

The story can now be told that Don Spinney, while 
driving to make a real thing of his dream ol 
band concerts for Winchester, went to bed one night 
after a frustrating day and actually dreamt that 
Arthur Fiedler came out to conduct his Winchester 
Band. He need dream no more, for he now has the 
real McCoy. The Town can be grateful to him 
for his persistence, to Fred Murray for his enthusi- 
astic talent, and to the growing group of volunteer 
uLstrumenta lists for their quick response and will- 
ingness to play. 


The “Traveler” Is To 
Journey Here No More 


Some 1,500 “Boston Traveler” readers here lose a 
friend this week. Eddie Cullen of the Winchester 
News reports his many customers who read the paper 
full of regret, and himself sad indeed to see the 
evening paper lose its identity. Everyone here wishes 
the Herald-Traveler marriage nothing but the best. 
Any decline in the reading of the daily news is bad 
for all papers. 

The relationship of a man to his newspaper is a 
highly personal one. A daily reader feels an un- 
definable sense of loss when he misses his paper 
even for a day; and one of the pleasures of coming 
home from a trip is the familiarity of one’s own news- 
paper and its particular way of looking at the world, 
whether it be good, bad or indifferent. The column- 
ists may be all calumny and the heroines of the so- 
called “funnies” may be in torturing trouble every 


day. But there they arc where they should be, under 
the same masthead, set in the same type, and general- 
ly doing what’s expected of them. 

Local readers are heartened to know that Traveler 
cartoonist Jim Dobbins, who creates his warm-spirited 
but trenchant comments on the world from his Church 
Street home, will remain with the morning “Herald- 
Traveler;” and that Cliff Suudbcrg, of Bond Street, 
its sports editor, will remain among others. 

What is the explanation? Why, when t lie re are 
more people every year, more businesses, more going 
on in the world? Why, when, despite the allure ol the 
TV news presentations and the current rejuvenation 
of radio, most housholders still swear to their un- 
dying love of their daily newspapers? It is a sad para- 
dox. 


Declaration Of 

Winchester has just been through a family fight. 

As in all such, many of us have called each other 
names and lei our hostilities run too free. Some of us 
have been degraded by our own show ol emotions, 
often pushed to a lower level of fight than we in- 
tended by those more extreme in thinking. Others 
have, through the conflict, raised their sights a little, 
firmed convictions, iound a coinage they didn’t know 
they had. Many family members have just felt con- 
fused. 

The family needs now to come together again and 
sit down at the same table for sustenance, as all 
families must. It needs to communicate more, not 
less; to define its problems; to find die way to ease 
the tension and to laugh and work together again. 

Lest it be inferred that an editorial change at the 
Star means a change in policy relative to the idea of 
helping the problem ol the Negro by participation 
in tiie Metropolitan Council for Educational Op- 
poi utility, it should In* noted that this is not the 
case, flic Star's new editor, rightly or wrongly, is 
deeply committed to the idea that the greater good 
lor Winchester lies in involving ourselves in our 
neighbor's troubles, no matter how difficult they may 
be— and dial, in particular, out mother city's troubles

are also our troubles. We believe the "Winchester 
Hist” group can be likened to those ol moderate 
mind who espoused the America First idea ol pre 
World War II days— that they believe the luxury ol 
isolation is possible only because they underestimate 
the magnitude of the evil and the threat it holds to 
all. And we believe, too, that those who lcel the ges- 
ture to he too small, are wrong in the same way as 
those who belittled America’s early gilt ol some old 
battleships to Britain before we decided to go alter 
Hitler. They underestimate the effect a hand stretch- 
ed in friendship can have when one is. or feels, 
harrassed and alone, threatened and fenced in. 

In a general sell analysis the news media, too. must 
ask themselves if they have done all that they can. 
It is easy to gel carried away with the story and for- 
get the job ol illuminating the background. Tele- 
vision photos ol riots are inflammatory. Television ed- 
itorials suggesting what to do are rare. And die same 
can be tine down in die ranks of the humble week 
lies. 

Winchester is a church-going town. Its priests and 
ministers, meeting together last week in their new 
Ecumenical Council, have agreed there is much hard 
woik to be done. I his is die way we feel too. 
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More Thoughts On METCO 

Looking Back Before We Can Look Ahead

“Education and Education 
Alone Holds The Key ...” 

We now have been tried and found guilty by a metropolitan daily 
as being “unlit for the responsibility of educating 25 first-grade 
children in the public elementary schools.” The same editorial writer 
stresses that Winchester “does not have what it takes to educate 25 
first-grade children who happen to be colored. ” 

Although I strongly favored the METCO plan, I could never ac- 
cept such a kangaroo court analysis. On the contrary, I firmly believe 
METCO was lost on the basis of honest sincere reasoning — that bias 
and prejudice played a minimum role — that clouded issues surrounding 
the question of re-districting hastened the death knell of this proposal. 

Little can he written which has not been written about this con- 
troversial topic but a few points may be worth emphasizing. 

I voted for METCO, although a hearty majority of my neighbors 
voted against, because for the last 33 years I had an opportunity to 


observe the city slum in action. A 
four-minute walk from the jam- 
med educational and cultural cen- 
ter of Boston (Northeastern 
University, Emmanuel College, 
Simmons College, Harvard Med- 
ical School, the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Symphony flail) and one is 
confronted and surrounded by res- 
idential areas of broken-down 
houses, trash-filled alleys and 
saloon-studded streets. This is a 
part of the area from which these 
tots would be transported. Large 
families who could qualify under 
I any minimum standard as dis- 
tressed people rent rat-infested 
housing which feature appalling 
conditions of living. The city 
street is the child’s playground. 
Much of his time is spent in dodg- 
ing the flow of dangerous city 
traffic; his leisure is spent sitting 
on curbings and sagging door- 
ways where in occupied study he 
can observe what this environ- 
ment offers; drunkenness, tilth, 
1 profanity, and the physical, men- 
tal, and moral liabilities charac- 
teristic of any underprivileged 
area. And all of this in districts 
where according to recent sur- 
veys, only 10 percent of the par- 
ents graduate from high school 


and only 33 percent complete the 
elementary grade. 

I voted for METCO because it 
would give the 25 children an op- 
portunity, for a few hours each 
day, to come out and be exposed 
to our indoor tennis courts, our 
outdoor swimming pools, our 
beautiful parks and spatial land- 
scaped residences. I wanted these 
children to share the educational 
benefits which my children enjoy- 
ed in a town where strong citizen 
interest in schools is high, where 
a strong teaching stair believes in 
the total development of each pu- 
pil, where heavy allocations of 
town taxes are set aside for edu- 
cational purposes, and where the 
entire system is operated by the 
combined efforts of dedicated non- 
paid and non-political committee 
neighbors. Above all, I could en- 
vision some of these 25 years to 
come looking back on their col- 
lege education and gratefully ack- 
nowledging the start which they 
received in a town where a heavy 
percentage of parents have de- 
grees, if not graduate degrees. 

I voted for METCO because I 
had faith in the School Committee 
promise that ample room would be

available and that the Metropol- 4 
itan School District and the prob- j 
ability of two-way busing of pu- |j 
pils between Winchester and Bos- ~ 
ton appeared to be utterly remote §j 
possibilities. 

It is my confirmed opinion that .4 
a sweep under Winchester’s rug m 
does not dispose of the Negro y§ 
problems in the urban city — that 
these problems must be faced by 
suburbanites who bear a prime §f 
share of the total responsibility. 
Although the education of 25 Ne- 
gro students would create only a 
ripple on the great pond, one fact -7 
is undeniable — it is a ripple in the 
right direction. 

Education and education alone 
holds the key to an ultimate solu- A 
tion of the problem. But is it too 
much to expect that a good Bos- g 
ton school system with its dedi- I 
catcd and professionally compe- P 
tent teaching staff, already over— . - 
burdened and harrassed by a mul- jj 
tiplicity of other forces, can fash- g 
ion this key alone. The wheel can ij 
expect the huh to take a major (f 
share of the load, but it should tg 
look also for assistance from the j| 
supporting spokes. 



Winchester Not Ready

You have asked me to comment on my view of the basic reasons for 
the Winchester reaction to the METCO proposal. 

In the beginning of discussions of the METCO plan about two 
years ago, I had become convinced that there was an opportunity for 
Winchester children to become better acquainted, first hand, with mem- 
bers of the Negro race in a nearly natural setting and thus be better 
prepared to cope with these contacts and relationships which will surely 
develop in college and later life. At the same time I felt that Winches- 
ter could not remain an island in the greater Boston community and 
should do its part to help solve some of the ghetto problems facing 
the area. When asked publicly to state my position, I said as much at 
the League ol Women Voters meeting prior to my re-election in 1966. 
Today my opinions in this respect have become even stronger that we 
should do this and for the reasons stated. 


Forty letters and sixty tele- 
phone calls later, I have also 
come to another basic conclusion, 
namely, Winchester has as many 
sheltered adults as children. My 
letters were strongly in favor of 
METCO. My telephono calls were 
f strongly opposed. In most of these 
calls, I was lectured for several 
minutes with a variety of reasons 
why METCO was bad for Win- 
chester. When I asked why the 
caller felt so strongly about this, 
there was a short silence and then 


answers came out that indicated 
to me that what 1 had heard was 
not the result of reasoned think- 
ing on this subject but rather an 
emotional response that went far 
back into early experiences and 
impressions of the caller for its 
driving force. 

Let me not stop here. I know 
most of the people who called me 
personally, many for a long time, 
and I also know that given a rea- 
sonable time to reflect on their 
own reactions and to sort out the 
true facts, that many who have 
opposed METCO will come around 


in time to support it. But not all, 
for vve have several outspoken 
critics in Winchester who will op- 
pose almost any change and they 
usually do. In this case they be- 
came the rallying point for the jj§ 
opposition and deliberately fan- f| 
ned feelings, in my opinion, far 
beyond that warranted by the oc- - 
casion. They used nearly any sub- 
terfuge to make their point. 

At this stage, I agree, Win- 
chester was probably not ready 
for METCO. But I have a strong 
faith that given time and much 
more hard work, it will be. 


A Resolve 

To Become More Involved 

In reply to the request of the Star that I comment on the METCO 
controversy, I wish to repeat that I do so as an individual and not as 
a member or representative of any organization. 

It is indeed unfortunate that our Town has received derogatory 
publicity, both local and regional, as a result of METCO’s decision to 
exclude Winchester hum its program. Even more regrettable is the 
fact that we all tend to blame someone else for this situation, whereas 
all of us have contributed to Winchester’s newly acquired image. 

Proponents of METCO have been unwilling to accept suggestions 
or constructive criticism; opponents of the program have not offered 
any constructive alternatives; and worst of all, the rest of us have 
failed to participate in the public debate as if we had no concern for 
either the social ills that affect humanity or the educational needs of 
our young people. 


Specifically the School Com- 
mittee could have eliminated much 
opposition by providing facilities 
for METCO students in all our 
elementary schools. (If vacant 
seats could not he found, it would 
have bet»n preferable to redistrict 
than to introduce this program to 
limited sections of our Town-) 
Some of the Committee’s members 
seemed bent on pouring gasoline 
on the flames during their pul 1 
hearing. The reading of prepared 
statements at the end of th e hear- 
ing confirmed their lack of open- 
mindedness. 

The voice of Winchester Com- 
mittee could have used more re- 
straint (and less demagoguery ) in 
its public pronouncements. A 


metropolitan school district should 
not have been an issue in this de- 
bate. This development, subject to 
legislative uction, will be debated 
for many years before it is ac- 
cepted, if at all. The enrollment 
here of 25 Boston school children 
in no way endorses other objec- 
tives held worthy by METCO 
leaders; to suggest that Winches- 
ter students would be bused to 
Boston in an exchange program 
was sheer nonsense. 

As for those of us who have 
been sitting on the sidelines, per- 
haps we should have offered to 
house these youngsters during 
the school week, thus eliminating 
the need for daily busing and, 
more important, this would have

provided warmth to our welcome. 

It is generaly agreed that there 
are better ways to solve our so- 
cial problems than what is pro- 
vided by the METCO experiment, 
but until equal job opportunity 
and open housing in all our neigh- 
borhoods is a reality, then the 
current METCO program can j 
serve a needed function. 

I urn hopeful that this turn of 
events will not be wasted ; that we 
will take a good hard look at our- 
selves, and that during this week 
in which we celebrate our nation’s j 
birthday, we resolve to become 
more involved as citizens and to 
be more tolerant of others — even 
when they muy be intolerant 
themselves.

I PASSED AS A TEENAGER 

by Lyn Tomabcne 

So this is how it is. By now, everyone must know 
about Lyn Tornabene and how, at thirty-three, she 
passed as a 1 6 V 2 -year-old teenager and attended high 
school for an unspecified time without being found 
out by either her classmates or teachers (not even by 
the school doctor who gave her a physical!). Her 
book is written with humor and acuity and leaves the 
reader with profound respect for any adult who could 
put up with even a week in the life of a teenager. 
Mrs. Tornabene was very glad to revert to her real 
age again. 

Mrs. Tornabene makes several broad points based 
on the 17-year gap between her two experiences in 
high school — that present teenagers know more about 
the facts of life, use more vulgar lanugage, are 
healthier specimens, but are certainly no more de- 
linquent than in her day. Pins ca change , plus e’est 
le meme chose. Basing my opinion on a very much 
wider gap in time, I thproughly agree with her. 
Emphasis should be made that the school Lyn at- 
tended was a very large urban high school west of 
the Rockies. A great many minor local differences 
were apparent between the New York teenagers she 
had talked to and the westerners. Suburbanites will 
note differences, too, between their own and city 
school children — mostly in dress and use of leisure 
time. 

Sex education is taught in greater detail at an 
earlier age each year. The youngsters know more but 
do not use their information as incentive to license. 
The use of obscenities, especially by girls, may be no 
more than a reflection of the current literary trends. 
Mrs. Tornabene feels that as such words come into 
common use they lose their stigma and intent and 
become mere expletives. Only terms used with the 
purpose of injuring or wounding another person 
should be considered obscene. This makes very good 
sense when one recalls that the bitterest insults in a 
foreign language have no meaning at all when liter- 
ally translated. 

Urban High, the locale of the book, was old, over- 
crowded and unattractive. The teachers had changed 
less than the pupils and Lyn could identify them as 
types well-known from her own schooldays. Almost 
all tended to tyrannize the pupils. Rules for assign- 
ments and class-room behaviour were rigid. The en- 
terprising student who volunteered information or 
asked a question was considered a potential trouble- 
maker. No teacher ever looked a pupil in the eyes 
(making it easier for Lyn to “pass,” crows feet and 
all) and no pupil ever projected his voice or raised 
his hand to speak. Classes were dull, sterile and not 
conducive to learning anything. However, the same 
city had built a new, very modern high school in a 
different and much wealthier school zone where Lyn 
found, on a visit, that teachers were actually admired 
and did have personal contact with students. In 
neither place did she find use of nor any specific in- 
formation about drugs; nor did she find real evidence 
of promiscuity. The innocence and naivete of the 
teenager, the causeless bursting forth of sheer group 
exuberance did strike her. Although she lived in an 
area of deep racial disturbance, actual outbreaks of 
trouble were ignored by the young. 

Saddest of all was the unchanged attitude of the 
grown-ups. Adults apparently forget their own youth 
rapidly. Asa group they are afraid of teenagers and 
hostile to them. This was and is apparent on busses 
and streetcars and any place where teenagers gather. 

Lyn had no sociological purpose in her masquerade. 
She just wanted to find out, as a reporter, what teen- 
agers are like now. She did and has written a most 
surprising book which should be read by anyone con- 
cerned with young adults. And who isn’t? But don’t 
settle for excerpts in magazines. You need the whole 
book for proper perspective.

Chief Amico arrived on the 
scene just after that and sounded 
the third alarm at 1:47 with more 
assistance coming from Medtord, 
Stoneham, and Reading. 

Police cars 21, with Patrolman 
Francesco Tranchita, 22 with 
Frank DeAniato, and 24 with 
David Richardson, converged on 
the scene, and blocked off Cam- 
bridge Street traffic. In no time 
the area was swarming with fire 
engines, hoses, and the cars of 
many citizens and passersby, who 
came from all over the area. 

The size of the fire and the 
large number of onlookers com- 
bined to make for much confusion 
at the scene. Subsequent to the 
fire many in the neighborhood, 
worried by the events, voiced 
criticism of the time it took the 
Department to reach the '-no 
and of what they felt to be un- 
certainty or slowness of action 
on the part of some of the tire- 
fighters. ^ M 

Asked to comment on these re - 
ports, Chief Amico reminded the 
Star that the feeling of time run- 
ning slow is always with the per- 
son helpless at a fire. 

He also said. “Ninety-eight per- 
cent of fires are handled in time 
to contain them as small tires, but 
now and then we have one which 
is an exception. The job <>f the 
men first on the scene in such a 
case is to lay a deck-gun to keep 
the fire from the house. Some 
people may have misinterpreted 
their actions because they didn’t 
understand them. As far as I am 
concerned, everything at this fire 
went normally.” 

Two firelighters sustained mi- 
nor injuries at the fire, and both 
were driven to the hospital. Peter 
Morgan drove Lt. Cronin of the 
Arlington Fire Department, who 
suffered cuts on his hands, and 
David Richardson transported 
Thomas Foley of Pond Street, 
with a lacerated elbow. 



To Learning 

Those blank spots in your ability 
to learn — the had memory for num- 
bers or places, the poor reading or 
spelling in grade school — could 
have been inherited from your pa- 
rents. 

This was the conclusion of a pilot 
study conducted by a Northwestern 
University communicative disorders 
research team. 

The results of the study were 
reported in the April 17 issue of 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

The conclusion that genetics 
sometimes plays a role in the oc- 
currence of learning disabilities 
was based on a study of 14 Chica- 
go-area families with a child doing 
poorly in school because of per- 
ceptual disorders not related to 
mental retardation, emotional dis- 
turbance or brain damage. 

All of the parents of these 14 
children — and about one half of 
their brothers and sisters — also 
were found to have various types 
of perceptual or memory defects, 
the researchers reported. 

Results so far strongly suggest 
that genetic differences may ac- 
count for learning disorders in some 
children earlier suspected of hav- 
ing suffered brain damage. A con- 
tinuing study by the Rutherford 
group is underway to gain further 
understanding of the role of hered- 
ity in these defects. 

Early difficulty in learning read- 
ing, spelling, or arithmetic may be 
the result of so subtle a problem 
in perception or memory that in 
adulthood the person may not be 
aware of it. 

For example, a housewife was 
surprised to learn that there might 
be a relationship between her son’s 
poor spelling and arithmetic and 
the fact that she had never been 
able to remember her own tele- 
phone number. 

Another one of the parents stud- 
ied was a highly successful pro- 
fessional person who regarded his 
visual recall as “average” even 
though he could remember only one 
route to drive from his office to his 
home. 

A large battery of psychological 
and neurological tests is required 
to pinpoint specific types of defi- 
ciencies in both children and 
parents. Subjects are not consider- 
ed to have difficulties in perception 
or memory unless their scores on 
the tests are lower than those of 
95 percent of the persons used in 
the original standardization of the 
tests. 


Weight Increase 
On Parcel Post 


Mailers will be able to send 25 
pound parcels between first class 
post offices which are 150 miles 
or more apart starting July 1, Post- 
master Charles R. Hill reminded 
patrons today. The present weight 
limit is 20 pounds, he said. 

This is the first of five increases 
scheduled to take effect annually 
until 1971, when a 40 pound, 84 
inch maximum size will be authoriz- 
ed between all first class post of 
fices. Size limitations are now 72 
inches in combined girth and 
length. 

The next increase, on July 1, 
1968, will raise the weight limit to 
30 pounds. On July 1, 1969, the 
weight limit will he increased from 
30 to 40 pounds: on July 1, 1970, 
the size limit will be increased to 
78 inches: and on July 1, 1971, the 
size limit is scheduled to be in- 
creased to 84 inches. 

Postmaster Hill also reminded 
mailers that parcels weighing up 
to 40 pounds can be mailed be- 
tween first class post offices less 
than 1560 miles apart. Packages 
addressed to and from 2nd, 3rd, and 
4th class post offices, Alaska and 
Hawaii are not affected by the in- 
crease in size and weight provisions 
of the Public Law 89-573 which be- 
came effective January 15, he said. 
Parcel Post mailings to and from 
these offices remain at 70 pounds 
and 100 inches.

Board 17 in Section B (rotated 
for convenience) poses a problem in 
play. You are sitting South with 
the bid at five hearts doubled. What 
would your plan of attack be with 
a lead of the spade ace followed by 
another spade. The bidding does 
give you some clue, for East doub- 
led your original heart bid for take 
out and doubled your five hearts, 
which you were forced to hid after 
four spades from East-West. 

Well, there’s no problem finding 
your two losers, the aces of spades 
And diamonds. And you have two 
other potential losers to make a de 
cision about — a possible heart los- 
and the third diamond. (The 
fourth one can go on the club king.) 
It would be nice if hearts broke 
two-two, but with the double from 
South, it seems reasonable to sup 
pose three to the queen may be 
there. So the heart finesse needs 
lead from the dummy. Now about 
the other problem. Considering the 
double from East and the fact that 
West has shown the ace of spades, 
the diamond ace is sure to be in 
East’s hand. So you’d prefer to lead 
diamonds from the dummy, for if 
East comes up with the ace, that 
takes care of the diamond loser. 
However, that would take the one 
sure lead from the dummy and you 
have decided to finesse the heart. 
Now where can you find another 
lead from the board? There’s only 
one chance, that you can ruff the 
third round of diamonds. And if 
you’re going to do that anyway, 
there’s no point in setting up your 
third- round trick ip diamonds (If 
East ducks, it would take a second 
lead from the dummy anyway.) so 
your plan is set. Trump the second 
round of spades and lead the king 
of diamonds. There’d be no reason 
for East to duck, although if he 
does, just continue the suit. 

Now your losers are taken care of 
as well as you can figure, and it 
does work. The third round of dia- 
monds is ruffed in dummy, the ace 
and king of clubs are played to dis- 
card the fourth diamond on, and 
the heart is led from dummy for 
the trump finesse which works. 

You may say, “Doesn’t it take 
quite a while to think out all those 
paragraph?” Yes, but you think 
only once at the beginning on a 
hand like this, and it often takes 
less time than having to think on 
each play. 

In actual competition, the hand 
was played seven different times 
with seven different results. Five 
hearts doubled made once for the 
top score, four hearts made five 
for the next, then four hearts made 
four, completing the above average 
results. Right in the middle was the 
pair setting four spades two, then 
the pair setting four spades one. 
Next to bottom was a five-heart bid- 
der down two, and last a pair who 
let the opposition take the hid for 
three spades, making three. 

Moral: In these distributional 
hands, it's usually better to stick 
with your own suit rather than 
double, although you may be pushed 
too high and have to struggle.

$116 Million 
In Area Spent 
For Home Upkeep 

Middlesex County’s homeowners 
spend a pretty penny each year on 
the upkeep of their property, ac- 
cording to a recent government 
study. 

Their outlay per year, for gen- 
eral maintenance and for altera- 
tions, additions and repairs, is ap- 
proximately $1 16,876,000. 

That is an estimate based upon 
a government survey of home ex- 
penditures in communities across 
the country. The figures include 
data from the Department of Com- 
merce and from other sources. 

They show that the average 
amount spent for such purposes in 
Middlesex County’s regional area 
is about $332 per housing unit. This 
compares with $253 nationally. 

That is the average. Some home- 
owners spend considerably more 
than that at times when major re 
pairs are called for, but get along 
with smaller outlays in other years. 

Overall figures that show the to- 
tal amount being spent for residen- 
tial upkeep and improvement are 
contained in the Commerce Depart- 
ment report. The outlay in this di- 
rection, throughout the nation, 
comes to $11.55 billion per year. 

How is Middlesex County’s share 
of this, $116,876,000 being distrib- 
uted ? 

A breakdown, based on the na- 
tional figures, indicates that 56 per- 
cent is for general upkeep, main- 
tenance and repairs. In this cate- 
gory, painting is the biggest item 
of expense. It accounts for 42 per- 
cent of all upkeep costs. 

Plumbing is next, with 11 per 
cent, followed by roofing, 7 percent, 
and heating and air conditioning, 4 
percent. Furnace repairs, electrical 
work, flooring and the like make up 
the remainder. 

Home maintenance and repair 
was more expensive last year, at 
least five percent more, than in the 
preceding year, according to Labor 
Department figures. 

In addition to increases in the 
cost of lumber, hardware, pipe fit- 
tings and other items, there was a 
marked increase in labor costs for 
mechanics and handymen. 

Frequently, these workmen were 
unobtainable at all. They had more 
jobs than they could handle. As a 
result, many homeowners were 
forced to pick up the wrench or the 
paint brush and do their own repair 
work.

Schools Look 
For Teachers 
As Assistants 

Winchester Public Schools are 
receiving applications for “teach- 
ing-assistants” at this time. 

An assistant may be a house- 
wife who is a college graduate or 
in a program of study toward her 
degree in education and who for a 
number of reasons may desire to 
teach. Possibly there is financial 
need in the case of a widow or 
the mother of children of high 
school age with a family income 
insufficient to meet the increasing 
cost of higher education. 

Other persons eligible for this 
type of teaching-assistant position 
might be those who have or are 
about to be retired, particularly 
retirement and educational back- 
ground make them good prospects 
for teaching. 

Although they are frequently 
interested in teaching, many col- 
lege graduate housewives find it 
difficult to enter the field of pub- 
lic education. This is because of 
certification requirements which 
include profesional courses which 
are not usually part of the educa- 
tional background of the liberal 
arts or science graduate. Prob- 
ably the most difficult to meet of 
these requirements is practice 
teaching, which ordinarily is 
available only to those matriculat- 
ing for a degree. 

The teaching-assistant plan in- 
volves the employment of these 
college graduates assigned for a 
school year to classrooms in which 
team teaching is employed or in 
special situations in which the 
teacher needs assistance. The as- 
sistant functions much as the ap- 
prentice does in industry. She 
(or he) performs classroom du- 
ties, simple at first, but becoming 
more complex as experience and 
observation enable her to relieve 
the regular teacher of more pro- 
fessional duties. Toward the end 
of the year she can adequately 
perform all the functions required 
of a classroom teacher. This ex- 
perience is usually accompanied 
and/or preceded by a program of 
study designed to (1) qualify the 
assistant for a state teaching cer- 
tificate and (2) provide both pro- 
fessional training and refresher 
courses in general education. Such 
study could be incorporated in a 
program of study for a master’s 
degree for which credit could be 
allowed for the apprenticeship in 
lieu of practice teaching.

Resigns From 
Appeal Board 

At their recent meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen accepted with 
regret the resignation of Edward 
V. French, of 2 Ledgewood Road 
from the Board of Appeal, after 
a 20-year service which dates back 
to May 26, 1947. 

Mr. French is a former mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee 
(1943-1946), and has for a num- 
ber of years been a trustee and 
director of Winchester Hospital 
and a director of the Winchester 
Savings Bank. He is chairman of 
the Board of Directors of Atlan- 
tic Lumber Company, in Boston, 
the country’s foremost producer 
of hardwood lumber, and is a di- 
rector, also, of New England Bap- 
tist Hospital and of Loomis- 
Sayles Canadian and Internation- 
al Fund. 

In their letter to the Selectmen, 
the Board of Appeal stated, “The 
Board, and the Town as a whole, 
owes (Mr. French many thanks, 
not only because he has served 
for such a lengthy period, but 
more particularly because he has 
been an outstandingly wise coun- 
selor for the Town in many diffi- 
cult situations. He knows people; 
he knows the Town (maps were 
almost superfluous for him); and 
he has always seemed to have an 
unerring feel for applying firm- 
ness and tolerance in precisely 
the right proportion.”

Medford Man Drowns Here 
In Water Off Sandy Beach 

At 10:15 p.m. Saturday evening the body of Alan Oremlun, 26, of 
Medford, a former officer in the United Stales Army, was recovered 
from the water of Upper Mystic Lakes. 

I he hotly had been in the water about 20 hours, and the young 
man had been missing from his home since 8:30 on Friday evening. 

A call from the M.D.C. Police truck and Civil Defense unit from 
requested the Winchester Fire De- 
partment to send its rescue truck 
to the area at 8:39 p.m. M.D.C. 
men had instigated a search when 
his car was discovered parked in 
the area. At the beach water’s 
edge they also found piles of 
clothing. 

For the next two hours Win- 
chester’s rescue truck, with Lt. 

Joseph Connolly and Firefighters 
John Wyman ami Gary Nelson on 
duty, lit the area from the Sandy 
side; and the Winchester Auxili- 
ary lighting truck, under the di- 
rection of Captain Wilbur Otis 
and three of his men, was esta- 
blished to flood light the waters 
from the Robinson Circle side of 
the Lakes, along with a rescue 


Woburn. 

Richard Feeney, of 39 Nelson 
Street, who is M.D.C. dive master, 
directed diving operations and 
was the man who located the body 
olf the Sandy Beach side of the 
lake, in about 15 feet of water. He 
was assisted by two other M.D.C. 
divers and two from the Woburn 
unit. 

Medical Examiner Hurry L. 
Benson was called to the scene and 
examined the body. 

The victim of the drowning was 
discharged as a Captain from the 
Army Corps of Engineers three 
weeks ago. He was a graduate of 
the Medford High School and of 
the Northeastern University 
School of Engineering, and was 
employed by the Adams Russell 
Engineering Company of Wal- 
tham.

Radar Goes After 
Traffic Violators 
On Streets Here 

Drivers are warned that the 
officers and men of the Police 
Department are in a concerted 
effort to rid the Town of speed- 
er , and drivers who disregard the 
local traffic control signs. 

The use of the radar equip- 
ment of the Department, owned 
her* for the past few years, has 
been stepped up. 

“We’re going to crack down on 
drivers who speed into Town or 
through it,” said a spokesman for 
the Board of Selectmen, which 
believes that some cars and trucks 
alike have been going through 
Town too fast. 

There arc quite a few areas in 
Town that need more watching, 
according to police; and the traf- 
fic sit; ns — the speed designations, 
tin “slow” signs, and even the 
“stop” signs — are disregarded by 
t > many drivers. 

Tin* radar unit is manned by 
one police officer, who does both 
the need clocking and the at- 
tfv.iiant arresting. The system will 
tell whether a car is actually 
breaking the speed control limit 
at a given point, or, as is some- 
times the case, just seems to be 

:ig so from the point of view 
j ytt stationary householder. 

The new efforts against drivers 
are in addition to the system of 
Town- wide cruiser coverage just 
inaugurated. This has been in ef- 
fect for over a month and puts to 
use two additional cruising cars. 

Police officers are now manning 
the cruisers alone, and with four 
out on the Town at one time, are 
covering a good deal larger area 
than before. 

The system is in effect here day 
and night. 


Alert to Parents: 
Offenders Face 
Summons to Court 

Police Chief Derro has given 
a written notice to a selected 
group of parents in Town, and is 
today alerting all parents, that 
his patience with the “‘increasing- 
ly worse” situation in Winches- 
ter Square has run out. 

Parents of young people whose 
actions have already come to po- 
lice attention for disturbances or 
worse in the Center area are re- 
ceiving a letter which details ac- 
tions he expects to take. 

In his written statement in to- 
day’s Star he details for other 
parents the reasons for this ac- 
tion, pointing up drunkenness and 
fights as part of his concern. 

“If this act has shocked pa- 
rents, I want them to know that 
what I am looking for is how to 
find a better understanding with 
them,” says the Chief. 

“I am also appealing to any 
parent who is or feels involved in 
this, to come and discuss the situ- 
ation with myself and my offi- 
cers.” 

The chief states that there are 
all kinds of parents in Town, 
those who are concerned, those 
unconcerned, and those who just 
don’t know what their boy or girl 
is doing. 

He is distressed that the girls 
have come into this picture, but 
feels he must report that this is 
the case. He wishes to impress 
parents with the fact that court 
records will be detrimental to 
their young people, and hopes, by 
alerting them, to avoid some of 
it.

Cruiser 22 fl^auiiehed Without Ceremony 

WPD Tics WFD in Launchings: Score Now 1 to 1 


Jackie Kennedy had not been invited. No one 
swung champagne. 

Yet at about 7:15 last Friday morning, flying 
the colors of the Winchester Police Department, 
Cruiser 22 was launched in the \berjona. 

Unfortunately the press had not been informed 
of this unscheduled event, the second in 10 months 
to take place out behind the Na'al — uh — protective 
departments buildings. There were no photograph- 
ers and no dignitaries present at the impromptu af- 
fair (several indignitaries reported just after it 
happened notwithstanding). 

Cruiser 22 is a new ship, purheased by the de- 
partment in May to cruise up and down the Win- 
chester hills.

“Dear Parent: 

“During the past several 
months a condition has existed 
in Winchester Square which is 
becoming increasingly worse. 
Many hoys, and also girls, have 
been making a practice of 
hanging around the Converse 
Bridge and the Mystic Valley 
Parkway, opposite the Unitari- 
an Church at all hours of the 
day and night. I cannot imagine 
that you, as parents are un- 
aware of what is taking place as 
the result of the actions of this 
group. 

“Recently we have had cases 
of drunkenness, disturbances, 
and fights in this area. Church 
property, parks, and private 
property has been littered with 
beer cans, bottles, and paper 
containers. Awnings of stores 
have been either torn or set on 
fire and windows of business 
establishments have been brok- 
en. A passerby has to listen to 
filthy talk and risk firecrackers 
being thrown at him. 

“1 have been reluctant to take 
court action in the past because 
I know what a court record does 
to a young man. Unfortunately, 
recent events have forced me to 
take a different viewpoint. I 
ant writing this letter to you 
because the name of your son 
has been given to me as one 
who is in the habit of frequent- 
ing the Converse Bridge and the 
Parkway. 1 wish to call your at- 
tention to the fact that we do 
have a Town By-Law that reads 
as follows: 

ARTICLE 3 SECTION 14 
No person shall behave in a 
rude or disorderly manner, or 
use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language in any pub- 
lic place, or near any dwelling 
house, or other building in the 
town, or be or remain on any 
sidewalk, or upon any door 
step, or other projection from 
any house or other building, 
so as to annoy or disturb any 
person or obstruct any passage 
to such house or building, and 
every person so being or re- 
maining as aforesaid, when or- 
dered by any constable or po- 
lice officer, or by the owner or 
occupant of any such building, 
shall immediately and peace- 
fully depart and stay there- 
from.

“’Before I go any further, I 
want to make it fully understood 
that only a small percentage of 
our juveniles are involved. We 
can still be proud of the majority 
of our young people who work 
hard in school and other endeav- 
ors and are a credit to our com- 
munity. My action in writing this 
communication is not the result of 
the two recent unsigned letters 
in the Star. As a matter of fact, 

I agree with the sentiments set 
forth in these letters. During the 
past year teenagers have been 
brought into the police station in 
an unconscious condition as a re- 
sult of imbibing excessive 
amounts of intoxicating liquors. 

It was fortunate that my offi- 
cers found these young people in 
time to have medical attention 
given. 

“I would like to ask how many 
people know that drinking exces- 
sively by people who are not used 
to it, can be fatal? Another ques- 
tion I would like to ask is how 
many parents know that drinking 
is becoming prevalent with Jun- 
ior High School children? I am 
stressing the drinking amongst 
teenagers because in most cases, 
in vandalism and other offensive 
acts, the offenders had been drink- 
ing and were under the influence 
of liquor. 

“The Board of Selectmen, my- 
self, and members of my depart- 
ment know that we do have a ju- 
venile problem in Winchester. 
The mere fact that we have had 
more juvenile offenders before the 
Woburn District Court in 1966 
than any other city or town in 
this district, proves this to be 
true. We have had several discus- 
sions in an effort to find some so- 
lution to this problem. I have even 
discussed the juvenile drinking 
problem with clergymen of both 
faiths in Winchester. I have sug- 
gested that they should get to- 
gether and make up one partic- 
ular sermon that could be given 
in the various churches on some 
particular day. 

“I firmly believe that if this 
was done it may have the effect 
of bringing this problem to the 
attention of people who refuse to 
admit that we do have a drink- 
ing problem amongst our young 
people. 

“I feel that the time has come 
to do something, and I am hoping 
that by bringing this problem out 
in the open in the Winchester 
Star, it may help to awaken some 
parents of the children involved.”

It’s not only for the good things 
in life that Middlesex County resi- 
dents are spending more money at 
the present time. 

They are also spending more fnr 
medicines — a total of $2-1,850,000 
a year. 

And the reason is not only that 
drugs cost more nowadays. Much 
of the increase, believe it or not, 
is attributed to the fact that local 
people have more to spend, on av- 
erage, than they did a few years 
ago. 

It is quite understandable, ac- 
cording to a new government study. 
It shows that people with more 
money at their command spend 
more for ointments, laxatives and 
other non- prescription drugs than 
those with less money. 

The report, just released by the 
National Center for Health Sta- 
tistics, a division of the Public 
Health Service is based on inter- 
views with 134,000 persons 
throughout the country. 

Among those in Middlesex Coun- 
ty’s geographic region, the amount 
spent for medicines averages $18.00 
per person annually. 

Of this sum, an estimated $13.30 
per year is for medicine obtained 
on written perscriptions from phys- 
icians. 

The rest of it goes for drugs and 
medications that are available with- 
out prescriptions, such as nose 
drops, liniments, pain relievers, 
vitamins and tonics. 

On the basis of the government’s 
sampling survey, the total ex- 
penditure for medicines by Mid- 
dlesex County residents is estimat- 
ed at $24,850,000 a year. 

The American people as a whole 
are spending more than $4 billion a 
year in that direction, or about $21 
per person, the report states. Not 
included are drugs dispensed to 
hospital patients. 

Age, sex, education and income 
are some of the factors that affect 
the amount an individual spends 
for medicines. Younger people 
spend less than older ones, women 
more than men and people in the 
South and West more than those 
elsewhere. 

In Middlesex County, according 
to the latest figures released by 
Sales Management on retail drug- 
store sales, their volume for the 
year came to $65,654,000, compared 
with the total three years before of 
$53,408,000. 

This takes into account all drug 
store sales, including sales of non- 
medicinal products.

The dental office of the future is 
being planned at Tufts University 
under the direction of a Winches- 
ter engineer. 

Engineers, psychologists and ar- 
chitectural planners are joining 
with dental educators in the proj- 
ect. 

Some of the early explorations 
indicate the revolution which may 
be ahead for dental practice. 

The team found that the dentist 
may work most effectively on most 
teeth standing directly in front of 
the patient. So they designed a 
chair that stands a patient up and 
allows him to lie flat, but still be- 
haves like a chair. 

To save time and effort they de- 
signed a unit, smaller than a desk 
top, that contains all of the den- 
tist’s regular instruments and can 
be moved anywhere around the pa- 
tient. If it works, the huge machin- 
ery that hangs over today’s patient 
may be gone forever. 

They are experimenting with 
miniature lights built into the in- 
struments to do away with the 
overhead light which gets into pa- 
tients’ eyes. 

Their laboratory is a dental of- 
fice with four rooms, fitted with 
modern equipment. Movable walls 
allow changing the shape of the 
rooms and their relationship to 
each other. One-way mirrors allow 
study of the dentist's work. But it 
is a regular dentist’s office hand- 
ling genuine patients. 

The three-year project is funded | 
by a grant to the Tufts College of} 
Engineering and School of Dental 
Medicine from the Public Health 
Service, U. S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

The project is headed by Prof.

Motion pictures and time-se- 
quence photos will be taken of the 
dentist at work, in a study of time 
and motion. Such physical elements 
as fatigue, muscle strain, and 
changes in physical condition and 
performance will be measured. Var- 
ied color schemes and lighting ar- 
rangements will be tested. 

The study will move even into 
the reception room, to determine 
how its size relates to types of den- 
tal practice and to patient schedul- 
ing. 

Starting with the familiar dental 
chair, the team will experiment 
with various adaptations, includ- 
ing the experimental chair already 
devised. No type of equipment, 
from storage cabinets to waiting 
room chairs, will be exempt from 
change. 

Improving the efficiency of the 
dentist and comfort of the patient 
will be prime objectives. The proj- 
ect team will produce a text con- 
taining “the best information and 
guidance we can assemble relative 
to the problem of maximizing effi- 
ciency and productivity in the den- 
tal profession.” 

They also hope to show the long- 
term need for an experimental fa- 
cility to evaluate future innova- 
tions in the practice of dentistry.

A CACYPA To Help Find The Mean? 


Young people in trouble are top news again today 
and we have to remind ourselves that the news is 
more often than not the lessordinary event, and that 
we still live in a community where the good things 
are the expected and the understood, and the bad 
things make a lot of noise. 

We can also look at today’s news in the perspec- 
tive of a year of over all positive accomplishment in 
youth activities, against the background of the grow- 
ing recreation program, and remembering the cur- 
rent efforts of the students themselves to start a Drop- 
In Center. 

But Police Chief Derro. his juvenile officer and his 
whole Department staff have a mean problem. The 
rest of us can sit back. We can cluck at the young 
people. We can applaud the deeds of the many “good’’ 
boys and girls and theorize about the acting out of 
the • had." We can debate the merits of the 
Sheldon Gluecks’ latest research on why they be- 
have this way, count the multiplying acts of van- 
dalism on the police blotter, and say to ourselves, 
"why doesn’t someone do something?’’ 

The police don’t have this luxury. They must 
come to grips every day with the acting out minority 
in a real and often very frustrating way. And they 
are often damned if they do and damned if they 
don't. 

The blotter is full of reports of 1.1 and 14-year-old 
boys out on the Town being a nuisance at 1, 2, and 
1 a.m. There are very few recorded calls from parents 
looking for boys at this hour. In the afternoons there 
is less demand on the time of young people than of 
old; and many congregate in the Center, doing what 
boys have done for time memorial— chewing the fat, 
"hacking” around, and in some instances making fun 
of and deliberately offending the passerby. Both of 
these areas of complaint are worse now simply be- 
cause there are more boys. Worse because they have 
more time to waste. Worse because their pattern of 
living and expression are more free, and their agres- 


sive acts and words arc consequently more re- 
pugnant to those of us of another generation. 

Today Chief Derro strikes out at the hoys, at their 
parents and, it almost seems, at the community for 
holding him to account. Winchester has more juvenile 
offenders before the Woburn District Court now, he 
says, than any of the other nine towns and 
areas which it services. You want me to do something 
about it, so I’ll bring more of them to court. They 
will be exposed, recorded, and pay fines, and maybe 
it will do some good. The top officers, who spend 
a great deal of time in the courtroom already, will 
have to spend more. 

As citizens we wonder, watch, wait and lament the 
situation. But should we sit back and "let Joe handle 
it.” or should we do more? When things got tough 
for the State, its administrators set up a Youth Ser- 
vice Board to work behind the law enforcement 
structure, and in support of it. to be a sounding 
board, a liason between the community and its law 
enforcement so that the former has a platform to 
turn to and the latter a place to confer on its prob- 
lems and a group where constructive ideas can be con- 
sidered together. 

The Police Department here has a good record of 
turning to the school administrators and the church 
staffs for help in individual problem cases. Would 
they not be less isolated in their job and better as- 
sisted if there were ready-made grouping of such per- 
son to help them so that thinking on the subject 
would be shared in a broader and continuing way, 
and so that we could have a forum for the more ef- 
fective, and constructive thoughts on the part of all 
sides. There are younger, activist ministers and 
priests in Town who would make good members of 
such a board as they help to bridge the age gap. We 
have seasoned school administrators who want to 
help. At least one outstanding female teacher- psy- 
chologist comes to mind, whose drive to help the 
young people balances well with her hard headed- 
ness. We have the personnel to make up a fine group, 
a sort of Citzens Advisory Committee for Youth- Po- 
lice Affairs. Isn’t it time that we started one? 


Do Call Us — We Can’t Call You 


Your son is burning the trash out in the incinera- 
tor. He’s careless, a burning paper ignites the grass, 
which in turn ignites something else. He yells, ‘‘Call 
the Fire Department!” 

Maybe you are lucky and your emergency numbers 
are in order at the phone and four-year-old Susie 
hasn't torn them or given them to the puppy to chew. 
Maybe you’re not. You might call the Police if you 
remember their 1212 number and ask them to relay 
your call. You might call operator, carefully noting 
where you live including which Town, for she is now 
in Arlington and serves several towns. You might 
ring the fire box down the street. But the chances are 
that it will happen with you as it happened here at 
the Whittaker fire last week: your indecision and 
that of your family will cost time and will add to the 
confusion. For what is very likely is that you will not 
remember that the number for the Winchester Fire 
Department is 729-1800. 

What last week’s fire points up, among other things, 
is the need for an area wide— or better, State-wide— 
or better still, nation-wide— emergency number. Then 
if you move from Winchester to Bridgeport. Connec- 
ticut, you’ll have only to learn your new prefix digits 
to know your new fire number. 


Winchester Fire Chief Frank Amico has been work- 
ing in an area organization of fire chiefs to effect a 
change to the numeral 1111 for fire emergency, which 
is commendable. The Town of Belmont uses its pre- 
fix and the numerals for FIRE which looks like the 
answer, but 1111 are the four easiest numerals to 
dial and preclude hunting for the 1471 designation 
for FIRE. 'I he Chief points out the problems that 
are created for the Telephone Company when this 
kind of change is requested, and the time it takes for 
separate Towns to work with their separate I cle- 
phone Company officials to arrive at a uniform ans- 
wer. 

Isn’t it time that our legislators went to work on 
this for us and that we stop reaching around lor 
good but separate answers? Representative Harrison 
Chadwick when approached on the subject sounded 
interested, and suggested that a number without any 
prefix would be best. Others have suggested emer- 
gency buttons, one for police and one for fire, which, 
we fear, would be too easily misused. The Telephone 
Company undoubtedly has done research on this 
problem. The point is that it should be discussed and 
acted upon now. It’s a subject wherein time is 
measured in seconds. And in this case seconds can 
equal lives, and always equal money. 


Comment: 


When he dons his uniform and becomes a police 
officer, a man is still subject to human frailty. But, 
like the doctor who can’t cure his own cold, the 
musician who flubs a bar in a concert, the editor 
who misspells, he is in a worse spot when he has any 
accident with a car than is the average man. Police 
Officer William Haggerty, who was at the wheel of 
the Police cruiser before it went into the river, 
is embarrassed; so is his chief. Neither can erase the 
episode. However, it seems proper right now seriously 
to raise a question of whether the Town should not 
erect some barrier in this spot off Winchester Place 
which slopes so steeply down to the river. Next time 
it might be two little children, left in a little foreign 
car while mother shopped.

“There is so much good in the 
worst of us, and so much bad in 
the best of us, It ill behooves any 
of us, to talk about the rest of us.” 

This bit of Irish Philosophy 
ought to be all that has to he said 
in reply to all he “Bleeding 
Hearts” that have used your col- 
umns to berate any one who ser- 
iously and honestly have tried to 
differ with their particular point 
of view. 

We have a real, ever-present 
danger in Winchester, the State 
and the Nation. The social-econ- 
omic-political revolution. 

I say this not as a scare phrase, 
not as a sympathizer of the far 
left or far right, hut as one who 
has followed this form of govern- 
ment and read and compared the 
rises and falls of most of the oth- 
ers. 

We are a government of law, a 
continuation and improvement of 
English law dating back to the 
Magna Carta. 

The general weakness in most 
other forms of government lead- 
ing to their short lived existence 
has been the basic premise of 
leadership of a personality, gain- 
ed by force, and promise of social 
and economic improvements, al- 
ways ending in a loss of political 
choice and freedom. 

The rally-cry of these forms of 
government toward the goal of 
socio-economic improvement can 
best be put down in this one 
phrase “The end justifies the 
means.” 

Is that phrase familiar in our 
current controversy? 

A local member of the Ecumen- 
ical group has been quoted as say- 
ing it. 

There are, throughout the world, 
the “haves” and the “have-nots.” 
’Twas ever thus. The Bible tells us 
of the “Sons of Mary” and the 
“Sons of Martha.” 

In the United States and in 
Massachusetts, Republican and 
Democratic Administrations have 
made giant strides to improve the 
condition of our disadvantaged, 
guaranteeing equal rights, and 
privileges to ail and enforcing 
these rights through efforts of the 
Justice Department and in Mas- 
sachusetts, the Department of the 
Attorney General. 

Economic standards are steadily 
improving through minimum 
wages, medical aid, equality of op- 
portunity for the sexes, public 
housing, and a long list of pro- 
grams familiar to all of us. 

None of these programs endan- 
gers the Federal, State or munici- 
pal political autonomy. 

No program, however necessary 
or desired, should be initiated that 
would encroach on the existing 
forms of government that have 
made us the model throughout the 
world of self-government and free 
enterprise. 

Horatio Alger stories are not 
fiction in America, financially or 
politically. 

It should matter little who says 
what, rather what is said. 

What are the facts, and what 
weight should be given to these 
facts in order to come to a per- 
sonal conclusion. When the an- 
swer comes, get out and do some- 
thing about it. Self-government is 
one’s self in one’s Town, and 
through the ballot. 

This has been my practice, often 
criticized, but nonetheless what l 
believe to be my civic responsibil- 
ity. 

So for METCO... 

I have heard and read for the 
past two years of the aims of 
METCO... by METCO officials, it 
appears to be, on the surface, a 
plausible plan to improve the edu- 
cational opportunity of a small 
minority of a disadvantaged mi- 
nority. It would seem that to be 
successful it would have to enlarge 
within that minority and in order 
to fulfill its promise, include oth- 
er minorities that we know also to 
be disadvantaged. 

With this thought in mind, it 
obviously intrigued nie. Where 
would the finances come from? 
Fow how long? When would this 
become a governmental project? 
How? 

Some of these answers such as 
financing would be tax money, so 
why can’t I get involved. It’s my 
money. And as I investigated, 
METCO would involved my Town, 
and it appeared, I was not going to 
bo invited in. Just about this time 
Senate Majority Leader Harring- 
ton spoke on Boston radio and told 
the interviewers that METCO was 
good for this minority i„ Boston, 
wus good for Boston and as he 
saw it would lead to tt Metropoli- 
tan school district. 

Senator Harrington was not just 
talking politics, he had already 
filed a proposed bill in the Senate 
S.283.

the goal of METCO, certainly did 
not do his homework.

And, lets add a 
late filed bill that would give con- 
trol of rubbish, garbage, incinera- 
tor operations to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works.

It is my opinion that all the 
bureaucrats and politicians want 
from us is our taxes and they will 
leave us a town meeting to vote 
the tax bill sent to us from Boston, 
and decide for ourselves such im- 
portant matters as when and 
where we can patch the streets of 
town, and whether or not we 
should leash dogs.

Our Brother’s 
Brother, Not 
His Keeper 

Editor of the Star: 

Now that our town has passed 
through the successive agonies of 
petition, consideration, acceptance 
and rejection, it seems appropriate 
to set forth on the record certain 
comments regarding the METCO 
challenge and the struggling un- 
certainty of our response. 

In justification of its opposition 
to METCO the Voice of Winches- 
ter put forth essentially three 
basic arguments: 

(1) That the School Committee 
exceeded its authority in voting 
to participate in METCO; 

(2) That the vote was hasty, ill- 
advised and taken without adequate 
inquiry into the entire situation; 

(3) That our school system 
cannot absorb 2.5 METCO students 
without denying to resident stu- 
dents services and facilities to 
which they are entitled. 

The question whether the School 
Committee exceeded its authority 
in offering to participate in 
METCO is clearly legal rather 
than political, and hence should 
be answered by the Town Counsel 
rather than the Town Meeting. 
Counsel’s rulings on VOW’s vari- 
ous motions affirm that the Com- 
mittee’s action involved a proper 
exercise of its delegated powers. 
Hence there is no reasonable basis 
for charging that the School Com- 
mittee lacked the requisite author- 
ity to act in the matter. 

At the April meeting of the 
School Committee, Committeeman 
Harris noted that METCO had been 
under consideration since January 
of 1966 and that our participation 
in the program had been consider- 
ed by the Committee on at least 
four separate occasions. There- 
after, the Committee held two wide- 
ly-advertised, well-attended public 
hearings prior to taking a vote. 
Hence there is no reasonable basis 
for charging that the Committee 
acted precipitously in the matter. 

The final alleged objection — that 
our school system cannot absorb 
METCO pupils except at the ex- 
pense of resident students — was 
effectively destroyed by Superin- 
tendent Harry Gilson who stated 
clearly and unequivocally that the 
requisite facilities are available, 
and that participation in METCO 
would benefit our children rather 
than burden or handicap them. 

Many organizations solicit our 
charity for the poor, the deprived 
and the disadvantaged; METCO 
challenges us to make real the 
concept of equality of opportunity 
by affording these children the 
same educational advantages as we 
demand for our own — to transcend 
the artificial limitations of ruce, 
custom and material affluence — to 
be, not our brother’s keeper, but 
our brother’s brother.

Editor of the Star: 

Certainly every possible opinion 
on the METCO situation has been 
aired by now. I merely wish to de- 
scribe a small incident which I wit- 
nessed this morning, at the very 
dreary MDC skating rink in Ja- 
maica Plain. 

My son, not yet seventeen, had 
forgotten to take his lunch to his 
summer job, and I decided to take 
it over to him. 

I walked into a huge damp lock- 
er-room area crammed with young 
children, boys and girls, both white 
and Negro. This is an understaffed, 
ill-equipped attempt to provide a 
day camp for children who live in 
an enormous Federal housing pro- 
ject nearby. There were long rows 
of wooden benches, and my 
“WASP” son was sitting on one of 
them with his back to me. He had 
his right arm around one teary lit- 
tle Negro hoy who was clinging to 
him for dear life, another one even 
younger, begging for his attention 
on the left, and there were three 
white counterparts lined up wait- 
ing for his comfort and attention. 
All in all, he’s in charge of up- 
wards of 40 seven and eight-year- 
olds for a whole day of impromptu 
activities. 

This scene is duplicated many 
times all over the country, but the 
significance to me is this: my son 
is a perfectly normal over-privileg- 
ed member of the suburban set. He 
does happen to love children and 
working with them, and he found 
and volunteered for this project on 
his own. There’s no salary involv- 
ed, because the funds simply aren’t 
there. However, not once has the 
question of race been mentioned, 
nor, as far as his father and I can 
see, even been noticed by him. He 
volunteered for this job simply and 
only because there were children 
who needed a place to play and 
someone to help them learn how 
to do so, and there’s absolutely no 
feeling on his part of “doing good” 
or being involved in a “racial situ- 
ation.” 

Some of these, children are very 
tough and hard to handle, indeed, 
and he comes home utterly ex- 
hausted and often discouraged. He 
tells us that “So-and-So” behaved 
pretty badly today, but never 
thinks of mentioning whether “So- 
and-So” is a white or Negro child. 

And so, these young people are 
quietly and thoughtfully showing 
up their elders for the backward 
people they are, by simply over- 
looking the bug-a-boos of “color” 
and “race.” This seems to come 
perfectly natural to them, and I, 
for one, thank God that it does. Far 
from being a lost generation, per- 
haps they can teach their seniors 
how to be members of the human 
race. It’s about time.

Guarantee METCO 

Editor of the Star: 

Star readers must be a little 
sick of the METCO controversy. 
Would that recent events ended 
the matter, but they probably 
marked not even the end of the 
beginning. 

Every point made by METCO 
advocates can be disputed or con- 
tradicted, but such arguments 
would likely register only on archi- 
val microfilm in a few weeks. I 
will therefore make just a sugges- 
tion, a challenge for compromise. 

Let the Town, or local philan- 
thropists, underwrite half the cost 
of transportation (not to mention 
educating) 15-20 Roxbury children. 

A special Town Meeting could eith- 
er authorize the appropriation or 
the steps leading up to it, and the 
cost to taxpayers would be puny. 
If that course is repugnant, there 
are several Winchester residents 
who could give $5-6000 without 
personal trauma for one year’s 
Noble Experiment. Winchester 
would still have uncontested con- 
trol of its schools and experience 
would be our future guide. 

Then METCO should be asked to 
reconsider. If Winchester propo- 
nents or METCO’s officers reject 
the offer, we shall see better and 
more deeply into the publicized “re- 
sponsibility” for the inner city, 
ghetto militants and their connec- 
tions with unelected purseholders 
in Washington. 

The man who pays is the man in 
charge. Only he knows the limits 
ot his demands, as the surprised 
protest of a couple of Winchester 
school principals indicates in the 
matter of “attitude” criticism by 
METCO. Putting up the dough is 
the acid test of true faith and re- 
sponsibility.

ESPERIE by Frederick Bradlee 
and 

THE ATTEMPT by John Hopkins 

On the surface the only thing these two novels 
have in common is that they are good summer read- 
ing — entertaining, around 200 pages, worth the time 
spent. On second look it seemed to me they both 
were trying in quite different ways to say something 
about the human condition, or as one popular song 
says, “What’s it all about, Alfie?” 

Esperie runs a rooming house in New York. A 
character herself, she collects odd-hall types. This 
could he a crude, cruel, caustic satire but instead it 
is a sad-sweet story of people, with whom one iden- 
tifies, who each makes his or her own lonely way 
from birth to death finding what is lovable in each 
other and ignoring the bizarre. The catalyst is the 
landlady, and the story is told by an actor who is 
fast on his way to dissolution from alcoholism when 
he moves in. One evening they are talking in the 
kitchen : 

“ ‘Shall I tell you a story, my dear?’ she said 
quitely. She cleared her throat and then con- 
tinued with a faint smile. 

“ ‘From the time I was a little girl I, too, 
wanted only one thing. But I wanted that very 
badly. I had a passion for the dance. About the 
dance I felt the way you do about \c theatre. 

I guess it was my religion really. And always 
I felt I must be a great dancer ...” She 
glanced down at her coarse little hands and then 
back up at me. 

“ ‘But,’ she went on, ‘the circumstances of my 
life were such that it was not to be . . . 

“ ‘/?/t bicn she continued, ‘along about this 
time I became very unhappy. I had a tragedic, 

“ ‘ . Life must go on — even for the unlncLrf 

ones. We too have to make out and keep going 
somehow, isn’t it?’ She was silent for a while 
and then seemed to rouse herself. 

“ ‘But you, my dear. You still have your 
chance. I think perhaps you should be grateful. 
You see,’ she concluded simply, ‘from where I 
am sitting now, Stephan, you are a lucky young 
man.’ 

“This did come through to me with stinging 
clarity, and I held Esperie’s hand tight. All of 
a sudden I became intensely curious to know 
why and when she had been very unhappy. What 
could her tragedie have been? At the moment 
I know only that, whatever it was, she had 
emerged from it a whole being, her courage 
intact and shining.” 

Despite her dyed orange hair and her grotesque 
physical appearance, Esperie Gaillard shares this 
courage with all who came in contact with her. 

The reader is launched head-first into The Attempt 
because an accident occurs on the second page. For 
quite a while one has only questions — much as one 
does when first meeting someone who seems inter- 
esting but so shy it is difficult to get acquainted. 
Slowly Caffery emerges and gradually we begin to 
piece him together while he is trying to make a man 
of himself. I was reminded of Thoreau: “I went to 
the woods because I wished to live deliberately, to 
front only the essential facts of life, and see if I 
could not learn what it had to teach; and now when 
I came to die, discover that I had not lived.” 

The setting is South America, a far cry from Wal- 
den Pond, and the style of writing is in simple di- 
rect sentences, reminiscent of Hemingway. The au- 
thor tells the story as a string of incidents allowing 
himself no interpretation of events. At first this is 
difficult to understand, but the reader is caught up 
in the effort. My guess is that this book will appeal 
to young people who too are trying to determine 
their path in the world. The very fact that no one 
tells them what to get out of what happens will be 
a welcome antidote to the advice most adults are 
eager to share. Whether Caffery is a different per- 
son at the end of the book could be argued. Whether 
he really represents a type of existentialist is also 
meat for chewing. Bon appetit!

Distaff Drivers 
Must Fight Fear 
Of Being Afraid 

“The only thing we have to fear 
is fear itself," President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt told the nation in 
1933. He probably didn’t realize it 
but a woman had said basically the 
same thing years earlier. 

There was a whale of difference 
however, notes the Automobile Le- 
gal Association (ALA). 

President Roosevelt was trying 
to calm a nation which was facing 
a disastrous depression. The wo- 
man was just trying to encourage 
more women to drive. 

“The most difficult thing a wo 
man has to overcome in learning 
to drive a car is not to be afraid 
of being afraid," the woman said 
in an article, “The Fear of Being 
Afraid," published in 1917 in the 
ALA’s magazine, The New Eng 
land Motorist. 

The writer, who identified her- 
self as “A Woman Driver," said 
she also felt women as a whole 
“lack confidence in themselves to 
handle the unexpected, should the 
unexpected occur." 

Good driving “is simply a state 
of mind," she said. 

“As soon as anyone discovers 
how easy it is to handle a car, and 
how near an impossibility it is for 
an emergency to arise that cannot 
be met with little effort, when the 
simple mechanism of the modern 
car is mastered, one has learned 
about all there is to know in order 
to drive a car. 

Of course," she added, “one 
might know what to do under prac- 
tically all conditions, and still not 
do it. That is where lots of women 
fail as good drivers; their fear of 
doing the wrong thing is so great 
that they do nothing at all." 

The woman writer-driver went on 
to say that she had “yet to see any 
woman who has not been material- 
ly benefited by driving. 

“The fresh air, the coordination 
of eye, mind, and muscle, the ex- 
hilaration of feeling that you are 
master of the powerful and yet 
tractable motor, and that it will 
answer your every whim, cannot 
help but have a beneficial effect on 
the nerves. 

“In fact," she concluded, “driv- 
ing is the best nerve tonic in the 
world."

Rules and Safety Tips Will Help

Boat users are in the news and 
the Red Cross wants to make it 
all good news. 

One of the 17 organizations 
sponsoring “National Safe Routing 
Week," they offer reminders on 
safety and a set of right-of-way 
rules for all waterways. Howard E. 
Camp, Jr., area director of safety 
services announced the concern of 
Red Cross. 

These were his rules for safe 
boating: 

1. Carry a Coast Guard approved 
life jacket for everyone aboard. In- 
sist that weak swimmers and non- 
swimmers wear jackets at all times; 
that others wear them in hazardous 
weather conditions. 

2. Don’t overload. Keep passen- 
gers down to a safe number. 

3. Don’t overpower your boat. 
Your dealer can tell you what 
horsepower motor it can take. 

4. Don’t smoke while refueling. 

5. Don’t let passengers of a 
small boat stand up, or sit on th< 

| gunwales, while you are under way. 

6. Equip your boat with essential 
gear — anchor, oars, boathook, ex- 
tra lines, fire extinguisher, tool kit, 
and first aid kit. Running lights 
are a must for nightime operation. 

7. Check Weather Bureau fore- 
casts before taking boat out on

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open water. Take a transistor radio 
along to keep posted on changing 
weather conditions. 

8. Most boats, if swamped or 
capsized, will stay on the surface 
so stay with it till help arrives — 
don’t swim away unless you are in 
dangerous or extremely cold wa- 
ter. 

Mr. Camp listed these basic 
rules of the waterways: 

1. When boats are meeting in 
or nearly in, a head-on position 
each should keep to the right. 

2. When boats are in a crossing 
situation, the one on the right has 
the right of way. 

3. When one boat is overtaking 
another, the boat being overtaken 
has the right of way. 

4. Powerboats should give way 
to manually propelled or sailboats 
unless the sailboat is overtaking a 
powerboat. Small sailboats, when 
sailing in a channel, should give 
way to powerboats which cannot 
Operate outside-the channel. 

5. Sailboats on the starboard 
tack have the right of way of sail- 
boats on the port tack. 

6. Sailboats to windward must 
keep out of the way of sailboats to 
leeward. 

All safety conscious skippers 
make a point of knowing the swinv 
ming capabilities of those on 
hoard.’’ Mr. Camp said, “If a person 
goes accidentally overboard, res 
cue procedure is based on the abil- 
ity or inability of the person in the 
water to help himself. 

“If the man overboard can swim, 
a lifesaving device can be tossed to 
him. The boat should be stopped, 
and the victim can swim to it. 

“When a weak or nonswimmer 
falls overboard, first swing the 
.stern away from the side from 
which he fell. Then toss him a life- 
saving device and promptly ma- 
miever the boat back to him. Keep 
a close watch on him at all times 
and make the approach as you 
would mooring at a reduced speed 
and slightly to windward if possi- 
ble. Shut off the motor within a 
lew feet of the victim and bring 
him into the boat." 

Mr. Camp said all boatmen should 
know first aid, including how to 
yive artificial respiration, because 
boats often operate far from medi- 
cal attention. He urged all boatmen 
in tli is area to contact the local 
Red Cross chapter to find out what 
safety courses were available. 


Life Saving Devices 
Law Enforcement 
To Be Strict 

State Motorboat enforcement 
agents will crack down on boaters 
who fail to have proper life saving 
devices aboard. Thomas J. Legere, 
state motorboat director said re- 
cently. 

“The law requires that life sav- 
ing devices must he Coast Guard 
approved, in easily accessible places 
ready for use, for every person 
aboard every boat, including sail 
boats, row boats and canoes," he 
said. 

The director pointed out, how- 
ever, the only exceptions will apply 
to competitive rowing or sculling 
shells, rafts, surfboards and sail- 
fish, so-called. 

“Our records indicate that sev- 
eral drownings this season were 
caused by life saving devices in 
unserviceable condition or were 
unavailable when the accident oc- 
curred," he said. 

“We intend to do everything we 
can to eliminate these causes in 
the interest of safe boating," he 
added. 

Enforcement agents will issue 
violation slips for any motorboat 
of five or more horsepower that is 
unregistered or lacking proper 
safety equipment, the director as- 
serted. 

He said that the Massachusetts 
Division of Motorboats will con 
tinue its efforts, along with the 
United States Coast Guard and 
local enforcement agencies, to save 
lives and to emphasize safety as 
one of the important principles of 
happy boating.

State to Build 
Launching Ramp 
Near Town Line 

As part of the very active pro- 
gram to provide access to the 
“Great Ponds” of Massachusetts, 
the State Department of Public 
Works advertised for bids on 
Saturday.

The cutoff date for the World 
War II G.I. Home Loan program 
is July 25, 1967, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration said today. 

That date is the deadline for ap- 
plications for VA guaranteed or in- 
sured G.I. Home Loans for veterans 
of World War II. 

Veterans of the Korean Conflict 
and the Viet-Nam era veterans are 
not affected by the WW II cutoff 
date. For Korean Conflct veterans, 
the absolute deadline is January 
31, 1975. 

For post Korean Conflict veter- 
ans, the loan deadline formula is 
the same as the one for previous 
programs; 10 years after the date 
of discharge, plus one year for 
each three months active duty, but 
not in excess of 20 years from date 
of last discharge.

Tuesday’s Globe carried an editorial which stated that it is 
becoming increasingly evident the vicinity of the South Station 
is the right place for the much-delayed sports stadium, pointing 
up the fact that it is at the confluence of the belt expressways, 
the Mass. Turnpike, and astride the soon-to-be-extended Um- 
bridge-Dorchester line of the JV1.B.T.A. 

The editorial further stated that the generation of new com- 
mercial activity would be a boon to the city in added revenue t rom 
> taxes through augmented property values. 

There were other cogent arguments in favor of the site, ana 
discussion of the means of financing the stadium. However the 
means of getting the stadium built in the South Station area does 
not concern us as much as the fact that it be built in that area. 

Some residents of Winchester who have little interest in 
sports may feel that the site of a sports stadium in Boston is of 
little concern to them. That is a false presumption, for what at- 
feets Boston financially has the same financial affect on every 
town and city in the state. It is the heart of the state; and it 
the heart isn’t pumping enough blood, the big toe in Springfield 
and the little toe in Warwick suffer from lack of circulation. A 
healthier Boston places less of a financial burden on the rest of 
m the state. * . t - 

A stadium should be built for the convenience of the fans, 
not for the convenience of promoters interested solely in private 
gain through cheap land, tax breaks, and other financial consid- 
erations. And the club owners would do well to bear in mind that 
private investors can demand a larger cut of the gate any time 
they feel they want a greater return on their investment. 

The fan on the North Shore will think twice about spending 
more time travelling to the South Shore and return than he spends 
at the ball game. And who wants to drive from Stoughton to Wil- 
mington and back for a few hours at the ball park! 

In this age of the automobile, it may surprise many that 
there are more people in Boston who do not own automobiles than 
^ there are those who do. Are they to be denied the right to see 
jf their team in action because they can’t afford transportation- to 
| some out-of-the-way spot? And if the site of the team is not in 
Boston, who wants to root for the Wilmington Warriors, the 
; Stoughton Sluggers, the Randolph Ramblers or the Framingham 
| Fiddlers! It may be all right for the Johnny-eome-latelv teams 
such as Los Angeles and California to be out in the wilderness. 

But the Red Sox could no more ask for the loyalty of their fans 
if they moved out of the city than can Atlanta ask for the devotion 
= of former Boston Braves fans. 

Boston is fast becoming a convention city, with a constant 
stream of visitors flowing through the airport. If you were a vis- 
itor from another part of the country, would you consider spending 
eight or ten dollars in taxi fare each way to see the transplanted 
Red Sox play? And the Red Sox are one of the attractions to 
many visitors to the city. 

In conclusion, let’s appeal to sentiment and tradition. No 
team in the country has a richer tradition than do the Red Sox in 
baseball. And the Sox are as much tied up in the tradition of the 
^ city as the Old North Church and Haymarket Square. How would

The Battleship USS Massachu- 
setts, one of the newest tourist at- 
tractions in the Bay State, is rapid- 
ly becoming one of the most pop- 
ular attractions on the entire East- 
ern seaboard. 

Known affectionately as “Big 
Mamie,” the huge 35,000 ton ship 
is permanently berthed at Battle- 
ship Cove, at the interchange of 
Interstate Routes 195 and 138 in 
the City of Fall River and serves 
as the Commonwealth’s Memorial 
to the men of the Armed Forces 
who gave their lives in World War 
II. 

The Massachusetts participated 
in 35 major engagements begin- 
ning at Casablanca in 1942 and end- 
ing in the Japanese Home Islands 
in 1945.

Vapor Lock 

The picnic lunch basket in the 
back seat probably contains the in- 
gredients to eliminate vapor lock in 
your car these hot summer week- 
ends, according to the ALA. 

Anything which will cool the fuel 
pump, or insulate it from the heat 
of the engine, can be used. 

Iced tea, milk, ginger ale, cold 
beer, or water can be poured over 
the fuel pump to cool it off and 
eliminate the pressure lock, the as- 
sociation said. Use care not to wet 
plugs or wires. 

Fruit can be pushed down on 
top of the pump to cool and insulate 
it from engine heat. Use half a 
grapefruit, orange or, if your 
taste is exotic, a pomegrante, the 
ALA said.

T iifi ts R oad A rchitect 
To Build High School 

I he I own s Permanent Building Committee and its Secondary 
School Subcommittee have officially announced their choice of the 
Boston architectural firm of Crimp, Brown and Fisher, Incorporated, 
to build the new Winchester High School which was voted in February 
to be located on the Shore Road Field. 

I he estimated seven million dollar school, the site of which had 
been a major contention in Town for the past, two years, will be erected 
by the same firm which is right now putting the finishing touches on 
the new Fults Road elementary school. 


Site problems, particularly in 
relation to the development of 
playing fields on the triangular 
area situated between the Boston 
and Maine main line and the rail- 
road’s Woburn loop, remain a 
serious problem, and the discus- 
sion of them dominated the meet- 
ing of the two committees on 
Tuesday night, at which time 
they met for the first time with 
Frank W. Crimp of the Boston 
firm to plan a schedule. 

The committees have been work- 
ing in concert since the end of 
April to choose architects for 
their project. Investigations of 14 
initially interested firms were re- 
duced to seven, the number which 
were subsequently interviewed 
last month. 

They report their choice to 
beve been a difficult one due to the 
high level of excellence of all 
firms considered. Recommenda- 
tions of the Elementary School 
Building Committee in favor of 
the Crimp firm were a definite 
factor in the choice. The new 
school appears to be very satis- 
factory to specifications of both 
its building committee and the 
School Committee. 

The joint committee meeting at 
the Town Hall Tuesday evening 
opened with a presentation by 
three representatives of the en- 
gineering firm of Fay, Spofford 
and Thorndike, contracted by the 
committee to make studies of the 
problems presented by the Aber- 
jona River at this site. 

The engineers, who anticipate 
having a final report for Win- 
chester soon, presented a prelim- 
inary report on their study of al- 
ternate ways of handling the wa- 
ters of the Aberjona so as to make 
possible playing field construc- 
tions. They are also at work as- 
sessing the extent of foundation 
preparation necessary before a 
high school can be built upon 
Shore Road Field. 

The committees have reiterated, 
their concern about the poten- 
tially heavy expenses which the 
Town may incur in this area, and 
discussed together how best to ac- 
complish their aim of presenting 
this information to the Town. 

Mr. Crimp cautioned members 
of the necessity of having clear 


figures to work with relating to 
this problem. 

“Variance in bids on building 
are seldom more than 10% away 
from each other, but variance in 
bids on earth moving and grading 
can go up to 100% he said. 

The committees and the archi- 
tect appeared to he in complete 
agreement as to the need for more 
engineering clarification before 
Crimp, Brown and Fisher pro- 
ceed in the expense of design 
work. 

The Secondary School Building 
Subcommittee has previously been 
recorded in the belief that the 
very earliest possibility of occu- 
pying the new high school is the 
fall of 1070. 

The committees plan to meet 
again in two weeks. 


4 Algae Bloom ’

An “algae bloom” appearing 
on the surface of Wedge Pond, 
has caused the temporary sus- 
pension of swimming there ac- 
cording to Dr. Lawrence Quig- 
ley, Board of Health chair- 
man.

The “oil-like,” greenish scum 
which appeared Tuesday over 
much of the pond is apparently 
1 caused by atmospheric con- 
ditions which, when just right, 
combine nitrogen and phospho- 
rus with the algae and cause 
them to emit an unpleasant 
oily substance.

Polio Epidemic Takes 
Dr. Smith To Nicaragua 

Dr. Robert Smith and his wife Margaret were on the beach in 
Marshfield at 9 a.m. on July 4 and at l p.m. they were on a plane 
bound for Managua, Nicaragua, on an emergency medical mission. 

Mrs. Francis E. Smith, live here 
at 1 Wolcott Terrace, and Mrs. 
Smith reports that the U.S. group 
with which the couple flew into 
the little Central American coun- 
try on July 5, from New Orleans, 
was welcomed by the American 
vice-consul and by a large group 
of citizens expressing their ap- 
preciation. 

At the time the doctor left 
Boston, (the only one from the 
Boston area to have answered 
the call at this time) there had 
been more than 300 cases of polio 
reported. 

Since then the anesthesiology 
department at Children’s has 
heard that in one clay Dr. Smith 
and three other physicians work- 
ing in a unit with him took into 
their treatment center 49 young 
patients under six years old in 
one clay. They are pressed for 
help, and working around the 
clock to care for the children, but 
hope to get the epidemic under 
control in about a month. 

The Winchester doctor took 
much anesthesia equipment with 
him loaned by the department of 
respiratory therapy at his hospi- 
tal, including 125 endotracheal 
tubes. 

Ironically, the original work 
which made a polio vaccine pos- 
sible and resulted in the disease 
being rare in the United States, 
was done at Children's. Dr. John 
Enders, who isolated the polio 
virus in his laboratory at Child- 
ren’s, was awarded the Nobel 
Prize for his efforts. 

A graduate of Dartmouth Col- 
lege and Harvard Medical School, 
Dr. Smith has been with Child- 
ren's since 1946. He is author of 
the hook “Anesthesia for In- 
fants,” and numerous articles, 
and he was president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Society of Anesthesi- 
ologists in 1956.

Fifty children aged five to 10 
have been sitting quiet as book 
worms for an hour’s story telling 
Wednesday mornings at the Li- 
brary. 

Mrs. Dorothy Comfort, child- 
ren’s librarian, also reports that 
250 children have joined the “Go- 
Go" Summer Reading Program 
and some of them have already 
finished the 22 books which quali- 
fy them for their reading certifi- 
cated from the Children's Book 
Council. Children with Junior Li- 
brary cards may still join the 
program through July. 

"They were a perfect audience 
rorrr the time the candle was 
lighted until it was blown out,” 
said Mrs. Comfort of the first 
story hour reading. 

The program is set for school 
ige children up through grade 
•our, and goes through until Aug- 
ust 30. 

The whole staff in the child- 
ren’s library department at the 
Public Library is enthusiastic 
about what the expanded facili- 
ties have done for the summer 
program.

Chester representative in the up- 
per house, was one of the dissent- 
ers in the 24 to 12 vote which put 
the controversial Cohen bill in the 
limelight. The passage of this bill 
would put Massachusetts in line 
with other states. It is unique in 
that it administers its welfare at 
the local rather than the state or 
county level. 

Mr. Supple, director of public 
assistance here since 1945, though 
declining to state direct support 
or opposition to the bill, noted 
that with State-directed welfare, 
clients would lose personal con- 
tact with administrators. 

Mr. Supple doubts that services 
here will be better if the State 
takes control of welfare. “We are 
very proud of services here. In 
30 years of experience with wel- 
fare I have found that personal 
contact with people is best. We 
are able to handle all our cases 
to the satisfaction of the State 
now. Even Bill Cohen doesn’t 
mention us as a community need- 
ing better services.” 

He observed too that under S. 
804 Winchester residents would 
probably have to travel out of 
Town to the regional centers. “It 
would be too bad if older people 
had to go to Boston or Medford 
to receive aid. I am fearful for 
our clients.” 

The director also mentioned 
that “anyone who thinks these 
new plans are going to be less 
expensive is talking through his 
hat.” Under the proposed plan 
the towns would no longer appro- 
priate money for welfare. In- 
stead the state would tell each 
town what share to pay. 

Mr. Supple states that this 
means that towns such as Win- 
chester will pay a greater per- 
centage of the welfare bill than 
the number of their welfare 
clients should warrant. 

In adition to the director of 
assistance, Winchester has a so- 
cial worker and two clerks in its 
public welfare office. 
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Upon investigating further the

Turkey Postpones

Professor Richard N. Frye, ar- 
rested in Turkey in June follow- 
ing an auto accident fatal to a 
native, will hear the ruling on his 
case on September 6. 

At the time of the accident the 
Aga Khan professor of Iranian 
at Harvard was enroute to Herat, 
Afghanistan, to join an archaeo- 
logical expedition. 

According to Professor Frye's 
wife, at home on 11 Fells Road, 
her husband and son Jeffrey, 15, 
were driving along a country road 
in Turkey in the rain when a pe- 
destrian suddenly broke away 
from his companions walking 
along the side of the road and en- 
tered the path of the car. Though 
Professor Frye was travelling 
slowly and tried to turn his car 
away from the elderly traveller, 
the man suffered fatal head in- 
juries. 

At the preliminary hearing in

State Approves Dog Law; Controls In Effect 


With approval received from the State Attorney General’s olliu . W 
April 3, 1967, is now in effect. 

File law, a compromise for the I’own between no control and law 
Officer under Article III A of the General By-Laws ol the Town, and a 

Article III A tightens previous 


regulations by giving the Dog 
Officer the power to restrain any 
dog found in a school, schoolyard, 
public recreation area, store, or 
shopping area, and also any dog 
chasing any vehicle upon the pub- 
lic streets. 

Dog owners may now be fined 
$10 for any offense or nuisance 
that their dog may have commit- 
ted under the new regulations. 
And if authorities for some rea- 
son refuse the owner’s first re- 
quest for release of his dog after 
a restraint, he may also he sub- 
ject to up to 27 days of kennel 
housing bills, at $1.50 a day. 

The Dog Officer is empowered 
also, as before, to restrain a dog 
which has bitten someone and to 
restrain a dog which has killed 
or maimed or otherwise hurt u 
cat or other pet. 

The law also increases the an- 
nual fees for dog licenses by one 
dollar (as of January l, 1968) and 
restates that no kennel licenses 
shall be issued in the Town and 
that no one shall keep more than 
three dogs over the age of three 
months.

Sergeant Inspector James Cogan 
and State Fire Marshal Leo E. 
Walsh, both of whom worked with 
the Department on the Whittakei 
fire, investigated the scene. The 
officers agreed that the fire was 
most likely the work of more 
than one arsonist, and that the in- 
tent of the vandals had been to 
destroy the whole garage. 

Burned matches and match 
cases had been left on the seat of 
one of the cabs, gas tank covers, 
even of a lawn mower nearby, had 
been removed; and in one of the 
dump trucks, a cloth wick had 
been inserted leading into the 
gas tank, and ignited. 

Fire and Police officials sur- 
mise that two or more persons 
entered the garage, forcing one 
of the overhead doors. That they 
arrived about 1 :30 and stayed 
about an hour was also deduced 
from evidence turned up in the 
neighborhood. The two. dump 
trucks were damaged from hav- 
ing been raised against the steel 
beams of the garage ceiling, and 
materials from inside had been 
dumped on the floor. 

“If they hadn’t cut off the 
oxygen supply by shutting the 
doors,” said Chief Amico, “they 
would have had quite a fire.” He 
had earlier stated that whoever 
set the fire was lucky that the 
cloth inserted into the gas tank 
of the dump truck had not ignited 
sooner — or more completely — for 
it could have caused a very dan- 
gerous explosion. 

The Comptroller’s office report- 
ed yesterday that the total dam- 
age from the fire and vandalism, 
including repainting of the sooted 
ceiling, would come to roughly 
$8,000. Investigation of its cause 
is continuing. 

Just two weeks earlier at the 
Winchester Conservatories on 
Cambridge Street, a three-alarm 
fire threatened homes, destroyed 
an old wooden barn, gutted a shed 
and caused $30,000 dollars dam- 
age. Investigation of this fire led 
to the apprehension of a young 
boy who told police officials that: 
he had set the fire alone, saying 
he had pi ! ed “some carboard box- 
es near the door and set them 
afire.” The Star last week erron- 
eously reported these materials 
to be saw horses, rather than box- 
es, as the Police record details.

Safety Rules

Dialogue At The Town Hall 


The “bridge sitters” built a bridge themselves Mon- 
day niglu and are to be commended for their ef- 
forts. A few of them who felt they had no place to go, 
chose to go to the second floor of the Town Hail and 
ask an audience of the Selectmen. 

They were received graciously and listened to with 
interest. They felt unjustly harassed by not being al- 
lowed either on Converse Bridge or in the Common, 
and they said so. They pled a case against being 
found guilty by association. They were even eloquent 
in expressing their felt need for being in the middle 
of things although they couldn’t say why they felt 
this way. 

“Sending us off into Manchester Field is like put- 
ting Indians off on a reservation,” said one. 

The Selectmen in their turn did a good job of 
clarifying the issue for them. They pointed out that 
the majority were not going to be punished. They 
made the boys agree that of course there is a prob- 
lem. and that by being in a gang some members of 
which are being offensive, they must share the re- 
sponsibility for the actions which they did not stop. 

But the main point is that the boys, instead of go- 
ing out and demonstrating how mad they were by 
any number of possible actions, came in to communi- 
cate instead. 

“We don’t think it’s being handled in a way to en- 
courage maturity in us,” they said, in a somewhat 
embarrassing reproach at the adult world’s habit of 


suddenly getting mad and wanting to shoo them out 
of sight. 

The Selectmen sent them on to the Police Chiel 
with their grievances, and told them they thought 
he would like to hear their side. 

One felt from their story that the circumstances 
may well have brought on a little heavy handedness 
from the patrolmen, caught in the middle, really, be- 
tween the desire of their Chief to clean things up and 
their own sense of fair play. One hopes that il in- 
deed they have been telling a group of boys to “move 
on,” when they were sitting quietly talking in the 
Common, that they will discontinue this. We have 
observed them many a night doing just this in a 
pleasant and completely harmless way. 

And one hopes, too. that the boys, on their part, 
will do a little of their own policing so that the De- 
partment doesn’t have to do so much. For we have al- 
so observed the kind of behavior on the bridge which 
is maddening to put it mildy. And it is fair for adults 
to presume that the boys (the majority il you will) 
who sit quietly by and watch the fringe of their 
gang (the minority) harass passershy must be get- 
ting some kind of vicarious pleasure out of it them- 
selves and therefore are tacitly approving of it. It 
would be easy, it would seem, if the majority are 
against this sort of thing for them to take things in- 
to their own hands and see to it that their friends 
cut this out. They have both the privilege and the 
responsibility to protect their own rights to be there 
by seeing that others don’t abuse these rights. 


Alice In Buildingland 


Last week a letter from one of our readers which 
suggested that we build the new high school upon 
a barge conjured up all kinds of vivid images. 

Somehow our mind jumped from the barge idea to 
the word picture Lewis Carroll drew of Alice thrash- 
ing helplessly about in the pool of her own tears. 
And we began to wonder how large a pool of tears 
we would have if we had collected all those shed over 
the past 20 years by Winchester secondary school 

building committees our mind wandered on 

into Wonderland and it wasn’t long before we found 
ourself in a Town Meeting watching old Father Wil- 
liam balance an eel on the end of his nose. We in- 
terrupted to ask how we were to build a big high 
school in such a chopped- up site, and he told us 
off quite properly— “I have answered three questions 

and that is enough Be off, or I’ll kick you 

downstairs!” 

Later we came upon a white rabbit running around 
a court house shouting, “On with the referendum! 


On with the referendum!” And we were about to 
ask him why, when the Ling shouted, “Silence!” and 
we woke up. 

And here we are back in reality. Today it is an- 
nounced that the engineering firm has given a re- 
port on the extensive problems relating to making 
a playing field of the Aberjona bed, and that the 
architectural firm of Crimp, Brown and Fisher has 
been given the responsibility of designing and con- 
structing a new 1,500 pupil senior high school for 
the Town. We have never met Crimp, Brown or 
Fisher. But we are glad they are the firm which has 
just completed the apparently well-designed l ulls 
Road School and that they already know the Town’s 
geography and personality. We sincerely hope they 
are men of perserverance, endowed with an extra 
dose of imagination, ready to invent to the limit to 
answer necessity’s demand. If so, they may meet the 
challenge and build us a satisfying, even possibly 
distinctive, senior high school. One which we very 
likely do not deserve. 


Leashes With Elasticity 


Last, week the Police Chief said it about boys and 
this week the Dog Officer said it about dogs, so there 
must be something to it. 

What each said was that the (boys) (dogs) would 
be all right if the (parents) (owners) just cared 
enough to know where they are at all times. 

Well, the least we (parents) (dog owners) can 
do is try. When the dog goes to the door and barks 
to go out (and she does) we’ll firm up a little and 
say no. We’ll get plenty of back talk— loud, raucous, 
demanding. But we’ll put our mind on those new 
regulations and those potential fines and that will 
help. Actually we aim at letting her run only after 
dark anyway, when she can’t bother or follow chil- 


dren and will want to come in sooner. And Dog 
Officer Hemmcrdinger recommends this as a pro- 
cedure for all to try. 

Willi the boys (and the girls) it’s a bit more com- 
plex. For them there must be a freedom large enough 
to make mistakes in. For they must have a chance 
to learn for themselves either by experiencing or 
observing the smart of society’s rebuff and the pain 
of error in the small ways. And from the lessons 
they may be better able later to define for themselves 
the road they will choose to take in life and see that 
one which finds some common ground with the way 
other people live is the one which will bring them 
more satisfactions and more happiness.

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First Two Months On Job 
Keep Dog Officer On Jump

Over the centuries dog’s life has meant many different things. 

In Ethiopia in m t ., ; , long ago they used to venerate dogs in general and even elect one to lie their 
king. The dog si n. Siii lls< ami superstitions attached to it had a great deal to do with some of the better dog

The Egyptians put .logs into all 
their art concepts at tfie same 
time that the Israelites looked on 
them with abhorrence. The Hin- 
dus, too, regarded them as un- 
clean. 

Richard Hemmen linger, of -‘19 
Irving Street, Winchester’s Dog 
Officer since May. may well be- 
lieve that the busy dog is the 
happy dog, for he certainly is 
well aware of the fact that Satan 
finds some' mischief for idle paws 
to do. 

As he introduces to the Town 
its new Dog Control Law, he 
stresses the need for dog owners 
here to keep their animals more 
under their own control. 

“It’s easier on the owners of 
puppies and young dogs, I know, 
but the owners of older dogs must 
try harder, too. Dogs can adapt 
and learn when given the chance.” 

100 Dogs Missing 

And, as though to sharpen his 
point for dog owners who still 
feel they should let their dogs 
run loose all day, he reports that 
in the past two months some 100 
dogs have been reported missing 
in Winchester, and very few of 
these have turned up again. 

“I am certain that there is an 
organized dog stealing group or 
groups in the area. For most of 
these dogs are thoroughbreds. 

“In the past few weeks we have 
recorded a wire-haired terrier, 
five Dachshunds, Poodles and a 
great many German or Belgian 
Shepherds. Recently three disap- 
peared in one day. It is really 
necessary for owners to let their 
dogs out when they can keep some 
kind of watch over them if they 
want to keep them safe.” 

We asked if there were no de- 
tective agency sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
to work on just such problem 
areas. But he answered that the 
MSPCA does not have the funds 
to go into this kind of work. As 
one thinks about this, one won- 
ders if the amount of money such 
organizations put into iidvertise- 
ments of the misfortune that be- 
fall animals taken and turned 
over to research groups, might 
not better be spent in prevent- 
ing the theft. A good detective 
agency ought to be able to round 
up and expose such an organiza- 
tion given half a chance to do it. 

A Real Problem Here 

Mr. Hemmerdinger does be- 
lieve that Winchester has a real 
problem with its dogs. 

Already this summer he has 
had many complaints from the 
Leonard Field and Pool area of 
Town, of the nuisance of dogs 
running in a pack. 

“They must not be allowed to 
take over the public recreation 
areas. If they do, sooner or later 
I am bound to get a complaint 
about them. The same is true of 
shopping areas.” 

“Mostly I investigate what are 
really annoyances by the dogs. 
But there are a few dogs in Town 
which are really vicious. We have 
some chronic misbehave rs f and 
serious ones at that. I do all I 
can to help the owner to see how 
to handle the dog and the situa- 
tion. But sometimes it cannot be 
corrected. I had one dog which had 
bitten six people.” 

Key Is Owner 

The new 'Dog Officer keeps 
stressing that it is the owner, 


not the dog who is the key. And 
we are reminded of what a dog 
trainer once shouted to an obedi- 
ence class to which we had taken 
a dog, “Damn it, there are no 
stupid dogs, niy friends, only 
stupid handlers!” 

He recommends obedience class- 
es for dogs with or without prob- 
lems. It gives them a sense of di- 
rection and establishes a good 
working pattern between owner 
and dog, he says. The Woburn 
YMCA sponsored a series of 
obedience classes this winter and 
again in the spring. It brought 
dogs and owners in from all over 
the area. It expects to hold some 
again next year. “The undisciplin- 
ed dog is much like the undisci- 
plined child. He is seldom a hap- 
py dog.” 

Mr. Hemmerdinger points out 
that the owner of a chronic mis- 
behaver is going to let himself in 
for an expensive time. If the dog 
is ordered restrained for a gen- 
eral nuisance, say destruction of 
private property or for vicious 
behavior, the first restraining 
orders will hold for five days. 
Then the owner, within seven 
days, may file a request with tho 
Dog Officer. But if the investiga- 
tion has not been completed, or 
a hearing must be awaited before 
the Board of Selectmen, the ken- 
nel boarding bill, at .$1.50 a day, 
will be running up. 

No Dog Catcher He 

The Dog Officer is often called 
when a dog has entered a school 
and reports that among the teach- 
ers are many who will ask him, 
“hut where is your not?” The 
children, of course, have never 
heard of a dog-catcher, and they 
don’t know what she’s talking 
about. 

“My most numerous problems 
in this area come from some of 
the modern schools where the 


dogs can walk in the widows if 
they are open. They love the 
Lynch Junior High School!” 
What does he use instead of a 
net? “Mostly nothing. I talk to 
them. Even the bad actors often 
respond. But I do own, of course 
a noose, choke collars and leads, 
and I have a “HALT” gun — the 
kind which shoots a harmless gas 
and is even o.k.’d by the MSPCA 
and the ASPCA. This is what the 
mailmen carry.” 

His supply of general dog 
equipment is unlimited, for Rich- 
ard Hemmerdinger, who is 22 and 
a graduate of Woburn High 
School is also co-manager of the 
Pampered Pet Shop at 872 Main 
Street. 


1 1 is number at the store is 
72D-19T 1 and this is where to 
call during the day time. At night 
the Police at 729-1212 take the 
emergency calls. The Winchester 
Dog Officer urges people to call 
him when their dog is lost, be- 
cause time can be important. And, 
too, he says, please call him if 
you need a dog. He works closely 
with the MSPCA representatives 
here and they both try and keep 
dogs for as long as possible. “I 
had some puppies — Wire Haired 
puppies a week or so ago, which 
needed a home — and I always 
know about orphaned dogs.” 

Does he own a dog himself? 
“Oh yes, I’ve even had calls on 
him. He’s a Doberman pinscher — 
very gentle but big. And people 
will call if they are afraid of a 
dog they see in their yard.” 

Mr. Hemmerdinger very much 
hopes that Winchester owners 
will respond and try to work with 
him to make the new Dog Con- 
trol Law work. 

“If it doesn’t we may get a 
leash law, and that will be too 
bad.”

BOOK REVIEW

DIVISION STREET, AMERICA 

by Studs Tcrkel 

“Hog butcher for the world,” as Carl Sandburg 
once called it, Chicago is indeed Division Street, 
America. The author, a native of the “windy city” 
and a long established radio interviewer has collected 
70 voices (for the most part pseudonymous) of the 
city by the method of tape recorded interviews. His 
purpose is not a survey but to “search out thoughts 
of noncelehrated people, thoughts concerning them- 
selves, past and present, the city, the society, the 
world . . . men of inchoate thought I was seeking 
rather than the consciously literate, so the omissions 
in this book are primarily clergymen, college pro- 
fessors, journalists and writers of any kind.” 

The result is the outpourings of the young, old, 
rich, poor, Negro, Mexican, Puerto Rican, John 
Birchers, Irish police, teachers, landladies, home- 
owners, project dwellers, old settlers, new arrivals, 
city strays, displaced Appalachians and other as- 
sortments which make up Chicago; their attitudes 
towards their environment, civil rights, prejudice, 
Vietnam, the Bomb, God, doles, commitment, in- 
volvement and every other subject that affects them. 

The ordinary people have become extraordinary 
in the effective use of baring their souls on tape. 
Oscar Lewis, in his recent book, La Vida, used this 
device to his advantage in portraying the story of a 
Puerto Rican family transplanted in New York City. 
Having the words come from the “horse’s mouth” 
leave much more of an impact than the author’s own 
objective reporting would. 

The prevalent tone throughout this documentary 
seems to be one of alienation from others, not only 
the youth, but the adults as well, a look of closeness 
with others in this mass of humanity. A “no one 
cares” attitude, a coldness. An actor comments, 
“lonely people are a sad thing. Whenever a city be- 
gins to grow up, there’s always going to be more 
loneliness.” 

Many interviews concerned the demolition of the 
Hull House area to make way for the University of 
Illinois Chicago campus, a vociferous group which 
has met its counterpart in every large city, to no 
avail. The tragedies that each one voices because of 
displacement cannot be ignored. 

A church architect says, “we haven’t learned how 
to create cities; a city should be a place to live . . . 
Park Avenue in New York has become a slum with 
door-men . . . Everything works against the neigh- 
borhood area. We are now a race of nomads. We are 
passing into a society without roots.” A most famil- 
iar indictment. 

These people are a cross-section of society who 
are truly more articulate in their dress than the self- 
conscious intellectual. What comes through are ob- 
viously genuine feelings. Mr. Terkel has a way of 
communicating with people unobtrusively to get them 
to reveal themselves, those involved day to day work- 
ers above mentioned. 

Whether they relate to their environment or not; 
whether they are apathetic with current affairs, a 
“what can we do about it” attitude or, on the other 
hand have strong convictions, they are people to he 
heard, Mr. Terkel has done an excellent service in 
this respect. 

Regardless of their situation in Chicago these peo- 
ple for the most part would echo the words of one 
man who says, “It’s every man for himself in this 
hired air. Yet once you’ve become part of this par- 
ticular path, you’ll never love another. Like loving 
a woman with a broken nose, you may find lovelier 
lovelies. But never a lovely so real.” 
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Reflections On 
Our Part In 
The Negro Dream 

Editor of the Star: 

As n teacher at Winchester High 
School I was deeply saddened to- 
day when I received a letter from 
the Friends of METCO informing 
me that METCO officials had de- 
cided not to send Negro youngsters 
into Winchester next fall because 
of the hostility in the town. I was 
saddened not because METCO de- 
cided not to have Winchester par- 
ticipate in the program. Under the 
circumstances their decision was 
probably a wise one. It is when I 
think about what METCO’s having 
to make this decision says about 
the town of Winchester that I feel 
sad. 


I am a newcomer to the stafT of 
Winchester High School. While I 
was considering accepting a teach 
ing job here, people warned me 
not to accept a position in the town 
of Winchester. At the time I could- 
n’t understand these warnings 
Winchester struck me as a most 
pleasant place in which to teach. 
After I began teaching and got to 
know and like many students, these 
early warnings were even more 
mystifying to me. 

Later certain things happened 
which helped me to understand. I 
attended the meeting called by the 
School Committee in May to ex- 
plain what METCO was all about 
and in the course of the discussion 
heard people express in the most 
patronizing and repugnant manner 
attitudes concerning the Negro 
which I. in my ignorance, thought 
couldn’t exist in such a pleasant 
and informed town as Winchester. 
Later I attended the town meeting 
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buy them both

Though some people brought forth 
reasonable objections to METCO 
numerous voices of unreason and 
hostility were raised again as they 
had been in the earlier meeting. 
And now I learn that METCO feels 
it is unsafe to send first graders to 
such a community as Winchester. 

The hope I cling to is that the 
majority of the people who oppos- 
ed METCO were honest people, 
people who sincerely felt that 
METCO was not the way to go 
about helping the disadvantaged 
student of Roxhury; or people who 
when they found their loyalty to 
their own Children in conflict with 
their desire to help Roxbury’s chil- 
dren, decided that charity began 
at home and voted against METCO. 
1 cling to this hope for I would 
truly despair if such were not the 
case. 

This hope is comforting but I 
also remember the man who spoke 
toward the end of the last meet- 
ing, the man who said that if a 
privileged community like Win- 
chester votes against METCO on 
the grounds that it can’t afford to 
educate 25 additional first graders 
from Roxhury, then people will 
shout fraud, and they’ll hi* right 
His words had the ring of truth 
and they make it hard for me not 
to conclude that in its consideration 
of the METCO issue the Town of 
Winchester was put to the test, and 
failed. 

METCO, however, may yet come 
to Winchester. And the debate did 
provide many people with an op- 
portunity to demonstrate exemp- 
lary courage. I shall always re- 
member the well-dressed Negro 
resident of Winchester who got up 
and asked everyone to think for a 
moment about the guts the 25 kids 
who agreed to come to Winchester 
will have to have. He bit off his 
words like he knew what he was 
talking about. I’m sorry Winchester 
won’t get a chance to witness such 
courage. I shall also remember the 
Negro woman who got up and left 
the May meeting because she 
couldn’t stand it any longer. It is 
her face that I shall never forget 
for written on it was that combina- 
tion of anger and disillusion which 
is forcing the American Negro to 
give up Martin Luther King’s 
dream for the Black Power of 
Stokely Carmichael.

Dog; Law 

(continued from page 1) 

In January they voted to in- 
sert in the Town Warrant for the 
1967 Town Meeting an article 
requesting the strengthening of 
the dog control laws. On April 8, 
1967, the Town Meeting voted 
the new law. The recent approval 
from the Commonwealth’s At- 
torney General has put it of- 
ficially on the Town books. 

ARTICLE 49 

VOTED: That the Town hereby 
amend the General By-Laws of 
the Town by adding thereto a new 
article ns follows: 

ARTICLE III A 
DOG CONTROL 
Sect. 1. Restraint or Muzzling 
of Dogs, by order of Dog Officer: 
If any person shall make com- 
plaint. in writing to the Dog Offi- 
cer of the Town, that any dog 
owned or harbored within his jur- 
isdiction, is a nuisance by reason 
of vicious disposition or excessive 
barking or other disturbance, the 
Dog Officer shall investigate such 
complaint, which may include an 
examination on oath of the com- 
plainant, and may order such dog 
to be restrained or muzzled. 

Sect. 2. Restraint by Dog Of- 
ficer: 

The Dog Officer may restrain 
or order to be restrained or muz- 
zled any dog for any of the follow- 
ing reasons: 

(a) If found at large or unmuz- 
zled, as the case may be, while an 
order of the Dog Officer for the 
restraint or muzzling of such dog 
is in effect. 

(b) If found in a school, school- 
yard, public recreation area, store, 
or shopping area. 

(c) For having bitten any per- 
son. 

(d) For having killed or maim- 
ed or otherwise damaged any oth- 
er domestic animal. 

(e) For chasing any vehicle up- 
on any public way open to public 
travel in the town. 

(f) For any violation of Sta- 
tions 10 or 10A, Article III of the 
Town By-Laws. 

Sect. 3. Fines: 

Any owner or keeper of a dog 
who shall fail to comply with any 
order of the Dog Officer issued 
pursuant to Sections 1 or 2, shall 
be liable to a penalty of ten dol- 
lars. 

Sect. 4. Appeal: 

The owner or keeper of any 
dog that has been ordered to be 
restrained or muzzled under Sec- 
tion l or 2, may within seven days

after such an order or restraint, 
file a request in writing with the 
Dog Officer, that the restraining 
order he vacated or that the dog 
may be released, and after inves- 
tigation by the Dog Officer, said 
officer may vacate such order or 
release such dog with the approv- 
al of the Board of Selectmen af- 
ter such hearing or notice as the 
Board of Selectmen may deem ad- 
visable. If such order is not va- 
cated or the dog is not released, 
as the case may be, the owner or 
keeper of such dog, within twenty 
days after such order or restraint, 
may bring a petition in the Wo- 
burn District Court, praying that 
such order or restraint may be 
reviewed by the Court and after 
such notice to the Dog Officer, 
as the Court may deem necessary, 
it shall review such action, hear 
the witnesses, and affirm or re- 
verse the order of the Dog Officer. 
The decision of the Court shall be 
final and conclusive on both Par- 
ties. 

Sect. 5. License and Keeping of 
Dogs Within the Town: 

(a) The annual fee required 
for a Dog License shall be increas- 
ed as of January 1, 1968, by one 
(l) dollar, which shell be kept 
by the Town. 

(b) No Kennel Licenses shall 
be issued in the Town of Winches- 
ter and no one shall keep more 
than three (3) dogs over the age 
of three (3) months. This shall 
not apply to the Dog Officer who 
may keep dogs in accordance with 
his duties.

his rehabilitation program to re- 
cover from prenatal brain injury 
and subsequent under-development. 
With help he has a chance to be a 
normal boy. 

An essential part of the pro- 
gram prescribed only in recent 
years by the Institute for the Re- 
habilitation of the Brain Injured, 
Inc., Media, Pennsylvania, is called 
“patterning.” In “patterning” a 
child the volunteers move the 
child’s arms, logs and head in a 
specific sequence according to the 
nature of the brain damage in- 
volved. A given team of three per- 
sons “patterns” the child for 5 
minutes, and again for 5 minutes 
after a half hour wait. Each team 
does this once a week. 

Anyone can do it after a short 
practice. Teenagers can do it. 
Grandmothers and grandfathers 
can do it. Busy housewives can do 
it. All it takes is a desire to help 
on a person-to-person basis, and 
willingness to give an hour’s help- 
ing time once a week at David’s 
home. Volunteers who want to 
help but cannot do so on a regular 
basis are also much needed. 

A film demonstration on the part 
the volunteers play in David’s re- 
habilitation program will be given 
on Friday, July 21, at 8 p.m., at 
the American Red Cross, Winches- 
ter Chapter, 84 Washington Street. 
The film demonstration is open to 
the public but those interested in 
volunteering are particularly urged 
to attend it. 

The program must start im- 
mediately.

“The thing is that they ask us 
to move along, even though we are 
doing nothing. We go front (he 
Center into the Common and the 
other night we were just sitting 
there talking and an officer told 
us we had to leave.” 

One of the hoys interjected a 
comment that on the question of 
obscene language some of the po- 
lice officers were guilty too. They 
described how it was “no fun” to 
sit in Manchester Field, and, in 
answer to a question from Chair- 
man Henry B. Porter as to why 
they did not try meeting in the 
homes of friends, they said, simp- 
ly, “I can’t tell you why it’s no 
fun at home — but it isn’t.” 

The Selectmen in turn tried to 
clarify what might he some mis- 
understandings held by the boys, 
hut they also listened attentively 
to the young men. 

Selectman Paul Chase defined 
for them some of the dangers in- 
herent to the habit of doing things 
in a gang and the chance they 
take when they do this, and Mr. 
Doucette reminded them of the 
very real problems which do oc- 
cur in the area. Backed by others 
on the Board, he attempted to 
point out to them the seriousness 
of the overall problem. 

Chairman Porter concluded the 
short interview by suggesting 
that they pay a visit to the Chief 
of Police and share with him their 
feelings directly. The Board 
thanked the hoys for coming in. 

The Selectmen heard a report 
from Board of Health chairman, 
Dr. Lawrence Quigley, and its di- 
rector, Michael Saraco, on the 
subject of mosquito control in 
Winchester. Mr. Saraco reported 
complaints to he increasing this 
year. Dr. Quigley reminded that 
in 1965 the Health Board submit- 
ted a warrant article, subsequent- 
ly voted flown by the Town Meet- 
ing, requesting money for a local 
control project. He and Dr. Quig- 
ley presented possible short range 
and long range control programs 
and their estimated relative value 
and respective costs. 

The Selectmen directed the

Representative Harrison Chad- 
wick also has qualified feelings 
about Senate bill 804, which he 
does not expect will reach the 
House soon. 

“Speaking of it in how it re- 
lates to Winchester, I do not feel 
that a take-over by the State 
would benefit the Town. We are 
fortunate in our present welfare 
situation. Bill Supple is one of 
the finest welfare men to be found 
anywhere. 

“But it is true that welfare ad- 
ministration in certain critical 
areas do need improving,” he said, 
indicating that a better answer 
than the present State system 
must be looked into relative to 
these areas. 


The Comonwealth 
of Massachusetts 

Executive Department, 
State House, Boston, July 5, 1967 

T» the Honorable Senate and 
House of Representatives: 

I am returning, herewith, with- 
out my approval, House Bill No. 
4904 entitled “An Act authoriz- 
ing the Town of Winchester to 
establish in the town treasury 
a recreation committee revolving 
fund.” 

The municipal finance laws re- 
quire that orderly procedures be 
aplied to the operation of all mu- 
nicipal departments which had 
sources of revenue, which rev- 
enues have been available for ex- 
penditure without the necessity 
of an appropriation by the local 
governing body, either the city 
council or the town meeting. The 
laws were set up with the pur- 
pose in mind to set rigid barriers 
against expenditures in excess of 
appropriations. 

If the recreation committee of 
the town of Winchester is allow- 
ed to use its receipts, there is lit- 
tle justification for denying the 
same privilege to all other depart- 
ments of the town regardless of 
the size of the receipts. It is 
grossly unfair to them that one 
municipal department should at- 
tempt to remove its receipts com- 
pletely from the control of the 
town meeting. 

Legislation of this type could 
establish a precedent which would 
be used many times in the future 
to justify other similar legisl- 
ation to break down the statutory 
control over the financial opera- 
tions of our cities and towns. 

For the above reasons I can 
not approve the measure and I 
return this bill without my ap- 
proval.

This is an 
annual event sponsored by Region 
1 Boy Scouts of America and 16 to 
18 such tours depart from the New 
England area throughout the sum- 
mer. Air conditioned buses are 
chartered and operate a shuttle 
service between Boston and Phil 
mont.

To Bid or Not to Bid 

Board I in Section A would be 
of little or no interest in rubber 
bridge and no one would have to 
squeeze out a bid. But in duplicate 
with each board counting as much 
as the next one, these miserable lit- 
tle hands offer as much challenge 
as the big ones. Start with North, 
who dealt, and study each hand 
and see if you’d open the bidding. 
No one is vulnerable.

Did you bid? If you decided to 
pass from each position, you agreed 
with four of the nine tables playing 
the hand. And this, I believe, is the 
prevailing philosophy; if you pass 
out this type of hand, you’ll get an 
average board (in this case a half- 
point better) and other hands will 
offer better possibilities for tops. 

If, however, you can squeeze out 
a plus score your way, you’ll have 
a very good board indeed. But it’s 
dangerous, and the hand is liable 
to be a real challenge to play. 

For example, some Easts were in 
one no trump, either through a 
weak no trump opener or via a one 
diamond, one spade from partner, 
one no trump route, and it can 
make or go down, depending on the 
play. Assuming the lead of the 
heart Queen (the unbid major) 
would you make one no trump sit- 
ting East? 

You have exactly half the points, 
but no aces at all. It thus resolves 
into a battle to see who can set up 
his suits first. And, as often, it 
hinges on the first trick. If you take 


the queen of hearts with your king, 
South is going to lead a heart when 
he gets in with the ace of spades, 
and North-South can get their club 
suit established before you can 
make them take the diamond ace. 
However, if East holds up one 
round on the heart lead, then the 
North-South communication is brok- 
en, and East can make his one no 
trump, setting up his own spades 
and diamonds. 

Incidentally, there were some 
North-Souths ending up in one no 
trump also, likewise making and 
going down.

Boat Owners 
Must Register 

Summer brings more and more 
Massachusetts boaters out into the 
open. And coming into the open, 
also, is the fact that some boaters 
are neglecting to register their 
boats for the season with the Mas- 
sachusetts Division of Motorboats. 

State Director Thomas J. Legere 
said that every boat of five or more 
horsepower must be registered with 
the State, and that violations can 
result in court appearances, fines, 
and inconveniences. 

Registration certificates, except 
for original issues, are valid for a 
full year and become renewable 
for $3.00 on the anniversary of a 
boat owner’s birthday. Other state 
fees are: original — $5, transfers — 
$1.50, and replacements — $1. 

Boat owners are advised, he said, 
to surrender their registration cer- 
tificates to the Division, 100 Nash- 
ua Street, if they sell, abandon, or 
plan not to use their boats during 
the season. 

Legere pointed out that a Mas- 
sachusetts registration permits a 
boater to use the Federal waters 
of all states and the inland waters 
of 47 states for a period up to 90 
days without purchasing aditional 
local or Coast Guard certificates. 

The advantages, besides compli- 
ance with the law, include helping 
prevent boat thefts, curbing reck- 
less or dangerous boat operation, 
providing identification for boating- 
in other states, identifying boat 
ownership in cases of accident or 
emergency and promoting safe 
boating practices.

The A B C’s 
Of Bicycle Safety 

Summer and school vacation is 
with us and Americans are taking 
to the wheels. The bicycle as well as 
the family car is being used more 
and more frequently. 

As the number of automobiles 
and bicycles on the road increases, 
so does the number of traffic acci- 
dents involving bicycles. Between 
January and June of 1966, there 
were more than 800 non-fatal acci- 
dents in Massachusetts alone. This 
number could be reduced if children 
and adults would cultivate sensible 
habits. 

The Medical Foundation, a Unit- 
ed Fund agency, offers the follow- 
ing tips to help bicyclists out of ac- 
cidents. 

Making sure that your bike is 
mechanically safe is the first safety 
rule. Always store your bicycle in 
a cool, dampproof place. Pay atten- 
tion to noises when your bike is in 
motion; they may indicate poor ad- 
justment, friction or wear. 

Keep your tires properly inflated 
to the pressure indicated on the 
sidewalls. 

Test the bicycle brakes regularly. 
If the coaster brake is too compli- 
cated for you to clean and adjust 
yourself, take it to your dealer or 
neighborhood gas station. Clean 
and lubricate all moving parts. 

If you ride at night, have a white 
light in front and a red reflector 
or lamp in back. Replace worn ped- 
als and handle grips. 

Avoid riding your bike on or off 
curbs. Every shock seriously af- 
fects its operating ability. Don’t 
ride your bike if you have a leak 
in the tire; a blowout can result 
and cause loss of control. 

Once you have your bicycle in 
good condition, a few tips about 
safe operation are in order. 

Know and obey the trafic regula- 
tions in your community. Stop for 
all red lights and obey all traffic 
signs. 

Ride as close as possible to the 
right-hand edge of the street or 
highway and ride single file. Check 
and obey local regulations about 
riding on the sidewalks. 

Give hand signals to show which 
way you are going to turn long be- 
fore you do it. All signals are given 
with the left hand. 

Always ride single. A good cyc- 
list never overloads his bike by 
carrying a passenger. 

Keep a sharp lookout for cars 
pulling out of parking places. 

Dismount and walk across streets 
where traffic is heavy. Whenever 
possible, avoid crowded streets and 
highways. If you must cross one, 
wait until traffic is “all clear” both 
ways before starting across. 

In the city, watch for car doors 
opening and pedestrians stepping 
between parked cars. 

Provide your own power. Hitch- 
ing on cars or trucks can land you 
in the hospital. 

Do not weave in or out of traffic 
or do “stunt” riding. 

Keep at least one hand on the 
handlebars at all times. 

Have a bell or horn on your bi- 
cycle that always works. 

Park your bike in places provided 
for them. If no rack is available, 
place the bike out of pedestrian 
traffic and leave it standing up- 
right so no one will trip over it. 

Give the pedestrian the right of 
way. 

Remember, it is important to 
know safe riding rules, but it is 
even more important to practice 
them.

Back Yard, 
Frontier Says 

Conservationists have been crit- 
icized for hacking away at the big 
problem — for preserving five acres 
here and 15 acres there when what 
is needed is a whole new approach 
to conservation problems. 

Is this criticism valid? 

Certainly we can no longer af- 
ford to take the centuries-old view: 
Exploit nature until you squeeze 
the utmost from it.” We used to 
understand that man can manipu- 
late the environment only .so f ar 
before we destroy ourselves along 
with the rest of nature. W«» need 
to recognize that man is a part of 
nature, and that unless man lives 
in accordance with natural laws, 
he will die in obedience to them. 

Because of the uncontrolled 
mushrooming of world population 
and the modern ability of machines 
to destroy large sections of nature, 
mankind does need to completely 
re-think its concepts on the natural 
environment and the relationship 
of man to nature. 

Considering the enormous scope 
of the problem, what is the use of 
decreasing water pollution in one 
little stream — or of keeping a tiny 
section of marshland for wildlife 
habitat — or of buying a dozen acres 
of field and woodland for a conser- 
vation park? Aren’t such small 
gestures useless — or even worse 
than useless, because they give peo- 
ple the feeling they’ve accomplished 
something when their big problems 
are still unsolved? 

Well, where else can we solve the 
big problem except in the here and 
now, wherever we happen to be, 
with whatever abilities we have? 
One person may be able to help de- 
velop one natural area for science 
and natural history study in one 
grade school, but no one can change 
the concepts of humanity overnight. 

People can talk themselves gog- 
gle-eyed over the enormity of the 
problem and not accomplish much 
more than a case of ulcers. And 
yet — isn’t it also this talking, this 
educational process, that eventually 
does change people’s concepts about 
big things like man’s kinship to na- 
ture? And don’t the small deeds of 
conservation also help this process 
of education to some degree at the 
same time that they are making a 
small corner of the earth more 
pleasant to live in? 

We need to tackle the problem 
from both ends — the big end which 
is conservation education and the 
little end which is doing what we 
can to protect our own natural 
world, right here in New England.

Man’s best friend” is not al- 
ways so friendly, particularly in 
warm weather. About 000,000 dog 
bites are reported annually in the 
United States, and the actual num- 
ber that occur is probably much 
higher since many states do not 
require reporting of dog bites. The 
number of bites generally doubles 
between April and September. In 
the warmer months children and 
dogs spend a good deal of their 
time out of the home together. 

Children are the primary victims 
of dog bites, and the “villian” is 
more often than not a family pet 
or that of a neighbor. Delivery peo- 
ple and salesmen coming to the 
home make up the next largest 
category. A Pittsburgh study show- 
ed that 82 r /r of reported dog bites 
occurred in or near the dog owner’s 
home. Another study showed that 
88% of the dog bite victims were 
not strangers to the dogs involved. 
We should not assume too much in 
our relationships with dogs, warns 
The Medical Foundation, a United 
Fund agency. The following rules 
of behavior, if followed, may pre- 
vent a number of dog bites: 

1) Above all, do not hold your 
face close to a dog. Dog bites occur 
on exposed areas of the body, and 
especially the face. 

2) Do not permit your dog to 
roam at large. Keep him on a leash 
under your control. (Dallas re- 
ported a 50' ; drop in reported dog 
bites following institution of a city 
leash law.) 

3) Do not permit a young child 
to lead a large dog. 

4) Do not pet a strange dog.

Do Pesticides 
Stay in Soil? 

Evidence that DDT residues arc 
moving through the biological, geo 
graphical, and chemical cycles <»f 
the earth at concentrations having 
far-reaching and little-known ef- 
fects on biological systems are re 
ported in “Science” by scientists 
from Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory and the State University of 
New York at Stony Brook. 

Measuring DDT residues in the 
soils and in various organisms of a 
brackish marsh in the south shore 
of Long Island, biologists George 
Woodwell, Charles Wurster, and 
Peter Isaacson found a high con- 
centration — averaging more than 
13 pounds per acre — in the soil; the 
highest concentration was 32 
pounds per acre. Highest concen- 
trations in animals were found in 
scavenging and carnivorous fish 
and birds, with birds having 10 to 
100 times more DDT than fish. 
These amounts of DDT are near 
those found in animals known to 
have died from DDT poisoning, and 
these scientists suggest that cer- 
tain animal populations within this 
estuarine area are being reduced 
due to the toxic effect of the chem- 
ical. 

Analysis of DDT-containing wa 
ter do not give a clear idea of the 
effects of the chemical on animal 
populations because natural mech- 
anisms, operating particularly 
through food chains, can result in 
concentrations of DDT residues in 
animal tissues thousands of times 
greater than is present in the wa- 
ter.

Man Meets Dog Contact Requires 
ollowing of Rules for Safety 


5) Do not tease a dog, pull its 
tail, or take food, a hone, or a toy 
with which he is playing. 

6) Do not run in front of a dog 
while on skates or a bicycle. It 
startles him and he may bite. 

7) Do not touch a dog while he is 
asleep or otherwise unaware of you. 

8) Do not allow your dog to 
stray. 

9) Have your dog vaccinated an- 
nually against rabies to protect 
both him and your family. 

10) Keep your dog on a leash or 
confined to a safe area when accept- 
ing deliveries. 

11) A dog should not be given to 
a child under six years of age. 
When giving a pet to children, 
teach them how to care for it and 
not to abuse it. 

12) A dog owner has the responsi- 
bility of training his animal. Train- 
ing a dog requires effort and some 
cost. If you are not willing to in- 
vest this, do not have a dog.

As many residents of this area 
overhaul fishing tackle and pre- 
pare camping equipment for a va- 
cation outdoors, the American Red 
Cross points out some ways to have 
safe fun on camping trips. 

Select a campsite away from 
steep embankments and cliffs that 
could prove a temptation and dan- 
ger to small children. 

Choose a place that offers some 
protection from high winds in the 
event of a severe storm. Do not 
pitch tents near old trees that 
might blow down in a storm. 

Check the campsite for deep 
holes that might prove dangerous 
to children. 

Show your children how to iden- 
tify poisonous plants and point out 
their dangers. 

Make sure the drinking water is 
safe. Tap water in state and na- 
tional parks is safe and is usually 
so marked. Lakes and streams in 
many areas are polluted. 

Caution your children against 
eating unidentified berries and 
mushrooms or toadstools that look 
edible but may be poisonous. 

Wear clothing suitable for the 
locale, both land and water. Wear 


trousers or sturdy leg covering ,or 
hiking in the brush. , 

Adjust slowly to the sun nmi 
avoid overexposure. . 

Carry a good insect repel «'ii • 
Learn from someone native to H 
area what dangers there are tietu 
animals and venomous snakes. 

Keep garbage in a tight-lidded 
container as a deterrent again-' 
animal prowlers and stinging bi- 
sects. 

When you leave a campfire, dense 
it thoroughly with water, cove i i 
with earth, and make sure it i* 0,1 • 

Use charcoal grills only in u ‘‘ .“ 
ventilated places. When charcoal is 
burned in a closed tent or <aw\ 
there is danger of asphyxiation 
from carbon monoxide. 

Keep knives and axes sheathei 
and in a safe place when they me 
not in use. For efficiency tk<‘y 
should be sharp. For safety’s sake, 
they should never be left lying 
around unguarded. When using a 
sharp tool, always cut away fr°m 
you. 

Nonperishable foods are best for 
a camping trip, even if you carry 
your own refrigeration. Some per- 
ishable foods will spoil a few hours 
after their removal from a cooler.

The recent proposal by Con- 
gressman F. Bradford Morse and 
the group of seven Republicans 
who joined him, holds especial in- 
terest for his constituents here, and 
its reception in Washington is be- 
ing watched closely. 

The following excerpts from his 
proposal point up the thinking be- 
hind the group’s request for diplo- 
matic initiative by the United 
States toward the de-escalation of 
the war in Vietnam: 

“It is disturbing to us that the 
recent public discussion of the war 
in Vietnam has polarized into rigid- 
ly opposing sides, the one urging 
military escalation in the hope of 
a quick settlement of the war, the 
other urging total withdrawal as 
the only key to peace. Both of 
these points of view, in our judg 
ment, reflect their advocates’ lack 
of understanding of the nature of 
limited war. In addition, they are 
essentially negative and do not of- 
fer any positive approach to the 
tragic problems of Southeast Asia. 

What both sets of critics have 
forgotten is that the conflict in 
Vietnam is a limited war. This fact 
imposes special requirements not 
only on our military planning but 
on our diplomatic efforts as well. 

War Is Limited 


“The war in Vietnam is a limited 
war. It is limited in the combatants 
involved. It is limited in the objec- 
tives of the combatants. It is limit- 
ed in the weapons they use. It is 
limited in the targets against which 
those weapons are employed. 

“Many of the comments of the 
administration and of both groups 
of its political critics on the Viet- 
namese war — both those who would 
bomb more and those who would 
bomb less — reflect a failure to com- 
prehend the differences between 
limited and total war. Those dif- 
ferences are essential to an under- 
standing of which steps may maxi- 
mize the oportunities for peace. 

“What are the essential truths 
about limited war? 

First, a limited war with 1 imitod 
objectives cannot be ended and can 
not remain limited if one side in- 
jsists on the unconditional surrend- 
er of the other. . . 

“Second, the end of a limited 
war requires that the combatants 
that meeet at the peace table ap- 
pear to he equals. . . 

“Third, negotiations to end 
limited war are unlikely without an 
advanced degree of mutual confi 
dence in the word of the combat- 
ants. Unlike total war, limited war 
requires communications between 
the opposing sides — effective com 
munications of both a tacit and di 
rect form. It is through these com 
munications that each side can un- 
derstand the objectives of the other 
side and understand that both those 
objectives and the weapons used in 
support of them are genuinely 
limited. . . 

“Fourth, it is not possible for 
one side to fight a limited war and 
the other a total war. The escala 
tion of one side will inevitably be 
matched by the other. . . 


Slow Moving Merchandise

“Those who advocate a rapid or 
steady escalation in the power ap- 
plied against North Vietnam are 
convinced that such a course would 
force North Vietnam to the nego- 
tiating table on its knees. Far more 
likely would be the rapid escalation 
of the conflict from a limited to a 
total war. 

“Those who advocate a sudden 
ind complete halt to the bombin 
ire similarly convinced that thi? 
step would have the best chance of 
bringing North Vietnam to the 
negotiating table. Unfortunately 
this step would also be unlikely L 
achieve the desired results. Given 
the history of U. S. policy and the 
nature of U.S. domestic politics the 
government in Hanoi is likely to 
think that the sudden and complete 
cessation of or even pause in the 
bombing is either a ruse or a sigi 
of desperation — and in either case 
the cause of negotiations would not 
be meaningfully advanced, 
jects both of these suggestions

Consumer Buying 
To Be Surveyed 


While the Administration re- 
froni its two sets of critics, its po- 
sition is also a dubious one. It ap- 
pears to be unyielding and in- 
flexible — rigidly insisting that the 
first concrete step toward de-escala- 
tion be taken by North Vietnam — 
dogmatically demanding that North 
Vietnam demonstrate its genuine 
sincerity for negotiations before 
the United States does. It is an 
attitude which may reflect a misun- 
derstanding of the nature of limit- 
ed war, for it asks the enemy to 
risk losing face. The Administra- 
tion insists on publicly putting the 
government of North Vietnam on 
the spot by insisting that she back 
down first. It is a position which 
comes dangerously close to chang- 
ing the atmosphere of restraint to 
an atmosphere of power — and 
limited war cannot stay limited or 
be ended in an atmosphere of pow 
er. 

‘But does a viable policy option 
exist? To qualify such a policy 
must meet the following criteria: 
“It must not risk expansion of 
the limited war to total war. 

“It must not risk significant ero- 
ion of the current military ad- 
vantage of the United States in 
Vietnam. 

It must induce a growing atmos- 
phere of mutual confidence. 

“It must permit each side the 
opportunity to claim initiative. 

“It must not require either side 
to “lose face.” 

“It must be susceptible to pre 
sentation, verification, and imple 
mentation through the private 
hannels of diplomacy. 

Staged De-escalation 
“Such a potential policy doe? 
exist. The experts would probably 
call it “staged de-escalation.” One 
variation of it would be as follows: 
The United States would agree 
to halt all bombings in North Viet- 
nam north of the 21st parallel for 
60 days. 

If during that time the North 
Vietnamese Government undertook 
a similarly limited, similarly vis- 
ible and similarly measurable step 
toward de-escalation the United 
States would immediately halt all 
bombing in North Vietnam north 
of the 20 parallel for 60 days. 

If within the first 60-day period 
the North Vietnamese had taken 
no such step, the bombing would be 
resumed. 

In five such successive steps the 
United States would gradually 
cease all bombing of North Viet- 
nam. Each step after the first 
would be dependednt upon a simi- 
lar de-escalation by Hanoi. If no 
such step were taken in the first 
60 days, the plan would end. 

“If neither side violated its word 
at any time, the plan would end. 
(The system should have the flex- 
ibility, however, to cause a minor 
violation merely to set back the 
timetable rather than necessarily 
ending the experiment.) 

“The United States should pro- 
pose the plan to the Hanoi gov- 
ernment through private diplomat- 
ic channels only. Any public notice 
or aeknowledment of its accept 
ance or implementation should be 
made only by mutual agreement.

“The staged cessation of U. S. 
bombing, if the plan does not work, 
reversed on a few hours notice. The 
steps to be taken by North Viet- 
nam should be expected to be of the 
same nature. 

“This policy of staged de-escala- 
tion meets each of the criteria cited 
previously to maximize the chances 
for negotiations in a limited war 
and minimize the military risks 
involved. 

‘‘The staged de-escalation plan 
would induce a growing atmosphere 
of mutual confidence. In fact, the 
most important attribute of the 
plan is that each step by each side 
involves little military risk in it- 
t5o 1 f, is clearly visible to and mea- 
surable by the other side, and is 
dependent upon a previous step by 
the other side. It is a series of 
mall steps, each of which builds 
onfidence in the genuine sincerity 
of each of the combatants. If it is 
successful, at the end of the process 
not only will U. S. bombing in the 
North and North Vietnamese infil- 
tration into the South be ended, but 
ii spirit of confidence might have 
emerged. That spirit of confidence 
ould provide a real opportunity 
for fruitful an 1 honorable negotia- 
tion or for a similar staged de- 
scalation in South Vietnam itself 
— or both.

Households in this area will he 
asked early in July about major 
expenditures they have made re- 
cently for cars, TV’s, other major 
appliances, and about their future 
buying plans for these items. In 
addition, home owners visited in 
the survey will he asked about ex- 
penditures on home improvement 
and upkeep during April, May and 
I une. 

These questions are asked nation- 
wide each quarter as part of the 
Census Bureau’s Quarterly House- 
hold Survey, Director James W. 
Turbitt of the Bureau’s Regional 
Office in Boston announced recently. 

Answers to the survey questions 
vill provide guidelines to activity 
i certain important areas of the 
»conomy. For example, answers to 
his survey from earlier quarters 
ndicate that, of the estimated 58 
nillion households in the United 
States, 79 percent own at least om 
vutomobile, while 25 percent own 
wo or more; 93 percent of th? 
louseholds own at least one tele 
vision set, but only about 12 per- 
cent own a dishwasher. 

The survey also indicates that 
persons who own and occupy their 
lome spend an average of $220 
per year for maintenance repairs 
and improvements to their prop- 
erty. 

The identity of households includ 
ed in the survey will be kept com- 
pletely confidential, and the in- 
formation obtained will be used 
only for statistical purposes.

Success or Failure 

Even if the plan meets all the 
criteria of limited diplomacy, will 
it work? No one can answer that. 
All that can be said for it is that it 
seems to offer more promise than 
the stand-pat policy of the Admini- 
istration or the alternatives sug- 
gested by either set of its major 
critics. For too long the Admini- 
stration implicitly, and its Vietnam 
critics explicitly, have held out the 
hope to the American people that 
there is some simple formula, some 
magic key which, if found, could 
end the Vietnamese war suddenly 
and dramatically. This is extremely 
unlikely. It is not in the nature of 
limited war for peace to come over- 
night — for surrender is improbable 
and a cease-fire comes only after 
arduous diplomacy. 

“There is no panacea for Viet- 
nam. The proposal offered here is 
not put forth as one. Without doubt 
it can be improved upon. But the 
best chance for peace lies not in 
giant power or in giant concessions. 
It lies in small steps, taken quietly 
— steps that make the position of 
each side credible to the other. This 
is now the task of responsible di- 
plomacy • in Vietnam.”

Mosquito Blitz Now Ready For Monday 

Householders and mosquitoes alike are given a four-day warning: Winchester will have its first anti-mosquito aerosol fog generated begin- 
ning on Monday. 

Zero hour for the mosquitoes is about 7 p.m. Monday evening when with the Public Health station wagon leading the way. Director Michael 
D. Saraco at the wheel, the spraying truck of the Whitman Insecticide and Equipment Company in North Woburn will head out over i lie 83 
miles of public and private roadways in Town. They will spray for four hours Monday, continue Fucsday evening, and the effort may go into 
Wednesday evening, by which time they hope to have doused the whole Town with a low-hanging, man-made cloud of thermal aerosol spray, 
made up of malathion, mixed with a fuel oil base. 


The Board of Health, accord- 
ing 1 to Dr. Lawrence Quigley, 
chairman, was ready to go with 
this program a week ago today, 
but held off to give the Town an 
advanced alert, lest some house- 



holders be alarmed by the “fog.” 

“The fog which is generated is 
very thick indeed,” according to 
Mr. Saraco. “As it conies from 
the truck it’s a real pea soup 
fog,” and very hard to see 
through. However, its effect, to 
the eye anyway, is very short liv- 
ed — it’s settled and gone from the 
atmosphere in a matter of a 
short time.” 

Hazardous Driving 

Dr. Quigley and Mr. Saraco 
have emphasized, however, that 
during this very short period of 
time, hazardous driving conditions 
will definitely exist, and they ask 
all local motorists to be on the 
alert as they drive into and 
through the temporary “fog.” 

The mixture is a safe and non- 
destructive mosquito control 
agent, approved by the Federal 
and State governments. Applica- 
tion is done in the cooler evening 
hours due to the fact that the sun 
disperses the fog too quickly for 


maximum effect and also to the 
fact that mosquito activity is at 
its height at this time. 

The Board of Health is leaving 
the matter of closing or shutting 
doors and windows entirely up to 
the householder. 

It does, however, point out, 
that it is not necessary to close 
them for safety of any kind, and 
that if left open, any mosquitoes 
inside the house will be caught 
The Quigley and Saraco do< 
and windows will be left wide 
open. 

The first massive complaint 
about mosquitoes this year was 
received by the Board of Select- 
men early this month in the form 
of a petition from about 40 citi- 
zens living in the James Street- 
Henry Street area. The Board of 
Health had been receiving spor- 
adic complaints, more this year 
than in the previous two or three; 
and at a joint meeting Monday, 
July 17, the two Boards decided 
to make a quick review of the 
possibility and effectiveness of a 


one-shot control effort this sum- 
mer. 

Within three days, according 
to Dr. Quigley, the three-man 
Town Health Board was ready to 
O.K. the effort which will start on 
Monday. 

Looks To Be Annual 

Other areas in Town from 
which are reported more than av- 
erage complaints are the Belle- 
vue Avenue- Forest Street area. 
East and Cross Street section. 
North Border Road and Socrates- 
Aristotle Road neighborhoods. 

The effort next week has been 
contracted with the North Wo- 
burn company at eight dollars per 
mile and is estimated to cost the 
Town about $065. Looking ahead, 
the Board of Health anticipates 
the likelihood of going for an an- 
nual budget item, or a special 
warrant article at Town Meeting, 
for this same kind of mosquito 
control but projected for twice a 
season at roughly $3,000 to $4,- 
000 .

Eleven teaching positions in the Winchester school system remain 
unfilled for the fall, according to the report ol School administrators 
to the School Committee Monday night, July 2*1. 

On the elementary school re- 
districting question, the School 
Committee denied the request of 
Mrs. Mildred Noel to allow her 
children and others to remain in 
the Lincoln School. The commit- 
tee decided that since redistrict- 
ing was not warranted, the prac- 
tice of spot redistricting should 
not be started. 


Of the six full-time positions, 
three are at the junior high level 
and three in the elementary 
schools. P\)r the junior high Win- 
chester needs a math-science 
teacher, a reading specialist, and 
a math instructor. For the ele- 
mentary schools teachers for the 
first and fifth grades as well as 
a remedial reading teacher are 
needed. 

The three part-time positions 
still open include instructors for 
kindergarten, elementary physi- 
cal education, and music. Two 
teaching assistantships also re- 
main open.

The Wedge Pond, or Palmer

The estimated six and one- 
half million dollar school is de- 
signed to accommodate about 1,000 
students in grades nine to 12 of a 
vocational high school curriculum 
and about 200 (including girls) 
in a grades 13 and 14 technical 
course.

Tax Bill Is Out 

The last 1967 real estate tax 
bill was mailed from the Town 
Treasurer’s office on Friday. 

The whole billing totalled $5,- 
661,730.86. It went to a sum of 
about 6,480 local real estate hold- 
ers. And the bills were figured at 
the rate of $62.80 per $1,000 val- 
uation. 

Town Treasurer Marguerite 
Troop reports that timewise this 
is the best record the Town has 
had in recent years, and she com- 
mends the staff of the Assessors’ 
Office, which must prepare the 
bills, and the three clerks in her 
office for the job they did togeth- 
er of getting the bills out. 

A spokesman for the Board of 
Assessors seconded this praise, 
remarking, “This was the finest 
cooperation of office hedp I’ve ever 
worked with.” 

He also looked to the future 
hope of having the bills out in 
June in 1968, and reminded that 
next year’s bills will reflect the 
Town- wide revaluation which is 
taking place now and is contract- 
ed to be concluded by late Febru- 
ary next year. 

Already $175,000 has been paid 
against the five million plus ag- 
gregate 1967 tax bill, and money 
is coming into the Town of Win- 
chester coffers at a steady rate. 


mittee whose early work helped 
the area effort get off the ground. 

In March, 1965, Mr. Kincaid 
was elected in the Town election 
to serve a four-year term on the 
District Committee, replacing 
Charles P. Harris, of 23 Stevens 
Street, who had served first as an 
appointee.

It has been searching 
since 1965 for a highly qualified 
school director, and it has been 
working almost as long with the 
Educational Consultants, Incorp- 
orated, which presented specifica- 
tions which were accepted some 
months ago by the State Depart- 
ment of Vocational Education and 
the Massachusetts Building As- 
sistance Commission. The State 
will pick up 40% of the building 
costs. 

Operating Costs 
Operating budget costs are di- 


vided between the twelve towns, 
according to school enrollment fi- 
gures for grades 9 to 12, the 
City of Malden bearing the high- 
est cost, and with Winchester 
slated for an average contribution 
of about seven percent. Winches- 
ter’s contribution to construction 
costs will not be verified until the 
bid for the school buildings has 
been accepted and contracted. 
The Committee is at present bor- 
rowing from the First National 
Bank of Boston in anticipation of 
a bond issue authorized in its 
name, by votes of the 12 repre- 
sented towns. 

Once the school is completed, 
tuition costs, estimated at about 
$1,000 per annum per pupil, will 
be charged the area towns ac- 
cording to the percentage enroll- 
ed from each town. 

Winchester students will be 
bused to Wakefield to attend the 
new school, attending there in- 
stead of in Arlington and in Med- 
ford as at present. 

According to Mr. Kincaid, if 
the Northeast area school devel- 
ops in line with others which have 
recently been built across the 
State, enrollments will soon be 
oversubscribed.

The Winchester live-man Planning Board, in the second issue o£ 
a newsletter designed to keep the citizenry abreast of its work, lias just 
issued statistics on land use in Winchester according to a 1966 survey. 


Of Winchester’s 4,160 total 
acreage, it draws a complete pic- 
ture — both percentage and in 
numbers of acres — and it comes 
up with the fact that a resound- 
ing 41 G of Winchester land use 
is by residential homes (38% in 
single dwellings), as against only 
2.2' \ industrial use. 

Five percent of Winchester’s 
area is occupied by water bodies, 
0.6 percent in agricultural en- 
deavors, 14.8 is put to public use 
in buildings or grounds, 4.5 to 
quasi-public use and only 0.7 is 
used commercially.

A. Sawyer and Otto E. Schaefer, 
Jr. They report that at recent 
meetings they have met with the 
Building Commissioner and with 
representatives of the Building 
Laws Revision Committee, the 
Board of Appeal and Selectmen 
and the Conservation Commission.

This small 19th century 
frame “gingerbread” house has it- 
self been the focus of much Town 
attention and at the 19GG Town 
Meeting sold it for the sum of one 
dollar, with the understanding 
that it would he moved and pre- 
served for its historical interest. 

Since this vote, however, it has 
been reported that getting it to 
any land available for its incumb- 
ency would necessitate moving it 
across the tracks, impossible due 
to the railroad overpass. And it 
is possible that this issue will 
again appear as an article on the 
Town Warrant in the 19G8 Town 
Meeting.

behavior while not exemplary is at least not set in an 
antisocial pattern, then shoving these students oft 
onto Manchester Field is decreasing their number 
and lessening their influence. And for those who 
are basically of a negative frame of mind, the Man- 
chester Field set-up looks to be a good way to hard- 
en their attitudes. 


Hack before the Charlestown settlers set eyes upon 
the hills, valley and waterways of Winchester. Squaw 
Sachem and the Pawtuckets pitched their wigwams 
here, and the level land that is now known as Man- 
chester Field might well have been a spot for inter 
tribal games. 

The Chief of Police has invited the young men of 
the Town to move oil the Converse Bridge and out 
of the Common and make Manchester Field their 
place to congregate. The young men in turn have 
indicated that this does not suit them, and that as 
far as it rates as an after-dark meeting place, it can be 
given back to the Indians. 

We agree. Anyone who wonders about this should 
drive down there after dark and see for themselves. 
The place is uninviting, generally unlighted except- 
ing lor its parking area, remote in feeling and dull in 
flavor. Its atmosphere is not the kind which might be 
expected to improve one’s behavior pattern. Quite the 
opposite. It's a perfect place to sit and plot dark 
deeds, to feel more shut away from society, and gen- 
erally to be up to no good. One can sit outside and 
see the few autos that now gather there, their oc- 
cupants huddling together mostly by light of the 
headlights. And one can imagine how conducive the 
setting is to sending up the smoke signals of an at- 
tack. putting on the warpaint, and generally pre- 
paring to go on the warpath against the more law- 
abiding settlers of the Town. 

If it is true, as the young people would have us 
believe, that there is a percentage of Converse Bridge 
Sitters who like to get together just for sociability, 
who really want to be a part of the T own, and whose

As for the group that gathers in the Common, 
(and it seems that there may well be a different nu- 
cleus of students for each group), we feel that they 
should be allowed to stay there il they are behaving 
in an orderly manner. Observation and reports lead 
one to believe that they are behaving there about as 
well as any group of young people this age can be- 
have. And reports this week indicate that the men 
of the Police Department are giving them a little 
more chance to prove that they can police themselves 
and not cause much more damage than a little more 
used-looking plot of grass. Let's give them a chance 
to be part of us. and not make them feel we don't 
like them just because they’re young, energetic, gab- 
by and gay. We could make lots less valuable use of 
the Common than using it for a summertime drop- 
in center. 


But Churchill had flashes of insight. His intuition 
about Hitler and the rise of the Nazis took place in 
the thirties. It was this that made the English peo- 
ple unite and rally behind his leadership in the 1940’s. 
This one great stance of his career brought out all 
the patriotism of the English people. He was the 
man for the time even though he was not typical of 
his time. As Snow says ‘‘But his whole temperament, 
and the life which his temperament forced him to 
live, did not fit his time: and he seems to have been 
hated for his virtues as much as for his faults.”

Churchill, the aristocrat, stands out in stark oppo- 
sition to Stalin, who, as a great political leader, came 
from deep down in the population and who knew 
poverty and brutality as a child.

His early political career was shrouded in se- 
crecy. It was the perspicacious Lenin who spotted 
him as a political pragmatist and a master of “in 
politics.” One of the astounding things about Stalin, 
as Snow puts it, was his interest in literature. He 
was well read as Churchill and Roosevent were not. 
Unlike the West, literary people in the Soviet Union 
are considered to have a strong force in the affairs 
of the people. Snow rites “Thus we miss the tone 
of a whole culture.” 


So Stalin in addition to his other duties as head 
of a state “took on those of Supreme Literary Crit- 
ic. But he actually read the typescripts of most well- 
known writers, before they were published, partly 
for political reasons, but apparently also for sheer 
interest. The marvel is, how did he find the time.”

This cold- 
blooded man of action, Stalin, must have felt a cer- 
tain satisfaction in his meeting with Allied leaders 
during World W T ar II, that Russia was holding her 
own and would emerge as the second world power.

The 
Morse proposal is based on “real 
politic”: or doing that which is 
politically practical or feasible. Al- 
though many of us are not especial- 
ly happy with it we are less un- 
happy with it than with the mad- 
ness of our present policy.

around to give the necessary at- 
tention, other than prescribed disci- 
pline by mother, when they get 
home. But there are also too many 
that put more emphasis on working 
and social life than on their family. 

But in Winchester, in most cases, 
the real culprit is the mother. There 
are so many mothers busily engag- 
ed socially and politically that they 
don’t even know if they are com- 
ing or going, let alone knowing 
about their children who are allow- 
ed to run and play with no thought 
given as to their safety or where- 
abouts.

They’ve evi- 
dently been influenced by those few 
psychologists who used to recom- 
mend letting the child express it- 
self freely. 

The cause has been well expound- 
ed. The cure? DISCIPLINE! Un- 
fortunately, too much has gone too 
far and has resulted in police ac- 
tion. However, here again, the lack 
of action forceful enough. When the 
police find it necessary to bring a 
teenager to the station, the pa- 
rents should be brought in also. 
Not just one of them. Both. Even 
if father has to take time off from 
work to be there.

1 have read with considerable 
interest in the Star the explanation 
of the plan for gradual de-escala- 
tion of the War in Vietnam as 
proposed by Congressman Morse 
and seven other Republican Con- 
gressmen. 

Congressman Morse, his col- 
leagues and researchers are to be 
commended for a brilliantly thor- 
ough job of analyzing the concept 
of a “limited war” as well as the 
chances of reversing the escalation 
and expansion of the conflict. 

The chief difficulty with the lim- 
ited war theory is that it is just 
that — a theory. It is a relatively 
new hypothesis which has gained 
considerable adherence in Washing- 
ton within the last ten years. Ac- 
cording to the proponents of the 
idea and its converts in the ad- 
ministration, it seemed eminently 
reasonable and humane. It was to 
be the best answer to limiting all 
modern political and military con- 
flict to a minimum of destruction, 
and hopefully remove the threat of 
nuclear conflct. 

As with all theories the time of 
testing proves its weaknesses and 
strengths as well as its overall 
feasibility. The Vietnam War has 
been the crucible in which this hy- 
pothesis has been put to the test. 
The experience of Vietnam prob- 
ably has not proved the concept 
totally invalid, but is has highlight- 
ed the glaring weaknesses of much 
of its rational. Limited war re- 
mains an excellent ideal towards 
which to strive when justice seems 
to make armed conflict necessary. 

The difficulty with the Vietnam 
war is that it is neither just nor 
necessary. 

The theory of limited war as 
practiced in Vietnam seems to be 
based on the principle that one 
side can and should determine all 
the rules and the other side must 
accept them regardless of their ob- 
vious injustices. Another major 
flaw in the idea is failure to de- 
fine and control, in a meaningful 
way, the amount of military pres- 
sure or effort needed or desired 
within the context of well defined 
political objectives. In Vietnam the 
amount of military effort and con- 
sequence destruction has far out- 
distanced the limited political ob- 
jectives we started out with. As a 
result of this basic mistake the 
whole affair has gotten completely 
out of hand. We are now close 
to what facetiously might be called 
the “unlimited limited” war. 

This lack of proper defining of 
our aims and failure to restrict 
military pressure to this correct 
definition threatens to lead us to 
all-out conflict and the very real 
threat of World War III and pos- 
sible global annihilation. 

Certainly the Morse proposal de- 
serves to be seriously considered 
by our administration and attempts 
should be made to implement it. 
But, as the Congressman readily 
admits, there is no guarantee that 
it will work. We must not rely sole- 
ly on this one approach to peace 
but consider it as one of several op-

We, dog own- 
ers, all love our pets and consider 
them as being a member of the 
family and we have their best in- 
terests in mind. Your pet is a true 
and loyal friend moreso than many 
of your human counterparts. He is 
always and will always be devoted 
to you and will stand by you 
through all tragic events or mis- 
fortunes that befall you, and will 
even rebound by showing affection 
to you even after having been se- 
verely scolded and reprimanded. 

Please reconsider about giving 
your pet away. He appreciates you 
in whatever consideration you do 
for him, just so long as he is able 
to be with you. 

The Town of Winchester now has 
a Dog Control Law. This is a good 
law, proposed by the previous dog 
officer, who devoted much time and 
effort to formulate this proposal. 
The law is for the benefit of all 
the residents, regardless of whether 
one is an animal owner or not. It 
incorporates the critical thoughts 
of many residents, some being in 
favor and some against the total 
leash law. A dog is a domesticated 
animal that has adapted itself to 
a symbolic relationship with hu- 
mans. in which both mutually bene- 
fit by this close association. 

Dogs which have been allowed to 
roam about freely will learn to 
confine their activities to one par- 
ticular area provided they are not 
allowed to continue to roam with 
total freedom. Animal owners that 
truly love and enjoy their pets 
should make an exerted effort to 
take care of them properly. The 
state and town are in a constant 
state of change. More residences 
are being constructed; more pre- 
viously unusable land is being uti- 
lized for construction purposes.

Just in case those who want :i 
total leash law rush forward t» 
proclaim that would “protect” dogs 
let me point out that because ol 
leash laws, many dogs are now tied 
up and often left alone in yards, 
or kept in fcnced-in runs, and it 
has been proven that these dogs, 


and more c 
Allowing your pet complete free- 
dom is actually endangering his 
own existence. Ultimately the in- 
evitable will happen and your dog 
will become a casualty. The private 
inalienable rights of each individual 
is also being impinged upon if the 
dog messes on a neighbors lawn or 
is destructive to flower gardens or 
chases or attacks other dogs, pets 
or children. 

A pet should be maintained as a 
pet, and not to utilize his owner 
only for room and board. A dog 
wants to be loved just as a child 
wants the love and affection and 
nearness of his parents. The ani- 
mal that remains at home is a 
much healthier and happier indi- 
vidual and will undoubtedly out- 
live the wanderers. A small fenc- 
ed in area behind the house will 
supply sufficient space for exercise. 
Undoubtedly, it will take a short 
time for the dog to reacclimate him- 
self and become adjusted to his 
new exercise area, and may bark 
for a short while, hut this will soon 
diminish. Your neighbors would 
rather tolerate a few barks for a 
while than to have their lawns 
utilized as a pasture. On weekends, 
take the dog to any of the many 
parks in the area and allow him to 
gallop and play to his hearts con- 
tent . . and your neighbors also. 

Let’s all remain friends and good 
neighbors, as well as being proud 
animal owners. Abide by the Dog 
Control Law — it will benefit you 
us well as your pet.

tor Animal Protective Legislation. 
All of these publications have been 
alerting dog owners to the ever-

Designation of the Middlesex Canal, which once ran through Win- 
chester. as a national historic civil engineering landmark will occur at 
Billerica on August 5. 

Scene of the presentation ceremony will he the Shawsheen River 
Aqueduct on Route 129 near Billerica, where stone abutments are all 
that remain of die canal that is considered one of die oldest man-made 
waterways in the United States. 


Officials of the American Society 
f Civil Engineers will attend the 
day-long program which is being 
planned as a joint meeting of the 
mal societies of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Massachusetts. The 
agenda includes a tour of the locks 
and canals in Lowell and a lunch- 
eon at the birthplace of Count 
Rumford in Woburn. Dedication of 
the canal will take place at 2 in 
the afternoon. Reservations for the 
entire program can be made by 
contacting the Middlesex Canal As- 
sociation, P.O. Box 333, Billerica. 

According to Henry Smith Chap- 
man in the “History of Winches- 
ter,” the canal entered the present 
limits of Winchester below Horn 
Pond. Of the seven aqueducts 
where the canal crossed running 
water one was located in Winches- 
ter where the canal crossed the 
Aberjona above the head of Mys- 
tic Lake. 

Chapman notes that the “aque- 
duct that carried the canal across 
the Aberjona here in Winchester 
was at first supported by timbered 
piers, hut later these were replaced 
by substantial piers of split gran- 
ite, remnants of which can still be 
seen on the shore of upper Mystic 
it the Narrows.” 

Though the superstructure of the 
aqueduct piers has disappeared 
from its original site, it has re 
appeared in the walls of the stone 


farmhouse on the Brooks estate, ac- 
cording to Chapman. 

At Church Street the canal pass- 
ed under the street and the bridge 
over the canal here was known as 
Huffmaster’s Bridge after an old 
Hessian soldier who decided to re- 
main in America after being cap- 
tured in the Revolution. 

From the canal’s opening in 1803 
until its abandonment in the mid- 
ineteenth century, townspeople 
used to stroll along the towpath. 
Today its course in Winchester has 
largely been filled in and built 
upon.

Red Cross Lists 
Rules to Promote 
Safety in Water 

As many residents head to tin* 
mountains and beaches for summer 
vacationing, the Red Cross points 
to rules to insure safe fun in and 
around the water. 

Always swim with at least one 
other person, never alone. 

Swim only in a safe area, marked 
for swimming. 

Whenever children swim, they 
should be supervised by an able 
adult swimmer. 

Before diving, check for depth 
and rocks and other obstructions. 

Wait at least an hour after eat- 
ing before swimming. 

Never swim when overtired — and 
stop swimming before you become 
overtired. 

Weak swimmers should never 
rely on toys, inner tubes, and other 
inflated devices. They can slip 
away easily. 

If a swimmer is in trouble, try to 
reach him with a buoy, line, polo, 
or boat. Enter the water yourself 
only as a last resort and only ii 
you have the training and ability 
to effect a rescue. 

On the water as in driving a car, 
there are many “Rules of the 
Road.” They are based on common 
sense and good manners, such as 
keeping to the right of an ap- 
proaching boat, and giving the 
right of way to a boat approaching 
from the right or one you are over 
taking. 

Equip your boat with the basic 
safety items — anchor, oars, boat- 
hook, extra line, a pump or bailer, 
fire extinguisher, first aid kit, and 
tool kit. Charts of the area, a com- 
pass, and a small transistor radio 
for receiving weather reports are 
other essentials. 

Have a Coast Guard-approved 
life jacket on board for every pass- 
enger. Weak swimmers should wear 
jackets at all times on or around 
the water. 

Don't overcrowd your boat. Keep 
the number of passengers within 
safe limits for your boat. 

If your boat capsizes, don’t swim 
away from it unless it is drifting 
into danger or the water is ex- 
tremely cold. Most boats will float 
even when filled with water. 

“If you will follow these rules 
this summer,” Mr. Camp concluded 
“you’ll have a fine time and look 
forward to years of pleasant camp 
ing in the future. And remember 
that Red Cross courses in first aid 
small craft, and water safety are 
available to you. Take time and 
learn how to avoid accidents and 
what to do should accidents occur.

West opened the bidding: with 
three clubs, North bid three hearts, 
East passed, South said four hearts, 
followed by five clubs from West, 
Two passes ( I’d said my all in 
North position the first time so 
was very happy to pass the de- 
cision around to the time-honored 
last spot) brought the bidding 
around to South. Would you double 
or carry on to five hearts ? A tough 
one, n’est-ce pas? 

Of course she checked the vul- 
nerability and noted we had to set 
five clubs four tricks to match our 
vulnerable game, so crisply said 
five hearts, figuring our chances 
better to squeeze out the extra 
trick rather than collect the large 
set. 

And right she was. Tho four 
North-Souths who let the opposi- 
tion play in clubs gleaned the 
least points. However, North plays 
the hand, and I guessed wrong on 
the location of the Ace of spades 
(you don’t usually have an outside 
Ace with a weak three hid) so 
made only five, ending up in the 
middle, for three made six hearts. 

We still very much earned our 
score, for four North-Souths were 
allowed to play in four hearts and 
never faced my partner’s tough de- 
cision. Even though we were only 
a point above average on the board, 
we’d have had a poor score indeed 
if she’d decided the other way.

The Monday meeting saw the 
Board, with Paul Chase chairing 
in the absence of Henry Porter, 
conclude discussion of, and make 
a decision on, the separation of 
the two administrative jobs which 
have been held together by James 
A. Wakefield, Jr., since his ap- 
pointment in 1950. Mr. Ambrose 
has been asked to move up from 
his post of assistant Town En- 
gineer beginning Monday, the 
date when Mr. Wakefield’s recent 
resignation is effective. 

The Selectmen have re-organiz- 
ed the administration of engineer- 
ing and street supervision in 
keeping with more usual depart- 
mental organization and to ac- 
commodate the broadening respon- 
sibilities of the engineer’s job in 
Winchester. This was done with 
the advice of both the outgoing 
and incoming Engineers. A factor, 
too, in the decision, is the possi- 
bility that further amalgamation 
of departments may take place if 
the Town should in the future de- 
cide to go for an overall depart- 
ment of public works. 

The Selectmen are in the pro- 
cess of officially defining the job 
of Superintendent of Streets, and, 
when this has been accomplished, 
will be in a position to fill this 
position for the Town. 

Mr. Ambrose, who lives here at 
6 Hancock Street, has been on the 
engineering staff of the Town 
since 1931 and in his present job 
since 1950. A native, he is a Win- 
chester High School graduate and 
received his engineering training 
in extension courses at M.I.T. He 
lives here with his wife Alice 
(Foley) and has 3 children, Mrs. 
Paul Murphy, of Chelmsford; Ho- 
ward F. Jr., of Bedford; and 
Richard M. a sophomore at Pro- 
vidence College.

Youth Killed 
In Car Crash 
Early Saturday 

A fatal accident on South 
Border Road near the Medford- 
Winc heater line early Saturday 
morning remains under investiga- 
tion by MDC Policeman Richard 
Feeney, of 37 Nelson Street, a 
Winchester native, who has been 
with the MDC for 12 years. 

The accident reportedly occured 
after a Chevrolet Corvette swerv- 
ed off the highway and hit a tree. 
Francis Grady, of Medford, 23, 
suffered fatal injuries, and Robert 
J. Munafo, also of Medford, was 
taken to Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

The auto appeared to be nearly 
torn apart by the crash. 


Local health authorities are 
pleased with this record. In the 
1964-65 season (running roughly 
from October l to May 31) there 
were 66 cases reported. In 1965-66 
it went down to just one. This 
year there were none. They at- 
tribute the erasing of this cen- 
turies-long human scourge to the 
efforts of local hoards of health 
and private physicians in getting 
the measles vaccine accepted and 
used since the licensing of the 
first vaccine in 1963. 

“This is good news for physi- 
cian and parents alike,’’ said Dr. 
William Barone, School Medical 
Officer. 

“Measles almost always alarm- 
ed parents, for their early symp- 
toms were so often confused with 
meningitis and flu. They also 
troubled doctors for they could 
cause so many detrimental side 
effects — to ears, glands, heart, 
kidneys, and in many other ways. 
This is to say nothing about tin* 
loss of learning time involved 
when the measles started through 
a classroom.’’ 

Michael Saraco, Board of 
Health director, also reported tin 
State-wide drop of measles to be 
dramatic. It has gone from 20,8-13 
in ’64- ’65 to 875 in ’65-’66 to 310 
in ’67. He reminded that the 
measles season begins in three 
months and stated the State 
Health Department is aiming to 
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eradicate it entirely by June 30, 
1968. 

Winchester held a Town-wide 
clinic here early last fall. The 
Board of Health does not antici- 
pate another, pointing out that 
its well-baby clinic will now he 
vaccinating all young babies as 
they come in, and that between 
this effort and that of the private 
physicians in Town, vaccine 
should be available to all children 
here. 

In hacking up this report and 
in urging all parents to have ev- 
ery child vaccinated, the Massa- 
chusetts Association for Retard- 
ed Children reminds that al- 
though the vaccine has been avail- 
able for more than three years, 
only 12 million children have been 
vaccinated, most of them under 
the age of two. Another 12 mil- 
lion must be vaccinated if measles 
are to be eradicated. 

Of the four million people who 
have been getting measles every 
year, one in six develops serious 
complications as a result, includ- 
ing mental retardation and res- 
piratory illnesses. Four thousand 
children have developed measles 
encephalitis, inflamation of the 
brain, each year, and about 1600 
of these have become mentally 
retarded as a result, the report 
says. 

In America, five hundred chil- 
dren have died each year from 
measles encephalitis and measles 
pneumonia, with the latter re- 
sponsible for most of the infant 
deaths from measles. 


Paul Eaton, chairman of the 
Youth Board, appearing with Ann 
Kissel, Kathy Weaver and John 
Osgood, were commended by the 
Selectmen for their determination 
and hard work in bringing closer 
to reality plans for housing in 
downtown Winchester, designed 
by the students and for the stu- 
dents, as an answer to the off- 
school-hours need for an informal 
gathering place. 

Speaking for the group, Paul 
reported an agreement to sign a 
five-year lease at $500 a month 
for the approximately 9,000- 
square-foot area, beginning in Oc- 
tober, and that the group had 
leased the area for $250 a month 
in August and September, while 
they are working to renovate and 
refurbish it. 

Their lease holds owner Leo 
Kahn to the long-term contract 
but allows them an option to can- 
cel with 30 days notice. They have 
been represented by a lawyer in 
the proceedings and have added 
this fee to their initial expenses 
accrued. 

Benefit Band Concert 

They report that their main 
need now is for financial support. 
First planned money-raiser is to 
he a benefit concert on Wednes- 
day, August 23, when the regular, 
newly instituted mid-week con- 
cert at 7:15 p.m. on the Library 
lawn by the Duck Pond will in- 
clude a passing of the hat for the 
Drop-In Center. 

They also requested of the Se- 
lectmen permission to run a block 
dance on Manchester Field to the 
same end, and received an affirm- 
ative answer, pending settlement 
of a date some time in early Sep- 
tember. 

Things began to move in the 
upstairs rooms of the old building 
on Saturday when 25 students 
worked all day cleaning out de- 
bris. Trucks loaned by Peterson 
Chair Company and Sullivan 
Landscaping, and private cars 
carried away loads of rubbish. 

Hoping eventually to set up a 
snack bar as necessary equipment 
for their Ctenter, they list as first 
priorities of work the cleaning 
and scraping of the ceiling, laying 
of tile floors, and probable instal- 
ling of a new ceiling. They intend 
to do most of the work themselves, 
under the guidance of more ex- 
perienced adults, but they are 
welcoming any adult assistance 
available in their undertaking. 

Already donated to them by a 
Maine hotel owner are a fire es- 
cape, furniture, and pool tables. 
An excursion to Maine to trans- 
port these things is planned the 
third week of September.

The students were pressed by 
the Selectmen as to their plans 
for adult supervision and their 
hopes of financing their venture.

Lt. Roberts Awarded 
D.F.C. For Air Valor 

The United States Air Force has recently awarded the Distinguish- 
ed Flying Cross to First Lieutenant Richard A. Roberts for “extra- 
ordinary achievement" while Hying as a tactical Fighter Pilot in South 
Vietnam last year. 

Lt. Roberts, who served in Viet 
Nam last year as a jet fighter pi- 
lot flying the Phantom F4C jet 
out of Cam Rahn Bay Air Force 
Base, had previously received 
decorations while in combat, in- 
cluding the Air Medal with four 
Oak Leaf Clusters, Vietnamese 
Combat and Campaign Medals. 

The Distinguished Flying Cross 
was awarded him for action in 
support of U. S. Marine ground 
troops under attack by a large 
hostile troop concentration. He 
flew through automatic weapons 
fire to bomb enemy targets and 
effect relief of the friendly troops. 

The Air Force citation follows: 

“To 

Richard A. Roberts: 

“First Lieutenant Richard A. 

Roberts distinguished himself by 
extraordinary achievement while 
participating in aerial flight as a 
Tactical Fighter Pilot in South 
Vietnam on 28 February 1966. On 
that date, a friendly force was 
surrounded and under attack by 
a large hostile troop concentra- 
tion. With complete disregard for 
his personal safety, Lieutenant 
Roberts flew through heavy auto- 
matic weapons fire to deliver his 
bonibs, thereby effecting the relief 
of the friendly troops. The profes- 
sional competence, aerial skill, 
and devotion to duty displayed by 
Lieutenant Roberts reflects great 
credit upon himself and the Unit- 
ed States Air Force.” 

Mr. Roberts has been out of 
service for about a year now and

is presently associated with the 
Polaroid Company Corporation, 
Cambridge, as a sales representa- 
tive in New York, making his 
home in Pittsford, New York. 

A 1959 graduate of WHS, he is 
well remembered here for his ath- 
letic ability, playing varsity bas- 
ketball and baseball, and running 
cross-country. He was graduated 
from Colgate University in 1963.

Volpe Proposes Protection 
For State’s Inland Wetlands 


The Conservation Commission in- 
formed the Star this week that a 
legislative proposal of special in- 
terest to local residents has been 
filed with the General Court by 
Governor John Volpe, along with a 
special message urging the legisla- 
ture to act quickly to preserve the 
state's inland wetlands. 

The bill authorizes the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to re- 
strict the draining, filling, altera- 
tion or pollution of any inland wet- 
land area where such action would 
be detrimental to public health, 
safety or welfare from flood dan- 
ger or damage to water supply, 
water storage, fisheries, wildlife or 
agriculture, to any wetland or his- 
toric or aesthetic value or of value 
to nature education. 

This law would give about 300,- 
000 acres of inland wetlands the 
same protection which was placed 
on some 40,000 acres of coastal 
wetlands by a comparable law en- 
acted two years ago. That law has 
withstood a Supreme Court test. 

Historically America has boasted 
a wealth of natural resources. It is 
difficult for the public to realize 
that with the rapid urbanization 
of the northeast such swamps, 
bogs, marshes and stream flood- 
plains can no longer be considered 
cheap wastelands. In fact these 
comprise a valuable resource. So 
few underdeveloped lands of any 
type remain available that the char- 
acter of our region is jeopardized. 

Mr. David Turnquist, chairman 
of the Conservation Commission, 
points out that Winchester towns- 
people have a special interest in 
the passage of the proposed law be- 
cause of the constant filling of wet- 
lands presently taking place in 
Winchester and adjacent towns of 
Lexington, Woburn and Reading. 
All of our water resources, the 
Horn Pond Brook, the Aberjona 
River and several unnamed streams 


are being adversely affected by 
these actions. 

Increased development along the 
western regions of Johnson Road 
has affected the course of two 
streams in that section, both of 
which feed into Horn Pond, and 
back into Winchester via Horn 
Pond Brook. Many developers have 
filed plans and proposals which 
would entail further filling or al 
teration of wetlands in the entire 
Aberjona River Valley. 

Not until wetlands are destroyed 
do people realize that they are ir- 
replaceable water storage, flood 
control and outdoor recreation 
areas. They cost nothing to buy or 
maintain if they are left in their 
natural state. When they are de- 
molished we all suffer, a fact testi- 
fied by the public outcry over the 
near-loss of Winter Pond during 
our recent drought. 

Those residents concerned with 
conserving our water resources and 
preserving our natural environ- 
ment are urged to support House 
Bill 5056. The committee on na- 
tural resources is expected to hold 
a public hearing on the bill within 
the next week.

Art Dated 
Radioactively 

By measuring the number of al- 
pha particles emitted by the lead 
contained in the paint, pewter, or 
bronze used in works of art, scien- 
tists now have a sure method of 
distinguishing between originals 
and modern forgeries. 

According to Dr. Bernard Keisch, 
of the Mellon Institute in Pitts- 
burgh, and his colleagues there and 
at the Nuclear Science and Engin- 
eering Corporation, also of Pitts- 
burgh, no mistakes are possible 
with the method based on detection 
of radio-active lead 210, since it 
disintegrates with a half-life of 
22 years unless its long-lived pre- 
curso, radium 226, is present. 
(Half-life is the time required for 
half of the atoms in a given 
amount of radioactive substance to 
become disintegrated.) 

Whut makes the new method pos- 
sible is the fact that radium is usu- 
ally separated chemically from lead 
when lead and its products are pre- 
pared from the ore. 

Scientific tools of increasing 
sensitivity and sophistication have 
been used to examine the materials 
of art and archaeology and to sup- 
port judgments concerning their 
authenticity. However, as forgers 
become acquainted with new meth- 
ods, they generally learn how to 
circumvent them. This should not 
be possible with this new technique, 
the scientist said. 

The paint sample must be white 
lead of high purity. The method 
has been suggested and tested pre- 
viously, but no instruments capable 
of distinguishing between the con- 
centrations of radium 226 and its 
descendant (lead 210, etc.) were 
available then. 


This year’s list of residents chos- 
en to be ready to serve on federal 
and state juries includes 259 local 
citizens.

Epilepsy Society 
Gets Fed. Grant 

The Epilepsy Society of Massa- 
chusetts has been awarded a $220,- 
000 Federal grant to develop a vo- 
cational rehabilitation service for 
epileptics in the Greater Boston 
area. 

The Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare (HEW), the 
funding agency, will study the four- 
year demonstration project as a 
possible prototype for other urban 
voluntary agencies. 

Dr. Richard Pigott, project di- 
rector for the Society said his staff 
will focus on job training and psy- 
chological and medical adjustment. 

The grant also incorporates a 
training program for students in 
rehabilitation and psychological 
measurements from Boston Uni- 
versity and Simmons College. 
Counselors-in-training will hope- 
fully change any negative bias to- 
ward epilepsy while working with- 
in rehabilitation units, said Dr. 
Harry Sands, Epilepsy Association 
of America program director. 

Dr. Pigott said HEW financed 
the program because epileptics 
have one of the highest incidence 
of unemployment among disability 
groups. 

“This is despite the fact,” he 
said, “that a well-controlled epilep- 
tic is an excellent employment can- 
didate. 

‘And most epileptics are control- 
led,” he said, “but businessmen are 
not generally aware of this and 
don’t understand the real nature of 
the disorder.”

NEBHE Supports 
Nursing Course 

The New England Board of High- 
er Education has been informed by 
the United States Public Health 
Service that it has been awarded a 
grant of $136,306 to be implement- 
ed by the New England Council on 
Higher Education for Nursing, an 
affiliate of NEBlIE's. NEBHE mov- 
ed from Winchester to Durham, 
New Hampshire recently. 

The funds will enable some 500 
head nurses and supervisors in 
New England hospitals and health 
agencies to participate in the third 
and final year of a series of work 
conferences designed to help the 
nurse administrator keep pace with 
changing philosophies and tech- 
niques in patient care. 

The focus of this year’s program 
will be on helping the nurse leader 
improve the quality of patient care 
through the use of effetive evalua- 
tion devices. The length of the 
course is ten days. Divided into 
two five-day sessions — one given in 
the fall of 1967 and the other in 
the spring of 1968. The course will 
be held at nine centers located in 
geographically strategic areas 
throughout the region. It will be 
sponsored by the faculty of the 
Schools of Nursing at the following 
nine centers: Boston College, Bos- 
ton University, St. Anselm’s (Man- 
chester, New Hampshire), and the 
Universities of Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut, Maine (Orono and Au- 
gusta), Massachusetts, and Ver- 
mont. The project director for the 
program is Mrs. Winifred Griffin, 
R.N., NEBHE’s associate director 
of Regional Nursing Programs, 

NEBHE is an interstate agency 
supported by the six New England 
states to improve and expand op 
portunities in higher education for 
the people of the region.

Summer Travel 

Computerized long-distance trav- 
el, with pushbutton destinations 
and electronic tracks imbedded in 
the roads, has been predicted for 
the highways of America. 

The electronic experts may be 
able to fool the rest of us with such 
talk hut they can’t fool Aunt Min- 
nie, says the Automobile Legal As- 
sociation (ALA). 

Who is Aunt Minnie? 

Everyone has an Aunt Minnie. 
She lives in such places as Bad Axe, 
Michigan, Pamona, California, Iz- 
ard, Arizona, or Silt, Colorado. 
She’s the one who, in a weak mo- 
ment, once said, “Drop in if you’re 
in this part of the country.” 

And there’s the rub. Americans 
just don’t travel the way they 
should in order to fit the holes in a 
punch card. A pluin auto trip from 
New York City to Los Angeles 
would probably he a pretty easy 
chore for the experts, but just let 
them fool around with a side trip 
(to see Aunt Minnie, of course) in 
Odum, Georgia, and Pitts, Ken- 
tucky. 

Automobile clubs and other mo- 
toring organizations probably know 
Aunt Minnie better than anyone 
else. Try as they might, it still 
takes one human travel counselor 
to plan a routing for a member on 
maps, route sheets and other ma- 
terial. Not because it hasn’t been 
tried in the past, either. 

The Automobile Legal Associa- 
tion prepares thousands of rout 
ings every winter from New Eng- 
land points to Miami. During a 
slack fall travel period last year 
travel counselors did hundreds of 
Miami routes, all using the ap- 
proved highways, to prepare for the 
winter rush. Even this small at- 
tempt at a production line system 
for travel ended in disaster. Every 
route had to be changed when the 
time came to accommodate a visit 
with Minnie off the beaten track. 

So, dear American traveler, pay 
no attention to predictions of wor- 
ry-free automobile trips. Your va- 
cation trip for all summers to come 
will never change despite the elec- 
tronic wizards. There’ll always be 
traffic jams, confusing road signs, 
nutty drivers, flat tires, squirmy 
kids, tolls and road maps. Thank 
heavens for road maps . . . you’ll 
never find Aunt Minnie without 
one.

Storm-Damaged 
Shade Trees Must 
Be Repaired 

The violent storms that have oc- 
curred in the past few months 
caused a great amount of damage 
to many fine shade trees. In some 
cases huge trees were uprooted or 
mutilated beyond repair. But, in 
general, damage was confined to 
branch breakage and split branch 
crotches. Trees with such damage 
can be repaired, and, according to 
the National Arborist Association, 
the work should be done as soon as 
practicable. 

Broken, hanging branches should 
be removed for they may drop at 
any time and cause injury to per- 
sons or damage to property. Shrubs 
left from broken branches should 
be pruned hack to the parent stem, 
and the pruning cut covered with 
a good quality tree- wound dressing 
for protection against fungi that 
cause wood decay. 

In repairing split crotches the 
branches are drawn together with 
block-and-tackle until the split clos- 
es. Then one or more sections of 
threaded rod or holts are installed 
at the crotch to prevent reopening 
of the split. To provide additional 
strength to the branches, a system 
of flexible cables is placed in the 
upper part of the tree. 

Proper treatment and repair of 
a storm-damaged tree requires skill 
and experience. A competent arbor- 
ist should be engaged to do the job.

Let’s Pitch In For The Drop-In Center 


A large group of students in town have this week 
started to add plain hard work to the other ingre- 
dients they have put into their effort to start a Drop- 
In Center for themselves in downtown Winchester. 

They have started with an idea, put in a lot of 
communication between themselves and all other 
WHS students, added a large dose of determination, 
plenty of persistence, some every-reatly confidence 
and a strong seasoning of gootl spirits. 

They have come up with a concrete plan which 
includes an official organization for themselves— the 
Winchester Youth Organization, a corporation with 
an adult advisory board, and now. today, the acquisi- 
tion of space through a five-year lease of the area 
over the Save-Mor Purity Market. A large number 
of them, with others joining every day, are tackling 
the hard physical job of redecorating and refurbish- 
ing the former bowling alley area. 

Monday night the Selectmen seemed to have a 
hard time finding enough words of commendation 
for them, and we second all the plaudits and wonder 


what anyone could find to criticize about this evi- 
dence of accomplishment. These young people have 
set out to meet their own needs in an area in which 
many towns and municipalities have long since an- 
swered these needs on a public-funded basis. 

Plaudits and encouragement are in order, but it 
seems as though more is too. School-oriented groups 
and public spirited individuals have already con- 
tributed to their operating fund and are very wel- 
come now, the students themselves have had benefit 
events and plan two more this summer— a band con- 
cert August 23 and a block dance later on. Still, the 
estimated large amount to renovate their Center and 
the hard, cold $500 dollars to be due in rent each 
month are formidable obligations. 

We suggest that the initiative and drive of these 
young people should be rewarded in some way 
through the Town budget— that the investment 
should be a sound one in positive citizenship and 
might well be a solid one in petty crime prevention. 
Let’s stand behind them with cash as well as with 
congratulations. 


“Band Aids and Lollipops” — 
No Longer Will They Do 


For the past three weeks violent Negro feelings 
have had the national stage. And, ugly and irrational 
as pent up anger usually is, in the Negro revolt 
against the white establishment it has scared us. It 
should. 

The revolt in our cities has been compared to that 
of the American Revolution. But is it not much more 
akin to the French Revolution? The resurrection of 
the colonists against King George’s heavy hand was 
one of people of dignity and pride against people of 
authority and privilege. They were fighting for some- 
thing worth protecting from someone else; action was 
crude, but generally according to the British rules of 
war. When the militant young Negro, disdaining the 
advice of his moderate elders, smashes and burns the 
world around him. his fury is too deep and bitter to 
care for the consequences. And he seems much more 
like the hordes of Paris as they marched with knives 
and pick axes against the Bastille and, with the mad 
irrationality of a wrath born of centuries of indignity 
and hunger, went on indiscriminately to massacre 
friend and foe alike. 

With the Negro it is as though, with the story of 
fiis race’s real subjugation close enough in history to 
be a part of him, he has sat in front of his television 
set watching tfie pageant of that "other world" of 
white people go by. But those of us who are white 
have not reversed the experience. Our TV’s have not 
been tuned to the fear and hopelessness of his life, 
the utter shut-out-ed-ness of how he has been living. 
His story has not been constantly before us. 

Rodger Wilkins, the young Negro who heads the 
Community Relations Service in Washington said 
just after the Newark uprising, "The problem is the 
way people live. We have to change the way people 
live. All the rest is Band Aids and lollipops.” 

Band Aids and lollipops. Not enough. 

And lest we feel that we in Winchester can still be 
oil-stage observers to this upheaval in our cities, Rob- 
ert Donovan, in a Los Angeles Times-Washington 
Post dispatch reminds, "In Detroit fear reached far 
into the loveliest suburbs. People went out anti made 


sure their garden hoses were attached, as if those 
woultl do any good against gasoline bombs . . . Some 
turned a lot of lights on in their homes. Others kept 
the rooms dark . . . Some comforting myths lie dead 
in the ashes of Detroit . . . And. foremost of them is 
the myth that when rioting begins the troopers can 
seal off the ghettos in their misery and allow life in 
the better sections to go on as usual.” 

Comedian Dick Gregory, speaking Friday in Wash- 
ington on the same platform as Mrs. George Rom- 
ney. wife of Michigan's governor, said, "Please tell 
your husband how sorry I am and how glad I am 
because if it saves the nation, it was worth it . . . 
What happened in Detroit will keep your hometown 
from blowing up ...” 

Band Aids and lollipops— no longer enough to keep 
our home Town from blowing up. This has been 
spelled out for us, but what to do has not. Yet there 
are some encouraging signs. The Boston Sunday 
Globe detailed the account of the one-two thrust the 
city of 1 ampa, Florida has given rioting and rioters. 
First they quelled their riots by corailing some of the 
young riot leaders, putting white painted helmets on 
their heads, and putting them to work on the side of 
the law. It worked. Their next step, still in progress, 
was to get job opportunity officials to come in with 
a crash program. This, too, appears to be working. 
In the less well defined area of dignity and accept- 
ance, we choose to think that seeing the faces of at- 
tractive colored women begin to appear increasingly 
on the social pages of the city newspapers is the kind 
of thing we need more ol. ME I CO? Yes, it is one of 
the most hopeful programs going. 

Boston’s Richard Cardinal Cushing put the punch 
one wanted to hear in his statement last Saturday: 
"The need of the hour is total and all-out war on 
blindness and ignorance; blindness on the part of 
those outside the centre-city, to the hope and aspira- 
tions, ills and afflictions of those who dwell in what 
has been termed, ‘The Other America.’ ” 

Let’s hope the country listens and responds, plans 
and works, and that we here can do our part.

The Board of Health knows it can’t win when it 
goes out to help rid the I own ol pests. When it went 
after the pigeons, Winchester pigeon lovers came out 
of the sidewalks to call it names, and the pigeons 
crowded the overpass to cheer when sympathizers 
stole into the Common to open the cages in which 
some of their members had been trapped. This week 
it was the mosquito spraying which brought out the 
latent Albert Schweitzer in our citizens. No one ad- 
mitted to being a mosquito-lover. But the great pre- 
dominance ol calls complaining about spraying (and 
this does not relate to those calls from persons with 
respiratory illnesses) , were from Audubon Society 
members, worried about the Town’s butterflies and 
birds.

DOWN BOY, DOWN, BLAST YOU 

by Charlton Ogburn., Jr. 

Charlton Ogburn, Jr., is the author of several 
highly regarded works, both fiction and non-fiction, 
and he gives proof of his versatility by turning out 
this lighthearted masterpiece on the character of 
the dog. With so much being published in the Win- 
chester Star for and against the Leash Law and so 
many emotional letters picturing the dog as (1) a 
monster with nothing on his mind but frightening 
children and digging up prize shrubbery, or (2) a 
noble beast, truly man’s best friend, it is gratifying 
to find someone who steers a middle course. 

From reading various books on dog care and dog 
psychology one forms the opinion that nothing 
makes a dog happier than pleasing his master. This 
is the basis of all dog training. It is sad to find out 
that this is a fallacy. Fido is an opportunist. If he 
were not out for what he could get, he would never 
have allowed himself to become domesticated. Mr. 
Ogburn pictures the remote ancestor of today’s pam- 
pered pet as the wolf who was too lazy to fend for 
itself and attached itself to the human family be- 
cause it was easier. In this way it could get scraps 
of food and a warm place by the fire to sleep. He 
scoffs at the idea that it was of any use in hunting. 
Anyone who has ever taken a dog walking and ob- 
served his crashing process through the brush and 
the watercourses would know how useless he would 
be at this pursuit. It was not until much later in 
civilization when the nobleman could give unlimited 
time to the training of these irresponsible animals 
that the dog attained proficiency in hunting. 

Still, you have taken on the ownership of the 
creature, or rather you and he have formed a part- 
nership, and it is somewhat like being responsible 
for a feebleminded relative. He is constantly on your 
mind. The squeal of brakes brings your heart to 
your throat. You hear the shriek of a neighborhood 
child or the yowl of someone’s cat and wonder if 
he is responsible. His uncouth table manners and 
unsanitary habits make you cringe. When someone 
remarks sentimentally that “Spot” is like a member 
of the family, poor old Uncle Fred comes to your 
mind. 

The answer to all this would seem to be that a dog 
should be confined, but Mr. Ogburn feels that this is 
backing down on your part of the bargain. You have 
made an affiliation for better or for worse and here 
you are acting like a jailer. It’s one thing or anoth- 
er; either you are fuming about your pet’s trans- 
gressions or your are conscience-striken at your own 
hard heartedness in tying up a helpless beast. It 
makes a good case for not having a dog. 

Lest you are convinced, the author goes into sev- 
eral reasons for keeping Fido, the chief of which 
seems to be that a man’s pet thinks he is above re- 
proach and this is very good for the average person’s 
feeling of inadequacy. Fie rather shamefacedly ad- 
mits that he has always had a dog and still does. 
It all boils down to the fact that if you like dogs you 
will probably have one, and if you don’t you will be 
able to think of plenty of reasons not to.

Is a Mandatory Safety Program 
Needed Here for Bicycle Riders? 


Editor of the Star: 

Apparently not many seem to 
care enough if many of our children 
live or die. The dubious situation 
of which I speak is brought about 
by youngsters, many of whom are 
not capable of realizing the danger 
involved, who cannot make a sud- 
den decision in the event of their bi- 
cycling interfering with motorists. 
The responsibility rests on three 
sets of people, at least for the time 
being — the parents, the children 
themselves, and the motorists. 

I have, especially during the sum- 
mer months, been confronted with 
several youngsters (mostly inno- 
cent I’m sure) suddenly swerving 
from the extreme edge of the road 
into the automobile traveling lanes. 
They either swerve when they turn 
to talk to others following them or 
because they are not able to control 
their reflexes. In many cases, it is 
due to some of these weird concoc- 
tions, that some people actually re- 
fer to as “handlebars.” 

These diabolical little show-off 
pieces for junior may do wonders 
for his ego, but may also have a 
slightly faster effect on bringing 
his riding career to a halt, perma- 
nently. How can a youngster, in 
many cases just attaining the art 
of balance, be expected to reach 
over his head to control a bike 
which is almost entirety below him? 
Parents and all other drivers, con- 
sider this — you are driving a car 
by a steering wheel whose column 
comes out of the top of the wind- 
shield, and then again curves up. 
Need I say more? To make more of 
a comparison, give yourself a hypo- 
thetical handicap — over-exhaustion 
(which is a way to slow down one’s 
reflexes). Can you picture this? 
Now coming towards you are lines 
of buses traveling at two or three 
times your speed. I will add just 
this one more step, and then you 
may add your own. Try turning 
around and talking to a person in 
the back seat while all this is going 
on. 

Getting on to the actual problem 
at hand, let me say this — I believe 
that this problem might be at least 
partially alleviated by the parents 
continually reminding their chil- 
dren of the rules that follow and 
their own. Consider a public bicy- 
cle safety program, a restriction on 
selling those “handlebars” that be- 
long on a Texas steer, and the phy- 
sical and mental maturity of the 
child himself. 

The following rules might be con- 
stantly brought to the attention of 
the child, plus many others you 
ina> wish to add. 


1. Never dart out from between 
parked cars — you may find some- 
thing there you never expected. 

2. Never become sandwiched be- 
tween parked cars and moving cars 
(unless the situation cannot be 
safely avoided). 

3. Ride in single file only, and 
never turn around to talk with 
those behind you. If you must talk 
with them, go way off the road and 
do so. 

4. If you are riding along, and a 
dog chases you, don’t panic. Pull 
over to the extreme edge of the 
road and stop. In most cases the 
dog could no longer care about you. 

Further, I would like to see in- 
stituted a mandatory public bicyc- 
ling safety program. The Superin- 
tendent of Schools might get to- 
gether with authorities, or directly 
with the Selectmen and map out 
the following strategy. 

As a part of the elementary 
school curriculum, instructors from 
the Registry, the Police Depart- 
ment, or whoever else might be 
qualified, should at least for a few 
hours a year hold “safety classes” 
instructing and observing the chil- 
dren. This could be done after 
school or during school. Also the po- 
lice should observe these young- 
sters on the roads and should estab- 
lish definite rules that the child 
must follow or else take away his 
privilege of riding. I’m sure that 
anyone wishing to have the privi- 
lege of riding a bicycle would glad- 
ly spend these few hours, and hope 
fully after successfully completing 
instruction, would be proud to re- 
ceive a type of small registration 
plate for his bike Consider this 
also — by participating in the above 
plan, a. child cannot help but be 
that much better, and that much 
more of an alert automobile driv 
er, then had he not had the above 
experience. He will gain respect 
for officials. But the most impor- 
tant thing is that he will have a 
better chance of living and passing 
on to his children what might have 
kept him alive. 

Let me close with a restatement 
regarding those death inviting 
“handlebars.” Promote a law to re- 
strict their sale, and tell the chil 
dren that if they want their bikes 
to look “sharp” they might smother 
them with decals, reflectors, a coup- 
ly of mirrors, or any other gadgets 
that do not interfere with the safe 
operation of the bike.

Measles vaccine was first de- 
veloped by Nobel Prize winner 
Dr. John Enders of Harvard Uni- 
versity, and an associate, Dr. 
Thomas Peebles. In 1954 they iso- 
lated a strain of measles from an 
11 year-old boy, David Edmon- 
ston, in Bethesda, Maryland. 
From the Edmonston strain two 
types of measles vaccines have 
been developed. All the vaccines 
now on the market were derived 
from the Edmonston strain. The 
first license for a measles vaccine 
was issued in 1963 by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration. 


The third annual Winchester

the Christopher Columbus Club, 
the local K. of C., and other social 
and fraternal organizations.

What Residents 
Cet for Their 
Govern nnTt Taxes 

How much did Middlesex County 
residents pay, on the average, in 
Federal, state and local taxes in 
the past year? 

What did they get back for these 
payments in the form of roads, 
schools, protection, health care and 
other public works and services? 

This relationship, between tax 
burden and benefits, is the subject 
of a special national study just 
completed by the Tax Foundation, a 
non-profit organization that serves 
as a watchdog on government fi- 
nances. 

Its figures show that the taxes 
paid and the benefits received do 
pot balance each other except for 
families with net incomes of aJiout 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Below that level, the benefits de- 
rived are greater than the costs. 
Above it, taxes exceed benefits. 

Residents of Middlesex County, 
whose incomes averaged $10,863 
per family in the past year, after 
deduction for personal taxes, had 
tax bills of approximately $3,100 
per family, according to the Tax 
Foundation’s figures. 

This takes into account all taxes, 
direct ones and hidden ones, collect- 
ed by all levels of government. 

In return for this outlay they re- 
ceived benefits estimated at $2,300 
per family. 

For local families with net in- 
comes of $14,000, taxes amounted 
to $4,420 in the year and the bene- 
fits received came to $2,880. 

Those with incomes of $4,000, on 
the other hand, had taxes of $1,080 
and benefits of approximately $1,- 
600. 

In the Tax Foundation study, the 
benefits are divided into two broad 
groups — specific and general. 

In the specific category are ed- 
ucation, highways, public welfare, 
veterans benefits, labor and man 
power, agriculture and social in 
surance. 

The general benefits are the ones 
that result from government spend- 
ing for health and sanitation, na- 
tional defense, commerce and fi- 
nance, civilian safety, international 
affairs and general government ad- 
ministration. 

For most people in the United 
States, earning the money to pay 
t.h«‘i r taXS takes the biggest past of 
their working day, the Tax Founila 
tion states. On average, 2 hours 
and 25 minutes of work is needed to 
meet Federal, state and local taxes.

The deliberate explosion of sev- 
eral buildings in Lee, New Hamp- 
shire today will highlight a demon- 
stration of a new device for pro 
tee ting electrical circuits from the 
effects of accidental grounding 
“shorts,” and the arc or sparks that 
often acompany such faults. 

The development of the Circuit- 
Tron device makes possible for the 
first time an electronic “policeman 
capable of detecting anil instantly 
irresting the tiniest current be- 
ginning to flow through the hu- 
man body or making its way to- 
ward a water pipe, metal door 
frame, or other source of contact 
with ground, where a spark would 
“jump” or arc. 

Ir many industrial plants and 
commercial establishments using 
volatile solvents and other ma- 
terials that generate explosive 
fumes, the use of electric motors, 
lighting equipment, and all elec- 
trical devices carries inherent haz- 
ards. Hospital operating rooms, 
where ether and anaesthetic gases 
create specific fire and explosion 
hazards, traditionally employ many 
stringent special precautions. 

The new Cireuit-Tron “current 
cop” effectively eliminates the pos- 

ibility of spark-induced explosion 
atid fire. It consists of a metal case 

pproximately the size and shape 
of a large box of corn flakes, and 
may he installed at the electrical 
! service hoard to protect an entire 
j home or small business establish- 
ment. 

So lightning-fast is the fail-safe 
s mechanism of the device, according 
to its developers, that it cuts off 
j the current before it can begin to 
i produce a spark that would normal- 
ly ignite explosive fumes. Because 
j of this, it also furnishes reliable 
protection against shock or electro- 
cution. In a home equipped with the 
Circuit-Tron device, a radio plug- 
ged into a live outlet in the bath- 
room could fall into a bathtub of 
water without harming the bather, 
or even permitting him to feel the 
slightest shock. 


Next at Beverly 

Rodgers and Hammerstein’s mu- 
sical classic “The King and I” is 
the next production to be presented 
on the stage of the North Shore 
Music-Theatre in Beverly.

Governor Volpe is still flirting with private interests in his 
attempt to solve the stadium issue. But if two other private 
groups, both with the proper credentials in financial circles, could 
not come up with a solution, can this new phantom group be 
expected to come up with the correct answer? 

Tim Horgan of the Herald-Traveler did a little spade work on 
this nebulous outfit. All he was able to dig up was the fact that 
although the group had selected Readville as the site of the sta- 
dium it did not own a single square foot of the proposed land, had 
no option on any of the land, had not even contacted any of the 
owners as to the availability of the land. Would the Readville 
group build the stadium, then ask the owners of the property “Is 
is all right that we built the stadium on your land?” What a way 
to do business! 

All the Boston sportswriter who have given consideration to 
the site of the proposed stadium have selected the South Station 
area as the only logical site. They’re too lazy to travel long dis- 
tances. The land is there, it is most easily accessible to the larg- 
est number of people. And while the majority has been getting 
its lumps lately in this era of minority rights, it still controls most 
of the money, and money is the prime consideration in support of 
the stadium once it is built. 

A few people, after it has been shown that the South Station 
area has more access roads and better public transportation (By 
the way does the estimated $200,000 revenue furnished the MBTA 
by Red Sox fans interest those cities and towns who have to make 
up the MBTA deficits?) than any other area under consideration, 
weakly refer to the traffic jam that would result at the exit site. 
That is really no problem, for the Dewey Square area has plenty 
of open space. And if necessary, a part or all of South Station 
itself could be razed to provide better access to the stadium. 

South Station is a huge building, and at any time of the day 
it has the appearance of a gallon jug with a few ants crawling 
about inside. No more than a dozen trains enter South Station 
during a 24-hour period, and a good many of the passengers on 
these trains embark and disembark at Back Bay Station. A few 
years ago the New Haven was quite willing to give up the huge 
mausoleum in lieu of back taxes which, we believe, are still due 
the city. Knock off a chunk of the station, and 50 cars side by side 
could easily pass through. 

We thought once there were enough public-spirited business- 
men in the city of Boston to underwrite the stadium for the city, 
the type who will put up the money to save some relic because it 
has tradition. Well, the Red Sox, although no longer a relic, have 
plenty of tradition. But is looks as though the representatives of 
the taxpayers will have to do the job. Go to it.

Data on Him To 
Co on Computers? 


To Boost Morale 
Of Armed Forces 


In answer to inquiries from the 
public on how to help those in the 
U.S. Armed Forces, the Medford 
recruiting station has announced 
a guide. 

The suggestions are as follows: 

DO address mail correctly to a 
specified individual in order to in- 
sure its delivery at the proper des- 
tination. 

DO provide enough funds in a 
collection for gift packages so that 
shipping or postage charges will 
be paid. There is no free transpor- 
tation for gifts being sent to Viet- 
nam. 

DO remember that parcels mail- 
ed at the higher airmail rate will 
have overseas movement priority 
over those paid at lower rates. 

DO send most desired gifts such 
as reading materials, small games, 
small toilet articles, and similar 
small items. 

DO send gifts to units. They can 
be accepted, but should be small 
and of a type that can be used by 
more than one man. 

DO join the thousands of college 
students who have contributed more 
225,000 units of blood for U.S. 
servicemen in Vietnam. 

Some of the things to avoid are 
as follows: 

DO NOT vaguely address mail 
(as “A serviceman in Vietnam”). 
The Dost Office Department will no 
longer accept such mail. 

DO NOT ‘overload’ gift packages 
as this creates transportation prob- 
lems for the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

DO NOT forget to support your 
United Service Organizations 
(USO) and 


Much more is known about the 
personal affairs of each and every 
resident of Winchester than he 
would imagine. 

In the official records of Federal, 
state and local bureaus and in the 
private files of other organizations 
is a mass of data covering the so- 
cial and economic lives of each lo- 
cal person. 

Where he was born, how much 
education ho has had, his marital 
setup, his earning capacity, where 
he lived previously, whether he 
owns his home or rents, whether or 
not his wife works, if he owns a 
washing machine, his police record, 
if he has one, how much he pays in 
taxes — these and many other facts 
about him are all in the records. 

What brings this matter to (he 
fore at this time is a plan now 
under consideration in Washington, 
for an electronic data center that 
would bring together and put into 
computers the wealth of informa- 
tion that is now spread among 
many governmental agencies in 
Washington and elsewhere. 

One such agency is the Social 
Security Administration. Its files 
contain information on the earning 
and employment records of some 
619,800 local people who are now 
holding down jobs, or are self-em- 
ployed or are retired. 

Another is the FBI, which has 
the fingerprints of approximately 
527,500 residents of Middlesex 
County on lap. 

Included are the fingerprints of 
government employees, of men and 
women who have served in the 
armed forces, of people who have 
been charged with felonies and of 
many others. 

Much information concerning lo- 
cal individuals has also emerged 
from the surveys made by the Cen- 
sus Bureau. The 14,053 people in 
the area who have been divorced 
and the 147,600 who are foreign- 
born are thus pin-pointed. 

This data would be fed into the 
computers, together with the mass 
of other facts about the local pop- 
ulation. 

Opposition has been voiced by 
Congressmen and others, however. 
They fear the collection and im- 
proper use of dossiers on each citi- 
zen. 

Government spokesmen have as- 
sured them that the only purpose 
of the data bank would be to pro- 
duce better national statistics and 
that there would be no unwarranted 
disclosure of information about in- 
dividuals.

Red Cross Gives 
Road Travel Hints 

As guidelines for vacations trav- 
el, the Red Cross makes several 
suggestions for the road. They are 
as follows: 

Make sure your car is in good 
condition — that its brakes, lights, 
signal devices, windshield wipers, 
exhaust systems, and steering 
mechanisms are working properly 
and that all tires, including the 
spare, are in good condition. 

Keep a complete first aid kit in 
your car, and know how to use it. 
Carry flares so that in case of a 
fiat or a ear breakdown you can 
use them to warn oncoming .driv- 
ers. 

Pack the trunk so that the jack, 
its handle, and the spare tire are 
readily accessible. Pack the inter 
ior of the car so that the driver 
has a clear view from rear and 
sides as well as the front. 

Have seat belts for all passengers 
and keep them fastened while 
traveling. 

If you are the only driver, take 
a break from the road every two 
hours or so to keep alert. Do not 
stay behind the wheel for hours 
and become overtired. 

Drive defensively. Make allow 
ances for the unpredictable acts of 
drivers less careful than you. 

After traveling over bumpy and 
rocky roads, check all tires for 
damage before returning to turn 
pike speeds.

FRESH WATER AND THE 
MAGIC MEMBRANE 

Making fresh water out of the 
ocean is a project that really ap- 
peals to the imagination, .lust think 
of the millions of square miles of 
Iry land which could grow food for 
the hungry millions of people in 
the world! “The desert shall re- 
joice, and blossom as the rose.*’ 
Will this prophecy come true in our 
time ? 

A great deal of research in de- 
salination is being done now. both 
by private industry and at univer- 
sities. Much of the research is spon- 
sored by the United States govern- 
ment, though Israel and other na- 
tions are also hard at work. A 
number of test plants have been 
built and some are working at 
practical jobs... like the plant at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, which supplies 
our base there. 

Now it seems that those desalina- 
tion projects may have implications 
not only for food supply and water 
supply, but for prevention and cure 
of water pollution. Why not? The 
basic problem is one of water puri- 
fication, whether the contaminant 
is salt, sewerage, or any other pol 
lutant. If you can get the salt, or 
the sewerage, out, then the water 
could come out so clean you could 
drink it. Just don’t tell anyone 
where it came from! 

It’s no problem to purify water 
...every ocean liner has a distill 
ing plant big enough to make all 
the water it needs for crew and 
passengers. The trick is to do it 
cheaply enough for general con- 
sumption: the average rate of mu- 
nicipal water in the United States 
is only 25 cents to 45 cents per 
thousand gallons. 

A really cheap method has still 
to be invented, but a breakthrough 
may come any day. Much progress 
has been made already. A huge 
new desalting plant to be built on 
a man-made island off the coast of 
California is expected to provide 
150 million gallons of water per 
day for less than 25 cents per 
thousand gallons, according to the 
Office of Saline Water of the De- 
partment of the Interior. The catch 
is that this price can be reached 
only because the desalting plant 
will be built in conjunction with a 
huge power plant. Because the two 
will be built together and because 
they will be built enormous, the 
water price can be low. It’s a won- 
derful achievement, but not appli- 
cable to all situations. 

Therefore scientists are still 
looking into other possibilities. 
Right now distillation processes 
command a virtual monopoly for 
sea water conversion, and distilla- 
tion is expected to remain in the 
forefront for the next decade. But 
there are other new processes. 
Some of them extremely promis- 
ing, particularly for pollutions 
problems. A little booklet called 
“The A-B-Seas of Desalting,” put 
out hy the Department of the In- 
terior, tells in simple language 
about thirteen different methods of 
water purification. . .various types 
of distillation, chemical methods, 
freezing, evaporation, and passing 
through semipermeable membranes. 

A better name for those mem- 
branes is “magic membrane.” The 
idea is to make a sort of magic 
plastic sheet which will let water 
through, but not salt or other con- 
tainments. Then you just push 
your water through and out. Pres- 
to! Fresh water! 

it really works... test plants 
have been built and much of the 
current research is devoted to find- 
ing new magic membranes suited 
to all kinds of purposes. 

The breakthrough in desalination 
and in advanced treatment of 
wastes of all kinds may be made 
some day soon, by some quiet sci- 
entist, working in his lab, who dis- 
covers a better magic membrane. 
This may well be the greatest 
achievement for peace and welfare 
in our generation, for it will bring 
clean, fresh, water to a thirsty 
world.

Massachusetts Motorboat Direc- 
tor Thomas J. Lcgere recently re- 
commended that boaters obtain 
1967 courtesy examination stickers 
from the Coast Guard Auxiliary in 
their areas to indicate that their 
boats comply with safety regula- 
tions.

“Our enforcement agents will 
honor any boat displaying a stick- 
er.’’ he said “and with the exception 
of some spot checking, we will not 
as a rule stop or board such boats 
to check equipment.” 

“Division enforcement agents 
will continue to stop any boat be- 
ing operated in violation of the 
state boating law,” Legere said. 

“More anil more boats are ap- 
pearing on our waters,” Director 
Legere said, “and we ask the coop- 
eration of all owners and operators 
to prevent injury, property damage 
and even lives among recreational 
boaters.

To Begin 
Building Project 

Ground-breaking ceremonies for 
the $5.5 million project at New 
England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham will begin at .‘1 p.m. on 
August 6. 

The first stage of the proposed 
10-year master plan will be built 
westward in front of the central 
lobby entrance of the present facil- 
ities. 

This stage of the building project 
will rise seven stories above the 
ground, and will house all new and 
modern services in physical thera- 
py. occupational therapy, x-ray 
and laboratory technology, admin- 
istrative offices, patients’ business 
and admitting offices, data process- 
ing, the cafeteria and dietary de- 
partment, laundry, and lobby. 

The top four floors will house 
1G0 new beds in a design chosen to 
permit the exterior window-walls 
for patient rooms. 

To care for accident cases, a heli- 
port is planned for the roof, to ef- 
fectively transfer patients from re- 
mote or highly congested traffic 
areas or industrial plants via heli- 
copter. 

A second stage in the building 
project will encompass new emer- 
gency rooms, operating rooms, re- 
covery rooms, an intensive care 
unit, central service, purchasing, 
and stores. 

A professional building, planned 
to accommodate twelve doctors and 
dentists, will have high priority for 
completion as soon as construction 
begins. Patients will have ready 
access to x-ray, laboratory, physi- 
cal medicine and other ancillary de- 
partments at the hospital, thereby 
being afforded a full range of re- 
quired services. 

The New England Memorial 
Hospital is owned and operated by 
the Atlantic Union Conference of 
the Seventh- Day Adventist Church. 

The hospital, located in Stone- 
ham, began in 1899, in the town of 
South Lancaster with a patient 
capacity of 22 beds, and since then 
has grown to its present capacity 
of 185 beds and 25 bassinets,

a point where the public can now 
va *w existing exhibits also on week- 
days. 

MDC officials are hopeful about 
completing final projects and in- 
lulling a wide variety of addition- 
al animals and birds by late fall. 

The zoo will highlight a number 
of moated and open areas showing 
animals in a facsimile of their 
natural habitat. 

Already on display are a col- 
lection of lions, leopards, monkeys, 
apes, baboons, giraffes, an elephant, 
penguins, polar bears, tapirs, ot- 
ters, porcupines, flamingoes and 
water fowl. 

Nearing completion is an 80-foot 
high, translucent aviary where 


colorful birds will fly about freely 
among tall exotic plantings.

The con- 
structive modification of this en- 
vironment which controls the se- 
verity of childhood mental illness 
is our major task. Its dimension is 
as large as the realization of our 
ideals and goals in a 1967 civilized 
society for all children. Goals which 
require a much heavier investment 
than we have made until now. Des- 
pite our great advances, there is as 
yet no pervasive national commit- 
ment to children. Goals which must 
be based on so strong a love for all 
children that our investment in 
them will know no bounds. Goals 
which impel us towards a condition 
in which all who have the power of 
decision will constantly be concern- 
ed with seeking higher ceilings 
rather than being concerned with 
where to place the floor.”

The Legislature has passed and Governor Volpe has signed, die 
hill rcdistricting Massachusetts’ 12 Congressional Districts. 

There remains only the o. k. of the panel of three Federal justices 
to clFcct into law the shift of Winchester from District 5, now repre- 
sented by Republican Bradford Morse, in District 7, now represented 
by Democrat Torbert H. Macdonald. 

There is a good deal of discus- 
sion about whether the Federal 
judges will find that the new re- 
districting meets their demands 
(their dictate to the Massachu- 
setts Legislature amounted to 
saying, “do it yourselves or we’ll 
do it for you”) and even some 
confusion as to when the bill if 
accepted would go into effect. But 
the concensus is that acceptance 
will come soon, that the Novem- 
ber, 1968, elections will mark the 
first political activity reflecting 
the change, and that as of Janu- 
ary, 1969, local representation 
will be by the 7th District electee.

Disease - By Air 

A tool used for many years in 
military reconnaissance is being 
borrowed by researchers at the 
University of Minnesota for detect- 
ing diseased trees in forested and 
residential areas. 

The topi is infrared color photo- 
graphy. This technique also may 
prove valuable in the detection of 
diseases in agricultural crops. 

Infrared light waves are reflected 
by healthy summer foliage which 
show's on infrared color transpar- 
encies as bright, raspberry red. 

If the foliage is off color, wilting, 
or if the tree has been defoliated, 
it absorbs the infrared rays and 
appears blue to green on the film. 
This makes it possible to detect un- 
healthy foliage or dead trees which 
the naked eye might fail to dis- 
tinguish. 

Cameramen have flown several 
areas over the Twin Cities and out- 
state regions. The researchers find 
the results encouraging. For ex- 
ample, in black spruce stands, trees 
infected with dwarfmistletoe stand 
out as bright blue-green on the in 
frared transparencies, amid thp 
reddish-brown colored healthy trees 
around them. 

Trees with Dutch elm disease and 
oak wilt have also been spotted, 
including several that had not been 
found previously by ground detec- 
tion. A disease such as oak wilt 


ordinarily affects the uppermost 
portions of the tree crown first, 
which makes it easier to spot from 
above than from the ground. 

The infrared technique has other 
value. Studies in cooperation with 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
pathologists show that it can some- 
times detect infected plants in 
crops such as sugar beets and po- 
tatoes. It even identified relative 
selected areas at Carlos Avery 
water levels and soil moisture in 
Wildlife refuge last summer, sug- 
gesting its possible worth as a 
tool in wildlife management.

Middlesex Canal Sites 
Get National Attention 

1 1 was just under 170 years ago that a small army of men hearing 
picks and shovels invaded Winchester with a numerous fleet of tip 
carls. Pheir purpose— to start digging Tor the Middlesex Canal. 

On Saturday this landmark, which served industry here for 10 
years and might have played an even more important part in history if 
it hadn't been for the invention of the steam engine, was acclaimed as 
a national landmark, with tours and ceremonies befitting the occasion. 

Through the years many citi- 
zens here have been interested in 
the old Canal and, banded togeth- 
er with those from towns along 
its route from Charlestown to the 
Merrimack River in Lowell, have 
fought the losing battle to pre- 
serve it from the bulldozer and 
the developer. 

On Saturday, four busloads of 
canal buffs — including about 50 
from the New York Canal Associ- 
ation and • some from Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Wisconsin, tour- 
ed the remaining recognizable 
sites along its route. And Freder- 
ick A. Ewell, of 18 Grayson Road, 
a director of the five-year-old 
Middlesex Canal Association, 
went along as guide and helper. 

The tour began at Mystic Ave- 
nue in Medford, and with other 
members of the local canal as- 
sociation also at the public ad- 
dress systems of the respective 
buses, came up through Medford, 
stopping at Sandy Beach for its 
one Winchester stop. 

There the group disembarked 
and walked out on the point of 
land where a plaque reminds of 
the aqueduct which once was 
there as part of the canal. 

After this the tour proceeded 
by the way of Bacon, Fletcher, 

Lake and Main Streets to the Wo- 
burn line. The buses then went 
over Lake Avenue and Arlington 
Road to Woburn Square, and on 
to the Count Rumford House in 
North Woburn at which luncheon 
was served. Some of the group 
walked along the old banks from 
the Baldwin House to the place of 
the luncheon. 

After lunch the buses went 
along Route 38 picking up a po- 
lice escort at the Wilmington line 
and stopped at the Wilmington 
Little League Field for another 
walk along other portions of the 
Canal. From there they went to 
Billerica and the Shawsheen Riv- 
er Aqueduct where Earl L. An- 
drews of 196 Highland Avenue, 
the president of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, present- 
ed to Arthur L. Eno, Jr., of Bil- 
lerica, a plaque recognizing the 
Canal as a National Historic Civil 
Engineering Landmark. Mr. Eno 
in turn gave the care and control 
of the plaque to the Billerica His- 
torical Society who are the own- 
ers of the site. The buses then 
wound their way through Billeri- 
ca and Chelmsford to Lowell and 
the Merrimack River by many re- 
mains of the Canal. 

In the evening the Societies 
held a joint banquet at the Holi- 
day Inn in Tewksbury with ad- 
dresses by Dr. Richard W. Hale, 

Jr., acting chairman of the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion and Commr. Robert L. Yasi 
of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources. During the evening it 
was announced that one parcel of 
the Canal was to be turned over 
to the Canal Society and that an- 
other was under study.

WIDE SARGASSO SEA 


by Jean Rhys 

Charlotte Bronte’s picture of Rochester in Jane 
Eyre is certainly not a flattering: one. He was rude, 
moody and very bad tempered. He tried to trap Jane 
into an illegal marriage. Miss Bronte attempts to ex- 
cuse his behavior by the existence of a mad first wife 
whom he keeps locked up at the top of his house. 
There is little detail about Antoinette Bertha Mason, 
the first wife, except that she came from a Creole 
family which were “idiots and maniacs through three 
generations.” The physical description of her is a 
revolting: one. She is described as a vicious animal. 
Why did Rochester marry her in the first place? 
Granted he was unaware of her family history, he 
makes no mention of any attraction to her as a per- 
son. But she was an heiress and Rochester a penni- 
less younger son. 

Jean Rhys was born in the Windward Islands of a 
Welsh doctor father and a Creole mother. The story 
of Antoinette Bertha Mason has always fascinated 
her and based on her intimate knowledge of the Is- 
lands and the life of the Creoles there, she has drawn 
a compelling picture of what might have been the 
background of the mad woman locked in Thornfield 
Hall. Wide Sargasso Sea may be read quite inde- 
pendently of Jane Eyre and stands firmly on its own 
literary merit. It is, in fact beautifully written. 

The story is told in the first person alternately by 
Antoinette and Rochester, starting with Antoinette’s 
childhood as the daughter of a Jamaican family 
ruined by the emancipation of the slaves. Her family, 
the Cosways, were not only completely impoverished, 
her father dead, but they were ostracized as well. 
The Jamaican whites closed their ranks when trouble 
came but they excluded Antoinette’s mother who had 
come from Martinique and was very young and 
pretty to boot. A few faithful colored domestics stay- 
ed with the lonely widow and her two children, An- 
toinette and her adored Pierre who was retarded. 
The very real hate of the emancipated negroes for 
the whites is chilling — and, unfortunately, timely. 

Antoinette’s mother marries again — a wealthly 
Englishman, Mr. Mason — and the jealous tongues 
continue to clack. In spite of his wife’s frantic in- 
sistence on leaving the Islands, Mason continues to 
think of the natives as harmless children until they 
rise in their fury and burn the plantation. Pierre is 
killed and Antoinette’s mother does collapse com- 
pletely, never to recover. Rochester’s story com- 
mences with his marriage to Antoinette, whom her 
stepfather, Mason, has made an heiress. His part in 
the story must be told by himself. 

Granted that little was known about the cause and 
treatment of mental disorders in the 1830’s, men of 
good will, of insight and compassion, everywhere 
(vide Dr. Benjamin Rush in Revolutionary Amer- 
ica) pled for sympathy and kindness for those un- 
fortunate enough to be labeled mad. Miss Bronte 
apparently belonged to the school which thought of 
madness as a deliberate sin or punishment for a sin. 
Her sympathies were all with Rochester. But there 
is another side to any coin, and Miss Rhys has writ- 
ten a lyrical, heart-rending story sure to please 
many readers, even thos who found Jane Eyre un- 
convincing and/or dull.

Good Samaritans 


New York’s Fresh Air Fund, administered by the 
Police of the city, sends some 15.000 youngsters out 
of the metropolis each summer. I he young Puerto 
Rican boys who came to a Winchester home did not 
even know each other (actually their ignorance of 
each other’s habits and behavior may have been a 
factor in the failure of the one to give the alert which 
might have saved the other— he thought the hoy was 
“chasing a fish”). They had come up on the trip to- 
gether. two of a large number who each year visit in 
the Boston area. 


Without exception, the reaction of people here to 
the news that the young boy who drowned in Wedge 
Pond last Wednesday afternoon was a guest here on 
the New York Fresh Air Program, was one of im- 
mediate and painful sympathy for the couple who 
were his hosts. 

Whatever may be the balance of the factors which, 
led to the tragic death of 10-year-old George Bonella, 
of the Bronx, New York City, the knowledge that he 
was here in green Winchester to enjoy a respite from 
a life surrounded by concrete because two citizens had 
opened their hearts and welcomed him into their 
home, intensifies everyone’s reaction of distress. 

The suffering of this couple, who reached out to 
do what most of us otdy read about, or at the most 
think about, lias touched the citizenry deeply, in ad- 
dition to and separate from the sympathy felt for the 
anguish of the mother who lost her son while far 
from home. The young couple here were demonstrat- 
ing to the rest of us the answer to the question re- 
ported by St. Luke, “and who is my neighbor?” They 
deserve a simple, cjuiet gratification and do not de- 
serve the agony and the publicity attendant to this 
dramatic event. 

The protective departments of Winchester also ex- 
emplified the best of human effort to help fellow hu- 
man. The exertions of all involved were in the line of 
duty, yes, hut performed, according to reports, with 
a vigor and concern out r caching this duty.

Congressman Morse’s office al-

If Winchester does come under 
Torbert MacDonald (and this is 
not anticipated by the Republican 
Town Committee already at work 
discussing a possible Republican 
opponent in the 7th District) he 
would be the first Democratic 
Representative in this century at 
least. 

The Star has not been able to 
trace the history of local U.S. 
representation further hack than 
the time in office of former Gov. 
ernor Samuel W. McCall, one of 
the most eminent political figures 
if not the most, in the history of 
Winchester. Edith Nourse Rogers, 
also a Republican, next served the

Attorney General Richard- 
son’s Office substantiated the feel- 
ings of both Congressman Morse 
and Macdonald relative to the 
date the bill would affect repre- 
sentation.

Mr. Chadwick feels that the 
judges may well not accept the 
redistricting as sent them by the 
State* Legislature and Governor. 
He thinks that the bill does not 
meet the requirements of the Su- 
preme Court— -that the distriets 
are not drawn sufficiently com- 
pactly, although numerical repre- 
sentation is improved. 

He points up in addition some

how the April, 1968 elections for

Petition to Stop 
Bullfighting 
Circulates Here 

Local humanitarians are circu- 
lating a petition sponsored by the 
International Council against Bull- 
fighting, which seeks to influence 
world opinion against the bullfight. 
When completed the petition will 
be sent to Count De Sert in Spain, 
vice-president of the ICAB. 

Many commercial interests are 
constantly attempting to promote 
bullfighting. According to the Am- 
erican Humane Association, “One 
of the latest moves came when 
KHJ-TV (Channel 9, Los Angeles) 
announced it would show films of 
real Mexican bullfights including 
the actual ‘moment of truth.’ The 
independent station -does not sub- 
scribe to the National Association 
of Broadcaster’s Television Code, 
which recently reaffirmed its op- 
position to this type of program- 
ming.” 

The American Humane Associ- 
ation says that “while the FCC is 
not charged with responsibility for 
program content, Congress has de- 
creed that the agency shall deter- 
mine that each station is operating 
in ‘public interest, convenience and 
necessity.’ Somehow we feel that 
the pageantry surrounding the 
foreordained public execution of a 
helpless beast does not fit that de- 
finition.” 

The I n t e r nati o n al Council 
Against Bullfighting quotes an 
EYE WITNESS ACCOUNT of the 
“sport:” “First the Pic (lance) is 
forced into the hull’s shoulders 
tearing deep wounds, by a man on 
horseback. Six barbed steel spears 
are plunged into the bull’s should- 
ers to weaken him. The Matador’s 
sword, 3 feet of it, has been driven 
and left in the bull. Blood cascades 
from his nose and mouth, due to 
his lungs having been pierced. Ut- 
terly exhausted, bewildered, all 
hope abandoned, his noble head 
lolling from side to side, he sinks 
to the ground a pathetic sight.” 

Even locally attempts to promote 
so-called Bloodless Bullfights, 
which stop short of actual death, 
but leave the bull badly injured, 
have gotten underway. Jim Morse 
in the Herald-Traveler’s Hub-Bub 
column says “Bloodless bullfight- 
ing has been approved for Kansas 
City, if it catches on there, pro- 
moters hope to get an okay for 
Boston dates.” 

All those wishing to protest bull- 
lighting may do so by adding tlmir 
signatures to the ICAB petition 
which is being circulated by Kay 
. Cardin, 729-1698.

Mental Health Program 
Seeking Case Aide Help 


I Ih 1 Mental Health Case Aide 
I rogram is now recruiting case 
aides through the Winchester Men- 
tal Health Association and its affil- 
iate chapters in the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association. Win- 
chester case aide workers who have 
already served in this capacity re- 
mind that a rewarding and educa- 
lional experience - awaits anyone 
willing to sign up to share his or 
herself for one morning a week, 
tor a year, to help out at the Met- 
ropolitan State Hospital. 

A morning in the life of a pase 
aide can he illustrated by the story 
u! a suburban housewife with three 
children who are now in school. 
Wanting to do something meaning- 
ful with part of her free time, the 
aide, whom we’ll call Mrs. Allen, 
volunteered her services to this 
program. 

For almost a year she has been 
meeting with her patient, Mary, a 
lady in her 50’s who has been insti- 
tutionalized for about seven years. 
Mary is a passive, immature wo- 
man, who has been very dependent 
| on her family, yet who is a very 
bright person an has had a college 
education. 

For years Mary has had an in- 
terest in the world about her and 
spent her days in one chair rocking 
back and forth. Mrs. Allen has been 
able to mobilize Mary, and now she 
is leaving the hospital grounds to 
take short trips with Mrs. Allen 
and to visit her in her home, show- 
ing increased interest in the world, 
reading, and thinking about leaving 
the hospital. 

This has been accomplished with 
the help of the hospital personnel 
as well as the Case Aide Program 
supervisor, a psychiatric social 
worker. After Mrs. Allen visits her 
patient each week, she meets with 
a group of other case aides and a 
social worker to hear lectures and 
discuss the progress and problems. 
Hospital administrators, psychia- 
trists and psychologists have also 
contributed information to give the 
group a better understanding of 
mental health, schizophrenia, drugs 
and hospital routine. 

After each visit with her patient 
Mrs. Allen, as well as the other 
aides, writes a detailed report of 
her activities, the topics discussed, 
and her personal reactions, and she 
and the social worker evaluate 
these in monthly conferences. 

For Mrs. Allen this has been a 
rewarding experience as well as a 
period where she too has grown in 
la better understanding of herself 
l and the people around her. She has 
taken this opportunity to find out 
that she really does want to go hack 
into social work, which was her 
major in college before her mer- 
j riage. 

This is just one case aide’s story. 
There are many more who are con- 
tinuing with other patients, or lead- 
I ing various patient groups in self 
I development, arts and crafts and 
personal hygiene which have sprung 
up from thi 3 program. If you are

When May Roberts was handed last week’s column to proof- 
read, she exclaimed, “Are you still harping on the stadium! We 
are as weary, as we are sure some of you readers are, to he pound- 
ing away at the stadium issue. However, in the news during the 
past week there appeared several items which need comment. 

In explaining to the public the reasons for the huge deficit 
it incurred in running the M.R.T.A. its officials placed some 
of the blame on Red Sox night games. At first we were infuriated, 
then amused. The report stated that the M.B.T.A. was forced to 
spend about .$1000 in overtime for each of the Sox’ night games, ■ 
which represents about $40,000 a year. What an enormous chunk 
of the $23.7 million deficit! Tho report at the same time failed to 
state that the revenue received from fares represents roughly 
$200,000. Would any businessman spurn $200,000 in revenue for 
services because of $40,000 labor costs, adding the negligible addi- 
tional cost to wear of equipment and a modest bill for electricity? 
Only to an organization that can run up a whopping deficit of so 
many millions, which nobody thought possible, is the impossible 
possible, so that under the circumstances such an adept group 
can accomplish the impossible, and create a deficit out of $200,000 
revenue against $40,000 in labor costs. 

No one can say that Governor Volpe is inimical to private 
enterprise. In boosting the Readville group, he blandly states 
that of course the M.B.T.A. (on top of its huge yearly deficits) 
would have to build a feeder line to Readville and absorb some 
of the cost (hmm!), and that Route 05 would have to he extended 
to the stadium at additional cost to the State (hmm, hmm!). Just 
how private is this private enterprise? 

A final item. After months of silence, Mayor Collins has fi- 
nally spoken on the stadium and favors the South Station area. 
Isn’t there anybody who will back the Governor on his preference 
for Readville? 

In the final summation on the suitability of the South Station 
area, consider these access routes: the Southeast Expressway 
from the south, the Mass. Turnpike from the west, Storrow Drive, 
Memorial Drive and feeder roads from the west and northwest, 
the Revere Beach Parkway, the Mystic River Bridge, the Sumner 
Tunnel and the expressway from the north, and all the facilities 
of the M.B.T.A. directed to the South Station; and, plenty of space ; 
to afford egress for the traffic flowing from every direction. Let’s 
benefit all of Boston and its surrounding towns, instead of bene- 
fiting the few.

Museum Seeks Aid 
From Legislature 

In an HFort to secure passage of 
a $100,000 appropriation from the 
Commonwealth, the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston is urgently 
requesting the support of state leg- 
islators, public school officials and 
members of Parent Teachers As- 
sociations. 

The Museum is seeking the ap- 
propriation to continue providing 
free statewide educational services 
to schools as well as free admission 
for organized school groups. Over 
66,000 school children from 335 
schools including four in Winches- 
ter visited the Museum in the past 
school year. Nearly 22.000 others 
took advantage of the Museum’s 
extension services. 

Governor John A. Volpo has in- 
cluded the $100,000 appropriation 
for the Museum in the State De- 
partment of Education’s fiscal 1068 
Budget. Though earlier defeated in 
the Legislature, it will be voted on 
again in August when the Governor 
submits the Supplementary Budget 
to the Legislature. 

Last July, steeply mounting costs 
forced the Museum to impose a 
.general admission charge which the 
Museum waived for one year for 
organized school groups pending 
passage of the appropriation. 

According to the Museum’s di- 
rector unless the appropriation is 
approved by the Legislature, the 
Museum will be forced to charge 
an admission fee of all school 
groups beginning Steptember and 
to curtail some of its current edu- 
cational services. 

Both the “Christian Science Mon- 
itor” and “The Boston Globe” have 
editorialized in favor of the pas- 
sage of the appropriation.

Auto Registrar 
Speaks on Value 
Of Driving Clinic 

In addressing the final session of 
the Driver Improvement Clinic at 
Boston Registry Headquarters, Mo- 
tor Vehiele Registrar Richard E. 
McLaughlin last week observed 
that the voluntary program for 20 
problem drivers had evidenced its 
potential value for reducing ac- 
cidents. 

Initial diagnostic tests revealed 
that five of the students had seri- 
ous faulty depth perception. En- 
trance tests also showed that par- 
ticipants did not know the changes 
in the motor vehicle laws... they 
lacked knowledge about certain 
safety factors; notably, the dis- 
tance they should keep behind the 
car ahead — the way to handle a car 
to get it back on the road safely 
after landing on a soft shoulder on 
the side of the road — the safe sight 
distance required to pass another 
vehicle. 

Mr. McLaughlin told the drivers: 

“I want you to know that keep- 
ing your license is not the only 
benefit to be derived from this 
course. If we can reduce accidents, 
we are going to reduce insurance 
rates as well; if we can reduce ac- 
cidents, we are going to reduce 
human suffering from personal in- 
juries; if we can reduce accidents, 
we will reduce huge economic loss- 
es; and if we can reduce accidents, 
we will make driving a pleasure in- 
stead of a chore.” 

While the original clinic was set 
up for accident repeaters — the first 
of its kind in the Nation — the Reg- 
istrar indicated that his future 
I who have been found “seriously at 
i plans include clinics for all those 
j fault” in fatal accidents.

This week he poses a bidding prob- 
lem plus some philosophical words 
of wisdom we should all heed: 

it is not necessary to be fond of 
your duplicate partner, but, surely, 
you must have implicit confidence 
in him. Your every action at the 
table should be executed with the 
express purpose of assisting part- 
ner to find the line of play which 
will be most effective in containing 
the opponents. 

Any decision your partner makes 
.you must weigh and either accept 
or refuse the call. All too frequent- 
ly doubles are left in when actually 
your partner is giving us a choice 
of options — to defend, bid your own 
game, or to sacrifice. 

Board 24, Section A, presented 
the winning pair with a problem 
which they overcame adroitly.

By now they’re in strange clothes, strange bunks, strange barracks, in a strange state. 

By now they’re numb with preventive medical shots, with directions and with standing in line. 

And by now each has been separated even fro m the rather uneasy companionship ol the 21 men 
from their own and three neighboring towns with whom, at the Woburn induction center, they spent their 
last civilian minutes for two years.

Youth Organization 
Has Parent Backing 

By-laws just adopted lor the Winchester Student Organization 
establish that ii shall he for high-school-age students only, with young 
people in Town to be eligible at the end of their freshman year. 

Nine adults have joined to take a firm financial and legal step 
in support of their effort, and the Drop-In Center they are promoting, 
when as adult adivors they signed this week to incorporate the Youth 
Organization. 


Yet it was just Monday morn- 
ing that they got up from their 
own beds in their separate Win- 
chester homes, ate breakfasts 
in their own kitchens and were 
driven to the Towanda Club in 
Woburn in time to check in at 6 
a.m. and start their first day as 
members of the United States 
Army. 

They did Monday morning what 
about 300 young men from Win- 
chester have done in the last 
three years. And what many more 
will be doing in the next few 
years — until, as Monsignor Chris- 
topher C. O’Neill, of St. Charles 
Church called it — and if the “mili- 
tary struggle — action, whatever 
yau call it, in Vietnam.” is over. 

Theije were 22 of them who 
took the “Special” bus from Wo- 
burn Square to the Army Base 
on Boston Monday. This was ac- 
cording to Charles A. Murphy, of 
Pond Street, Selective Service 
chairman for Board 108 serving 
Winchester and Stoneham, a 
larger number than had gone out 
for some time. 

“The number varies from any- 
where to two or three to about 
14,” said Mr. Murphy, and it’s 
often too few for a bus and they 
just take the 7:08 at the Woburn 
Depot.” Mr. Murphy has held his 


delicate and difficult civic posi- 
tion since about 19 years ago 
when he was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Paul A. Dever. He has been 
chairman for 12, and representing 
Winchester with him on the board 
are Frank Hurley, formerly of 
Mt. Vernon Street, and Jack Kol- 
ligian, of Swan Road. 

This month’s list of young men 
here to be called to service orig- 
inally numbered 15, but of these 
three enlisted before receiving 
their induction notice cards, and 
three were reclassified. The num- 
ber is anticipated to be low in 
September and high in October.

Blair Hawley Is Head 
Of Federal-State Study 

“I want to emphasize that Governor Volpe gets all of the credit 
lor initiating and planning this program,” s.iid Blair Hawley, of 25 
Ledgewood Road, who was named in Sunday headlines to be the man 
who is taking the wheel in planning and directing the massive reorgan- 
ization ol the State of Massachusetts departments and agencies in the 
executive depart me in area study lor which the State has just received 
a 5722,000 Federal grant. 


Mr. Hawley has been serving 
since January 1, 1907, as director 
of program planning and re- 
search, of the Executive Office of 
Administration, under the Com- 
missioner of Administration and 
Finance. And he points out that 
the study aimed to reorganize and 
realign the State’s more than 200 
separate agencies and depart- 
ments has been in operation since 
spring. 

The program is getting new at- 
tention and a shot in the arm with 
Federal money, according to Mr. 
Hawley, but as its chief planning 
officer he believes that he will 


continue to do much as he has 
been doing in the imst few 
months. 

The Federal grant to encourage 
government streamlining, is the 
first of its kind to be awarded in 
the nation, and Massachusetts 
was chosen because it came in 
first with an application for help 
on a plan that seemed to have the 
greatest promise. 

Mr. Hawley also reminded that 
the study to streamline the de- 
partmental procedures in Mas- 
sachusetts has long been on Gov- 
ernor Volpe’s mind.

This will tell the feasibility 
and estimate the costs of di- 
verting and containing the Aber- 
jona as it runs between the two 
railroad spurs, so as to allow for 
playing field area space adjacent 
to the WHS school building.

Horn outline three schemes to 
contain the Aberjona — by open 
waterway, by concealed water- 
way, or by a combination of both. 
The high expense anticipated all 
along, and still to be clearly 
estimated, will come from the 
need to go down through the area 
peat to solid ground or rock and 
build up from there before con- 
structing the artificial conveyance 
for the river.

The average healthy person may 
perhaps give little thought to the 
relationship of dental health to 
general health until stricken by ill- 
ness. When he does become ill, as 
the ease of the individual sud- 
denly afflicted with heart disease, 
lie is then forced to consider the 
status of his oral hygiene and the 
important role it plays in his over- 
ill physical condition. 

Decayed teeth and diseased 
“gums” can lead to abscesses, caus- 
ing pain and swelling and incapaci- 
tation, with subsequent loss of 
teeth. Missing teeth can be n sourc\ 
of great distress and embarrass- 
ment by limiting one’s ability to 
chew food and causing an unsight- 
ly appearance. This problem can be 
remedied more or less by the con- 
struction of fixed or removable 
bridge-work or by full denture 
prostheses. On the other hand, an 
episode of acute dental infection 
could prove very serious, for it 
could cause the spread of bacteria 
throughout, the system with poten- 
tially dire consequences for those 
persons whose heart valves may 
have been previously damaged by 
an illness such as rheumatic fever. 

Physicians as a rule encourage 
their heart patients to maintain a 
healthy mouth and a well-function- 
ing dentition. It is true that recent 
coronary eases will be cautioned 
against dental extractions because 
persons who have just survived a 
heart attack should avoid stressful 
situations wherever possible. Also, 
since such patients may be taking 
anticoagulant drugs, “t h i n n e d 
blood” would prelude a good blood 
clot from filling the tooth socket 
and could he hazardous. On the 
whole however, physicians agree to 
a program of complete dental care 
for most patients, provided certain 
precautions are exercised in their 
behalf. 

How does a dentist take precau- 
tions where heart patients are con- 
cerned ? Today most dentists take 
a careful medical history on all new 
patients using a form similar to 
that suggested by the Massachu- 
setts Heart Association. Upon dis- 
covering a history of heart disease, 
the dentist usually contacts the pa- 
tient’s physician in order to ascer- 
tain the nature of the heart ail- 
ment, to establish the present sta- 
tus of the patient, and to determine 
the type of medications being tak- 
en. The dentist also discusses with 
the physician the patient’s dental 
condition and plan of treatment, 
and the advisability of using spe- 
cific drugs such as local anesthetics 
and antibiotics. Close rapport be- 
tween dentist and physician is in- 
valuable but it is especially essen- 
tial if the dentist plans to remove 
a tooth or perform some other 
surgical procedure. 

Occasionally the family dentist 
will refer a cardiac patient to a 
specialist in oral surgery. The oral 
surgeon in turn may decide to- 
gether with the physician that it 
would be wiser in the case of the 
particular patient to carry out the 
surgery in the hospital rather than 
in the dental office. This close co- 
operation between dentist and phy- 
sician ensures that all necessary 
precautions indicated for a certain 
patient will be thoroughly exercised 
in the best interests of his health 
and welfare. 

In conclusion, therefore, the per- 
son with heart disease should be 
aware of the special significance of 
good oral hygiene for him. II is 
dentist should work together with 
his physician, especially where 
dental treatment involves oral 
surgery. Liaison between dentist 
and physician is psychologically re- 
assuring to the patient and helps 
emphasize the fact that dental care 
is an important adjunct of the total 
medical attention so necessary to 
the well-being of persons with 
cardiovascular disease.

Chapter 270 Section 16 

DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE, 
REFUSE OR RUBBISH; SUS- 
PENSION OF CERTIFICATE 
OP REGISTRATION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLE AND LICENSE OF 
OPERATOR. Whoever, in dispos- 
ing of garbage, refuse, bottles, 
cans, or rubbish on a public high- 
way or within twenty yards 
thereof, or on private property, 
without permission, commits a 
nuisance thereby, shall be punish- 
ed by a line of not more than fifty 
dollars. If a motor vehicle is used 
in committing such nuisance a 
conviction under this section shall 
forthwith be reported by the court 
to the registrar of motor vehicles, 
and the registrar may suspend the 
license of the operator of such 
vehicle for not more than thirty 
days, and if it appears from the 
records of the registrar of motor 
vehicles that the person so con- 
victed is the owner of the motor 
vehicle so used, the registrar may 
suspend the certificate of regis- 
tration of said vehicle for thirty 
days.

New Elks Home Soon A Reality 


Richard B. Thompson of 15 Gar- 
field Avenue, exalted ruler of the 
Winchester Lodge of Klks, revealed 
that final plans for the new Klks 
quarters to he located on Cambridge 
Street on the Winchester- Woburn 
line are under consideration, with 
the quarters to be completed some 
time next year. 

Mr. Thompson received the ap- 
proval of the Grand Lodge at the 
Klks national convention held in 
Chicago July 13-20. With this ap- 
proval the final stumbling block to 
construction of the new quarters 
was removed. 

Jerome Bailey Foster was the 
original architect of the proposed 
new Elks home. Mis death necessi- 
tates the selection of a new archi- 
tect, to he selected soon. However, 
Mr. Foster’s plans were so well 
drawn, it is expected there will he 


little deviation from them in the 
final building plans. 

As the plans now stand, they call 
for a two-story building with the 
first story a little below ground 
level, with the social quarters down- 
stairs, the lodge hall, lodge rooms 
and regalia room upstairs. The 
building will be built to the right 
of Jessie Gustin’s house on the same 
level. 

The building is expected to cost 
about $130,000, with sale of the 
present property on Elmwood Av- 
enue expected to produce a sub- 
stantial down payment on the mort- 
gage. The Cambridge Street prop- 
erty contains about eight acres. 

The Cambridge property was 
bought by the local Klks several 
years ago, with many factors pro 
venting the building of the new 
quarters. But now, with the green 
li*ht showing all the way, the road 
to final completion is clear, and the 
Elks will soon he in their new home.

From Chancel 
To Stage Of 
Berlin Opera 

It wasn’t too many years ago 
that Unitarians were succumbing 
to the melodic baritone of George 
Fortune, mesmerized by his arias 
from the Brahms “Requiem,” 
from Beethoven or from Bach. 

It was bound to happen that 
George outgrow the chancel of 
the church here and went on to 
broader activities in the world at 
large, and no one who heard him 
here was surprised to read recent- 
ly that he has taken Berlin by 
storm, and is this summer win- 
ning bravos singing with the 
Santa Fo Opera Company in New 
Mexico. No one, especially one 
lucky enough to hear him when he 
made a surprise appearance here 
two years ago at a Unitarian 
May Musicale. 

“He was just horn with the 
most terrific voice box,” says 
Mary Ranton Witham of Bacon 
Street, the choir director under 
whom he worked when singing 
here, and a close friend through 
the years. 

“I can remember the day he 
auditioned here. The Music Com- 
mittee had called his teacher say- 
ing that we were searching for a 
tenor. We heard a total of 20 
people, and many were good. But 
when George sang, everyone just 
opened his or her mouth and was 
silent. He had the gift, even in 
his teens.” 

Mr. Fortune, 34, is now a mem- 
ber of the Berlin Opera Company 
and feels that he is “ready.” 

He left here for Europe be- 
cause he knew that, although 
there were many fine schools and 
teachers in this country, he had to 
go where there was a greater op- 
portunity actually to sing opera. 
Singers here, he feels, are often 
ruined by having to take major 
roles too soon. He went over on 
a Fulbright grant, but he had al- 
ready earned a Gardner Fellow- 
ship from the Brown University 
Graduate School. Over there, in 
addition to the chance to sing 
more in the state-supported opera 
companies which he wishes we 
had more of, he also found a wife. 
He was married in Augsburg, and 
the couple are expecting their 
first child. 

Mr. Fortune’s American debut 
at Sante Fe was as Marcello, in 
“La Boheme,” and won him sus- 
tained bravos and praise from the 
critics, according to a Boston 
Globe report. 

“I’m a ham,” they quote him as 
saying, “I love to act. Opera is a 
delight; it has something to say 
and always will. In Europe ev- 
eryone appreciates it. 1 can still 
see those Austrian farmers, flush- 
ed and red from the fields, still 
wearing their heavy work boots, 
engrossed by it all, hanging on 
every note and phrase.” 

George studied here at the B.U. 
School of Liberal Arts, and at 
the New England Conservatory, 
then at Georgetown University, 
in languages, while studying voice 
culture under Todd Duncan in 
Washington. He looks forward to 
returning to the area — one of his 
dreams still being to do the St. 
Matthew Passion with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Born in 
Haverhill and raised in Greater 
Boston, he thinks of Boston as 
home.

The Planets, a suite of seven orchestral tone-poems, 
was written between the years 1914 and 1916.

Make Love, Not War 


of using their natural patriotism as an insulation 
against an unpleasant fact. But the background ol the 
Vietnamese struggle is complex political history. 
Theirs is a cloudy and compromised situation, and 
few have a strong motivation to leave the country for 
this anomaly. “Vietnam.” 

If they are forced by the circumstances more deeply 
to question the rights and wrongs of war. are they 
less good men, or possibly on the road to being 
better men? They must go, yes. and fight well one 
hopes, but must they like it too? 

In the 19th and early 20th century. Americans went 
into wars with a good amount of martial spirit; but 
they did not enter them with the lusty bloodthirsti- 
ness of their forebears in the Crusades or even those 
in the wars of the 15th and 1 6th century. We can 
accept this as a natural progression of civilization. 

Today American civilization has progressed a little 
further away from easy acceptance of massed military 
action, and the subtly moderated enthusiasm of 
these young men for military combat is. we contend, 
another step toward the growth of man. 

“Make Love. Not War” is a vivid declaration of an 
incontrovertible ideal— no matter that the context in 
which it is often proclaimed is one of nonsense and 
lurid and extremist revolt against convention. 

Many of us tried to teach our young people that 
“God is Love,” when they were even younger. Pos- 
sibly the lesson got through. And not impossibly they 
will have also the vision, ingenuity and pcrscrverance 
to push the political world closer to a real situation 
in which the practice of their slogan could be a 
realistic political concept. There may come a day 
when political historians are looking around to find 
the once bearded, once youth who first laboriously 
painted on his probably dirty sheet, “Make Love, Not 
War." We’d like to be around. 


There have been feature presentations in press and 
television recently telling the story of the boys back 
from the lighting in Southeast Asia. They have point- 
ed up that most of them are reserved and cpiiet 
about their experiences in what is something of a 
contradiction to the natural way of expression for 
their age group. 

f ew have any particular philosophy to propound, 
according to reports. Why they fought is not a com- 
pelling concept and they prefer not to be pressed on 
the subject. With notable exceptions of course, the 
young men seem to feel that their job is done, and 
they should not be asked to be salesmen for either the 
beliefs of the hawks or those of the doves. 

Watching the group of young draftees from Lex- 
ington. Winchester, Stoneham and Woburn leave for 
induction into the Army on Monday, one wondered 
what they thought about the war, the effect of which 
is pressing them into service to their country, whether 
they serve in it directly or in another theatre. Ordin- 
arily one would simply approach and ask. But some- 
how something about them kept us from this act; 
and we think that it was more than a simple sensi- 
tivity to the impact of this moment for them as 
personal separation and a step into the unknown. 

For what could they say? 

They have heard their fathers talk about going 
off to World War II after we were in the fighting, 
and it is a story of spirit and commitment, a story of 
identification with national urgency. With their 
grandfathers it was much the same with World War I. 

To us of the older generation it may seem that 
this is the better way. “By God why can’t they act like 
we did!’* “If you’re going to fight, then go and fight 
like a man, son.” We can imagine that had the Cuban 
crisis led to action, the country would have mobilized 
with fervor, and the young men had an easier time 


The work is scored for a very large orchestra: 
two piccolos, four flutes, bass flute, three oboes, cor 
anglais, bass oboe, three clarinets, bass clarinet, 
three bassoons, double bassoon, six horns, four trum- 
pets, three trombones, tenor tuba, bass tuba, two 
harps, celesta, a large contingent of percussion, or- 
gan, strings, and, in the last movement, a small six- 
part female chorus. 

I. Mars, the Bringer of War. This piece, lasting 
seven minutes, is in ternary form; the melodic sub- 
ject is stated in trumpets and horns, over a rhyth- 
mical figure which is heard for the entire movement. 
It is important to note that the composer wrote this 
piece in the summer of 1914, and therefore had no 
experience of what it describes. 

II. Venus, the Bringer of Pqace. This^ movement, 
nine minutes in length, acts as a contract to the pre- 
ceding. It begins with a horn solo ascending the 
interval of the fourth; this is answered by flutes in 
contrary motion. It uses several different figures, 
works to a climax, then closes very slowly and quietly. 

III. Mercury, the Winged Messenger. In order 
to convey the impression of lightness and speed, Holst 
uses none of the heavier instruments, even in the 
central climactic section. Chords that are distant 
harmonically are used in rapid succession in this 
movement which lasts four minutes. 

IV. Jupiter, the Bringer of Jollity. This piece, 
eight minutes in length, has three different subjects 
which occur in the following order: A B A C A B A. 
The familiar tune (C), to which patriotic words have 
been applied, is supposed to reflect the good humor of 
Jupiter, no more, no less. 

V. Saturn, the Bringer of Old Age. This move- 
ment lasts nine minutes, and divides as follows: 
first, flutes and harps provide the background for a 
slow figure in the string basses: next, brass and 
flutes play a march-like tune leading to the climax 
of this piece; then, basses return with their opening 
figure, this time with trombones, strings, and organ 
joining them. 

VI. Uranus, the Magician. Bassoons start this 
six-minute movement with three repetitions of a four- 
note figure, later played by basses, drums, and piccolo. 
First bassoons, next strings, then tubas take over 
until we reach a tutti which suddenly becomes silent, 
and we return to the first four-note figure, this time 
P P P. 

VII. Neptune, the Mystic. In this movement the 
instillments play pianissimo throughout, except for 
one passage near the end. Female voices impercept- 
ibly join the orchestra, the instruments fade away, 
and the voices continue with a prolonged diminuendo. 

This work will be heard this afternoon at 3:00 P.M. 
in the Program of Recorded Music at the Public 
Library.

“Don’t forget that he is a mem- 
ber of the State Planning Com- 
mittee of the National Governor’s 
Conference, and was in his first 
term in office. In addition he is co- 
chairman of the New England 
Regional Commission, a Federal- 
ly financed study on which he 
represents the six New England 
States, serving to head it up with 
a Federal Representative” 

Anyone who has opposed Ed- 
mund Blair Hawley on the ten- 
nis courts or in a game of bridge, 
doesn’t need to be told of his ac- 
curacy of aim, incisive mind, and 
determination to win out over 
obstacles. 

Mr. Hawley has been interested 
in politics since he can remember 
almost and got his first practical, 
down-to-earth creative experience 
in the field even before he got 
some of his degrees. For in World 
War II he served in the South- 
west Pacific with the job of re- 
establishing civilian government 
in the Southern Luzon part of the 
Philippines. 

He holds an A.B. from Yale, a 
master’s in business administra- 
tion at Harvard, and has done 
graduate work at Tufts, New 
York University and the Harvard 
Graduate School of Arts and Sci- 
ences. He ran a very successful 
consultant practice in general 
management before going into 
public service. 

Blair Hawley is known on ten- 
nis courts all over New England 
as a number one New England 
rank holder — once in singles, and 
for many a year as tops in doub- 
les, paired with Henri Salaun. He 
has served as vice president of 
the New England Lawn Tennis 
Association and was the director 
of its junior development, and 
founded the Mystic Valley tourna- 
ment held here recently. 

In bridge he is a leader in the 
Winchester Duplicate Bridge 
Club, active here since 1959. 

He has served as a Town Meet- 
ing member, has headed the 
Heart Fund Drive hen* and is ac- 
tive in the First Congregational 
Church, serving until quite re- 
cently as superintendent of its 
church school.

On Monday the Republican 
legislator called for the replace- 
ment of General Rush B. Lincoln 
as head of the MBTA. As stated 
in the Herald Traveler on August 
15, Mr. Chadwick finds the con- 
tinuation of General Lincoln as 
general manager “almost impos- 
sible.” 

The Boston newspaper reports 
Mr. Chadwick as declaring, “Gen- 
eral Lincoln is a man of top 
quality, honest and loyal, and 1 
think he’s had an unenviable po- 
sition to fill. But there’s still 
something lacking in the MBTA 
management.” 

The Winchester legislator ex- 
plained that although the MBTA 
does not operate in Town, the re- 
lation between the Boston and 
Maine and the MBTA results in a 
tenuous situation for local com- 
muters. The B and M operates the 
commuter service on a contract 
basis with the MBTA and since 
the railroad commuter service 
does not pay for itself, the MBTA 
makes up the difference. But 
trains will run only so long as the 
contract is renewed. 

“We are always in a threaten- 
ed position in this system,” noted 
Mr. Chadwick. “And, l honestly 
think that Winchester would 
throw in the sponge if we lost the 
railroad service.” 

Without trains commuters could 
no longer arrive in Boston 11 or 
12 minutes after leaving Town. 
The probable buses would take 
about 30 minutes. 

Negotiations currently are un- 
derway to extend the present con- 
tract which expires at the end of 
the calendar year for an addi- 
tional six months to June, 1968. 

Mr. Chadwick does not expect 
to find an easy solution to the 
difficulties of the MBTA* He told 
the Star, “There hasn’t been a 
day that I haven’t worried about 
the MBTA and its future. I wish 
I thought the reason for the 
trouble was simple, and the cor- 
rection easy — but I do not. The 
problem is a combination of de- 
fects and they are very complex 
and difficult to change.”

“These authorities also agree that work in some 
abatement districts is done in either a routine or 
sledge-hammer fashion. Pesticide is applied periodical- 
ly whether it is required or not. Persistent pesticides 
are utilized freely. If a poorly-considered application 
fails to control, more and more pesticide is poured 
over the environment. Certain districts are notorious 
lor ibis type of work. In many communities, un- 
fortunately, routine applications of persistent pesti- 
cides are still the rule. Ii is not at all common to hear 
of areas in which applications of DDL and other 
pesticides are made at regular intervals throughout 
the season regardless ol the need and regardless ol 
t lie effects on the animal life and the total ecology 
of die area.” 


T he Massachusetts Audubon Society and its mem- 
bers are concerned about fax more than “butterflies 
ancl birds.” The Society is dedicated to education, 
conservation, and research, and if some ol its mem- 
bers expressed concern about the Town’s mosquito 
control it’s because they bad good reason to do so. 

V lliam H. Shekel, U.S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife, Patuxent Wildlife Research Center, 
Laurel, Maryland, states the following in his report, 
Wildlife, Best it ides, and Mosquito Control , Massa- 
chusetts Audubon, Spring, 1967 : 

“Mosquito control at its best is a prescription busi- 
ness. The competent cam ml man knows what species 
ol mosquito is making trouble, where it breeds, how 
it responds to weather conditions— and how to stop 
it with a minimum outlay ol manpower and imperials. 
He applies control measures only when and where 
they are needed. He applies them in the way that 
will do the most good with the least harm. He oper- 
ates like a surgeon with a scalpel, not like a man with 
a sledge hammer. Each of the experts on mosquito 
control whom I have consulted states that this pre- 
scription approach is entirely possible, should be the

Winchester and Woburn officials 
have signed a fire fighting assist- 
ance agreement and a mutual aid 
plan. Winchester Chie f Frank Ami- 
co and Woburn Chief Edward Cal- 
lahan negotiated the written agree- 
ments which make official what had 
previously been the informal co- 
operation between the two towns. 

The agreements are as follows: 

MUTUAL AID 
Agreed Plan and Procedure 

Winchester Fire Department and 
Woburn Fire Department. 

In accordance with the directive 
as provided in Section 8 of the Mu- 
tual Aid Firefighting Assistance 
Agreement adopted by the Town of 
Winchester and the City of Wo- 
burn, the following plans and pro- 
cedures are necessary to effectively 
implement said agreement. 

1. The Chief of each depart- 

ment shall prepare assignment 
cards for each fire alarm box in his 
municipality. Said cards shall indi- 
cate response of Mutual Aid for 
each alarm and include covering 

assignment. Copies of said cards 
shall be given to the agreeing 

parties. 

2. Assignment cards shall be 
jointly approved by the Chief of 
each department prior to becoming 
effective. 

3. When a new alarm box is 

placed in service and the assign- 
ment for said box is the same as 
the assignment of an adjoining 

box, approval of Mutual Aid re- 
sponse will be automatic. 

4. If either department is un- 
able to fulfill its assignment, due 
to unusual conditions in said com- 
munity, the fire alarm operator 
shall immediately notify the re- 
questing department by prearrang- 
ed signal or by telephone. 

5. The Chief Officer in charge 
of either department may tempo- 
rarily cancel mutual aid because of 
unusual conditions. This would be 
done by notifying the Chief Officer 
on duty or the Fire Alarm Head- 
quarters of the other community 
by telephone. 

6. The Chief Officer of the de- 
partment sending apparatus may 
request the recall of covering ap- 
paratus when in his opinion condi- 
tions in his community warrants 
such action. 

7. The Senior Officer or person 
in command rendering assistance 
at a fire shall have immediate su- 
pervision of and shall be responsi- 
ble for all apparatus, equipment 
and personnel of his department, 
under the direction of the Chief 
Officer in the community receiving 
aid. 

8. Apparatus dispatched to a 
community under this agreement 
may be reassigned to another com- 
munity, in which case the commu- 
nity sending the original aid shall 
be immediately notified by the Fire 
Alarm Officer of the community 
making said reassignment. 

9. The Chief Officer of the de- 
partment receiving aid will make 
every effort to release mutual aid 
apparatus, and to return said ap- 
paratus to their respective com- 
munities as soon as conditions per- 

| mit, 

10. It is agreed that each party 
to this agreement will make an ef- 
fort to standardize hose threads to 
national standard threads. During 
the intermittent period, each party 
will provide adapter couplings for 
use at fires. 

11. The Chief of each depart- 
ment agrees to loan expendable 
supplies (liquid foam and high ex- 
pansion foam) to the other depart- 
ment for use to control a fire which 
would require the use of said sup- 
plies. Replacement of supplies shall 
be made as soon as conditions per- 
mit. 

12. All expenses incurred in 
maintaining and operating the Mu- 
tual Aid Fire Alarm System shall 
be borne by each community within 
their respective boundaries. 

13. It is desirable that appara- 
tus responding to a Mutual Aid

call have a minimum strength of 3 
men. 

14. Parties to this agreement will 
arrange to provide for normal 
meals (sandwich - dessert - codec) 
for Mutual Aid personnel when 
said Mutual Aid personnel would be 
out of their respective communities 
during regular meal periods.

This Agreement made bv and 
between the Town of Winchester a 
municipal corporation duly organ- 
ized and existing under the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and located in Middlesex 
County in said Commonwealth, and 
The City of Woburn, a munici- 
pal corporation duly organized and 
existing under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
:ind located in Middlesex County in 
said Commonwealth, 

WHEREAS, each of the parties 
to this Agreement maintain equip- 
ment and personnel for the sup- 
pression of fires within its own 
jurisdiction and area, and 

WHEREAS, the parties hereto 
desire to augment the fire protec- 
tion available in their respective 
municipalities for the control and 
extinguishment in the event of 
large fires or conflagrations, and 

WHEREAS, it is. recognized that 
it is impossible financially, for any 
individual municipality to maintain 
on a permanent basis, sufficient ap- 
paratus, special apparatus, and 
personnel to cope with large fires, 
unusual fires or simultaneous fires 
with conflagration possibilities, and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed sound, 
desirable and beneficial for the par- 
ties to this Agreement to render 
assistance to each other. 

NOW THEREFORE, it is mu- 
tually agreed by and between the 
parties herein as authorized by 
Section 59 A of Chapter 48 of Gen- 
eral Laws as follows: 

1. Whenever it is deemed ad- 
visable by the Chief of the Fire 
Department of either community 
party to this Agreement, or in his 
absence the senior officer of any 
such department actually present 
at any fire or emergency, he is 
authorized to request assistance un- 
der the terms of this Agreement 
from the other community. 

2. The Senior Officer or Fire 
Alarm Operator on duty of the 
Fire Department receiving the re- 
quest for aid shall forthwith dis- 
patch apparatus in accordance with 
predetermined assignment cards. 

3. In the event that conditions 
in a municipality would make it 
impossible to send the aid request- 
ed, said municipality will immedi- 
ately notify the requesting com- 
munity of this fact. 

4. Apparatus and equipment in 
addition to that called for by pre- 
determined assignment cards may 
be requested and will be sent pro- 
vided, in the opinion of the Chief 
Officer of the department sending 
such equipment, such action will 
not reduce fire protection within 
his own community below minimum 
standards.

Rep. Morse Wants 
Urban Committees 


Massachusetts Congressman F. 
Bradford Morse recently lei! 30 of 
his Republican colleagues in a re- 
newed drive to create a standing 
Committee on Urban Affairs in tin 1 
U.S. House of Representatives. 

Morse said, “The recent riots in 
our nation’s cities are a challenge 
to the Congress to supply greater 
initiative and more effective over- 
sight of our urban programs. 

“While we must insist that the 
Administration exercise greater co- 
ordination and control over existing 
urban programs,” Morse said, “we 
also have a responsibility to put 
our own House in order.” 

Tin* Massachusetts Congressman 
was the first House Member to in- 
troduce a resolution for an Urban 
Affairs Committee in 1961. He has 
sponsored similar resolutions in 
each of his four terms in the 
House. 

“At the present time jurisdiction 
over urban affairs is divided among 
no less than nine separate House 
committees,” Morse noted. “This 
makes it virtually impossible for 
tlie Congress to consider the city 
as a comprehensive whole, much 
less the inter-relationships between 
housing and education, transporta- 
tion and pollution, highways and 
open spaces.” 

Morse said his group would press 
for early hearings on the Urban 
Affairs Committee proposal by the 
House Rules Committee. Morse's 
co-signers include Massachusetts 
Congressmen William H. Bates and 
Silvio O. Conte.

Chief Officer in charge, in whose 
community the fire or emergency 
occurs will be in complete command 
of all personnel and equipment re- 
sponding to the fire, emergency, 
or stations assigned. He may re- 
quest a senior officer of a Fire De- 
partment furnishing assistance to 
assist him in his command. 

6. The parties to this Agre- 
ement waive any and all claims 
against each other for compensa- 
tion or reimbursement, for the loss 
or damage to any equipment or pro- 
perty, or personal injury or death 
to authorized personnel, or injuries 
to third persons, which may occur 
as a consequence of the perform- 
ance or non-performance of service 
under this agreement. 

7. Services performed by either 
party to this Agreement shall be 
rendered without reimbursement 
from one another.

William Buracker 
Cited in New Book 
On World War II 

William H. Buracker, of 12 
Stratford Road, is among the vet- 
erans of the World War II Battle 
of Midway who contributed his 
reminiscences to a new hook. 

I he hook, “Incredible Victory” by 
Walter Lord, is a minute-by-minute 
account of the history- making bat- 
tle.

He also relied on hundreds of 
official reports in the Navy ar 
chives, plus countless hooks, arti 
cles and magazine stories. 

Mr. Lord is also the author of 
the best-selling account of the sink- 
ing of the Titanic, “A Night to Re- 
member,” and a hook about Pearl 
Harbor, “Day of Infamy.” 


J. Frye Travels 
In Afghanistan, 
U.S.S.R., Iran 

Experiencing a summer of fasci- 
nating travel and exploration is 
Jeffrey L. Frye, of 10 Fells Road, 
who was graduated from McCall 
Junior High in June. 

After spending several weeks 
with his father. Harvard Professor 
Richard N. Frye, exploring the 
Herat Valley in Afghanistan, he 
went by car to Kabul, Afghanistan, 
and then down the Khyber Pass to 
Peshawar in West Pakistan.

There’s a difference of opinion on 
the course of action with such a 
poor suit, but if you don’t bid one 
spade, it’s almost impossible to find 
the four-four spade fit; if you go 
by the one spade to bid one no 
trump, your partner will register 
that you do not have four spades. 

At our table, South did say one 
spade in response to partner’s open- 
ing bid of one diamond (North was 
playing a strong one-club showing 
seventeen points and didn’t have 
enougt points to bid it.), and then 
passed the two-spade bid by North. 

From the traveling score sheet, 
it was obviously best to find the 
four-four major fit as soon as pos- 
sible. There were only two North- 
Souths in spades for the two best 
scores. No trump and hearts by 
North-South both went down. At 
the other tables West played in dia- 
monds, making three and going 
down at four.

Selectmen, the Forestry De- 
partment, and the Winchester 
Historical Commission, all re- 
ceived calls and letters about it 
last week demonstrating that lo- 
cal tree lovers don’t have to take 
a back seat to dog lovers, bird 
lovers or anyone else. 

A rumor had started that 
“someone” was going to take down 
what is likely the oldest living 
thing in Town — and the Town Of- 
ficials were out on a limb without 
a leaf for protection. They were 
kept from looking like saps by the 
discovery that the whole thing 
stemmed from an avid local his- 
torian who had become alarmed 
that the tree “might” be taken 
down, and went to work in its be- 
half. 

The local Historical Commission 


will soon put a plaque on the stal- 
wart oak, which stands at 85 
Cross Street partly on the land of 
Patrick Gallagher and partly on 
I own land, and wus mentioned in 
an article in the October 8, 1900, 
Winchester Star as being over 200 
years old. 

It has survived the disfigure- 
ments necessary to accommodate 
civilization’s utility wires — and 
its great, three-pronged trunk 
stands even despite the fact that 
about four feet of its roots have 
grown exposed ever since the con- 
struction of a sidewalk around its 
base. 

Witness to decade after decade 
of Winchester history, it remains 
in eloquent testimony to the 
strength of nature and its forti- 
tude against mun and his bull- 
dozing ways.

Mrs. Fiorenza, observing the 
young-appearing intruder to be 
wearing a black ski mask accented 
with red and white at the nose 
and mouth, at first thought him 
to he joking, and retorted, “You 
must he kidding!” 

But immediately a second man, 
also masked, and also carrying 
what appeared to be a gun, step- 
ped out of the dark night and re- 
peated the command, “freeze.” 
Mrs. Rose Fiorenza, wife of the 
home, had followed her sister-in- 
law from the kitchen, where the 
two had been playing cards, and 
was standing about four steps 
above the doorway, where the liv- 
ing room level ended at the steps. 

Before the two women or the 
masked men could make another 
move, Richard Fiorenza, of 
Shrewsbury, who had been in the 
basement watching television with 
his brother Lawrence and his 
three year old daughter, appear- 
ed at the top of the stairs to see 
what was going on. 

Simultaneously then, Richard 
turned to withdraw into the base- 
ment and the two masked men, 
seeing him, retreated into the 
night. Later Mrs. Fiorenza re- 
ported that she saw the gunmen 
run down South Border Road to- 
ward the abandoned army camp. 

The Fiorenza home is the sec- 
ond house in from the Medford 
line, situated across the road from 
the expansive Fells woodlands, 
and the two daughters of the 


household, aged six and eight, 
were asleep throughout the epi- 
sode. Mr. Fiorenza is proprietor 
of the Kate- A- Way Catering Ser- 
vice in Medford, and one of his 
company trucks was parked in his 
driveway. 

The call to the Police Head- 
quarters here came in at 11:20 
p.m. to Lt. Andrew Crawford at 
the desk, who dispatched Sgt. 
Mario Buzzotta and Sgt. Inspec- 
tor James Cogan to the Fiorenza 
home. 

Soon after the police cars ar- 
rived at the scene they were ap- 
proached by four young men, 
three from Winchester and one 
from Reading, who told them the 
following story: 

They had been driving west on 
South Border Road when they ob- 
served two men running, one car- 
rying what looked like a pipe and 
a cloth mail sack. They saw the 
men turn into the army camp yard 
and get into a car parked there. 
They thought there might have 
been a robbery and were discus- 
sing the situation when they saw 
the officers arrive on the scene 
and returned to report to them. 

The Fiorenza women reported 
the gunmen both appeared to be 
about 20 to 25 years old, of middle 
height and middle weight, and 
said that the second man seemed 
to eary a small hand gun wrapped 
in a handkerchief. 

The Winchester Police are con- 
tinuing investigation of this case. 


Selectmen Look To Fill 
Two Top Town Positions 

The Selectmen’s agenda for their regular Monday night meeting 
was full of Town business, but in its overall impact reflected the Au- 
gust lull felt across the Town. 


Most noteworthy of their ef- 
forts is that to fill two top Town 
positions. 

For the job of executive secre- 
tary under the Board of Select- 
men, created by the 1967 Annual 
Town Meeting after nearly a 
whole evening of discussion, they 
have received about 12 applica- 
tions. They anticipate starting 
interviews soon, and hope by fall 
to have filled this important post. 

On Monday they interviewed 
two of the roughly 10 applicants 
from whom they have received re- 
sumes in application for the job 
of superintendent of highways 
and bridges. And they also voted 
to appoint Town Counsel Leo- 
nard Mullen as acting tree war- 
den for the purpose of having 
someone officially designated to 
sign the payroll. 

The recent resignation of Judy 
Garchinsky of Valley Road as 
secretary to the Selectmen and 
naming of Mrs. Marie T. Carroll 
of Nathaniel Road, present cleri- 
cal assistant, to step into this 
position, has opened the latter 
position; and this week’s meeting 
also saw interviewing for this 


job and noted the receipt of a 
letter of application for the posi- 
tion of foreman in the incinerator.

Cheek on Boaters 
Set for Weekend 


A mass registration check to un- 
cover boaters who are operating 
with invalid certificates will be con- 
ducted this week-end by the Mas- 
sachusetts Division of Motorboats 
in cooperation with the Coast 
Guard, MDC and local police. 

State Director Thomas J. Legere 
explained that a large number of 
boat owners have neglected to cele- 
brate their birthday by renewing 
their boat registrations. This means 
that they are operating without a 
valid registration and that they are 
outlaws on the waters of the Com- 
monwealth until they obtain their 
renewals, for which the fee is only 
$3 annually. 

Owners and operators of boats 
without valid certificates may be 
punished by fines of $50. 

“Under federal and state marine 
laws, the Division is required to 
report registration statistics to the 
United States Coast Guard. It is 
on the basis of these statistics that 
the Coast Guard and the state can 
determine what additional safety 
measures need to be taken in the 
future for the development of boat- 
ing recreation,” said Legere. 

“Our enforcement agents will is- 
sue violation slips for any motor- 
boat of five or more horsepower 
that is unregistered or lacking re- 
quired equipment,” Director Legere 
said.

Kennedy Speaks 
On Foreign Aid 

Senator Edward F. Kennedy re- 
cently voiced his support for those 
Senators seeking to restore the $33 
million cut by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee from the tech- 
nical assistance provisions of the 
proposed Foreign Assistance Act of 
1967. 

The following is an excerpt from 
his statement. 

“The $33 million cut from the 
President's request will mean that 
technical assistance programs in 
Africa, the Near East, and Asia 
will either be cut short or not ex- 
panded as planned by both the 
countries involved and AID. The 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee has authorized $210 million for 
the technical assistance program 
for fiscal year 1968. This is the 
same amount authorized for fiscal 
year 1967. Work now in progress in 
these less developed countries of 
Africa, the Near East and Asia 
will require full 85 percent of the 
budget that was initially proposed, 
$243 million. Thus, it is apparent 
that a $33 million reduction means 
that existing programs can be con- 
tinued only at existing or reduced 
levels, while new projects that were 
put off last year, reflecting Con- 
gressional cuts, will be postponed 
again. We have urged the less de- 
veloped countries of the world to 
help themselves, and we have of- 
fered our technical skills to help 
them. The massive resources of our 
universities, of our hospitals, and 
above all, of our reservoir of highly 
skilled personnel — we have said 
to the less developed countries that 
these resources will be available to 
them for training and demonstra- 
tion assistance. 

“The effect of this $33 million 
cut proposed by the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee is to indicate to 
these less developed countries that 
we stand only partly ready to help 
them develop the skills they so 
desperately need. They have plan- 
ned for sound expansion, as is in- 
deed in part one of the purposes of 
developing a skilled manpower re- 
source in the less developed coun- 
tries. 

“A few specific examples of the 
accomplishments of the technical 
assistance programs suffice to show 
its worth. 

“More than 97,000 foreign tech- 
nicians and professionals have been 
brought to the United States for 
advanced education or training; 

“More than 378,000 teachers have 
been graduated from colleges and 
schools established with AID as- 
sistance. These graduates today 
provide, for example, 70 per cent of 
the teachers in Ethiopia and 45 per 
cent of the teachers in Iran; 

“During the past six years 240,- 
000 classrooms were constructed 
with AID help; 

“An estimated 32 million African 
children will be immunized against 
measles and small pox during a 
five-year program.”

A Report By The 

Keeton-0 'Connell 

(Ed. note: 

The following was solicited by and written for the 
Star by Professor Robert E. Keeton of the Harvard 
Law School faculty, co-author with Professor Jeffrey 
O’Connell of the Basic-Protection Rill, the auto in- 
surance bill presently before the Massachusetts Sen- 
ate. Professor Keeton has lived here at 45 Everett 
Avenue with his wife, Retty, since 1958. He is well 
known at the Packer Tennis Courts as a top local 
player, and with son Rill (WHS ’64, Yale *68) he 
won the Mystic Valley Father-Son title in 1966. He 
is also the father of Mrs. Dale (Kit) Carter of Davis, 
California (WHS ’60, Radcliffe ’64), and grandfather 
to one.) 

As the Star goes to press this week, the future of 
automobile insurance in the Bay State hangs in the 
balance. 

Last week, to the surprise of even the closest ob- 
servers on Beacon Hill, the House voted lirmly for 
the Basic Protection Rill and put icing on the cake 
with resounding, spontaneous applause for the effec- 
tive and sometimes lonely fight Representative Mi- 
chael Dukakis has waged for genuine reform of our 
ailing automobile insurance system. The vote was 
more impressive because by wide margins both the 
Democratic and the Republican members of the 
House (including Winchester’s Representative Har- 
rison Chadwick) voted for the Basic Protection bill 
against the contrary urgings of their party leaders 
in the House. 

The bill goes before the Senate now, and three 
major positions can be identified. 

Governor Volpc proposes what is commonly called 
a “financial responsibility” plan. Under that plan, 
generally motorists would no longer be required to 
have insurance before registering their cars. A spe- 
cial state fund woidd be set up to take care of the 
victims of uninsured motorists. Somebody would have 
to pay for that fund, and the Governor's plan has 
drawn heavy fire because the method of financing 
would necessarily put a large part of this burden on 
the wrong people— those who hail bought insurance 
rather than those who had not. 

The Joint Committee on Insurance, co-cli aired by 
Senator Phil Pelligrini, whose district includes Win- 
chester, offers a second proposal. Its most important 
feature, Senator Pelligrini has stated, is to adopt com- 
petitive rating (allowing different companies to set 
different rates in the hope they will then compete with 
each other for your business) ratfier than having the 
Commissioner of Insurance set the rates as fie does 
under the present compulsory insurance law. Anoth- 
er feature ol (lie Joint Committee plan is to set up a 
state-operated and financed Fraudulent Claims Bureau 
in addition to the company-operated Bureau now in 
existences 

Neither the Governor's plan nor the Joint Commit- 
tee plan makes any basic change in the rules of law 
tor determining legal responsibility lor damages or in 


regulations so as to prevent accidents anil injury, at 
an exposition in this column 1 >y Prolessor Keeton 
of his plan for revising the State’s automobile in- 
surance, which includes a description of the plan ol 
another illustrious citizen for the same thing, that 
of Governor John Volpc. The larger idea contained 
in Mrs. Preston’s letter is of equal il not greater im- 
portance than that in the much needed auto in- 
surance plans; for, theoretically, if we could succeed 
in accomplishing the aims stated in the former, we 
would have much less need lor the latter. 1 he Star 
is proud that local minds are at work on the whole 
spectrum of the ‘insurance’ problem. II other read- 
ers keep the supply of constructive ideas coming, we 
will begin to feel more assured of the future* 


Senator Philibert Pelligrini of Arlington, our elect- 
ed representative in the Massachusetts higher house, 
and Representative Harrison Chadwick, of 24 Everett 
Avenue, who has served Winchester in the lower 
house of the Legislature have both been quoted in 
the press recent 1\ as speaking out on some of the 
thorny issues now before the law makers of the State.

the form of insurance (called liability insurance) un- 
der which the payments arc actually made. This is 
where the Basic Protection plan sharply differs from 
the others. 

Basic Protection would make two fundamental 
changes. First, every victim would he entitled to 
payments to cover his out-of-pocket losses up to $10,- 
000 regardless of fault in the accident. In this respect 
Basic Protection is much like fire insurance and medi- 
cal payments insurance. For the motorist driving fiis 
own car, these payments would come from his own 
insurance company. His company would pay his 
passengers, too, as well as any pedestrian he hit. 

The second fundamental change is that the Basic 
Protection plan would do away with small negligence 
claims, including those in which damages of less than 
$5,000 are awarded for pain and suffering. You could 
still sue for higher damages lor pain and suffering in 
cases of severe injury, just as under the present sys- 
tem. Also, you could buy ail optional coverage that 
would pay you for pain and suffering even with 
minor injuries. But no longer would you be required 
to buy insurance that jKiys for pain and sulfering in 
amounts less than $5,000. 

The multitude of relatively small claims, mostly 
lor pain and suffering, are the claims that make the 
present system so expensive and wasteful. These arc 
cases in which frequently the costs ol paying lawyers 
and insurance investigators to fight over fault and 
how much pain is “worth” are greater than the 
amount of the payment in dispute. This point is 
driven home by the fact that in Massachusetts over 
50 per cent of all claims paid by automobile liability 
insurance companies are paid in amounts less than 
$500. It would cost a company several times this much 
to light a claim all the way through the courts. Thus 
every claim of a “twinge in iny hack” has a nuisance 
value that balloons our insurance costs. 

There will be a lot of talk about details of the pro- 
posals before the legislature. But the fundamental 
issue is whether to do away witli these wasteful and 
expensive small claims for pain and sulfering. Mas- 
sachusetts motorists will never get any substantial 
relief from their annually rising automobile in- 
surance costs until this basic idea is adopted. More- 
over, even il some other proposal such as adopting 
competitive rating might help a little, why stop 
there? VVe could have competitive rating witli Basic 
Protection just as easily as we could have it with 
the present kind of insurance. 

The dramatic vote last week expresses a deep-seated 
feeling of members of the House that both they and 
their constituents want fundamental reform. The key 
question now is whether the Senate and the Governor 
will join in this assessment of the public mood and 
the public interest. If they do, Massachusetts motorists 
can look forward to real relief from the intolerable 
evils of the present system by January 1, 1969- the 
date that probably would be chosen lor putting the 
new sysiem into cilcci.

with occasional pastel blocks, the 
bathrooms have dropped ceilings 
and fluorescent lighting. Two new 
check rooms with roll-down win- 
dows also number among the im- 
provements. 

The first-floor auditorium will 
remain the same size as will its 
entrance room. Funds for a new 
stage curtain were not included 
in the appropriation, and as yet 
no organization has volunteered 
to replace the present curtain 
which is quite old. 

A separate appropriation has 
provided for the inclusion of 
emergency lights for the new 
hall. If the regular lights go off 
during a gathering, the emer- 
gency lights will immediately go 
to work. The auditorium is al- 
ready equipped with heat detec- 
tors as is the rest of the building 
so that in case of a fire, alarms 
automatically sound in the fire 
station. 

Those decorating the auditor- 
ium for special functions will 
have to refrain from stapling ma- 
terials to the wall. As Architect 
Rand observed at the Selectmen’s 
meeting on August 14, in the past 
many had nailed decorations to 
the walls damaging the plaster. 


Now all decorations must hang j 
from the rails. 

In addition to the improve- | 
ments in the auditorium, offices J 
for the Town’s recreation direc- 
tor are under construction on the | 
third floor which has not served 
as office space for some years. 

Though as yet specific plans | 
for future renovations in the 
building have not been drawn, 
considerable improvements have 
already been accomplished within 
the last five or six years. In the 
basement, in addition to new cor- 
ridors and rest rooms, offices for 
the board of health, the controller, 
a clinic, a dentist’s office, the 
plannning board, and a general 
service room were built. Areas of 
the building still needing renova- 
tion include the first and second 
floors. 

Among the enthusiasts for the ; 
remodeling is Francis Muraco, 
of 8 Irving Street, who has serv- } 
ed as Town Hall custodian for 11 
years. He notes that once rooms | 
and corridors are refurbished, 
they are considerably easier to 
keep in good condition. To prove 
the truth of this observation he 
recently spent a week painting 
the boiler room on his own.

Civil Service Committee Hears 
Veterans Preference Testimony 


The Winchester League of Women Voters this week reports to the 
Star that a recent random poll of wounded Vietnam veterans shows 
| that a large majority do not want absolute preference in civil service 
| jobs in Massachusetts and that this fact has been reported to the Legi- 
slative Committee on Civil Service. 


In addition, to highlight this 
currently important State issue, it 
can be reported that Representa- 
I tive Harrison Chadwick ( R. Win- 
| Chester) has not received official 
communication from either the 
| Winchester Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Legion, Post 97, or the Aber- 
| jona Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
| 3719, stating their positions on 
| this issue. 

| However, when contacted, John 
T. Horn, of 26 Hemingway Street, 
| past commander and present Vet- 
g eran’s Service Officer for V.F.W. 
reported that both groups, al- 
though not officially taking action, 
still stand in opposition to change 
| in the law, a position that they 
| took officially two years ago.

education and training to prepare 
him for the future.” He said that 
absolute preference in civil ser- 
vice jobs was something that 
“most veterans neither want nor 
seek.” 

Mrs. Howell Bates, president 
of the Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters spoke in favor of 
Flouse Bill H5100. She said “its 
basic concept is that of providing 
personnel services to the state 
agencies and to the cities and 
towns, helping them to meet their 
pressing manpower demands. This 
approach contrasts with the old 
civil service idea of rigid controls 
and policing, which seemed to 
make it harder rather than easier 
to attract good people to govern- 
ment service. 

“The Harmon Commission has 
sensed the ‘swinging mood’ of a 
people no longer content with 
having one of the first civil serv- 
ice laws but aspiring instead to 
have one of the best merit sys- 
tems in the country.” 

On the issue of veterans pre- 
ference she emphasized that “the 
League endorses this attempt to 
achieve a proper balance between 
the interests of those veterans 
who hold government jobs, and 
the 650,000 other veterans in Mas- 
sachusetts and our non-veteran 
citizens. All three groups, as tax- 
payers, and consumers, have a 
stake in keeping the costs of 
government low and the quality 
of public service high. Good will 
and enlightened self interest on 
the part of all groups should 
make it possible to reach just and 
amicable decisions about veterans’ 
preference for the future.” ,

ALL THE LITTLE 
LIVE THINGS 

by Wallace Stegner 

If the reader of the modern novel is concerned or 
upset with the trend in current fiction he may read 
this timely story with no feelings of distaste. It is 
a story well told, written with grace and integrity. 

The author in explaining his purpose in writing 
this novel states 

“When I began to write All the Little Live Things 
more than three years ago, I intended to write a 
good-natured story about a fairly typical, un- 
stratified, overprivileged, upper-middle-class bed- 
room community in California — an inside look 
at the Garden of Eden to which so many Amer- 
icans hope to retire . . . But ... it turned out 
not to want to be a novel about a California 
bedroom community. It wanted to make use of the 
non-community of a new California town in or- 
der to say something about the impossibility of 
retirement from life, commitment, or feeling. 

It steadily demanded of me that I take the comic 
sense in my narrator Joe Allston, a comic sense 
which was like the defensive skill of a good boxer 
with a glass jaw and turn it toward the illumina- 
tion of a somber theme . . . “The cult of youth, 
the Hippy Revolution, and the excruciating con- 
flict between the generations were and are facts 
of contemporary life . . . In Joe Allston and 
Jim Peck I wanted to pose the antagonism be- 
tween square parents and hippy children in its 
most irreconcilable terms ... If there is an 
answer both to Peck’s lust for kicks and Joe All- 
ston’s impulse to flinch away and retire, it is 
in Marian Catlin’s openness to all experience and 
her affection for all life.” 

Thus, the author establishes the narrator, Joe All- 
ston, a former Madison Avenue literary agent who 
with his wife Ruth putters about a plot of land and 
wants only to be left alone “to retire from life.” 
However, it isn’t to be. They are soon confronted 
with a hippy who builds an ingenious tree house on 
the edge of their property (with reluctant permis- 
sion from Joe Allston). They also become involved 
in the lives of the Catlins, a young couple who move 
into a house adjoining their land. There is a con- 
stant contest between the beliefs of Marian Catlin, 
who loves “all the little live things” of nature and 
Joe Allston’s beliefs in the battle between the evil 
forces of nature and the “good.” Cynicism against 
affirmation. A contest between the valueless life 
of the hippy, Jim Peck, and Joe Allston’s philosophy 
of life. 

Eventually, Joe Allston is awakened from his “twi- 
light sleep” and acknowledges that one can retire 
from life but must be involved and committed to 
others, must sense pain and joy. 

In the narrator’s epilogue, he quotes Marian as 
saying 

“Walk openly. Love even the threat and the pain, 
feel yourself fully alive, cast a bold shadow, ac- 
cept, accept. What we call evil is only a groping 
toward good, part of the trials and error by 
which we frnovtt toward the perfected conscious- 
ness.” 

Joe Allston never quite gets to the point of accepting 
all of this point of view. No problems are really 
solved in this story, but the reader is led from one 
episode to another with gripping interest. Joe All- 
ston is a well drawn character and his narration is 
never dull.

For several years I have been 
observing the hazardous practices 
of what appears to be a majority of 
the young bicycle riders in Win- 
chester. The report on three bicycle 
accidents in a recent issue of the 
Star, plus several nerve-wracking 
personal experiences, has finally 
prompted me to write this letter. 

In the past month I have been 
a witness to the following: 

1. Two riders on one bike com- 
ing around the rotary in the cen- 
ter of town in the wrong direction 

2. Numerous bicyclists riding up 
Thompson Street in the wrong di- 
rection 

3. A youngster, without stopping 
or even looking, whizzing across 
Highland Avenue from a side street 
into the direct path of an oncoming 
motorist who managed to miss col- 
lision only by inches 

4. Bicyclists coming through the 
Skillings - By - Pass, Washington 
Street, Mt. Vernon Street inter- 
section with complete disregard for 
the lights. 

Pm sure other residents could 
add many more examples to my 
list. 

These things happen, I’m sure, 
because of lack of knowledge and/ 
or respect for existing laws. It has 
occurred to me that we are missing 
a marvelous opportunity to educate 
these youngsters who will be the 
motorists of the future. If the rules 
of the road were taught and en- 
forced from the time children take 
to the road with two-wheelers, 1 
suspect we could develop better 
adult drivers. After years of hap- 
hazard bicycle riding, one can un- 
derstand why there seems to be 
such a complete lack of respect for 
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the rules of the road by the time 
driving age is reached. It seems 
to me that we are ignoring the 
most formative years for effective 
training of our future motorists. 
By starting early, perhaps know- 
ledge and respect for the rules of 
the road would be so ingrained as 
to be automatic by the time driv- 
ing age is reached. 

I would like to make the follow- 
ing suggestions as a means of cop- 
ing with a problem which is bound 
to increase as more and more peo- 
ple take to the highways. 

1. Evolve a training course which 
would teach the rules of the road, 
develop respect for these rules, 
demonstrate the reasons for rules. 

2. Require each youngster to 
have a “Rider’s License” to ride a 
two-wheeler. In order to acquire a 
license, child must have taken the 
training course and successfully 
completed a test. 

3. Require every two-wheel bike 
to bear a license plate for means of 
identification when rules are brok- 
en. 

4. Set up a schedule of penalties 
for stipulated infractions and al- 
low the police to enforce the laws. 

5. Prohibit bicycle riding in cer- 
tain designated, congested areas of 
the center. Parking areas could be 
provided for bicycles at the Town 
Hall and railroad parking areas and 
youngsters could walk to the center 
proper from these areas. 

Implementation of the above 
suggestions could be accomplished 
as follows: 

1. Training courses, tests, “Rid- 
er’s Licenses” under the joint aus- 
pices of the Police Department and 
Town Recreation Committee. 

2. Bicycle licenses issued by the 
Police Department. 

3. Financial support from the 
Town or one of our many civic- 
minded organizations which always 
seem so willing to aid any worth 
while endeavor (and what is more 
important than an investment in 
our future citizens?) 

Some people may feel that these 
rules would be only another step 
in depriving youngsters of the joys 
of childhood. However, I don’t be- 
lieve bicycles can be classified as 
toys any longer. With the heavy 
volume of traffic today, it is im- 
perative that all vehicles using our 
oads abide by certain rules and 
bicycles should not be an exception. 

I have offered these thoughts and 
suggestions in the hope that there 
are other interested residents who 
ire concerned about these same 
conditions and will make their 
views known. If there is enough 
support, perhaps a committee could 
be formed to make a study of pre- 
sent conditions and possible solu- 
tions.

During the conference period, 
much of the time will be given to 
student papers and discussions. 
The students and the several a- 
dult speakers will discuss every- 
thing from premarital chastity 
and the “identity crisis” to the 
problems of emerging nations and 
world peace. 

One of the objectives will be to 
explore the relevance of Christian 
insight as a radical healing force 
in the whole range of human ex- 
perience. Among the subjects 
scheduled for consideration are: 
cheating, drugs, the “new moral- 
ity,” birth control, the “death of 
God” theology, spiritual values 
in the creative arts, resolving 
social conflicts, and leadership in 
government. 

A special guest speaker will be 
Dr. Harrell Beck, professor of 
Old Testament at Boston Univer- 
sity and the keynote address will 
be given by Erwin D. Canham, 
editor in chief of The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

A number of Christian Scien- 
tists distinguished in various pro- 
fessional fields will also particip- 
ate. The list includes Alan Young, 
actor and entertainer; George 
Hamlin, associate director of the 
Loeb Drama Center at Harvard; 
Dr. F. Karl Willenbrock, provost 
of the State University of New 
York at Buffalo and former as- 
sociate dean of the Applied Phy- 
sics Department at Harvard; and 
Sir James Butler, one of Great 
Britain’s leading historians, in 
charge of World War II archives. 

Most of those attending the 
meetings will be members of 
Christian Science organizations 
that have sprung up under stu- 
dent leadership on some 460 
campuses since the beginning of 
this century. There are several 
hundred additional informal 
groups.

In short, keeping 
East-West out of the bidding was 
un grand faux pas in this case. 
Usually East opened and up they 
went into trouble in either hearts 
or diamonds, with sets of 200 to 
100 points a commonplace. 

I was playing East and bid West 
into game in hearts, knowing it 
was a risky four-three trump fit 
but not really expecting all six 
other hearts to be in one hand. Re- 
sult: down 400, luckily with an 
ever-pleasant and forgiving part- 
ner. Of course, I’d have loved a 
weak-heart hid by South to keep me 
out of trouble. 

Moral: Pre-emptive bids such as

School Com. Rejects 
Parents’ 1 Complaints 

Over 15 parents of students scheduled to attend classes at the Tufts 
School arrived at the School Committee meeting Monday night to pro- 
test what they termed a hazardous route along which their children 
must walk to arrive at school and the lack of provisions for allowing 
children to eat lunch at the school. 

In addition to hearing parents, the Committee spent considerable 
time discussing other questions relating to the Tufts School. 


Until the planned fencing is 
erected around the school site, 
Leonard Beach, and along the 
east side of the Aberjona, a bus 
will have to transport about 90 
children to the Tufts School. Un- 
der present rules no child need 
walk more than one mile to 
school. 

Without the bus the children 
would have had to walk one and 
one half miles to reach the school 
building along an approved path. 

Since bids for the fencing are 
not yet in, the fences will not be 
ready for at least a month. 

Though no provision was made 
in the budget for a temporary 
bus, the extra bus will definitely 
run until the construction of fenc- 
es makes a safe one mile route 
for children. 

Committee members also con- 
sidered what supervision was 
needed around the approach to 
the school to insure safety. 

Parents’ complaints centered 
about the route along Swanton 
Street which their children will 
have to take to reach the school. 
One woman voiced concern over 
the amount of time it would take 
children to walk home at lunch 
considering the traffic on Swanton 
Street. She suggested that moth- 
ers work on a volunteer basis to 
supervise a lunch hour at the 
school for the children. School 
Committee chairman Richard 
Schroeder pointed out that until 
this year children living one and 
a half miles — not just a mile — 
from school walked home for 
lunch. Committee members also 
observed that lunch programs 
with volunteer supervisors had 
proven unreliable in the past. 

Mr. Schroeder observed that the 
Committee frequently gets re- 
quests for children to stay at 
school for lunch. At present none 
of the elementary schools is 
properly equipped to deal with 
great numbers of children for 
lunch although all bused children 
may eat in their schools. Com- 
mittee member Barbara Walsh 
added that the majority of the 
people of Winchester have in- 
dicated that they favor neighbor- 
hood schools and that a lunch pro- 
gram for all elementary children 

MSPCA Checking 
On Duck Deaths 

Winchester’s wild duck visitors 
have been the concern of many 
this week, as in the past 15 days 
20 have been pulled from the Mill 
Pond area dead. 

Reports began to come in last 
week that the ducks were dying, 
and on Friday Park Department 
workers pulled quite a few out of 
the water. 

With one exception, all the 
ducks have been wild ones, which 
makes it harder to trace the ac- 
tions and experiences which may 
have led to death. However, one 
domestic white duck which has 
been found dead was found to 
have a small stone imbedded in 
its back. 

Michael Saraco, director of the 
Board of Health, has been investi- 
gating the situation and last 
Friday called in the Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals to assist. 
The Society representatives took 
two of the deceased ducks into 
Boston for laboratory examina- 
tion but as yet no report on this 
has been received.

Six children in the 6 to 12 
age bracket will be in the special 
class. The Committee agreed that 
the two trainable students aged 
13 and over should continue at 
Belmont in order to keep the age 
distribution in the Washington 
class reasonable.

Parents Alerted 
On Tufts School 
Walking Routes 

Four additional school traffic 
officers have been appointed to as- 
sist children to walk safely to the 
new Tufts School, according to 
Police Chief Joseph J. Derro, who 
this week is publishing a set of 
guiding directives for pupils head- 
ed to the new school. 

“Upon my suggestion, the Fi- 
nance Committee together with 
the Board of Selectmen, have 
agreed to the new traffic officers, 
to be stationed at various points 
for the protection of children 
crossing at dangerous intersec- 
tions. 

Of the just over 500 children 
slated to go to the Tufts School, 
at present only six who live out- 
side the mile limit, plus 50 trans- 
fer pupils from Mystic and Lin- 
coln Schools, are scheduled to be 
bused throughout the year.

four teachers. 

The new staff was selected 
from over 1,400 applications and 
have come from 13 states and 
London, England. Forty- four have 
master’s degrees and many have 
earned credits toward advanced 
degrees. Although 16 new staff 
members are without prior teach- 
ing experience, the remainder of 
the group has from one to 24 
years of experience in other school 
sytems. 

To supplement the regularly 
appointed staff members, Win- 
chester will continue to particip- 
ate in the teacher intern program 
sponsored cooperatively by the 
Harvard University Graduate 
School of Education and the Win- 
chester Public Schools. Two teach- 
er interns will serve next year; 
one at McCall Junior High School 
and the other at the Senior High 
School. For the first time, these 
interns will remain in the school 
for a full year since the master 
of arts in teaching program at 
Harvard has been lengthened 
from a one to a two year program. 
There will also be two teaching 
assistants serving the Mystic and 
Parkhurst Schools. 

The two new department heads 
are to be Miss Barbara R. Holden, 
former head of the languages in 
the Malden Schools, as head of 
the foreign language department, 
and Richard J. Sullivan, Jr., who 
has been “coordinator of English 
for the junior high schools in 
Needham and has also served as 
a part-time instructor at Boston 
University, as head of the Eng- 
lish department. 

Miss Holden, of Peabody, is il 
Colby graduate and holds a 
master’s degree from Middlcbury 
College, and has been in teaching 
for 24 years. She has attend ’d 
the University of Strasbourg * n 
France receiving the diplome 
’etudes superieure certificat de 
licence libre. She replaces Mine. 
Marthe Genicot, who retired Inst. 
June, and she will have the re 
sponsibility for the 15 language 
teachers and the departments in 
both junior and senior high 
schools. 

Mr. Sullivan will succeed Chris- 
tos Soearides, who accepted a 
position elsewhere, as head of the 
English department. He received 
his B.A. from Williams College, 
M.B.A. from Columbia University, 
and his master’s in education 
from Boston University. He has 
served us English department 
head in Newton and Needham 
Junior High Schools and also as 
curriculum coordinator in Need- 
ham. Mr. Sullivan is married, has 
three children and lives in Natick.

Due to additional transporta- 
tion of pupils, partly resulting 
from the lowering of the mileage 
limit on elementary school child- 
ren to over one mile from the for- 
mer requirement of over one and 
one half miles before transporta- 
tion was provided, three more 
buses are needed this year. In 
addition, an extra after-school bus 
run will be provided for those 
students transferred from Mystic 
to Tufts School and from Wyman 
to Vinson-Owen, and from Wy- 
man to Lynch. This will enable 
these children opportunity for ex- 
tra help after school and make 
detention possible if necessary. 

Brochure On Districts 

Busing will include transfer of 
nine fifth graders and 33 sixth 
graders in the Mystic district to 
Tufts School; 12 fifth graders and 
-9 sixth graders from Wyman dis- 
trict to Vinson-Owen School; 73 
fifth graders and 52 sixth graders 
in Wyman district to Noonan An- 
nex located at Lynch Junior High 
School. Other busing is done on 
the basis of distance require- 
ments. 

In forming a new school dis- 
trict for the Tufts School a num- 
ber of changes resulted in other 
elementary school districts in the 
Town. The School Department 
has, therefore, prepared a bro- 
chure to be mailed to all residents 
describing the school districts 
street-by-street as they apply for 
the 1967-68 school year. Addition- 
al copies of this brochure will be 
available at the Public Libray 
and at the Town Hall.

Q. Where Is The 
Garden Of Eden?

The first alarm of the fire was 
received at headquarters at 3:15 
a.m. when Marjbrie L. McGaw 
awoke to smell smoke. She raced 
to the apartment, across the hall 
and pounded on the door of Mice 
Petersen, yelling, “there’s smoke, 
you’d better get out!” She then 
dialed the telephone operator and 
gave the alarm. 

Miss Petersen ran to the north 
end of the corridor to close the 
window onto the roof over the 
restaurant and reported that 
“thick smoke was billowing up 
out of the building like great 
waves of surf.” 

The two women, the only oc- 
cupants in the apartment area at 
the time, then headed down the 
stairs, and were met by Lt. Jo- 
seph Shea who had arrived on the 
first engine and was making a 
check on occupants. 

Just two minutes after the 
alarm was rung into the Fire De- 
partment, the Police headquarters 
received a call from Officer Kevin 
Richardson, who while patrolling 
on foot had just come into sight 
of the smoke, and turned in the 
alarm. 

The Richard Norrises, awakened 
by the first alarm, looked down 
the hill over the rooftops from 
their Elm Street home and re- 
ported the center to be filled with 
smoke so thick it appeared to be 
heavy fog. 

Immediately Engine 4 came in- 
to sight Lt. Shea radioed a second 
alarm; shortly after, when Chief 
Frank Amico arrived, he called 
in the third, or general, alarm. 

“The potential danger of the 
fire with the paint shop materials 
and the number of adjoining 
buildings made me feel this was 
the safest thing to do,” said the 
chief. 

Very few observers from the 
outside saw any sign of flame at 
all, due to the fact that the first 
firefighters put the main blaze 
under control and to the extreme- 
ly dense smoke. 

But flames completely destroy- 
ed the kitchen area where the fire 
originated and the whole restaur- 
ant is a complete shambles of 
charred and blackened ruins from 
the combined effect of flames and 
intense heat. The fire burned 
through to the wall which sepa- 
rates the Star from the restaur- 
ant, and burned through to the 
north from a lavatory in the 
Crock ’n Creamer into one against 
the adjoining wall at the back of 
the Hillside Paint and Wallpaper. 

Firefighters from Woburn, 
Medford, Arlington and Stone- 
ham were at the scene of the fire 
ready to aid, and engines from 
Reading and Wakefield came into 
town to cover at the station. Fire 
Chief Edward Callahan of Wo- 
burn gave active assistance at the 
fire. 

The all out, which did not sound 
until 8:44 a.m., was delayed due to 
the large amount of smoke dnd the 
complexity of building structures 
of the adjoining buildings; but 
the actual fire was contained with- 
in an hour. 

Firefighters, after extinguish- 
ing the initial flames, made open- 
ings in the roofs of the two stores 
with poles, also using a new piece 
of fire equipment, a K-12 rescue 
saw, belonging to Woburn’s Res- 
cue truck. The roof immediately 
over the kitchen area of the Crock 
’n Creamer was noted to have 
sunk considerably, even during 
the fire, giving another indication 
of the origin of the fire. 

The area was highlighted by 
the effects of both the Winchester 
and Woburn Auxiliary Depart- 
ment lighting trucks. Fire Chiefs 
from Wakefield and Medford were 
present as onlookers, and in ac- 
tual assistance was Don Stewart, 
Woburn's first aid helper who 
gave assistance to two local fire- 
fighters who suffered cuts, Neil 
McArthur and David Creel. Both 
were also treated at the Winches- 
ter Hospital. 

State Fire Marshal Leo E. 
Walsh joined Chief Amico on 
Thursday morning to inspect the 
area, but the official statement of 
cause had to wait until Friday, 
when Winchester inspector of wir- 
ing, Fred Reed, was able to in- 
vestigate with the State and local 
officers. They removed us evidence 
a double switch box and two sec- 
tions of BX wiring.

Committees Meet 
On WHS Building 

“I’m pushing because time is of 
the essence. But information on 
which we base our planning must 
be reliable, and this is why if 
there is any question, we must wait 
a little longer for it.” 

With these words Frank Crimp, 
chosen in July to be the architect 
to build the new Winchester High 
School on the Shore Road site, 
spoke the mind of many of those 
whom he was addressing as he ap- 
peared before the joint meeting of 
the Permanent Building Committee 
and the Secondary School Subcom- 
mittee Tuesday night. 

Mr. Crimp and Mr. Haley of the 
contracted engineering firm, en- 
larged the detailed knowledge of 
the committees on the engineering 
problems relative to construction 
in the area, but were not yet ready 
to talk specific figures. 

Borings have been completed on 
the area, but some soundings con- 
tinue. Maps were more completely 
developed, and Mr. Crimp, in his 
presentation, spent some time out- 
lining to the committees the prob 
lems anticipated in handling traf- 
fic flow so as best to accomodate 
the traffic and the adjoining streets 
and roadways. 

He indicated that in general, 
from the building point of view, the 
northwest corner of the Shore Road 
Field lot is the most advantageous 
place to put the central building. 
In addition he reminded the groups 
that any tampering with the Aber- 
jona must go through governmental 
channels first. 

‘‘This river situation is public 
beyond the Town of Winchester,” 
he said, noting the State, and other 
waterways officials who must pass 
on any change. He also stated thai 
the Boston and Maine will expect 
to make (and be reimbursed for 
doing it) explorations for an un 
derpass. 

The Subcommittee expects to 
meet next week.

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Spraying For 
Insect Control 


Many home owners who have 
their shade trees and ornamental 
shrubs sprayed in the spring ex- 
pect this one spray to provide sum- 
mer-long protection against all in- 
sects. This is a mistake. Too many 
factors influence insect control for 
one application or a single insecti- 
cide to give such results. 

The many different species of in- 
sects vary greatly in time of devel- 
opment and feeding habits. More- 
over, in the life cycle of most spe- 
cies there is only one period, usual- 
ly brief, when the individuals are 
highly susceptible to insecticide ma- 
terials. There is variation, too, in 
insecticides and most are quite spe- 
cific in action; any given material 
will kill one or a few species of in- 
sects, but may be harmless to oth- 
ers. 

The spray applied in the spring 
before the leaves appear is normal- 
ly aimed at control of sap-feeding

scale insects. In areas where Dutch 
elm disease is prevalent, chemicals 
may be added to protect elms from 
the bark beetles that serve as car- 
riers of this disease. While this 
spray helps control some insects in 
addition to scale and bark beetles, 
it is not effective against others 
which later may infest the sprayed 
trees. Nor can it be used on all 
trees and shrubs because it will 
cause injury to some plant species. 

Equally good reasons prevent to- 
tal pest control in spraying done to 
combat leaf-eating insects. The in- 
secticides used must be of such na- 
ture that they will not injure tender 
foliage and, in general, are compos- 


ed of materials that may be washed 
off the tree in hard, driving rains. 
And the incsecticides that provide 
excellent control of leaf-chewing in- 
sects are often harmless to sap- 
feeders, leaf miners and stem bor- 
ers. 

In most species of destructive in- 
sect pests there is only one genera- 
tion a year, but in others there are

several. An outstanding example of 
pest species in which more than one 
brood is produced during the sea- 
son is spider mite.

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Stress And 
Heart Disease

One of the major concerns about 
heart disease is the importance of 
the factor called stress. All of us, 
even those who live relatively pro- 
tected, sucure lives, are subject to 
some degree of stress. We worry 
j about the world situation, strikes, 
education, racial tensions — and we 
worry about paying our bills, stay- 
ing well, disciplining our children, 
getting that job promotion. These 
psychological stresses, whether big 
or small, may make us anxious, re- 
sentful, frustrated, and sometimes 
sical stresses are a part of most 
people’s lives, whether encounter- 
ed routinely at work, during re- 
even frightened. In addition, phy- 
creation, or in periods of unexpect- 
ed need. 

The part these stresses play in 
the aggrevation of existing heart 
disease is generally well appreciat- 
ed. There is considerable evidence 
that in some individuals with cer- 
tain forms of heart disease, situa- 
tions of stress do increase the pos- 
sibility of angina pectoris, heart 
attack, or heart failure. In many 
instances, when we review the 
events immediately preceding the 
heart difficulty in one of our pa- 
tients, we find a particularly stress- 
ful situation or event that occurred 
shortly prior to the onset of the 
attack. On the other hand, we find 
many other patients in whom such 
a situation did not occur. 

The role that stresses and our in- 
dividual reactions to them play in 
causing heart disease, especially 
coronary artery disease, is less well 
understood. Many individuals are 
subject to severe stress with no 
evidence of heart disease. Some 
people seem to strive on stress — 
they feel better and work better 
when they have a deadline to meet 
or have seemingly impossible ob- 
stacles thrown in the way of their 
objectives. There are others who 
apparently fall victim to stress. 
They respond to stressful situations 
with headaches, indigestion, chronic 
ulcers, or high blood pressure. 

As might be expected, a great 
deal of research has been under- 
taken to determine the relationship 
between stress and heart disease, 
j The result of some surveys would 
seem to indicate a high incidence 
j of heart disease in high stress 
jobs. Other studies have failed to 
I find any such relationship. Those 
I divergent results undoubtedly re- 
fieet the fact that heart disease 
lean he related to several factors — 
such as blood pressure, cholesterol 
and smoking habits — which must 1 
carefully considered before the ef- 
fects of stress alone can be de- 
termined. Sudden stress may we: 
trigger a heart attack in the perso.i 
who already has high blood pres- 
sure and hardening of the artieries, 
wheras the same stress would have 
no adverse effect upon the perso 
with a healthy circulatory system 
While the physician and the r 
search scientist are seeking more 
definite answers, some with support 
from organizations like the Mas 
sachusetts Heart Association, there 
is one piece of advice that all of Uo 
would do well to heed: 

Moderation is desirable in all 
things. Useful goals can be achiev- 
ed and results attained through 
careful planning, without repeated 
tension and frustration. Proper at- 
tention to diet, regular exercise, 
elimination of smoking, and period- 
ic health checks can lessen the im- 
pact of stress on your heart.

Sidewalk Lessons 


The Town of Winchester lias forked out a cool 
million four hundred for a handsome new elementary 
school. It has been placed in the middle of the neigh- 
borhood area most needing it. It has been designed 
with more than average attention so as best to accom- 
odate a modern educational program. In addition, 
the School Committee inaugurates this year for the 
first time a system of providing busing to every ele- 
mentary school child who lives over a mile walking 
distance from the school. 

Vet on Monday night 16 persons from the Tufts 
School area appeared before the School Committee to 
complain that the walk their youngsters will take 
from home to school and back is too dangerous, and 
to ask if the children could be bused, or stay in school 
for lunch. 

It is the job of the parents to look after the safety 
of their children and the concern of these parents 
is understandable. It is dangerous for young children 
to cross in front of such hazards as the fence-blinded 
Salvage Company entrance, the driveways of business- 
es using trucks, the dump entrance. Children do tend 


to seek out such inviting hazards as a railroad over- 
pass. 

Hut the town is full of comparable dangers for 
school children, as anyone who has listened over the 
years to School Committee discussions and hearings 
can attest. Sidewalkless roads on steep hills leading to 
Parkhurst and Vinson Owen Schools are bad in good 
weather, doubly dangerous in rain or snow. Police 
radar crews will tell that Highland Avenue is one of 
the worst places for speeding cars, yet Mystic chil- 
dren must cross. Trucks still barrel down Church 
Street, and heavy parking on Washington makes this 
dangerous for children. 

When youngsters start to school they start learning 
about the world and how to cope with its dangers. 
The parents who failed to move the School Commit- 
tee to change the regulations— and all other parents of 
youngsters beginning school— could take turns walk- 
ing with the children at first and help to make of the 
difficult situations the best possible lesson for them. 
If the same energy were put into this effort that goes 
into debate and contention on the subject, safety 
would receive a real gain.

Note: Philip \V allwork , of 7 Jefferson Road, 
executive director of the Automobile Legal Associa- 
tion, has written this week in reply to Professor Ro- 
bert Keeton, of 15 Everett Avenue, whose presenta- 
tion of points in favor of /lie Keelon-O’ Connell auto 
insurance bill appeared here last week. Mr. Wallwork, 
also a lecturer on public relations at the Boston Uni- 
versity College of Business Administration, of which 
he is an alumnus, has lived here for eight years with 
his wife, Marilyn E., and sons Gregory, a senior at 
Curry College and daughter Leslie , a fourth grade 
student at the Mystic School.

The Automobile Legal Association has no axe to 
grind in the present automobile insurance contro- 
versy. We are not on the side of the insurance com- 
panies, the trial lawyers, various political figures or 
any other faction personally concerned in the prob- 
lem. The ALA is on the side of the motorist and has 
been for fit) years. What is best for him is our one, 
and only, consideration. 

We are firmly of the opinion that the Kceton-O’- 
Connell Basic Protection Plan for automobile in- 
surance in Massachusetts is not in the best interest 
of the automobile owners. The ALA docs not ob- 
ject so much to what the bill does, or does not, offer 
as it does to the way the bill is being presented to the 
general public. The car owner, since the very first 
mention of the controversial plan, has been letl to be- 
lieve that under the plan his compulsory insurance 
cost will be lowered around 25%. Consequently, he 
believes he will enjoy the same insurance coverage 
and protection as he now has (liability insurance) 
but .it lower cost. Who wouldn’t like something like 
this! 

The ALA believes, however, that the compulsory 
insurance the new plan provides is not liability in- 
surance but is, in reality, a glorified Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield plan, which he probably now carries anyway. 
If he takes out tiie compulsory, and only compulsory, 
insurance provided by the Kceton-O’Connell plan, 
lie has extremely limited liability, no extra-territorial, 
property or any other type of necessary coverage. 
These he will have to purchase on bis own, over and 
above the new plan’s cost, assuming he wants this 
additional protection which an estimated *45% do 
want. As these coverages will probably cost as much 
as they do now, the total insurance for ‘45% of the 
motorists will go up— ami drastically. 

Neither is the motorist being told that the first 
§100 ol any claim under the new plan is deductible, 
on a per-person basis. 1 bus, il you, yom wile and 
three children are all injured in an accident and the 
doctor's bill is S490 lor the treatment of your family, 
you receive not one red cent from the new plan. All 
of a sudden, your 25% reduction (or saving) has dis- 
appeared. 


The Keeton-O’Connell plan also pays for wages lost 
as a result of accident. This, again, sounds good until 
we realize that the teen-ager becomes a better risk and 
will enjoy better rates on his insurance. This is be- 
cause the teen-ager, with no job atul thus no wages, 
will cost the insurance company less money on a 
claim than a family man earning §10,000 a year. 

The same family man, who now covers himself and 
family, with Blue Cross-Blue Shield, is again penaliz- 
ed. What might be paid, as a result of an injury, by 
BC-BS, would be deducted from what the Keeton- 
O’Connell plan would pay. The teen-ager, with no 
BC-BS, would not have this deduction and would 
have his claim paid in full (less, of course, the fust 
§100 he must pay himself.) . 

There are many, many other features of the new 
plan which the average person does not realize but 
which space prohibits listing. He is not being told 
these drawbacks by the proponents of the legislation 
but he should look far, far, beyond the thought of a 
25% saving in a compulsory hospital and accident 
policy. 

The ALA has spent many years studying various 
insurance plans in force in every state as well as most 
foreign countries and it is our firm conviction that 
the Massachusetts motorist will be best served by the 
adoption of the Financial Responsibility plan coupled 
with the Unsatisfied Judgement Plan. I bis is con- 
tained in the proposal of Governor Volpe. 

Under this system, liability insurance is not com- 
pulsory but studies show that about 94% of the 
motorists will buy this insurance. Those who do not 
purchase insurance will pay §25, when they register 
their car, into the Unsatisfied Judgement Fund. 
Those who buy insurance will pay SI into the fund 
(this is contrary to Professor Keeton’s statement in 
the Star last week). The insurance companies will 
also contribute to the fund through a percentage of 
tiieir premiums. A claim against an uninsured motor- 
ist (il he cannot pay it) is paid by the Fund and be 
(die uninsured) is ruled oil the road until I. ) — he 
repays the fund and 2. ) — buys insurance. Thus, the 
innocent victim is repaid for his loss and the irre- 
sponsible motorist, to all intents and purposes, is oil 
the road. A fraudulent claims bureau prevents false 
claims lor injury. 

The ALA believes that Massachusetts must rid it- 
self of compulsory insurance but we do not believe 
we should grasp at straws to accomplish this. Per- 
haps the Federal Government (which re com me pels 
Financial Responsibility through its Uniform Motor 
Vehicle Code) , the Governor, 17 other states, ami the 
ALA. are all wrong. Perhaps the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives alone knows what’s right . . . .but 
perhaps not.

The building which burned is 
owned jointly by Mike and Phil 
Spector, of Belmont and Medford 
respectively, brothers of Clay 
Spector, of Peabody, proprietor 
of the family paint and wallpaper 
store here. The Hillside store here 
was established about 25 years 
ago, and is a branch of the Hill- 
side Hardware and Paint Store in 
Medford, in business since 1929. 

Clay Spector had returned to 
his home from a vacation in 
Maine just Wednesday evening, 
and was aroused by the Police 
here when the fire started. The 
heat of the fire damaged the en- 
tire store, and it will be a few 
weeks before business there can 
be resumed. In the interim, ac- 
cording to Mr. Spector, the Med- 
ford Hillside store is honoring all 
Winchester accounts, and assist- 
ing customers here. 

Police also called Bill Callahan, 
who opened his Crock ’n Creamer 
at the end of April, and who 
makes his home in Arlington. Bill 
was driven over immediately, but 
was as unable to help as any oth- 
er of the many spectators that the 
fire drew. 

Bill, a hockey player in his 1962 
class at WHS, had entirely re- 
modelled and rebuilt the interior 
at the Main Street restaurant by 
himself, putting in wall panelling 
and a new ceiling as well as com- 


pletely new fixtures. This was his 
first independent venture, and his 
plans for the future of the busi- 
ness are entirely uncertain. 

The whole area on the circle was 
hoarded off Friday and insurance 
adjustors have been active in both 
businesses, making assessments 
which will lead them to concrete 
figures some time in the future. 
At the Hillside on Tuesday a sal- 
vage company was making inven- 
tory of all materials in the store, 
consumating a purchase of the en- 
tire merchandise; and around the 
corner a truck was being loaded 
with the condemned materials 
from the McCormack’s Apothe- 
cary storage room, which, under 
law, must be escorted to the in- 
cinerator hy a Food and Drug in- 
spector. 

A total of 62 Winchester fire- 
fighters responded to the call, in- 
cluding many from the unpaid 
Winchester Auxiliary Depart- 
ment, who, after the fire was ov- 
er, went home to get dresed for 
their day’s regular jobs. Firefight- 
ers who were in close used masks 
throughout the fire. 

This is the second major fire 
to occur in Winchester this sum- 
mer, the first being that which 
consumed the barn and most of 
the shed adjoining the Lester 
Whittaker home at 178 Cambridge 
Street in the early morning hours 
of July 4.

The R and D Award is made an- 
nually to recognize outstanding 
work performed by commissioned 
Air Force personnel in scientific, 
manageme n t, administrative, 
technical or operational activities. 
The laboratories in Cambridge 
are an element of the Otfii^ of 
Aero Aerospace Research, in Arl- 
ington, Virginia. 

Captain Coggins, 31, is an elec- 
tronic engineer in AFCRL’S Mi- 
crowave Physics Laboratory. Add- 
ed to the research which resulted 
in his R&D Award, he is investi- 
gating novel antenna designs, and 
microwave and millimeter receiv- 
ers.

HERE COMES A CANDLE 

by Jane Aiken Hodge 

E. V. Cunningham, writer of most unusual mys- 
tery and suspense stories, is legally Howard Fast, 
writer of sound, historical fiction. He has to break 
loose once in a while — and he docs it with a verve. 
There is nothing cut or dried about his stories. The 
plots are completely unexpected and develop in an 
unforseeable but utterly logical fashion. Probably 
one of his most effective attributes is facility with 
dialogue. 

It would be a shame to give away the story of 
SALLY but a silhouette view of the characters 
shouldn’t hurt. Sally is a young schoolteacher, sur- 
prisingly independent, in imminent danger of being 
killed. Detective Gonzales, assigned to save her, is a 
New York Puerto Rican — educated, philosophical, 
humane and lucid, a thoroughly nice guy. The author 
apparently has a very complete knowledge of the 
mechanics of police departments and an equally 
sound ear for their vernacular. His ability to make 
the reader identify with his characters is unusual, 
to say the least. One is not in the least surprised to 
hear a detective and a police lieutenant analyzing a 
paid killer from a psychological point of view. How 
else could they anticipate his course of action? The 
compassion and empathy both show somehow do 
not seem at variance with their abrupt speech. 

It is not always that an author of fiction can por- 
tray both sexes with equal validity. Fast-Cun ning- 
ham does. Little Sally turns out to be quite as much 
of a person as Gonzales. The plot moves at a breath- 
taking pace; it is amazing that so much atmosphere 
and characterization come through. It is reassuring 
to know that policemen can be such nice people. 

By the way of contrast HERE COMES A CAN- 
DLE by Jane Aiken Hodge has an almost inconceiv- 
ably unbelievable plot and quite unrealistic charac- 
ters. From start to finish you forsee the action. What 
the book does have is excellent setting. The War of 
1812 is made very real, especially from the point of 
view of the men who fought (or didn’t fight) it. His- 
torical figures appear, not always to their credit. 
Washington turns a blinding glare. The period has 
not been widely used in fiction and does provide the 
book with that originality. For the rest, the suspense 
lies not in whether the hero and heroine will win each 
other (of course they will, even though the hero is 
married to another) but in what happened to little 
Sarah to cause her to refuse to speak. A lot of re- 
search must have gone into the book, it’s too bad a 
little elementary psychology, just reasonable cause 
and effect, couldn’t have been applied, too. Gothic 
novel fans will like it anyway.

Mountains are revered in Japan, 
and Fujiyama is venerated by 
Buddhists and Shintoists alike.

There towers 
the lofty peak of Fuji ... It baffles 
the tongue, it cannot be named.

Formal pilgrimages became pop- 
ular in the 15th century — but for 
men only. Womer were barred from 
the sacred mountain until 1868. 

From patchwork farms at Fuji’s 
base, the pilgrim climbs through 
bamboo grass and forest, traverses 
desolate cinders, and finally reach- 
es the rim of the crater, a waste- 
land of lava and volcanic debris.

Rep. Morse Notes 
House Action On 
Social Security 

In his Capitol Comment Con- 
gressman F. Bradford Mose noted 
that the House recently passed a 
comprehensive Social Security Bill 
which coupled a 12 Ms percent in- 
crease in retirement benefits with 
provisions aimed at curbing rapid- 
ly increasing welfare rolls. By a 
vote of 111 to 3, the House sent 
the bill to the Senate. 

n his newsletter which detailed 
the major provisions of the bill he 
noted that the House version in- 
cluded changes in state eligibility 
for Medicaid. He added, “Public 
Welfare revisions include more 
stringent provisions which would 
increase state requirements for job 
training of welfare recipients and 
in fact, tend to decrease the num- 
ber of children eligible for assist- 
ance in the years ahead.” 

The following is the Congress- 
man’s statement upon the condi- 
tions under whieh the hill was pass- 
ed. 

These welfare features came in 
for considerable criticism from 
some state and Federal officials 
who felt that the amendments 
would harm efforts to improve the 
living conditions of many of our 
urban poor. However, there was 
no opportunity to amend the bill 
which came out of the Ways and 
Means Committee on the House 
Floor. The Committee was granted 
a closed rule which allows only 
committee amendments to be con- 
sidered. contrary to usual proce- 
dures. Many advocates of Congress- 
ional reform have urged both alter- 
ation of procedures of this kind 
and realignment of committee jur- 
isdiction in order to relate welfare 
programs more directly with other 
urban problems such as education 
and employment. 

“As for the future of the Social 
Security bill, hearings will begin 
this week in the Senate and it is 
possible that the Senate version 
will incorporate changes which w 
be less restrictive on welfare bene- 
fits.”

Time in this ease consisted of 17 
months. That’s how long it took the 
Winchester Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment to obtain their new Engine 6. 

In March, 1966, the Town Meet- 
ing voted the money for the new 
engine 6. It was completed in the 
second week of August, 1967. 

But even while still incomplete, 
Engine 6 was already showing its 
mottle by responding to brush 
fires, power failure emergencies 
and by winning a trophy for best 
appearance. 

This new engine cost the Town 
of Winchester $6,700, but many 
who are in a position to know, say 
that it is worth between $10,000 
and $12,000. The members of the 
Auxiliary Fire Department did 
much of the work themselves and 
assumed the cost of much of the 
extra equipment that helped to bet- 
ter Engine 6’s appearance. They 
constructed the hose bed and top 
deck, piped up the front end pump, 
booster reel and rear 1V6" pre- 
connects, wired all lights and in- 
stalled the radio, installed the lad- 
ders, booster hose roller and other 
equipment. 

The new Engine 6 is a Dodge 4- 
wheel drive Power Wagon with a 
body built by Kiley Brothers, 
Somerville. The 500 GPM front end 
pump was installed by Maynard 
Fire Apparatus Co., of Marshfield. 
Engine 6 is capable of carrying 300 
gallons of water, 800 feet of 2 Mi" 
hose, 800 feet of 1M>" hose and 600 
feet of forestry hose; it also has a

Heading Into ’67 Football Season 


Trip’ Spencer Voyages To Expo 
In Canoe On Old Trading Route 

Needham was represented at EXPO 67 by two boys and a pony cart, 
but Winchester will have to settle for one boy and a 26-foot canoe. Earle 
Spencer III. of 26 Glen Road, better known as Trip, is among the 14 
men who were chosen to retrace the trading route used by the Voyageurs 
ol the old North West Company of Canada. 


They will officially represent the 
Province of Ontario at EXPO to- 
morrow as they paddle up the St. 
Lawrence River to arrive at the 
Ontario Pavillion at ten a.m. for a 
ceremony of greeting. 

The expedition is a retracing of 
the route taken by the original Voy- 
ageurs of Canada who started the 
North West Company in 1775, The 
14 men who comprise the 1967 crew 
have been carefully chosen — one re- 
quirement is that each must he a 
descendant of one of the original 
members of the North West Com- 
pany which was in operation from 
1775 to 1821. There are two 26-foot 
canoes, each especially made for 
this voyage. Each is flying the flag 
of the North West Company. 

Trip’s grandfather, Richard Hu- 
bert, of Greenwich, Connecticut, is 
a descendant of Hugh McGillis, one 
of the Scotsmen with the original 
company. Mr. Hubert is travelling 
official recorder and historian 
of the group. He is the oldest, and 
Trip, at 15, is the youngest mem- 
ber of the group. 

The North West Company was 
Canada’s first joint stock company 
of English origin. It began as a 
loose partnership arrangement in 
1775 and was more formally set 
up in 1784 by Scots, French and 
American merchants. It had fur 
posts strung from Montreal to the 
Athabaska Country by 1787. 

The current excursion began on 
August 17, from Grand Portage, 
Minnesota, considered the inter-

mediate point in the fur trade ex 
changes, carried on by the North 
West Company in the late 170()’s 
and early 1800’s. Roughly, the trip 
will follow Lake Superior, The 
North Channel, an eight-day pad- 
dle of the French River to Lake 
Nipigon, the Mattawa River, Ot- 
tawa River and the St. Lawrenc 
River. The crews will paddle an 
estimated 300 miles of the 900 
ile journey. The route of the tw 
canoes, each with six paddlers, will 
be followed by car and trailer 
which will carry the large canoes 
and their crew over several sec- 
tions of the route. This will enable 
them to reach EXPO and their 
final destination on the appointed 
dates. 

*Les Voyageurs” are wearing 
brightly colored “toques,” the 
French Canadian stocking cap, as 
well as the gay “centure fleshes” 
— a wide bright sash — around their 
waists. Mocassins and buckskin 
vests have been made for them by 
the Indians. The rivers and lakes 
re ringing with “Alouette” and 
Aupres de ma Blonde” as the 
canoes push onward. They have hail 
some very hard paddling, encount 
ering six foot waves on the rough 
and very cold Lake Superior 
stretch.

They will have a buffalo meat bar- 
becue as a part of the ceremony 
for the crew to celebrate journey’s 
end. 

Getting into shape for the journ- 
ey, Trip spent the month of July 
visiting his grandparents in Maine, 
the Earle Spencers of Kennebunk- 
port, where he worked out on the 
water and on the tennis courts, 
winning the Kennebunk Beach Im- 
provement Association’s Junior 
tennis tournament. He will head 
for home on September 5 from 
Montreal, this time by car, and he 
will put aside his colorful voyag- 
eur’s wardrobe for more formal 
attire. His last journey of the sea- 
son will he to Concord, New Hamp- 
shire where he will enter St. Paul’s 
School in Mid-September.

Offered as a free public service 
to this area, by the New England 
Memorial Hospital, the Five-Day 
Plan discusses such topics as physi- 
cal effects of smoking, exercises in 
strengthening will-power, and how 
you can weaken your physical crav- 
ing for tobacco. Smoking is a com- 
plex neuromuscular habit which 
millions of people seem unable to 
break; therefore, they require a 
controlled program to successfully 
‘kick’ the habit. 

A statement by former U.S. 
Surgeon General, Leroy Burney, 
says, “In the light of studies it is 
clear that there is an increasing 
body of evidence that excessive 
igarette smoking is one of the 
causative factors in lung cancer.” 
Many independent studies thus 
have confirmed, beyond reasonable 
doubt, that there is a high degree 
of statistical association between 
lung cancer and heavy prolonged 
igarette smoking,” he added. 

Estimates of the American Can- 
cer Society reveal that a man who 
smokes two packs of cigarettes a 
day has one chance in ten of tie 
veloping lung cancer during his 
lifetime, compared with one chance 
in 270 for the nonsmoker. 

For those smokers in this area 
who wish to stop smoking, these 
free group- therapy sessions of the 
Five-Day Plan to Stop Smoking 
may be just the aid they have been 
looking for.

Stairway Safety 

Favorite booby trap in the home 
is the stairway, reports the In- 
stitute for Safer Living. While 
other rooms and other parts of the 
home provide the settings for a 
greater number of home accidents 
each year, stairway mishaps are 
among the most dangerous, for 
they are more likely to he violent 
in nature, more likely to produce 
a serious injury, or result in death 

The Institute for Safer Living 
of the American Mutual Liability 
Insurance Company reports that 
four vital keys to fewer accidents 
in your home are: Safe stairway 
construction; good stairway house- 
keeping; adequate stairway light- 
ing; alert, sensible stairway usage. 

A few basic rules for using stair- 
ways safely are: 

1. Never run or hurry up or 
downstairs. 

2. Always keep your eyes on the 
steps just ahead of you. Never car- 
ry anything in such a way that 
your vision is obstructed. 

3. When carrying bundles, pack- 
ages or other objects, always leave 
one hand free to grasp the rail. 

4. Always take one step at 
time. 

5. Always think of what you are 
doing. Inattention may cause you 
to miss the timing of your steps. 

6. Remember that it is as easy 
to fall going upstairs as down, by 
stumbling, by hooking the toes on 
the edge of treads, and in other 
ways. 

7. Never allow small children 
to play at the head of or on stair 
ways. 

8. Always assist the aged when 
they use the stairs. 

9. Be sure that stairways are 
lighted when used at night or on 
dark days.

Police Chief Joseph J. Derro, to- 
day notes a recent addition to the 
State’s Anti-Litter Law, pertaining 
to rubbish disposal on waterways 
as follows: 

Chapter 110, an act prohibiting 
the disposal of garbage and refuse 
in coastal or inland waters became 
law on April 5, 1967. 

Section 16 of Chapter 270 of the 
General Law now reads: 

“Section 16. Whoever, in dispos- 
ing of garbage, refuse, bottles, cans 
or rubbish on a public highway or 
within twenty yards thereof, or in 
coastal or inland waters, whether 
salt water or fresh water, or with 
in twenty yards of such waters, 
or on private property, without per- 
mission, commits a nuisance there- 
by, shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than fifty dollars. If a 
motor vehicle is used in commit- 
ting such nuisance a conviction un- 
der this section shall forthwith be 
reported by the court to the regis- 
tra of motor vehicles, and the 
registrar may suspend the license 
of the operator of such vehicle for 
no tmore than thirty days, and if 
it appears from the records of the 
registrar of motor vehicles that the 
person so convicted is the owner of 
the motor vehicle so used, the regis- 
trar may suspend the certificate or 
registration of said vehicle for 
thirty days.” 

Note: Words in bold face were 
added by Chapter 116 of the Acts 
of 1967. 


Mrs . Flaherty 
Sees Flooding 
In Fairbanks 

For at least one Winchester resi- 
dent Fairbanks, Alaska’s recent 
disastrous flood carried an impact 
considerably greater than that con- 
veyed by a newspaper headline. The 
flooding caught Mrs. Flaherty, of 
348 Washington Street, as she 
visited with her daughter and son- 
in-law, Major and Mrs. Robert E. 
Kleber, who are stationed at Ft. 
Wainwright in Fairbanks. 

Mrs. Flaherty, who returned here 
safely last week, has managed to 
piece together her memories of the 
experience which started on Au- 
gust 9, just three days after she 
began her visit with the Klebers 
and their three children, Mark, 
Laurian, and Leslie. 

She recalls that the rains came 
on Wednesday, August 9 and con- 
tinued through the 12th when they 
stopped for a while. Then the down- 
pour began again lasting all day 
Monday. On Tuesday, August 15 
the rain ended — but the flooding 
had already begun. 

Mrs. Flaherty reports that in her 
daughter’s basement the water rose 
seven feet until it was just three 
steps short of the kitchen. Sanita- 
tion, lighting, and most contact 
with the outside world ceased. 
Transportation without boats, 
heavy buses, or trucks was im- 
possible. 

Though the Kleber’s started 
packing supplies to leave, they 
were fortunate in not being forced 
to evacuate. They did lose their 
washing machine and other base- 
ment appliances as well as winter 
clothes in storage. Mrs. Flaherty, 
the wife of the late John J. Flaher- 
ty, commented that throughout the 
disaster people remained calm. 

The Kleber’s did finally come into 
outside contact through a transist- 
or radio, and on the army base 
supplies and fresh water were 
brought to those in need each day. 
But on the day of Mrs. Flaherty’s 
departure the water had receded 
only slightly. 

Though conditions at Ft. Wain- 
wright were quite serious, she ex- 
perienced the worst view of the 
tragedy coming from the army 
base to the airport in an army bus 
for her flight home. On her ride 
through the city she viewed hous- 
es split in two and trailer trucks 
covered with water. 

Mrs. Flaherty’s trip to Alaska 
was her first, and as she pointed 
out, quite possibly her last. Her 
daughter, the former Ruth Marie 
Flaherty, and Major Kleber, form- 
erly of Oxford Street, have lived 
in Alaska for more than two years.

This Fall, the number of young 
people in this area who are going 
to college is greater than ever. 

And, at the same time, for their 
parents, college costs will be at a 
peak. 

In some families, ns a matter of 
fact, the cost of sending their child- 
ren to college for four years will 
turn out to he the largest cash in- 
vestment they will ever make. 

Especially is this true in families 
with two or three college-hound 
youngsters. 

For them, the tuition bills alone 
will probably add up to more than 
hey spend for their homes. 

Data on the number of college 
students and the costs involved are 
msed upon surveys by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
Welfare and by others. 

They indicate that no less than 
6,400,000 are now attending colleges 
throughout the United States, as 
against only 2,935,000 in 1960. 

Middlesex County’s college con 
tingent will total 51,960 this semes- 
ter, it is estimated. This compares 
with approximately 24,400 in the 
local area who were going to col- 
lege in 1960. 

How much they will have to pay 
will depend upon where they are 
going. The range is wide. 

The average outlay, just for tui- 
tion and registration fees, is about 
$2,100 at a private college, accord 
ing to government figures. At a 
publicly-supported institution, they 
average a little more than $1,000 at 
the present time. 

If half of the 51,960 local stu 
dents go to the private colleges and 
the other half to public ones, the 
annual cost will be approximately 
$80,538,000. 

But that’s not the whole story 
There are also the outlays fo 
hooks and supplies, for clothes, for 
hoard and lodging, for transporta- 
tion and many more. 

Taking everything into consider 
ation, the total cost for a year at 
private college is given as $3,200 
on average, and at a public college 
$1,800. 

For a family that will be pro 
viding three children with four 
year college educations, close 
$38,400 will be needed if they go to 
private institutions and about $21 
600 at publicly-supported colleges, 
the government report shows. 

Thanks to rising incomes in Mid 
dlesex County, more local families 
are now able to handle the financial 
burden of children at college.

Should you yield your legal 
right-of-way or crash? 


Sounds like a silly question, 
but it isn’t. It’s a question that 
you may have to answer — in a 
hurry! 




Football is a rough contact sport 
and inevitably will produce its full 
quota of bumps and bruises, 
sprains, cuts and gashes. Most of 
these aren’t serious and the lads 
concerned are back in the game 
shortly. 

A thorough medical examination 
is highly important for boys pre- 
paring to go out for football to 
make certain that a lad has no phy- 
sical conditions before he begins 
the rigorous training and hard 
knocks of the game. 

Proper physical conditioning 
hardens the body and increases re- 
sistance to fatigue, thus helping to 
prevent injury. A minimum of 
three weeks of conditioning are re- 
commended prior to the first game 
of the season. Coaches and physi- 
cians are alert to the fact that 
many injuries occur when the play- 
er is tiring and thus less alert. 

Careful coaching enables the 
players to perform better and thus 
become less prone to injury. Good 
officiating makes for better games 
and also helps to protect players. 
Proper equipment and facilities al- 
so are important to reduce injuries. 
Good first aid procedures and medi- 
cal care, with a physician readily 
available for practice drills and on 
the bench during games, are major 
factors in cutting down on serious 
injuries. 

Precautions against the extreme 
heat of early season days also are 
important. Many coaches are now 
scheduling the hot weather work- 
outs in early morning and late af- 
ternoon to avoid the heat of the 
day. The old rule against drinking 
water during drills and games has 
long since been proved invalid and 
dangerous. Water and salt is neces- 
sary to replace fluids lost through 
copious sweating. 

If your hoy is playing on an or- 
ganized team, the chances are good 
that all of these safeguards are ob- 
served. If most of his playing is 
done on a vacant lot in the after- 
noons and on Saturdays, it becomes 
the parents’ responsibility to see 
that the player has the benefit of 
the safe guarding principles.

Net Worth: $31,000 
For Area Families 

. What is the net worth, at the 
present time of the average Mid- 
dlesex County family? 

What assets has it accumulated 
in the form of cash savings, in- 
surance, equity in its home, auto" 
mobile, jewelry, household equip- 
ment, pension reserves, invest- 
ments and the like? 

Most families have only a vague 
idea of how much they are worth. 
They have never taken the trouble 
to figure out where they stand. 
Their concern has been of a more 
immediate nature — weekly income, 
food bills, taxes, payments on the 
car, mortgage debt and such. 

Were they to take stock of what 
they own, they would probably dis- 
cover that they are richer than 
they imagined. 

Some guidance for them is pro- 
vided in national studies of con- 
sumer finances, conducted by the 
Federal Reserve Board and others 
They show that there is a direct 
relationship between income and 
net worth. Families with very low 
incomes have been able to accumu- 
late very little, while those in the 
upper brackets have assets equal to 
several times their annual income. 

Applying the national yardstick 
to Middlesex County and to the 
earnings levels in its area, the in 
dicated net worth of the average 
local family figures out to be ap- 
proximately $81,000. Elsewhere in 
the United States, by comparison, 
net worth is $19,600 per family 
and, in the State of Massachusetts, 
$22,500. 

The amount quoted relates to the 
so-called “average” family. For 
those in the local area in other in 
come brackets, the estimates are 
as follows: income of $5,000 to 
$7,500, assets of $13,200; income of 
$7,500 to $10,000, assets of $19,100 
and income of $10,000 to $15,000, 
assets of $28,000. 

For the population of Middlesex 
County as a whole, it adds up to a 
total net worth of $11,630,351,000. 

Taken into account is the market 
value of all housing, furniture, 
clothing, cars and other equipment, 
bank accounts, the cash value of in- 
surance policies, pension plans 
business interests and security in- 
vestments. 

Offsets are bank loans, install- 
ment debt, mortgage obligations 
and all other accounts payable.

New Teachers 
Visit Library 

To help insure the best use of 
library resources for students, the 
orientation program for new 
teachers in the Winchester school 
system included for the first time 
a tour of the Town Library facili- 
ties with talks by the librarians. 

Initialed at the suggestion of 
head librarian, Mrs. Leila-Jane 
Roberts, the library orientation 
came as part of an effort to co- 
ordinate Town and school facili- 
ties. 

Mrs. Roberts, Mrs. Eleanor Sir- 
rine, reference librarian, and Mrs. 
Katrine Laban, young adult li- 
brarian, all spoke with the sec- 
ondary school teachers, while Mrs. 
Dorothy Comfort talked with the 
elementary instructors. During 
the meetings teachers heard ex- 
planations of the services offered 
by the library and the best pro- 
cedures to follow for insuring 
good service. 

Following the introductory talks 
teachers browsed throughout the 
library and met informally with 
staff members. 

Though orientation days for 
new teachers were last Thursday 
and Friday, the program to intro- 
duce them to the school system 
facilities will continue throughout 
the early weeks of school with in- 
service workshops. Subjects will 
encompass instructional aids, 
counselling, and educational spe- 
cialities. 

To enable new teachers to meet 
principals and department heads 
and to prepare instructional ma- 
terials before classes start, the 
orientation committee decided this 
year to schedule the workshops 
over several weeks instead of hav- 
ing numerous meetings in just 
two days before school opens.

Mr. Connelly started his work for 
the Town in 1956, with the High- 
way Department, and since April, 
1961, has been crane operator at 
the incinerator. He lives here with 
his wife, and the couple are par- 
ents of five children. 

In addition the Selectmen were 
also officially advised of the ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Pauline J. Ce- 
rulli, of 81 Irving Street, as tem- 
porary clerk in the highway and 
engineering office. 

They also granted a license for 
a teenage dance to be held at the 
Town Ilall, September 16 spon- 
sored by the Jaycees; and they 
accepted an official report from 
the Police Department on three 
recent accidents in which cruising 
cars have been involved. 

Mr. Marchesi’s request for a 
variance from the “Lord’s Day” 
ruling was voted down unani- 
mously after discussion, for the 
third time this summer, of prob- 
lems involved. The Board, in their 
letter to Mr. Marchesi, is advising 
Mr. Marchesi of his right to take 
this ruling over their heads to the 
Town Meeting.

Dump Permits 
Are Due Now 

There are only four more refuse 
disposal Saturday dates for the 
procurement of permits at the in- 
cinerator area entrance by those 
accustomed to visiting the area on 
the week-end. The Board of 
Health permits expired on Sep- 
tember 1 and renewal licenses 
must he procured to use the area 
for the disposal of refuse, etc. 

For the convenience of local res- 
idents, the Board of Health has 
had an employee stationed at the 
incinerator gate entrance on Sat- 
urdays since August 26 for the 
distribution of the necessary per- 
mits to be procured at the incin- 
erator location. Saturday is the 
final date for the special conven- 
ience available for local residents. 

Permits may be procured at any 
time at the Board of Health office 
at the Town Hall during the reg- 
ular daily hours of municipal 
business. Last year a total of 2037 
refuse disposal permits were is- 
sued at the Town Hall office, plus 
the eight Saturdays in August 
and September at the incinerator. 
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Dr. Richard M. Alt. of 7 Pine 
Street, recent director of research

Alt is a former president of the 
League of Women Voters, a mem- 
ber of the Unitarian Church 
Standing Committee, and active 
in many other civic capacities. 

Before joining New England 
Life in July, 1956, Dr. Alt, while 
an economist on the Arthur D. 
Little staff, worked in Egypt and 
Latin America. In 1958 he was 
U.S. Representative in the Bang- 
kok Economic Conference. A na- 
tive of Seattle, Washington, he is 
a graduate of Harvard College 
and holds a doctorate from the 
Harvard Business School. Before 
joining the business world, he ser- 
ved the faculties of Princeton, 
Northwestern, and Johns Hop- 
kins as a professor in marketing 
economics. 

Just a few years ago Dr. Alt 
started a company report on his 
Bangkok Conference work in this 

way: 

“One evening last summer, as I 
joined my children at the tele- 
vision. Channel 5 was putting on 
a fascinating show about daily 
life in Thailand. Elephants were 
marching across the screen trund- 
ling teak logs much as tractors 
would in our country. River folk 
were rhythmically sculling small 
boats laden with produce — as well 
as with children and household 
equipment.

The carpeting for Tufts was 
done under a contract separated 
from that of the architectural 
firm of Crimp, prown and Fisher, 
appointed this summer to be the 
architects for the new high school 
also. It was made by the Perma- 
nent Building Committtee direct- 
ly with the International Hotel 
Supply Corporation in the late 
spring. 

Tufts has been in operation this 
summer with a special learning 
laboratory program being carried 
on. Carpeting was scheduled to 
start on August 15 and did start 
about then. However, shortly it 
was discovered that the rolls of 
warm-toned brown and huff, tight- 
ly looped synthetic rugging had 
either come off the machines im- 
perfectly or had been damaged in 
storage and transport, for there 
were humps along the edges and 
they would not lie flat. 

This necessitated cutting from 
each roll to the point of exactly 
right material, and there then en- 
sued a discussion as to who was 
responsible and would pay for the 
extra material, International Sup- 
ply, or its manufacturer. This in 
turn led to a work stoppage, and 
complete delay. 

Meanwhile, according to Rich- 
ard Young, the school’s new prin- 
cipal, school furniture orders had 
to be held up — for as of last week 
the non-carpeted school areas 
were overflowing with furniture 
and could hold no more. 

Smoothest Ever 

William F. Clark, in his first 
year as acting superintendent of 
the Winchester Schools, but a vet- 
eran of many years at Newton 
and three years here as assistant 
superintendent, was philosophical 
about the delay. 

The new building was ready for 
carpeting in May, and construc- 
tion from the beginning had gone 
along very smoothly. School offi- 
cials and Building Committee 
were expecting a relatively easy 
opening. 

Asked about the openings of 
the Town’s other 10 schools, Mr. 
Clark answered promptly, “It’s 
the smoothest opening I’ve seen 
yet. I don’t know what it accounts 
to.” 

On the general subject of car- 
peting, Mr. Clark has told the 
Star that for the past few years 
an increasing number of new 
schools have had classrooms and 
library floors surfaced with car- 
peting. “The cleaning problems 
formerly associated with carpeted 
floors have now been minimized as 
the result of the development of 
soil and stain resistant synthetic 
fibres,” said Mr. Clark, “and stud- 
ies of the cost of upkeep indicate 
that carpeted floors are no more 
expensive to maintain than or- 
dinary tile floors. 

“A substantial fringe benefit is 
the reduction of noise, a vitally 
important factor in the Tufts 
School where groups of six class- 
rooms are arranged in a cluster 
without any intervening parti- 
tions separating them,” he con- 
tinued. “This arrangement would 
create a virtually impossible noise 
situation with tile floors. Other 
benefits lie in the reduction of 
heating loss through the floors 
and the reduction of the time lag 
in bringing classrooms up to tem- 
perature,” he concluded.

Do Fence Me In 


Pick your Monday night meeting at the Town 
Hall and he it Selectmen, Planning, Health, or Build- 
ing Committees, before it is over it will hrfve conic to 
grips with some problem which relates to the Aber- 
jona River. 

Poor Aberjona. Once a thing of beauty and a com- 
mercial asset, now a nuisance to “civilization.” It 
doesn’t know from one day to another whether it’s 
to be fenced, dredged, put into a culvert, or be the 
recipient of a loose fire engine or police car. 

The most immediate and costly problem attributed 
to it is that which arises from the fact that because it 
hasn't been properly fenced from Cross Street in and 


around the new Tufts School, the Town must pay 
$33 dollars a day for busing a group of children to 
school until it is. 

It is hard to pin the blame for this omission. 
Schools, School Building Committee, Park Depart- 
ment are involved— with, apparently, the Selectmen 
trying along the way to prod the action. It has been 
described to us as just another example of the in- 
efficiency of our disjointed, unadministered Town 
Committee Government, a necessary price we pay 
when as a big town we hold on to the ways of a little 
one. On the surface it appears a plain stupid waste of 
money. 


That Ain’t No Lady — 
That’s My Daughter 


The old adage that no young lady show her ankle 
translated into contemporary usage would leave us 
wondering how politely to define just what it is the 
modern young lady would not show. 

Tuesday was a festive day in the center— the town 
was bursting with the feeling peculiar to this time of 
year, the gaiety of young people everywhere, hailing 
each other, shopping together for fall. It was hot and 
summery and as we carefully picked our way through 
a bit of melting gum on the sidewalk, we noted that 
albeit sandaled, our feet were definitely out of it— 
for they were stockinged and shod. About three 
fourths of the young ladies downtown were barefoot. 
Pretty, bright looking, friendly, in their best minis or 
shorts, be-earringed— and barefoot. 

“For goodness sakes, dear, get your slippers on,” 
our mother used to reprimand if we came to break- 
fast without them. And remembering, we began to 
suppose that it’s really just another step to go bare- 
foot anywhere— no matter how repugnant it may 
seem to those of us of the middle and oldest gener- 
ations. 


Last week we noted reports that many high schools 
are defining explicit school dress regulations and/or 
restrictions. Pity the poor school administrator who 
must decide the “too short” of a mini, what is “in 
good taste” and what is not, given today’s wild styles. 
And how does he decide what is “provocative” and 
what is not. since the same garment worn by two 
different girls might have an exactly opposite effect. 

We think that unless a school adopts a uniform, or 
decides to ask its young people to dress as though 
they were going to an office job— and much is to be 
said for each theory— that the less said the better. 
And we think that WHS, as today reported, lias 
done about as well as a school can which does not 
intend entirely to take over the jurisdiction of this 
matter from the home. 

Give today’s young people a few years and they’ll 
probably find a good happy medium between the 
Madison gray flannel suit and the garbs of Haight- 
Ashbury in San Francisco. And if that time comes, the 
rest of us will go to the office more comfortably 
dressed and take the whole thing for granted. 


More From Professor Keeton 


Editor of the Star: 

Mr. Wallwork’s editorial column comment in the 
August 31 issue of the Star, in describing Governor 
Volpe’s proposal concerning uninsured motorists, says: 
“Those who do not purchase insurance will pay $25, 
when they register their car, into the Unsatisfied 
Judgment Fund. Those who buy insurance will pay 
$1 into the fund (this is contrary to Professor Kee- 
ton’s statement in the Star last week) ... A claim 
against an uninsured motorist (if he cannot pay it) 
is paid by the Fund . . 

I did not and do not dispute the point that those 
who buy insurance will pay $1 each into the state 
fund. The point I was making, perhaps too cryptical- 
ly, is that insured motorists would bear a large part 
of the burden of paying for injuries caused by un- 
insured motorists. The $1 fee is small, but if an 
assessment is levied against insurance companies (a 
possibility to which Mr. Wallwork quite properly 
calls attention) , that too is paid indirectly by the 
policyholders, not by the uninsured motorists who 
ought to bear the cost. More important, however, is 
the fact that, in order to avoid the fund financing 
problems New Jersey has experienced, Governor 
Volpe’s proposal provides that if you are an insured 
motorist you cannot claim against the state fund. 
Rather, you must claim against your own insurance 
company under your own “uninsured motorist cov- 
erage.” Thus to make this coverage pay for itself, the 
company will charge you a premium many times as 
high as the $2 you pay for this coverage today. 

Mr. Wallwork also calls attention to the need lor 
extra coverages beyond Basic Protection. But extra 
coverages are needed today, also. With the hope of 
clarifying this point. I have prepared a chart show- 
ing the comparison for a Winchester policyholder in 
Glass 10 (non-business use, no young driver, commute 
less than 10 miles) , whose compulsory premium for 
1967 is 513.50. I bis example assumes a choice to 
carry increased limits for liability (to cover claims 
against you) of 525,000 per person and 550,000 per 
accident. II you carry higher limits, as perhaps you 
should, your savings under Basic Protection would 
be little greater than indicated in the chart because 
part of the higher protection is already automatically 
included for Basic Protection policyholders.

Most policyholders also have property damage cov- 
erages. They would cost the same under either sys- 
tem. 

The additional saving on the increased limits of 
coverage for claims made against you (liability 
claims) comes about because the Basic Protection 
policyholder automatically gets part of the increased 
limits of coverage. For example, he gets protection 
up to a maximum of SI 5,000 per person for claims 
against him (the first 55,000 of pain and suffering 
damages and the first $10,000 of all other damages) 
whereas present compulsory insurance gives protec- 
tion of only $5,000 per person.

JUST AROUND THE CORNER 

by Robert Bendiner 

In reading Just A round, the Corner by Robert Ben- 
diner my most vivid impression was “what a lot of 
colorful characters!” The most famous, of course, 
and the one likely to he remembered longest, was 
Franklin Roosevelt. A blueblood, a man of great per- 
sonal charm, handsome, an excellent speaker, FDR 
was at one and the same time the most loved and the 
most hated man in the United States. I can remem- 
ber as a teen-ager in his home country, Dutchess 
County, which was filled with Republican farmers 
and which I believe he did not carry until his fourth 
term, the mildest comments on “that adminis- 

tration” were hardly printable. That he was regarded 
otherwise by the majority of voters was obvious in 
his recurring landslide elections. 

“Eleanor” too, became almost at once a household 
word. First ladies up until then had been, as a rule, 
selfeflFacing, appearing only at public functions and 
were referred to sedately as Mrs. Hoover or Mrs. 
Coolidge. Mrs. Roosevelt had liberal ideas and did 
not hesitate to air them. Cartoons of “Eleanor” and 
her toothy smile soon became well-known all over the 
world. 

There are others still famous - or notorious - after 
thirty years. Huey Long, the self-styled “Kingfish” 
of Louisiana, a demagogue with high aspirations, is 
the subject of many books. He even wrote one him- 
self, a work of fiction called MY FIRST DAYS IN 
THE WHITE HOUSE , in which all his old enemies 
appear in less than complimentary light. This fan- 
tasy winds up with Huey going on a train journey 
through his realm and being greeted everywhere 
with prolonged cheers. Before this touching scene 
had a chance to take place, Huey Long was shot 
down on the steps of his own Louisiana capitol. 

Another picturesque figure we still remember is 
John L. Lewis of the bushy eyebrows, president of 
the CIO, who had a highly developed sense of the 
dramatic and who probably would have made a 
great Shakespearean actor. He stepped down from 
his powerful CIO post after vowing to do so if Roos- 
evelt was elected. 

Another theatrical personage was Fiorella La 
Guardia, the Little Flower, mayor of New York 
City. A flamboyant figure, short and squat he was 
officially a Republican but he and his party did not 
always see eye to eye. After becoming mayor he an- 
nounced, “My first qualification for this great office 
is my monumental ingratitude.” And he proved it by 
ignoring bids for patronage. 

This was the decade of the Great Depression 
and some of the people Robert Bendiner writes 
about were those who had plans for bringing it 
to a close by tinkering with the national economy. 
Among the most widely followed were Father 
Coughlin, who ranted and raved, blew hot and 

cold about the New Deal and developed a high 
following for his weekly radio program, and 

Doctor Townsend who formulated the Townsend 
Plan which seemed to many to be the answer to 
all their problems. It was supposed to put money 
into circulation by paying two hundred dollars 
a month to every unemployed man and woman 
over sixty in the United States with the stip- 

ulation that it all be spent. It sounded wonderful 
but certain spoil-sports soon came up with the 
sad fact that it would cost the government more 
than half of its national income and soon tax 

everybody into an even worse condition of pov- 
erty. 

Father Divine had another kind of cure for 
the ills of society. He presided over several 
“heavens” and was literally regarded as God by 
his numerous following of negro and white “an- 
gels.” You cquld get a chicken dinner with all 
the fixings, ana make a contribution if you wish- 
ed. His motto was, “Peace, it’s wonderful.” A- 
cross the Hudson opposite Roosevelt’s Hyde Park 
estate ‘Peace’ was pasted in large letters on the 
rocks. It was the location of the major heaven 
and had been sold to Father Divine by a disgrun- 
tled Republican. It was supposed to embarrass 
the president but I never heard that it did. 

This is only a sample of Bendiner’s JUST 
AROUND THE CORNER. For those who didn’t 
remember, or weren’t there, ivhat was just around 
the corner? Prosperity.

Mother Details Walking Dangers; 
Asks Schoolwide Lunch Program 


Editor of the Stnr: 

We live just about a mile from 
the new Tufts Hoad School. Recent- 
ly two of my children and I walk- 
ed to the school by way of Swan- 
ton Street, the suggested route for 
children in the Loring Avenue area. 
My children are six and seven years 
old. Just the trip going down ex- 
hausted us. 

Although the busing limit has 
been lessened from one and one- 
half miles to one mile it still does- 
n’t affect the children walking this 
route because never before have 
elementary children had to walk all 
Swanton Street to any grammar 
school — therefore, there can be no 
test or statement that these child- 
ren are better off with this new one 
mile limit idea. 

Yes, Swanton Street is heavily 
travelled, just as Highland Avenue 
and Main Street. Yes, Swanton 
Street has its long and high hills 
just as High Street and Johnson 
Road. But where else in this Town 
of Winchester does a grammar 
school child, especially the first few 
grades, have to contend with a 
small hospital just some 15 feet off 
the routed sidewalk; or an 80 ft. 
apartment building with some 300 
apartments and “yea” many cars 
dashing in and out; a Salvage Com- 
pany surrounded with a six foot 
stockade fence along the sidewalk 
making it mandatory for a truck to 
pull onto the sidewalk in order to 
see pedestrians. Add a trucking 
concern, a machine shop, a National 
Barrel Company, a Fuel Company, 
an Electronics Company, the In- 
cinerator (which the whole town 
is familiar with its traffic and haz-

ards); the parking lot adjacent to 
the sidewalk*; 50 ft. or larger trail- 
er trucks used by two of these con- 
cerns and some of which carry fuel 
— all of this within one block on the 
approved route. 

Can you imagine these young 
children passing these hazards not 
just early morning and afternoon, 
but twice again in the noon hour? 
Add a snow storm or icy pave- 
ments. It portrays a much more 
hazardous picture than last week’s 
Star noted, or than the School 
Committee cares to acknowledge. 

What would the School Commit- 
tee know of this route when they 
refuse to “walk” this distance on 
Swanton Street themselves? It’s 
very safe and easy and not tiring 
in the least if one “rides” in a car 
to meter the distance from the 
Tufts Road School to the Coring 
Avenue area; and yet it has been 
suggested that we parents use our 
“energy’* to see to it that our 
children are taught the dangers 
and hazards of this walk to school, 
and that we should make this walk 
with them until they have learned 
about these dangers. We are en- 
couraged to put our “effort” in 
keeping our children safe, rather 
than commenting or bringing to 
the attention of the authorities the 
hazards of this route. 

Let it be known now — before the 
horse does get out of the barn, that 
we parents are greatly concerned 
With the safety of our children and 
disagree wholeheartedly with the 
School Committee on this approved 
route. We suggest that another 
pathway or roadway be devised 
(maybe Lochwan Street) before 
any child meets with an unfavor- 
able or fatal accident. 

Will things be as usual — and 
close the barn door after the horse 
has gone, when minds could rest' 
easier for the sake of a few more 
children taking their box lunches 
and avoid these dangers at least 
two out of a possible four times 
a day, and sit down beside their 
bused classmates who will eat their 
lunch at school regardless of other 
existing problems? 

Let’s think common* sense, tax- 
payers. Wouldn’t it be cheaper in 
I the long run to lengthen the walk- 
ing distance to one and one-half 
miles again and eliminate the use 
of a few buses which cost $6,000 a 
school year for one bus alone? 

Maybe it’s time to be like the 
surrounding towns and have a box 
lunch, single-session day. Even an 
optional box lunch program is feas- 
ible. It’s unfortunate that the rea- 
son 56 children from the Loring 
area are refused lunch facilities 
similar to their 150 bused class- 
mates is that the School Committee 
feels it would show favoritism to 
one area ond not include the other 
elementary schools. Apparently a 
school lunch program had come up 
before and was efficiently buried 
among other “headaches” to be 
taken into consideration at a later 
date. Evidently it’s not sufficient

Built for Defense 

The Alaska Highway was hastily 
built as a military road in — 
The United States was anxious to 
have a defensible route to Alaska 
in case Japan threatened the sea 
lanes. 

Some 10,000 United States Army 
Engineers and 6,000 American and 
Canadian civilians completed the 
wilderness route in record time 
eight months. 

The pioneer highway stands as 
one of the great engineering teats 
of the century. Builders blazed a 
24-foot-wide roadbed through mus- 
keg, mud, primeval forest, glacial 
waterways, and stark mountains. 
They had to bridge 20 streams. 

Posters in hiring halls gave fair 
warning to prospective employees: 
“THIS IS NO PICNIC! Men hired 
for this job will bo required to 
work and live under the most ex- 
treme conditions imaginable. Temp- 
eratures will range from 90 de- 
grees above zero to 70 degrees be- 
low zero. Men will have to tight 
swamps, rivers, iee, and cold. Mos- 
quitoes, flies, and gnats will not 
only be annoying but will cause 
bodily harm.” 

The hordes of mosquitoes forced 
workers to wear net hoods and 
gloves day and night. Dust was 
so thick that some needed respir- 
ators to breathe; sub-zero weather 
ruined equipment, froze gas lines, 
even made steel less elastic so that 
caterpilar treads snapped. 

One sergeant lived to tell about 
a hand-to-hand battle with a griz- 
zly bear in the middle of a river. 

There were, however, light mo- 
ments. A pet moose lived with one 
company until he invaded the kitch- 
en and gobbled five pounds of de- 
hydrated eggs. His death confirmed 
the men’s suspicions of those eggs.

To continue on the subject of 
dross. Dr. Niblock has released to 
the Star an open letter to parents.

Dr. Niblock together with Ed- 
ward Burns and Vincent Laroeco, 
assistant principals, and teaching 
staff, have agreed instead upon a 
set of guidelines for parents, as 
follows: 


“Much has been said, and 
doubtless much more will he said, 
on the subject of student dress 
and appearance. 


“Traditionally, standards here 
have been set by parents for their 
own students. This is as it should 
be. hut current dress styles are 
such as to suggest that good taste 
is in jeopardy. The schools must 
have the right to decide what is 
inappropriate for school wear be- 
cause it is exhibitionistic, dis- 
tracting, or otherwise objection- 
able. 


“We believe that young people 
are capable of making proper 
judgments on their personal ap- 
pearance once they understand 
that guidelines are reasonable and 
designed to help them. As parents 
and school officials we have a 
joint responsibility to place limits 
on extremes, but within these 
limits to permit young people to 
learn good taste with our help. 


“You should encourage your 
student to dress appropriately 
with clothing that is neither un- 
duly short nor tight. Dress or ap- 
pearance should not he distract- 
ing or otherwise designed to at- 
tract undue attention. The Stu- 
dent Handbook continues to carry 
the following specific prohibitions 
and we do not wish to embarass 
either you or your son or daugh- 
ter by calling specific attention to 
these matters. (1) Clothes which 
are excessively tight or short or 
otherwise not in good taste. (2) 
Dungarees, T-shirts, and shorts.

Insurance Co. 

Is Seeking 
Unknown Heirs 

Finding people to pay them 
money can be a tough job. 

At least when they’re eligible 
for life insurance benefits — and 
don’t know it. 

It happens, reports Aetna Life & 
Casualty, a major life insurer. And 
when it does, Aetna begins a search 
for the rightful recipient that may 
stretch across North America and 
reach overseas, even behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

The search may take days or 
decades. It may involve tracing 
family trees, checking cemetery 
headstones, or engaging interpret- 
ers and private investigation agen- 
cies. At stake may be a few dollars 
or a few thousand. 

While such cases are relatively 
rare, they usually arise when: An 
old paid-up policy is forgotten by 
everyone, except Aetna; a policy- 
holder dies and the company is not 
notified; a policyholder lives so 
long the policy’s face value becomes 
payable, or the beneficiary is dead, 
unknown, or missing. 

In one search for a policyholder, 
a Baltimore claim representative 
found himself visiting cemeteries, 
a long-shot last chance in a there- 
tofore vain effort. The claim man 
meticulously scanned hundreds of 
headstones and finally found the 
one he was looking for. The policy- 
holder had been dead for 20 years. 

The next step was to locate the 
next of kin, to whom the money 
now belonged. This appeared hope- 
less because there was no record of 
any relatives and the cemetery at- 
tendant said he had not seen any 
visitors at the grave. 

But two weeks later the attend- 
ant telephoned excitedly. A Georgia 
woman had just been at the ceme- 
tery, identifying herself as the pol- 
icyholder’s daughter. Aetna verified 
her story and paid her. 

Other Countries 

Searches for beneficiaries living 
in other countries breed their own 
set of circumstances — and a moun- 
tain of correspondence. They usual- 
ly occur when a U.S. immigrant 
dies and his beneficiary lives in his 
native country. 

Until World War II, Aetna had 
paid claims in every country of the 
world. But the lack of investigative 
sources in developing African na 
tions and changed political struc 
tures have hampered some efforts. 
In a few instances, beneficiaries 
have not responded apparently be- 
cause they’re hiding for political 
reasons. In one case, Aetna wrote 
to a beneficiary in Poland. He re- 
sponded from Italy — 18 years later. 

Successful searches, here or 
abroad, usually find surprised, and 
happy, recipients on the other end. 
There are exceptions. 

Like the woman recluse who re- 
fused a $(>,900 endowment check 
She said she was afraid to take the 
money because she might be robbed. 


Smoking: 
i “Man-Made 
Epidemic” 


“The Smoking Spiral,” one of the 
hardest hitting of all N.E.T. Jour- 
nal documentaries, will be repeated 
by Channel 2 Monday, September 
11 at 9:00 p.m. (repeat Saturday, 
September 10, 8:00 p.m.). 

Anticipating recent findings by 
the U.S. Public Health Service, the 
program will be. aired the same day 
the World Conftuonre on Smoking 
and Health convenes in New York 
City. 

The program records a single 
day in the lives of two afflicted 
Smokers — an emphysema victim in 
San Diego and an Englishman with 
chronic bronchitis. Interviews with 
tobacco industry spokesmen and 
others provide a grim counterpoint 
to what the film calls the “man- 
made epidemic.”

McCutchen; A. H. Perlmutter was 
executive producer.

As the school bolls begin to ring 
again be an old-fashioned parent 
and dust off that rule “Stop, Look 
and Liston.”

period. 

The program is under the direc- 
tion of Walter E. Kloss, and he is 
assisted by local physicians who 
lecture on the medical aspects of 
tobacco smoke.

Before Firing 

This article is aimed directly at 
the hundreds of thousands of hunt- 
ers who are taking to the fields 
ind woods this fall in search of 
game — 

Before you pull the trigger, 
know what you’re firing at. 

Sporting arms, from a single- 
shot .22 calibre rifle to a heavy 
big game weapon to a fast-shoot- 
ing automatic scattergun, are de- 
signed to kill birds and animals. 
They also can kill or wound hu- 
mans. 

Each fall several hundred hunt- 
•rs return from fall outings via 
hearse. Thousands of others return 
with a load of bird shot or a rifle 
bullet to he dug out. Behind almost 
every hunting accident is one 
cause: carelessness. The hunter 

who blazes away at everything that 
moves runs a big risk of bagging a 
fellow Hunter. 

Never cross over or through a 
fence or climb a tree with a loaded 
gun. It might fall and discharge. 
Unload first and reload after cross- 
ing. Don’t shoot at a hard, flat sur- 
face. Ricochetting bullets can carry 
long distances with killing power. 

Even a small bore rifle has con- 
siderable range. Know where your 
bullet will stop before pulling the 
trigger. 

Keep guns away from children. 
Never leave a weapon unattended 
without unloading it. Store guns 
and ammunition beyond reach of 
youngsters, preferably under lock 
and key. 

Always carry a gun so that you 
can control the direction of the 
muzzle even if you stumble. Keep 
the safety catch on until ready to 
shoot. Always be sure the barrel 
is clear of obstructions. A barrel 
clogged with mud or snow may 
burst.

Bill To Educate 
The Disturbed 
Due Before Senate 


“Johnny cannot go to school 
too many Massachusetts cities and 
towns, this September, because 
is emotionally unstable or mentally 
ill; Although it is his birthright he 
will be denied public education un- 
less the General Court acts now to 
help Johny and thousands like 
him,” said Irving H. Chase, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion for Mental Health. 

‘‘Only forty cities and towns out 
of 351 in our Commonwealth are 
providing special classes for John- 
ny and other mentally ill children, 
despite permissive legislation pass- 
ed several years ago,” Mr. Chase 
noted. ‘*Yet today federal funds are 
available to pay half the cost for 
educating every mentally ill child 
able to attend special classes, 
thanks to the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Education Act of 1965. It 
is up to the General Court and to 
the school districts to act now.” 
H.4827, passed without a dis- 
senting vote by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, has been held up in 
the Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. This bill would require the 
cities and towns to provide special 
classes where these children can 
learn to read, write and do arith- 
metic. 

The alternative is a generation 
of new backward patients in state 
institutions, according to Mr. Chase. 
Psychiatric help alone cannot cure 
these youngsters if they grow up 
illiterate and lacking the basic 
learning tools to get a job, marry 
and raise a family in minimum 
health and decency. 

House 4827 was scheduled to 
come back before the Senate this 
week Tuesday. The Mass Associa- 
tion for Mental Health has been 
working to rescue it from shelv- 
ing, and, according to Senate cal- 
endar, may have succeeded.

Over 1 60 high school age young people dropped in to about 1,000 
of Winchester’s 6,500 homes Sunday and were rewarded with more 
than 55,200 toward their projected Drop-In Center, a place to get 
together in the middle of the Town. 


According to Paul Eaton, stu- 
dent chairman of the drive, the 
group was completely gratified at 
the very substantial response to 
their request for support, and 
pleased also at the interest ex- 
pressed by most people. Some of 
this money was represented by 
gifts received from businessmen 
of the town. Gifts are still com- 
ing in. 

In addition, about five hundred 
and twenty-five dollars was net- 
ted at the first fall benefit for the 
project — a Friday evening Block 
Dance for which the weather 
warmed and the moon shone. This 
too was a complete success. 

The students went out to collect 
in the name of a place for them 
and their peers to congregate — 
planned under the covering group 
recently incorporated as the Win- 
chester Youth Organization. They 
sold tickets for a Hootenany plan- 
ned for Saturday, September 23, 
on Manchester Field. They also 
received many contributions of 
five dollars or over which desig- 
nated contributors as patrons.

Post Office 
Announces 
Zip-A-List 

Residents will have an oppor- 
tunity easily to put ZIP into their 
mail in late September, Postmas- 
ter Charles R. Hill reported today. 

During the last half of Septem- 
ber, the post office will deliver to 
every householder a kit of eight 

4al cards which can be mailed 
back to the post office with ad- 
dresses needing ZIP Codes. Each 
completed card will be sent to the 
post office which services the “zip- 
loss” address and the proper code 
will be added before the form is 
returned to the sender. No post- 
age will be needed on these cards. 

Each of the eight postal cards 
in the kit will contain a message 
encouraging the general use of 
ZIP Code. There will be a ninth 
card of instructions. All will be 
folded together like an accordion. 
There will be perforations be- 
tween each card. In addition, an- 
other separate card will be de- 
livered along with the kit which 
is a reminder of the local ZIP 
Code. Last year approximately 
5000 addresses were ZIP Coded by 
the Winchester Post Office as part 
of a similar program using only 
one (or two) cards with spaces 
for as many as 13 addresses, 
Postmaster Hill said. 

Nationally, about eight address- 
es per card were returned during 
the 1966 project.

For Adult Ed 

Comprehensive Conservation is 
one of several new courses offered 
in the Winchester Public Schools 
Adult Education program start- 
ing October 2 and 3. Brochures 
listing courses and dates which 
incorporate registration forms 
will be available during the week 
of September 18. 

Sponsored by the University of 
Massachusetts Department of En- 
vironmental Sciences and under its 
Commonwealth ’99 program, Com- 
prehensive Conservation is de- 
signed to assist officials and citi- 
zens of Winchester and nearby 
communities in developing a wider 
understanding of problems of pol- 
lution, waste, depletion, land use, 
etc. and their interrelationships; 
and in developing means for the 
wisest possible use of all of a 
town’s resources for maximum 
benefit now and for providing’ 
future generations with commu- 
nities which are healthy in every 
sense of the word. A number of 
specialists in the various areas of 
conservation will be guest speak- 
ers with John W. Putnam, com- 
munity development specialist of 
Commonwealth ’99 as moderator. 

The League of Women Voters 
and the Board of Selectmen have 
expressed their approval and sup- 
port of this course and have ap- 
plauded its potential benefits to 
many citizens. 

Other new courses include Ad- 
vanced Shorthand which is in an- 
swer to requests. An Investment 
Seminar will be sponsored by 
Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
and Smith, Inc. with instructor 
Peter Mitsakos, a representative 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 

Winchester High School teacher 
Miss Judith St. Jean will teach 
the Art of the Theatre incorporat- 
ing study with attendance at 
theatrical productions. An arts 
and crafts course entitled Experi- 
mental Crafts Studio will he 
taught by Robert Wittemore, Mc- 
Call Jr. High School art teacher.

The opportunity for the young 
Negro students to study at Saint 
Mary’s, where the staff* of teach- 
ing sisters are at work under the 
leadership of Sister Matrina, 
principal, is the result of year-old 
efforts of the Archdiocese. 

The students who head out of 
Boston every day are recruited 
and tested for qualifications by 
Bridge, the program initiated by 
Negro parents to help bridge the 
gap between the educational in- 
equities of the core city and the 
educational opportunities of sub- 
urbia.

T he Winchester Hospital has just completed negotiations for the 
purchase of the new two-story brick building opposite the Parkview 
Apartments on Swanton Street which was built by a group of business- 
men for operation as a nursing home. 

Prior to being opened the building was offered for sale. It is now 
being purchased by the Hospital, which hopes to have it in operation 


Clinton W. Bennett, president of 
the Board of Directors of Win- 
chester Hospital, noted that the 
building would be operated as a 
unit of the Hospital, with its 
primary purpose being to provide 
beds for hospitalized patients re- 
quiring continued care for re- 
habilitation and convalescence. 

Mr. Bennett emphasized that the 
facility would not be a nursing 
home but would be for those pa- 
tients who have completed their 
need for the acute hospital facili- 
ties but require an extended per- 
iod to recuperate prior to return- 
ing to their homes. 


Plans for the new unit include 
125 beds in private rooms as well 
as two and three bed rooms, oc- 
cupying the upper and lower 
floors. Other features include an 
attractive central dining room, a 
spacious and comfortable living 
room, and a meditation chapel. 
Occupational and physical ther- 
apy will both be offered for assis- 
tance in the patient’s recovery. 
Mr. Bennett also commented that 
it was hoped this new building 
would ease the demand tor beds 
at the present hospital by permit- 
ting patients to be transferred to 
the new building for their conva- 
lescent period.

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Federal Government Gives $72,000 To New Tufts Program 


Small-Group, Self-Study Plan Inaugurated

“You don’t have a teacher pushing you around.” 

“You are on your own ability t, () ( j 0 things.” 

“You feel more free, and you don’t have to wait in 
line to ask questions.” 

At the end of this year’s minor session of the 
learning laboratory course, these reasons were 
among those related by the children at the Tufts 
School when asked what they liked about their ex- 
perience with small-group, self-instruction. Their 
average age: nine. 

On August 15 the Winchester Department re- 
ceived official notice that the United States Govern- 
ment had allotted it $72,000 to run the small-group 
teaching project for the Tufts School pupils, for 
which the Summer School learning lab courses have 
been pilot projects in the past three years. Support 
is guaranteed for next year also. 

This is the first federal grant received by the 
Winchester schools in support of u curriculum pro- 
gram. It is received under Title ; 0 f U.S. Public Law 
89-10 in force for about two years. It is one of about 
110 given this year in schools throughout the coun- 
try for innovative work in teaching deemed worthy 
of the taxpayer’s money. 

Dr. Walter P. Gleason, ol 4 Lincolnshire Way, the 
project’s creator, came here in l'JGl from the Weston 
Schools, where he had been director of educational re- 
search. Assistant superintendent in charge of curric- 
ulum and instruction here, he is named the official 
director of the project (for grant purposes), and 
has been in charge also of the three summer sessions. 
Assistant director of the project is Richard H. 
Young, of 16 Sargent Road, principal at Tufts who 
has been on the Winchester faculty since last fall 
and who came here front Sudbury in order to con- 
tinue working with Dr. Gleason. Both are graduates 
of the Winchester High School. 


Tufts is built to house four units of kindergarten 
(two morning and two afternoon sessions) in rooms 
closer to the traditional design. 

However, at the North, West and South ends of 
the building are large, carpeted rooms of 54,000 
square feet, each designed to hold about 150 chil- 
dren. This sum represents pupils of six normal 
class sizes which in the classically designed school 
would each have a separate room. At Tufts one 
room will hold three units of grade one and three of 
grade two housed together; the second will hold 
three of grade three and three of grade four; and 
the third three each of grades five and six. 

This kind of grouping, according to Dr. Gleason, 
is set up to allow more frequent crossing of grade 
lines so as better to meet the needs of the individual 
pupil as they may differ in different subject matter. 

There are six teachers in each room, and the chil- 
dren are grouped at tables which accommodate five at 
a table. The approach from the teaching point of 
view is not dissimilar to that of a team teaching 
unit — excepting that there is no officially assigned 
leadership. 

One teacher in the room is generally in charge 
of reading, one of math, one for science, social 
studies and so forth. 

“What we are attempting to do is to make the 
inter-action between the teacher and pupils come 
more frequently within the small-sized group of five 
(a table-full) rather than the more usual 25. The 
children will alternate between working with the 
teacher and doing small-group self-study without 
him. 

“We aim to make the self-study such a powerful 
tool for learning as to make this time increasingly 
more valuable to the pupil as he progresses through 
school.” 


The quotations at the beginning of this story re- 
late to the learning lab of the program, which the 
children will participate in for daily times of vary- 
ing duration. 

This is were the Federal Government comes in. 

The government is paying for five writers to pre- 
pare instructional material, one clerk and one 
quality control director. When the pupils are taking 
their turn in the “instructional material center” in 
the middle of the school, they will be sitting at 
“audio active tables.” They will wear head sets, their 
group discussions and work on problems will fre- 
quently be monitored; and they will, for the most 
part, be working with material fed them by movie 
projector, tape recorder or record player. 

The experiments in this way of working, financed 
by the Government during the past two summers 
here appear to prove that they work surprisingly 
well in this way, under, of course, the guidance of 
teachers. 

Daily evaluations have been made over the past 
two summers on observation data cards. And the 
groups have been assessed and marked in “decision 
making process,” “quality of arguments,” “contain- 
ment of disruption,” “degree of participation,” etc. 

Mr. Young, in talking of the summer’s project said 
that the administrators and teachers now have a 
much more clear idea of just how much a teacher 
should step into discussions, and of how often and 
under what circumstances he must change the group 
make-up at the tables. Only on very few instances, 
he says, was u change necessary — usually when a 
particular group was not quite strong enough to 
handle the “rabble rouser” kind of student.

Conservation Com. 
Needs Help 
On Legislation 

The Winchester Conservation 
Commission has informed the Star 
that a bill of special interest to 
local residents is now pending be- 
fore the Massachusetts Legislature. 

Originally filed by Governor 
Volpe last June with a special mes- 
sage urging consideration for the 
quality of our environment. House 
5109 provides for protection of the 
inland wetlands of the Common- 
wealth. The bill passed the House 
almost unanimously on August 14. 
on August 16 was referred to the 
Senate Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, where it now rests. 

David Turnquist, chairman of 
the Conservation Commission, 
points out that Winchester’s in- 
terest centers in the constant fill- 
ing of wetlands presently taking 
place in Winchester and adjacent 
towns of Lexington, Woburn and 
Reading. All of our water resourc- 
es, the Horn Pond Brook, the Aber- 
jorm River and several streams a< 
yet’ unnamed are being adversely 
affected by these actions. Increased 
development along the western re- 
gions of Johnson Road has affected 
the course of two streams in that 
section, both of which feed into 
Horn Pond and back into Winches- 
er via Horn Pond Brook. Many de- 
velopers have filed plans and pro- 
posals which would entail further 
filling or alteration of wetlands 
in the entire Aberjona River Valley. 

Mr. -Turnquist said, “To help us 
nudge it out of Committee, we ask 
that concerned citizens write to 
Senator James P. Burke, chairman 
of Senate Ways and Means, urging 
that H.5109 he reported out favor- 
ably as soon as possible. We also 
suggest that they send Senator 
Maurice a Donahue, president of 
the Senate, a copy of the letter be- 
cause ho has shown a personal in- 
terest. In addition, they should 
write the local Senator, the Honor- 
able Philibert L. Pellegrini of 17 
Cheswick Road, Arlington, asking 
him to vote in favor of H.5109 when 
it comes out of Senate Ways and 
Means.” 

The bill authorizes the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to re- 
strict the draining, filling, altera- 
tion or pollution of any wetland 
area where such action would be 
detrimental to public health, safety 
or welfare from flood danger or 
damage to water supply, water 
storage, fisheries, wildlife or ag- 
riculture, to any wetland of his- 
toric qr aesthetic value or of value 
to nature education. 

This law would give about 30,000 
acres of inland wetlands the same 
protection which was placed on 
some 46,000 acres of coastal wet- 
lands by a comparable law enacted 
two y&ars ago. That law has with- 
stood a Supreme Court test.

And, 
the local Commission points out, it 
is difijeult for the public to realize 
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Tutors Needed For 
Migrant Workers 

To assist English teachers for 
the Puerto Rican migrant workers 
who will remain in the area through 
October and November, volunteer 
tutors are being sought in Winches- 
ter. The volunteers are needed to 
carry on the work of the tutoring 
program of the Migrant Education 
Project of the Commonwealth Serv- 
ice Corps which came to a close at 
the end of the summer season. 

Although a knowledge of Spanish 
is helpful, this is secondary to the 
ability to relate to others who, 
though American citizens, find 
their culture may place them at a 
disadvantage in the community. A 
respect and appreciation for their 
position would establish the rap- 
port so necessary to the success of 
this people-to-people program. 

The volunteer may often find 
himself as a resource person for 
simple, basic, everyday needs of 
these men; what doctor to call in 
case of illness, where to shop, how 
to make known his size in clothing, 
what recreational activities might 
be available to him. 

Teachers are needed in Winches- 
ter for the men working on the 
farms here. Classes are held twice 
a week, usually from 8 p.m. to 9:30 
p.m. No special qualifications are 
required, and ages may vary from 
high school seniors to senior citi- 
zens.

Cleanliness Is Next to Godliness 
For First Congo Steeple Jacks 

by Nancy Sailer 

A bit closer to heaven than most. Such might describe the steeple 
jacks who hung well over 150 feet above the ground Iasi week to paint 
the 113-year-old spire and top section of the lower of the First Congre- 
gational Church. 

The steeple jacks — from the Bel- 
leau Metal Works of Salem which 
specializes in church renovations — 
were hoisted and supported above 
the ground by Bosun chairs with 
rope falls. 

One, Daniel Morin, of Salem, 
found it difficult to explain exactly 
how it feels to work at such 
heights, but he did say, “it’s quite 
a sensation.” Mr. Morin, who has 
had about eight years of experi- 
ence, reported that the attraction 
of working outdoors sufficed to in- 
terest him in first becoming a 
steeple jack. 

According to supervisor, Ernest 
Belleau, 3rd, the workers first come 
to his father’s company without 
previous training. Each apprentice 
learns quickly whether he is suit- 
ed for the work. He observed, “Men 
for this type of work are harder 
to find.” With a laugh, he added, 
“1 don’t know why.” The company 
holds insurance policies for each 
worker and understandably enough 
the rates are considerably higher 
than for most other types of work- 
ers. 

Not only have the Belleau steeple 
jacks to master climbing but also 
they must acquire skills in brick, 
copper, timber, and glass work, ex- 
terior painting, carpentry, sand 
blasting, and roof work. The com- 
pany works year round throughout 
New England though it does try 
to schedule inside work for the win- 
ter. 

For the work on the Center 
church, the men used airless spray 
equipment. A hose about 170 feet 
long carried the paint from a ma- 
chine on the ground to the work- 
men who sprayed the paints from 
guns with a pressure of 3,000 
pounds. 

Advances in the method of stag- 
ing equipment mean that now 
takes three days to do what ten 
years ago took three weeks to ac- 
complish, according to the steeple 
jacks. 


Pesticide Labels 

Reading and following the di- 
rections on pesticide labels is a 
prime concern for all who use them, 
according to Dr. Ellsworth H. 
Wheeler, University of Massachu- 
setts professor of entomology and 
director of the University’s Pesti- 
cide Chemicals Information Cen- 
ter. 

Each product has certain re- 
strictions that are different from 
those on other materials. Those 
special directions and precautions 
are put there for a purpose — to 
prevent mistakes and accidents. 

When followed exactly those di- 
rections protect the person using 
the pesticide and other persons or 
pets in the area. Those label di- 
rections help to avoid injuring the 
plants or animals being treated 
and the desirable plants and ani- 
mals in the environment. Only the 
“target pest” is hurt and the di- 
rections tell you exactly how to do 
the best job against it.

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Editorials: 


Take Three Giant Steps 


Welcome is tlu* week in which the big news is posi- 
tive. And this week qualifies tltrce times over. 

Giant steps have been taken on the fronts of hu- 
man rights, and on those of fuller, more positive use 
of leisure time by senior adults and teen ugers. 

The news, out this week, that Saint Mary’s parish 
school has enrolled five young students from Rox- 
bury is a lift to all who felt frustrated and hurt during 
and after the anti-METGO agonies here this spring 
and summer. The priests and sisters at Saint Mary’s 
appear a little shy about their part in their church’s 
area-wide effort to improve human rights for some 
in a way to serve all. No doubt sensitized by the loud 
talk on the subject this summer, they may be worried 
about the public announcement of their quiet effort, 
and worried, too, about its effect on their charges. 
It is likely they would call their small participation a 
baby step, rather than a giant step. 

We choose to call it a giant step for the whole town 
—not just the parish. Its modesty notwithstanding, it 
gives us a giant-sized satisfaction to sec that a be- 
ginning has been made. We wish for priests, sisters, 
and parishioners rewards and satisfactions from their 


effort far outweighing the problems they arc sure 
to meet. And we feel that it will attract from through- 
out the town widening offers to help. If the MET GO 
episode was a cathartic, the Catholic Placement Pro- 
project at Saint Mary’s is a balm. 

The singular success of the high school student 
Drop- In-Center drive Sunday, bringing in more 
than $5,200 to help them make a fad out of a dream, 
is another giant step. Negative news is chronic for 
this vibrating age group. Their plans have been 
questioned even by people of good will who are on 
their side. Their intake will at least maximize their 
chances of proving what they can do* Another push 
forward of note is the announcement of concrete 
plans for the senior citizens, bringing action this 
time in an area where the extent of the need can not 
really be known until someone tries to fill it with 
good direction. 

And just to end with a last positive news note: the 
bids for the fence along the Aberjona, as it approach- 
es the new Tufts School, are now out. 

If you keep playing hard enough, you can always 

win at giant steps a good percent of the time. 


A Little Planning Could Go A Long Way 


The creative effort of the Town’s recreation direc- 
tor has in recent weeks been much directed to the 
launching of a group effort for the senior citizens 
here. Today he announces organizational meetings 
and a beginning fall program. In effect he is saying 
to the beyond-the-middle age group in town, “it’s 
time to get together and share our ideas. These are 
some of mine. I want to hear yours.” He hopes that 
anyone with any interest at all in this program will 
accept his invitation— so that at its inception it will 
include a breadth of ideas designed to interest all 
of the seniors some of the time. We hope so too! 

The factors which dictate in favor of some formal 
framework for social planning for the young people 
of the Drop-In-Center age group and those who are 
of senior age. are not entirely dissimilar. In the 
middle years of life in this contemporary America, 
the highly individualized and/or family pattern of 
life takes over for us. These are the years of the 
heaviest responsibilitites in both the world of bus- 
iness and the family world. Our lives are intensely 
oriented to immediate necessities, and the pleasures 
are worked in naturally wherever they can fit. More 
leisure time than in earlier days is one of the com- 
mon denominators held by the teen-age young and 
the older generation. The chores that were clone by 
both these generations before are now done by ma- 
chines, and there accrues an attendant lessening in 
purposefulness of hours spent. 

I^ie teens of course are involved in a far larger 
sum of things— beginning with school; but they are 


always interested in meeting more of their peers, 
and the mixer idea— be it a rec evening. Drop-In-Cen- 
ter or football dance all answer this purpose. The 
evolvement of senior citizens groups across the land 
seems to have come from the same mature recogni- 
tion that the end result of conviviality can be served 
with a little direct planning. 

For the young people a place that is their own 
is a practical need. Tor the senior citizen planned 
transportation— a substitute for less vigorous legs and 
lessening driving abilities is a practical need. Too, 
just as there are young people who want just to get 
together now and then without the responsibilities 
of a date, so are there older persons living in pairs 
or singly, for whom the chance to be gregarious apart 
front being dependent on or responsible for others, 
is welcome. 

The money saved by doing things together, be it a 
movie trip or a two week cruise to the Caribbean, will 
mean a lot to some, a little to some, nothing to others. 
As a gesture from the Commonwealth, the 1. 1). cards 
serve to bring the price of some things back down 
more in line with what they were when many mem- 
bers of senior groups earned it. Hardly more than 
that. 

We hope that the fall meetings of the autumn 
years age group are brimming with interested per- 
sons and ideas— and that what they think up to do 
together will be something that the rest of us read 
about with a little envy.

Professor Robert Anderson 
Comments On Tufts School 


(Ed note: The Star today presents the comments of 
Professor Robert hi. Anderson of tin * Harvard Gradu- 
ate School of Education , on the program initiated 
this week at the new Tufts School. l)r. Anderson, 
who lives here at 8 Winslow Road, is known national- 
ly and internationally as the “father of team teach- 
ing .” Co-author of “Noil-Graded Teaching in the 
Elementary Schools ” in which he introduced the team 
idea, he last year authored “Teaching in a World of 
Change,” and he gave a boost to the full team teach- 
ing program used for four years now at Parkhurst 
School, and the adaptations from it in force in most 
of the other elementary schools. A former member of 
the Citizens Advisory Committee on Secondary 
School-College Relations, he lives here with his wife, 
Alary Jane, and four children, Dean, WEIS ’62, 
Dartmouth ’(ifi; Lynn, I If IS ’64, Skidmore ’68; Scott, 
WHS ’07, Dartmouth ’71; and Carol, a ninth grader.) 

The opening of the Tufts School is a major edu- 
cational event in Winchester. The building is a 
dramatic reminder of the progress that Winchester 
schools have made over the past decade, and also a 
portent of further improvements in the future. 

Although some may regard the building as un- 
usually new or experimental, it is actually based on 
solid and well-accepted educational ideas. Within 
the literature of the teaching profession, there is over- 
whelming support for the general concept of indi- 
vidualized instruction, which in turn is the very 
cornerstone of such organizational arrangements as 
team teaching, flexible grouping of pupils, flexible 
scheduling, variations in class size, and independent 
study. 1 he concept of a learning laboratory, with 
audio-active tables and extensive use of electronic 
equipment, is also strongly supported by research in 
how children learn and work together. 

Probably the most notable feature of this beauti- 
ful new school is that its classroom spaces are ar- 
ranged in open clusters. There are three such clusters, 
each containing the equivalent of six conventional 
classrooms and accommodating up to 150 pupils 
served by a team of six teachers. Within each of 
these areas, it would be possible to use almost any 
pattern of class oigani/atiou including the traditional 
pattern of one teacher- per-class. The inherent flexi- 
bility of the l ulls School layout and the convenient 
central location of the 'Teachers' Room which serves 
each cluster will make ii much easier to develop co- 
operative teaching plans than it has been in the 
older, conventionally designed Winchester schools. 

Another advantage of the Tufts School layout is 
dial all building components are on tlu same floor 
level and conveniently located in die heart oi die 


school. Both the location and the design of this Cen- 
ter will facilitate its use for individual and group 
work. Here children can work with books, audio- 
visual equipment, programmed materials, and other 
devices on which modern school programs are large- 
ly based. 

Flexibility is a key requirement in schools today. 
Spaces are needed for groups of many sizes. They 
must be capable of housing many different activities. 
Wherever possible classroom spaces should be free of 
immovable walls and other impediments to flexible 
use. By means of appropriate acoustical treatment of 
floors and ceilings, it is possible to enjoy maximum 
flexibility by omitting unnecessary walls and thus 
facilitate the use of cooperative teaching and varied 
pupil-grouping arrangements. 

Especially since there was an unfortunate delay in 
the installation of the carpeting, most citizens are al- 
ready aware of the “acoustical flooring” that the 
classroom clusters will enjoy. My prediction is that 
this carpeting will prove to be one of the wisest 
investments that Winchester has ever made. Carpeted 
classrooms are far more comfortable and attractive 
than those with hard floor surfaces, and there is al- 
ready much evidence to show that carpeting reduces 
fatigue and cuts down on discipline problems. Any- 
one who has listened to the clatter in a regular 
classroom, when furniture is moved or when pencils 
and rulers diop to the floor, will appreciate why 
children seem more relaxed in a carpeted space. Be- 
fore long, undoubtedly, other Winchester schools 
will want to follow the Tufts School lead. 

School buildings do not in themselves guarantee a 
good education. Quality schooling depends primarily 
upon competent, dedicated teachers and upon a 
well-designed curriculum, Without these the finest 
building would contribute little. But it is also true 
that good teachers are more effective when they have 
proper tools wit 1 i which to work and an appropriate 
environment in which to perform their services to 
children, ft is also helpful when the school cnviion- 
incut is pleasanL, stimulating, and well suited to a 
variety of functions. 

Tufts School meets these requirements to an un- 
usual degree. Furthermore, the School Committee 
acted wisely in appointing its principal, Richard 
Young, well in advance of the school’s opening so that 
he and his staff could devote much of 1966-1967 and 
also two summer sessions to professional preparations. 
As a result, a smooth opening seems assured and it 
will not be long before Tufts Scliol will have enthusi 
astic supporters uol only within tfie Town, but in 
tfte broader New England community as well.

interests. One is Dr. Sharon Hoff- 
man who has been researching in 
the behavior sciences at Mass. 
General Hospital and who feels 
so strongly that the small group 
learning project here is proving 
to be a positive factor in the 
emotional growth of children that 
she had two staff workers involv- 
ed in the summer work and ex- 
pects to continue in the same way. 

“We don’t know what the magic 
effect of the group number of live 
is,” says Mr. Young, “but we 
have tried it with four and tried 
it with six, and live working to- 
gether produce much the best re- 
sults.” 

Which youngsters like it the 
least ? 

“It seems to be the girls who 
are used to competing for grades 
who like it the least. Being forced 
to work out answers together 
with a group, they cannot stand 
out so in this system. Some few 
children have trouble with the 
machines at first — but for the 
most part the children run the 
machines far better than the 
adults.” 

“It is good for teachers — it 
forces them constantly to ex- 
amine how effective they are in 
their teaching — and to make 
changes to correct their presenta- 
tions if these are not working 
well,” Mr. Young believes. 

Mr. Young is a WHS graduate 
and an alumnus of Boston Uni- 
versity. He did his graduate work 
at Boston State Teachers College. 
Cecil White, who has directed the 
summer session was at Noonan 
last year and six others of the 
teachers have moved to Tufts 
from other Winchester schools.

BOOK REVIEW

WILLIAM JAMES 

by Gay Wilson Allen 

William James had many reputations as a philos- 
opher, psychologist, author, lecturer, and teacher. 
When he taught at Harvard, there were several stu- 
dents in his classes who later became famous, among 
them Gertrude Stein. William James had a reputa- 
tion for unprofessorial conduct because of his wit and 
humor. One of these occasions had to do with Miss 
Stein, who was taking her final examination. 

After reading over the questions in her examina- 
tion book, she wrote: “‘Dear Professor James, I am 
so sorry but really I do not feel like an examination 
paper in philosophy today.’ Then she left the class- 
room. Next day she received this reply: ‘Dear Miss 
Stein , I understand perfectly how you feel. I often 
feel like that mystelf.’ Then he assigned her the 
highest mark of the class.” 

He came from a family where there was never, in 
a single case, anyone for two generations who was 
guilty of a stroke of business. His father, Henry 
James, Sr., was an ardent Swedenborgian, who lived 
a leisurely life and thought his sons would do the 
same. One of his sons, as a small boy, was dismayed 
because of his father’s lack of occupation and ardent- 
ly wished he could be something as definite and im- 
pressive as a “stevedore.” 

The upbringing of the several children in the fam- 
ily was unconventional and unsettled. William James 
grew into a restless, nervous young man with de- 
spondent moods. He entered the Medical College at 
Harvard where he later taught anatomy, psychology, 
and philosophy. Perhaps it was because of a terrify- 
ing psychic trauma, which took place in his youth, 
that he turned to psychology and philosophy. 

This panic-fear vision changed the universe for 
him completely and for months he was unable to go 
into the dark alone. It was in the writings of a 
French philosopher that he came across a definition 
of free will : “The sustaining of a thought because l 
chose to when I might have other thoughts,” which 
enabled him to emerge from his despondency. 

In 1878, the neurasthenic young man who didn’t 
think himself fit for marriage became a benedict. 
This marriage brought him great happiness and a 
great upsurge of his creative energy. Having trav- 
eled abroad in his earlier years as a professor, he 
continued to do so now, while raising a family, meet- 
ing many phychologists and philosophers and becom- 
ing an intellectual ambassador of American thought. 

His first big ambitious book, The Principles of 
Psychology , was a smashing success. It took him 
twelve years to write it. Metaphysical theories were 
ignored in it, but he did have some doctrines of his 
own. The “stream of consciousness” metaphor is 
still attributed to him. In one of the most famous 
chapters on habit, he emphasized the importance of 
first experience in shaping future experiences. “Once 
a neutral path has been established, it will be traveled 
again and again unless some stronger force breaks 
a new path. He had demonstrated this to himself 
in his own life. 

James was also immersed in psychical research (in 
which his wife took a lively interest) and mental 
healing. In the scientific world, his reputation was 
thereby somewhat damaged, but he believed in man’s 
right to pursue knowledge. In a paper, after 25 years 
in psychical research, he admitted he was no further 
than he had been at the beginning. 

All his researches led him to the philosophy of 
pragmatism, for which he is so well known. It had 
great appeal to the American people. At the present 
time, perhaps there is a revival of Jamesian thought. 
Gordon Allport in the 1961 edition of “Phychology” 
notes “that the psychological insights of James have 
the steadiness of a polar star.”

There are at the moment 
no immunizing agents against ac- 
cidents and accidents kilt more 
American children than all other 
causes put together. 

By our behavior, 50,000 Ameri- 
cans who die each year and count- 
less millions who are injured, do 
not know how to live with the auto- 
mobile. It seems to me that any- 
thing that parents can do to mini- 
mize the risk, that is, to provide 
protection while at the same time 
educating their children to the risks 
at hand, will go a long way towards 
reducing this terrible toll. 

The cynicism expressed by the 
editorial writer does not do dignity 
to the problem. 1 wonder what ed- 
torial will appear when a child com- 
ing to and from school is injured 
because of an improperly plowed 
sidewalk, which forces him to walk 
in the street because of the trip 
four times daily which could have 
been twice daily, or because a driv- 
er showing poor judgment did not 
obey the speed limit. 

Unfortunately, town committees 
often respond to a crisis rather 
than to the challenge of prevention.

It doesn’t take a plumb- 
er’s license to fix that leaky 
faucet. Wrap a cloth around 
the faucet cap to catch ex-, 
cess water that will bubble 
out, loosen faucet with a 
wrench and unscrew- the 
faucet stem. At bottom of 
stem you will find a screw 
which holds the washer in 
place. Remove the screw 
and replace the washer. 

Put everything back to- 
gether. If the faucet still 
leaks, perhaps the valve 
seat down inside the faucet 
has become worn or dam- 
aged. Buy a valve-seat 
reamer at the hardware 
store and ream out the 
valve so it fits snugly 
against the washer. 

If the leak is a sort of 
welling up of water through 
the faucet cap, remove cap 
nut and replace the pack* 
ing washers. If the faucet 
leaks where it is attached 
to the supply line, wind 
cotton thread around the 
threads, daub with plumb- 
ers compound and replace 
the faucet.

Monsignor Paul P. Rynne, ap- 
pointed executive director <>! t e 
Archdiocese Human Rights Lorn- 
mission by his Eminence Richard 
Cardinal Cushing, last yea* 
founded a Catholic placement pro- 
gram, often referred to as the 
“Catholic Metco,” which has been 
working hard to find educational 
vacanies in Catholic-run school to 
fill the need of the Bridge-spon- 
sored children. 

Last year proved this pilot proj- 
ect very successful,” according to 
Father Rynne. 

“It addresses the Catholic ed- 
ucational system to the biggest ed- 
ucational crisis of our day/ say* 
the Monsignor. 

“It’s the first practical step in 
the definition of what Catholic ed- 
ucation must be in the year 1%7, 
namely to educate a child to meet 
the demands of a society in which 
lie’s going to live as an adult. 

From the point of view of the 
white child, states the Monsignor 
without equivocation, this is a 
pluralistic and multi-racial soci- 
ety, and direct contact with it is 
essential. Contact with members 
of other religions is also impor- 
tant, he says. 

The history of the action to im- 
plement this philosophy is only 
just over a year old. In the sum- 
mer of 1966 all Catholic schools, 
whether Archdiocesan schools, 
parochial schools or private 
Catholic schools, were approached 
by the Human Rights Commission 
and asked how many seats sould 
be offered, tuition free, to the 
children of the areas with over- 
heavy Negro populations. Cardin- 
al Cushing was a leader in this 
movement, and has spoken out 
often on the need for relief of the 
circumstantially s e g r e gate d 
schools in the Boston area. 

Last year 117 school seats were 
offered from throughout the Dio- 
cese. Practical problems of trans- 
portation and distance allowed 
that only 90 of these were filled. 

“We work with Metco too,” says 
Father Rynne. In a great many 
cases Metco busing arrangements 
picked up the youngsters headed 
for suburban Catholic schools last 
year — and this year the same is 
being done. 

This year we were offered 350 
classroom seats, and we again ap- 
proached Metco and are again be- 
ing helped. Sometimes we can 
manage just one-way bus trans- 
portation and must look to the 
help of groups and individuals to 
find the answers *to the rest of the 
problem. 

Saint Mary’s this summer noti- 
fied Father Rynne’s office that it 
anticipated it might have a few 
openings, but that definite re- 
sponse to his invitation to join 
the program would have to await 
opening week. 

As soon as it became clear that 
the seven places would he avail- 
able, Sister Matrina informed the 
Archdiocesan office and Father 
Rynne went to work to arrange 
for the transportation of some of 
the youngsters already tested, in- 
terviewed, and on the waiting 
list. 

The students come into Win- 
chester on a bus, heading also to 
Belmont and Lexington. But in 
Saint Mary’s parish, as in many 
others, Monsignor Manion, his 
curates, the sisters and the par- 
ishioners are working together to 
help arrange transportation back 
home for the seven.

Straighten Up 
Aching Back? 

Gh, my aching back! 

How often have you heard some- 
one say that? Or said it yourself? | 

Backache is such a common ail- 
ment among civilized men that 
there are very few adults who have- 
n !■ hml a touch of it now and then. 

Some physicians credit soft beds, 
soft chairs and other comforts of 
modern civilization with an in- 
crease in the number of persons 
who suffer from low hack pain, says 
Today's Hea-lth , the magazine of the 
American Medical Association. 

Once called lumbago, back pain 
is often caused by poor posture, 
obesity, ill-fitting or inappropriate 
shoes, a sedentary life, overly 
strenuous work, or participating in 
sports. It may also be due to dis- 
ease not directly relating to the 
back or to injury or strain. 

Low hack pain may occur at any 
age but it seems to bother middle- 



aged persons most. It occurs in both 
sexes and in all races, and is more 
common among people who do work 
that requires stooping or lifting. 

Good posture of the entire body 
is important in preventing low back 
pain. Sit with the head, shoulders 
and trunk erect. When standing, 
the spine should be straight. Not 
the military “ramrod” posture, hut 
straight. 

A soft, saggy bed and low, soft 
chairs contribute to backache. 
Chairs, ideally, should be firm, 
straight and have the contour of a 
normal hack. 

A low-heeled shoe is best for 
standing or walking. High-heeled 
shoes tend to throw the posture off 
balance and increase strain on tin- 
lower back. Loafers, ballet slippers 
and sneakers also may lead to back- 
ache if worn excessively. 

In lifting heavy objects, keep the 
back straight and lift with knees 
and thigh muscles, rather than 
bending over and straining the 
spine. 

Like many other ailments, back- 
ache may be aggravated by emo- 
tional tension or anxiety. 

Treatment of backache varies 
with the cause. When it’s due to 
strain, usually rest, heat and a pain 
reliever will help. Massage, used in 
moderation, may halp relieve dis- 
comfort. Your doctor may also rec- 
ommend exercise to strengthen the 
muscles of the back and to improve 
posture.

Alcoholism Is Everybody’s Business

The Eastern Middlesex Commit- 
tee on Alcoholism is a branch of 
the Greater Boston Council on Al- 
coholism. It is a voluntary organiz- 
ation supported solely by individual 
memberships and contributions. Its 
primary objective is to function as 
an information center for those who 
need and desire pertinent up-to- 
date information on alcoholism. 
EMCA is also a counseling service 
for active alcoholics, their families 
and their employers. Since alcohol- 
ism is a complex illness, several 
facilities may have to be employed 
in order to provide effective treat- 
ment. 

EMCA supplies information on 
the availability of such treatment 
facilities, and in cases of financial 
hardship will advise the family 
members on the possibilities of 
getting assistance. 

All these services are furnished 
to individuals as well as to busi- 
ness concerns. 

What really is alcoholism? 

There are many medical and non- 
medical definitions. All agree on 
one thing: Alcoholism is character- 
ized by an excessive intake of 
alcoholic beverages. 

The late E. M. Jellinek, Se.D., 
former consultant on alcoholism to 
the World Health Organization, 
called it “a progressive disease, 
characterized by uncontrollable 
drinking.” Howard J. Clinebell, Jr., 
in his book “Understanding and 
Counseling the Alcoholic” defines 
the alcoholic as “a person whose 
drinking interferes frequently or 
continuously with any other impor- 
tant life adjustment or interper- 
sonal relationships.” 
suffering undesireable consequences 
whenever he ingests alcohol in any 
form. 

Although alcoholism is the fourth 
largest disease in the United States 
today, according to the American

Medical Association, the social stig- 
ma which it still evokes makes 
early diagnosis almost impossible. 
Early diagnosis, however, is of 
greatest importance if the pro- 
gression is to be halted before 
complete deterioration or death oc- 
curs. 

Marvin A. Block, M.D. in his 
book, “Alcoholism, It’s Facets and 
Phases” points out that “the early 
stages of alcoholism are very diffi- 
cult to differentiate from normal 
health, and until excessive drink- 
ing becomes manifest to many oth- 
er people, the disease process is 
unnoticed.” 

Since alcoholism in the Greater 
Boston area affects from 8 to 10 
percent of the population, it has 
become a public health problem that 
requires the support of all available 
resources. Alcoholism is indeed ev- 
erybody’s business.

On an average day, between 175 
and 200 million new pieces of mail 
enter the postal system. It is not 
expected that more than 10 mil- 
lion of the ZIP-A-LIST card will 
be in the system at any one time 
during the peak periods of mail- 
ing. Since they will be handled es- 
sentially as ordinary postal cards, 
there will he no burden or disloca- 
tion of service. 

“The ultimate result will be an 
improvement in service,” Post- 
master General Lawrence F. O’- 
Brien has said about the project. 
“ZIP Code is the base upon which 
the modern postal service is being 
built. But, it won’t work anci the 
modernization and efficiencies ZIP 
Code will bring cannot go into ef- 
fect, until there is more wide- 
spread usage of the five-number 
code. 

Last year, approximately 17 per 
cent of the nation’s householders 
returned 96 million addresses for 
coding. The Postmaster General 
reported that many postmasters 
had informed the Department that 
the ZIP-A-LIST project was an 
important aspect in making 
Christmas mailers aware of the 
importance of using the codes on 
their holiday mail and as an off- 
shoot, encouraged early mailing 
of their gifts and cards. This re- 
sulted in the most successful hol- 
iday season in recent postal his- 
tory. 

Extra kits will be available at 
the post office. 


Fall Town 
Meeting Expected 

Reporting to the full School Com- 
mittee at its regular Monday night 
meeting held in the McCall School, 
Lawrence E. Beckley, representa- 
tive from them to the Secondary 
School Building Committee inform- 
ed that the Town’s full authoriza- 
tion for the new high school will be 
needed this fall. 

The bond issue is necessary to 
pay architectural fees which are 
too high to meet out of current 
funds. Since two bond issues on the 
same subject are not permissible, 
a single authorization for the en- 
tire high school project is now re- 
quired. 

The Committee’s meeting coincid- 
ed Monday with that of four full 
boards meeting in the Town Hall — 
the Selectmen, Planning and Health 
Boards and the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

At the School Committee it was 
also announced that the opening 
day school enrollment figure of 5076 
exactly corresponded with the pro- 
jection made in October, 1966. 

William F. Clark, acting super- 
intendent, reported that the Tufts 
School carpeting is now completed 
except in the instruction material 
center and that bids for fencing in 
the vicinity of the school as well as 
for drapes have gone out with spe- 
cifications, though none is in as yet. 

The Committee acknowledged re- 
ceipt of a letter from Mrs. Rich- 
ard Clinton, of Loring Avenue, 
requesting facts on school lunch 
facilities since she and others want 
to initiate steps to start a lunch 
program in the schools. 

The committee approved the re- 
districting of four students for 
medical reasons but denied the re- 
quest of one parent to have his 
child remain in school for lunch 
due to personal, though not press- 
ing, circumstances, observing that 
granting such approval would set 
a bad precedent. 

Members decided to name Norton 
E. Demsey, Jr., dapartment head 
for guidance in the schools, and 
Vincent Larocco, assistant princi- 
pal of the high school, to the com- 
mittee to study the school guidance 
program. Mr. Demsey, Mr. La- 
rocco, and a third person named by 
the committee whose appointment 
will be confirmed later, will join 
with three representatives of the 
teachers to re-evaluate the guid- 
ance department and to make re- 
commendations for changes.

VA Explains 
Student Benefits 

Massachusetts veterans who have 
been accepted for college this fall 
should apply immediately to the 
Veterans Administration Contact 
Division, John F. Kennedy Federal 
Building, Boston, to make arrange- 
ments for benefits available to them 
under the G. I. Bill. 

The VA pointed out that veterans 
with more than 180 days continuous 
military service, with any part of 
that time after January 31, 1955, 
are eligible for monthly allowances 
of $130 or more. 

Application forms should he ob- 
tained from and returned to the 
Boston VA office along with a copy 
of the veteran’s separation docu- 
ment. DD Form 214. 

The VA office will then issue the 
qualified veteran a certificate of el- 
igibility which he should submit to 
the school when he enrolls. 

While the VA has to wait until 
the college involved certifies that 
the veteran has enrolled before it 
can start sending VA allowance 
checks, VA has simplified the form 
the college must use, and students 
should receive checks shortly after 
the end of each month. 

The amended VietNam G. I. Bill 
authorizes full benefit payments 
‘to educationally disadvantaged 
veterans” so they can complete high 
school or take certain required re- 
fresher courses without losing any 
VA eligibility for post-high school 
training. 

Veterans applying for allowance 
for dependents should furnish the 
VA a certified copy of their mar- 
riage license and birth certificates. 

Veterans are urged to contact the 
Veterans Administration Contact 
Division if they need additional in- 
formation about the education pro- 
gram. The phone number for this 
office is 223-3080; the mailing ad- 
dress is Veterans Administration.

Mental Health 
Case Aides 
Still May Sign 

Mrs. Donald Lewis, of 40 Wedge- 
more Avenue, president of Win- 
chester Mental Health Association, 
announces that there are only a few 
more openings for the Case Aide 
Program at the Metropolitan State 
Hospital which is sponsored by the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health As- 
sociation (parent chapter of the 
WMHA) and the Mental Health 
Association of Central Middlesex. 
The group will start the last week 
in September. 

This is a voluteer program for 
women who are interested in help- 
ing others as well as in self-growth. 
One morning a week is required 
for a minimum of a year. The vol- 
unteer works with a patient on a 
one to one basis in an effort to 
help her in resocialization and en- 
able her to make a new start for 
herself in or out of the hospital. 
She is supervised by a psychiatric 
social worker who works closely 
with the volunteer and the patient 
and hospital staff. 

The Case Aide Program has been 
in existence since March 1965. 
About 100 patients have been help- 
ed to live a fuller life in the hos- 
pital or to move out into the com- 
munity to their own homes, to 
foster homes, nursing homes or em- 
ployment. 

The September group will he the 
seventh to work with the patients. 
Many have continued with new pa- 
tients or are leading patient groups 
in resocialization. All have report- 
ed that it has been a very reward- 
ing experience.

In 3- Auto Crash 


Engineers Estimate $830,000 
To Bury Aberjona For WHS 


At a joint meeting in the Town Hall on Tuesday night the Permanent IVuilding Committee and its 
sub-committee on secondary school building heard the official estimate of the engineering linn of lay. 
Spolford and Thorndike on the job of burying the Aberjona River to accomodate playing fields for a 
new High School on the Shore Road site: $830,000. 

Ralph \V. Horne, speaking for the engineers, reported that the most complete way of dealing with 
the \ber jona— that of constructing a buried waterway for about 1,200 feet from the Skillings Road south- 
ern boundary of the area, which is between the railroad spurs, and its northern boundary (up near Win- 
ter and Summer Streets) would cost approximately this much at today’s construction costs. 

The estimate included the re- 
moval of peat anil substitution of 
fill to support a three-pipe (seven 
foot pipes) culvert, construct a 
culvert, and fill the entire area to 
a level ready to receive a finish 
grade. 

Not included is the cost of top- 
soil and final grading of the fields 
themselves, which would involve 
a substantial additional cost. 

Frank Crimp, architect, ex- 
pressed a satisfaction that the 
estimate was as good as could be 
obtained without actual prepara- 
tion of detailed plans. It included 
not only the work of Fay, Spof- 
ford and Thorndike, but also that 
of soil experts Haley and Aldrich, 
who were represented at the 
meeting by James Haley. 

Attending the meeting in addi- 
tion to the building committee 
members, were William Clark, 
acting superintendent of schools 
and Joseph Forte, acting assistant 
superintendent; Harrison Chad- 
wick, Town moderator and a rep- 
resentative of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The engineer’s report heard 
Tuesday also detailed an estimate 
for an open waterway diversion 
of the Aberjona estimated to cost 
$360,000 and a suggested proceed- 
ing for a combination of conceal- 
ed and open waterway methods. 

It appeared, however, from ques- 
tions asked and from discussion,

Friday saw all students at Noonan School the first in town to be introduced to the handsome new 
Travelab vehicle recently acquired by the Town with Federal funds. This specially equipped mobile learn- 
ing laboratory will be used at Noonan, Lincoln, and Washington Schools, in addition to St. Mary’s and 
Immaculate Conception. These schools will be equipped with the special receptacle needed to provide 
heat and power for the Travelab’s operation. 

Mrs. Vivian Nossiter, the Mo- 
bile lab specialist, demonstrated 
the special audio-visual equipment 
housed in the blue and white ve- 
hicle which is designed to assist 
in language instruction including 
special problems in speaking, lis- 
tening and writing. 

Questions such as “But where 
do you sleep?” and “Do you let 
your husband drive the truck?” 
were to be expected since the 
Travelab does resemble an ultra- 
modern house trailer inside and 
out. Mrs. Nossiter explained that 
she doesn’t live in the vehicle and 
that she is the one who will drive 
it from one school to another. “Do 
they hurt?” a first grader asked 
before trying on one of the sets 
of earphones. These enable seven 
students to work with the teacher 


steering and more safety features 
such as mirrors and special snow- 
type tires are being added at the 
recommendation of the Town me- 
chanics. The children will study 
in the unit only when it is sta- 
tionary and plugged into the host 
school receptacle but driving 
safety features were thought to 
be essential since it will be driven 
in areas of schools and possible 
heavy traffic near the center of 
Town. 

The Travelab is designed to 
provide a needed service to these 
five schools and yet will take up 
none of the much needed class- 
room space. The initial use of this 
learning tool and the funds needed 
to adapt the chosen school build- 
ings for its use were defined and 
voted respectively by the Town 
Meeting.

David and Doug Moffat Learn 
Skills at Outward Bound Camps 


Two Winchester brothers, David 
and Doug Moffat, sons of Professor 
and Mrs. Robert E. Moffat, of 9 
Wedgemere Avenue, attended Out- 
ward Bound Schools this summer. 
David, who is 18 and a freshman 
at Northeastern, recently return- 
ed from the Minnesota camp, and 
Doug, a 17-year-old senior at Win- 
chester High, completed his stay at 
the Hurricane Island camp off 
Rockland, Maine, in mid-August. 

Not only did both boys success- 
fully complete the Outwork Bound 
course which teaches students to 
master the hardships of the moun- 
tains, sea, and wilderness living and 
to gain reliance in fire fighting, 
first aid, drown-proofing, survival, 
and search and rescue techniques, 
but also each was elected assistant 
brigade leader by the other mem- 
bers of his brigade. 

As was every camper, Doug and 
David were placed in an uninhabit- 
ed area for at least three days of 
solitary living with minimal equip- 
ment consisting of a line and hook, 
a few matches, a plastic tarp, two 
quarts of water, and a knife. 

Doug’s solo on a tiny island in 
the Atlantic lasted nearly four 
days. His island was lacking in any 
food except for a weed known as 
goose tongue. Though Doug cooked 
some goose tongue on a campfire on 
his first day on solo, he preferred 
to starve thereafter. Unfortunately 
the fishing was not good, so Doug 
had nothing to eat except the goose 
tongue. 

At the Hurricane Island over 
half the program involved train- 
ing in seamanship and navigation. 
In addition to 30-foot whaleboats, 
the campers used 17-foot explorers, 
peapods, and four patrol craft. A 
radar equipped 31-foot Bertram 
was the mainstay of search and 
rescue operations. Several groups 
were rescued while Doug was at 
Hurricane Island. Doug’s group 
took a 200-mile whaleboat trip to 
Cross Island, close to the Canadian 


border. Since the weather was fog- 
gy and the wind was against them, 
the students had to row most of the 
way. During one twenty-six hour 
period the students took turns row- 
ing, four at a time, traveling 
throughout the night. The night be- 
came so cold that the boys were 
begging for a chance to row in or- 
der to get warm. 

At the Minnesota School’s train- 
ing center, or “Homeplace,” set in 
a heavily wooded peninsula in the 
Superior National Forest near Ely 
and just a half day’s paddle from 
Canada, David learned river, lake, 
and white water canoeing in addi- 
tion to the other camp skills. 

After twelve days of training in 
wilderness skills at the homeplace, 
the boys paddled canoes North for 
weeks of adventure in remote wil- 
derness, requiring map and com- 
pass coordination. 

While on the expedition, the boys 
“went on solo.” David’s solo was 
interrupted since he was needed to 
help carry a fellow brigade mem- 
ber suffering from an apparent ap- 
pendicitis attack, to a point where 
the Canadian Rangers could be 
summoned to pick up the sick boy.

that the committees lean strongly 
to the complete concealment of 
the Aborjona so as to be able to 
accommodate the number of play- 
ing fields dictated to meet State 
aid building requirements. It is 
also reported that the School 
Committee is strongly in favor of 
not having the open, or semi- 
open Aborjona running through 
the playing field area. 

The meeting also heard a re- 
port by the landscape architect 
firm of Maurice and Gary, with 
James Maurice presenting a plan 
for the playing fields indicating 
that with the river buried, it 
would be possible to fit in all of 
the required athletic fields on the 
roughly 24 area land thus created, 
excepting two of the projected 
tennis courts, which it appears, 
could be accommodated across the 
tracks on the Shore Road field 
site adjacent to the school. 

If effected, this plan would for 
the first time in WHS history, 
bring the soccer field and girls’ 
hockey fields into the central High 
School area, along "with the foot- 
ball practice field and the track. 

In his report, Mr. Horne made 
a large point of the fact that es- 
timates were based on today’s 
prices and that prices were going 
up all the time. He also reiterated 
that bids for this kind of work 
often varied to the extent of 50 
to 100%. 

There was considerable discus- 
sion at the meeting of the possi- 
bility of cutting down on the 
eventual cost by putting the 
eventual river-containing culvert 
in a spot nearer the center of the 
area where the peat depth was 
less than it is at the present 
river-bed site. There was also 
committee discussion relative to 
temporary storage and eventual 
use of the removed peat. 

Fence Contract Signed 

Mr. Crimp concluded the joint 
committee meeting with the state- 
ment that he would now prepare 
a preliminary report for the com- 
mittees on a large scale, including 
schematic plans of buildings and 
site and a pretty firm recommen- 
dation on the waterway. 

Asked if an estimate total cost 
would he in this report, Mr. Crimp 
said, “It might.” 

The subcommittee has been 
gathering together the separate 
details of Town and State approv- 
als required to formulate a time 
schedule and call for a Town 
Meeting. It hopes that this will 
be possible shortly after Mr, 
Crimp’s report is received. 

After the joint meeting dis- 
banded, the Permanent Building 
Committee members, school ad- 
ministration and architect Crimp 
remained to consider matters 
dealing with Tufts Road School. 

They authorized the signing of 
a contract with low bidder, Re- 
liable Fence Company to construct 
fencing — divided in their propo 
sals into three separate parcels — 
first fencing around the school 
property north to the Park De- 
partment land, at about $2,372; 
next a very small area separating 
the school land from that of a Mr. 
Ferro on Irving Street at about 
$125.00; and third, to fence the 
Park Department land at a cost 
of around $3,400. 

This meeting concluded with 
the additional authorization of 
about $4,000 for landscaping at 
the Tufts Road School site.

William H. Stewart, is emphatic 
about the danger. Flu cases may 
be expected in “substantial num- 


morning Mrs. Curtis noticed that

crease in severity is apparent 
when one considers that the last 
epidemic of influenza was three 
years ago and that the disease 
comes in epidemic cycles every 
two years.

Those people who were not im- 
munized last year and wish to re- 
ceive the vaccine this year should 
attend the October 11 clinic for 
their first injection and the No- 
vember 15 clinic for the second 
injection. 

In order to defray the costs of 
the clinics, a small fee per injec- 
tion will he charged. Any person 
who is allergic to eggs should not 
participate in the clinic. 

Michael D. Saraco, Winchester’s 
director of health, advises that 
other citizens contact their family 
physicians in order to protect 
themselves against the fiu. The 
Middlesex Tuberculosis and 
Health Association suggests that 
those wanting immunization take 
care of the matter soon after Oct- 
ober 1 as some time is required 
for the vaccine to take effect. 

Persons needing immunization 
include (a) those 45 years old or 
more, and particularly those over 
65; (b) those who have chronic 
illness; (c) patients in nursing 
homes, chronic disease hospitals 
and comparable places; and (d) 
pregnant women.

Expo — Recommended For Fall 


You're invited to a party from four to six— and 
you wait till nearly half-past to go and get there to 
find the crowd has thinned, the host is mellow and 
there’s still plenty to eat and drink. 

That’s the way it is up at Expo ’67 right now. And 
if you’ve thought it’s too much trouble to get ready 
and get up there, we suggest you change your mind. 
It’s worth it. 

Expo runs through October 29. The weather 
ahead may not be as luscious as it was last weekend 
when we had the good luck to be there, but it augurs 
to be bright and clear, just right to enhance one of 
the most beautiful factors in the world-wide celebra- 
tion of Canada’s 100th birthday party— the St. Law- 
rence River. 

The magnificent, purposeful river sparkles around 
and all about the fantasy sky-lines of the Expo is- 
lands; and the great, rather solemn-appearing work 
a-day Montreal stands behind it in paternal toler- 
ance, while its populace and their guests kick up 
their heels on St. Helene and Notre Dame. 

VVe had brought to Montreal the May issue of the 
National Geographic for its fine background article 
on the fair and the country; anti we found that its 
relief picture-map of the fair, torn out and taped lo 
one piece, made an even handier and better guide to 
the lair than the somewhat cumbersome official map. 
Another adjunct to enjoy was the morning Montreal 
Star, in which the day's and next day's events were 
listed more handily. 

We found the Expo services, running from Log- 
expo, which found us a place to stay even late on 
Thursday evening, down through its multiple and 
varied snack bars (fondue? pi/za? patisserie?) and its 
fine looking restaurants— all excellent. 

Having been through the great expositions of the* 
U.S.A. and the L.S.S.R. by television, we those to 
enjoy them only from the outside. This may well 
have been a mistake, but that of our own country is 
truly lovely outside, and one cannot see it all in 15 
hours. 

Blessed with the courtesy of a press card and able 
it) forego the long lines, we cannot report whether 
or not the Czechoslovakian pavilion or the wonderful 
show at the Canadian Telephone Building are worth 
an hour or molt wait. But both were extraordinarily 
fine. I he film in the round at the latter is both a 
teaser for a long, explorative trip through Canada 
anil a substitute loi one; so it should please all. The 
former is a deftly assembled exposition of the history, 
art, craft and industry of the Czechs. It is a must 
for lovers of fine glass. Its World of Children is ex- 
quisite and the music tluoughowi the pavilion par- 
ticularly well those 1 1 and pet led. One can always get 
in without a wait by eating at its lcslauiant. 


Yet, for a choice small pavilion, with no lines and 
no wait, we would star that ol Belgium. Architectur- 
ally warm and particularly pleasing, its velvet-covered 
Stools invite rest throughout. It talers to. not just 
about (as is really the case in Czechoslovakia) the 
children, with an intimate, centrally set little puppet 
theatre and an attractive presentation of children’s 
cartoon strips. But it boasts also, scattered through- 
out, such gems as Brueghel, a Van Eyck, a Rubens 
tapestries, contemporary oils— and effective life-sized 
photoslide reproduction of an altar piece ai Ghent. 
The last mentioned media, found also in other places 
throughout the fair, seemed to us a perfect use of 
modern techniques to demonstrate the old. More rest- 
ful and effective than the flashing, changing slide 
presentations used in many pavilions, for instance 
for history in the lovely, lush Iranian exhibit or lor 
“Art in German Museums,” Hashing unidentified in 
the German pavilion. 

It seemed to us that the exhibits done entirely by 
stylized, colored, symbolic representation were bor- 
ing— for example the beautiful but rather dull Que- 
bec exhibit and the almost linselly New York State 
presentation— lots of effect, but not much to remem- 
ber. The moving, vital Israeli pavilion made a nicely 
balanced use of the very old and real— the biblical 
manuscripts— and the contemporary technique— the 
moving wall of life-sized photographs of Jews coining 
to the new stale. And so did that of France, whose 
handsome, commanding building is a must early in 
one’s visit for a panoramic view' (with lunch if de- 
sired) and which houses something equally ex- 
citing lor the mechanically-minded male or t lie* fash- 
ion conscious female. For art lovers the review of 
French art through the centuries, in its extensive, 
three-room art exhibit which includes one painting of 
almost all of France’s best painters is exciting. 

For music lovers too, there is complete fare. A band 
at every bandshell— or a singing group. VVe heard a 
beautiful concert of Indian music at that pavilion 
and could have had tickets to some Benjamin Britten 
presented by the English Opera Group in downtown 
Montreal’s St. Jacques Chtinh anil just missed getting 
in on the Vienna Stale Opera ot tile Vienna Philhar- 
mopii . Ibis weekend, for instance, there is the Mu- 
nich Bach Choir and Orchestra, running concurrent 
with the Yugoslav Folklore Ensemble and the Pearl 
Bailey Show. But for these extra special shows, one 
should call ahead for tickets. 

VVe would have gone to the lair a third day Iml our 
young companion wished to see more ol Canada; so 
we can report instead th.it even on a weekend, motel 
rooms were available up under Mont I renihlant, only 
about an lion i and a ball’s ride from the city.

It makes me realize anew how important 
it is not to have preconceived ideas about the character anil capacities of other human beings, because these 
arc attributes for which external appearances can give no dues.”

ciliary science workshop under the auspices of the State Department’s Agency for Inter- 


The workshop was part of the 
on-going African Primary Science 
Program (APSP), whose purpose 
is to develop simple elementary 
science equipment, teachers' 
guides, and children’s books suit- 
ed to the needs of developing 
countries of Africa. This is the 
third summer that an APSP 
workshop has been held in Africa, 
the two previous ones having heen 
in Uganda and Tanzania. 

Mrs. Chandler is a former 
chairman of the School Committee 
and, more recently, a member of 
the Board of Trustees of the Win- 
chester Public Library. She is also 
a member of the Board of Trust- 
ees of the eleven State Colleges 
of Massachusetts and of the Mas- 
sachusetts State College Building 
Authority. 

This summer, as in other years, 
reports Mrs. Chandler, the work- 
shop in Ghana was attended by 
teachers, professors, and minis- 
ters of education from many dif- 
ferent African countries as well 
as from Canada, Ireland, England, 
Italy, and the United States. The 
program differed from earlier 
workshops in one respect in that 
this was the first year that a 
textbook editor was in attendance. 

Mrs. Chandler, editor at Hough- 
ton Mifflin Company, was invited 
to participate in APSP by Edu- 
cational Development Center, Inc., 
of Newton, the non-profit organi- 
zation that initiated and develop- 
ed this program for elementary 
science in Africa. Houghton Mif- 
flin granted a leave of absence so 
that she could take advantage of 
this unusual opportunity. 

Educational Development Cen- 
ter, Inc., recently characterized 
by the “Saturday Review” as the 
“General Motors of curriculum re- 
form,” is an outgrowth of Edu- 
cational Services, Inc. (ESI) es- 
tablished in 1958 under the leader- 
ship of Professor Jerrokl Zacha- 
rias of MIT. ESI i- well known 
for the new high school physics 
course it sponsored, which is now 


in use in the Winchester High 
School. 

It was Mrs. Chandler’s task at 
Akosombo to work closely with 
authors from Kenya, Malawi, 
Tanzania, Ghana, and Nigeria 
who had written manuscripts for 
teachers’ guides and books for 
children. These manuscripts had 
been developed in preliminary 
form in earlier workshops, tried 
out in the schools in the various 
countries, and were now ready for 
final editing. Fortunately, Eng- 
lish is spoken in all the eleven 
African countries represented at 
Akosombo, so communication was 
no problem. 

A Visit Throughout The Land 

In addition to her editorial re- 
sponsibilities, Mrs. Chandler was 
charged with investigating the 
problems besetting publishing in 
Ghana. She visited the Govern- 
ment Printing Press at the sea- 
port of Tema, and conferred with 
outstanding Ghanaian personali- 
ties, authors, artists, professional 
photographer, and publisher. 
Through these contacts she had 
the opportunity of visiting 
schools, the University of Ghana 
and homes from mud huts to 
palaces; and she met and talked 
with Ghanaian people from all 
stratas of society. 

One of Mrs. Chandler's most in- 
teresting experiences was a two- 
hour visit at the beautiful home 
of Alex Quaison-Sakey, former 
president of the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations. Mrs. 
Chandler talked quite frankly with 
Mr. Quaison-Sakey about racial 
problems in the United States. 
She reports, “It was a bitter con- 
trast between the relaxed friendly 
atmosphere at Akosombo and the 
frightening riot news from the 
U. S. Surprisingly, Mr. Quaison- 
Sakey was somewhat optimistic 
about the slow but steady pro- 
gress being made in America.” 

Mrs. Chandler also spent an 
afternoon with the director of 
African Affairs for UNESCO, Mr. 
Gibramadhin. He is a native of 


Ethiopia and had just flown in 
from UNESCO headquarters in 
Paris. He asked many questions 
about her work at Houghton Mif- 
flin and was also most interested 
to learn of the African Primary 
Science Program. Later he visit- 
ed Akosombo at Mrs. Chandler’s 
invitation and saw the workshop 
in action. 

Since much of the orientation 
of APSP is directed toward the 
problem of teacher training in 
Africa, Mrs. Chandler feels that 
the experiences in Africa were 
particularly valuable to her. This 
is because of her involvement in 
the affairs of the Massachusetts 
State Colleges, where teacher 
training is one of the prime con- 
cerns. 

In January, 1966, Governor Vol- 
pe appointed Mrs. Chandler to her 
four-year term on the newly 
formed Board of Trustees of the 
eleven State Colleges. It was in 
March, 1967, that the Governor 
appointed her to the Massachu- 
setts State College Building Au- 
thority, which has the responsi- 
bility of building all State Col- 
lege buildings that can be self- 
supporting, such as dormitories 
and student unions. As a trustee 
of the colleges, Mrs. Chandler is 
a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee and the Committee on Aca- 
demic Programs of the Board of 
Trustees, and is chairman of the 
Committee on Student Affairs. 

She stated that although many 
problems besetting the recruit- 
ment and training of teachers in 
Africa differ markedly from those 
in Massachusetts, there are others 
that can shed light on teacher 
training everywhere. One prob- 
lem that was not in evidence in 
the particular African countries 
represented in Ghana was the ra- 
cial problem. In Kenya, Sierra Le- 
one, and Ghana, to name a few, 
many white American teachers 
and members of the Peace Corps 
live and work in harmony and 
with the mutual respect of their 
African counterparts. 
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Governor Volpe 
Names Five For 
Mental Health 


Five persons here were named 
by Governor John A. Volpe yes- 
terday to serve as members of 
the 21 -member Mystic Valley area 
Mental Health Board, one of ”7 
across the state set up to help 
organize the comprehensive com- 
munity mental health and retard- 
ation programs under the new 
mental health act. 

The five are Neil 1L Borden, 
of 58 Winford Way; Bernard Har- 
leston, of 10 Crescent Road; Ed- 
ward F. James, of 11 Sargent 
Road; Mrs. Donald Lewis, of 40 
Wedgernere Avenue and the Rev- 
erend Henry Marquanlt, of the 
St. Eulalia Church. 

A report from Mental Health 
Commissioner Milton Greenblatt, 
M.D., indicated that all 777 mem- 
bers comprising the boards have 
been chosen after several weeks 
of screening. 

“With the appointment of these 
21-member boards,” Governor 
Volpe said, “we have reached an- 
other milestone in our overall plan 
to improve state services in the 
fields of mental health and re- 
tardation. 

“We have, in the past fifteen 
years, seen a revolution in public 
attitude toward mental illness. 
We are now implementing a revo- 
lution in our methods of treat- 
ment of the mentally ill. We arc 
getting away from the concept ol 
the large custodial institution and 
initiating a pattern of small men- 
tal health centers, emphasizing 
short-term care and accessibility 
to all those in need. 

“The ultimate goal,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “is to return the pa- 
tient to productive, normal life 
in society as quickly as possible." 

Plans are being completed, ac- 
cording to Dr. Greenblatt, for 

seven special regional ceremonies 
throughout the state, wh.-n mem- 
bers will receive the Oatfi 0 f Of- 
fice from Governor Volpe and pre- 
pare for activation.

• Professional painters 
sometimes use a blow torch 
to remove large areas of 
paint, but this is not a rec- 
ommended procedure for a 
do-it-yourselfer who is in- 
experienced in this field.

BUT DADDY! 

by Tom Puck 

The subtitle of But- Daddy! is “The hilarious true 
story of how Pat and Tom Buck raised 11 children 
and survived.” As Art Linkletter has observed, noth- 
ing is more hilarious to the average person than his 
fellow man in an embarrassing situation, The par- 
ents of eleven children are forever in such a situation 
and are consequently funnier than anybody. To sur- 
vive all, said parents must be able to laugh at them- 
selves, at least in retrospect. If the laughter sounds 
somewhat hysterical, why shouldn’t it? 

For me But Daddy! produces a feeling of pure ex- 
haustion. Even if you’ve had only five children to 
bring up, you have learned enough of attrition to 
empathize with the tension, the frustration, the com- 
promise, and the unreasonable but genuine exhila- 
ration of the Bucks. If you have one or two children, 
or none, you can probably laugh wholeheartedly at 
this picture of family life. Father Corcoran told 
Tom Buck privately (after baby-sitting for two hours 
with seventeen children whom his housekeeper enter- 
tained anyway) the “mothers went straight to heav- 
en, especially if they have three or more children.” 
After his experience “Father did not preach on birth 
control for six months.” 

The Bucks, being good Catholics and very interest- 
ed participators in community life, have a number of 
outside activities exclusive of family per se. Take a 
typical Sunday, “various combinations of kids were 
serving four different Masses, and all told 1 had to 
make sixteen trips to church. First I had to take the 
youngster who was serving the seven o’clock Mass 
because he had to be there fifteen minutes early to get 
his surplice on and light the candles. Then I had to 
double back for the kids who were going to attend 
that Mass. So for each Mass there were two trips, 
and the same coming home. In total, for only four 
Masses, Sunday School and a special Holy Commu- 
nion class, the number of times to and from church 
was sixteen. Our church is about six miles from our 
house so I had to drive ninety-six miles — without 
breakfast. It doesn’t sound right, but nothing sounds 
right on Sunday morning.” 

Then there was a Pop-o-Rama Jamboree where 
twenty reluctant fathers went on an “overnight” 
with their cub scout sons, so the boys could become 
Bob-Cats. The mothers rescued the anguished fath- 
ers after an emergency call from one father. The 
boys all became Bob-Cats — and lost all interest in 
scouting. 

Pat Buck, Tom’s wife, after a hectic ’’getting off 
to school” session “promised to say a Rosary for the 
Pope to guide him to a practical decision on the Pill.” 
But when her doctor said that her “pickle poisoning” 
was likely just a twelfth pregnancy “She mused 
aloud, dreamily ‘The doctor said it would be nice to 
have twins . . . How old was Mrs. Dionne, ” Tom 
passed out. He figured “Pat and I started our mar- 
riage with a binding mutual love which has rewarded 
us with eleven charges — each wonderful, each an in- 
dividual, each capable of producing eleven children of 
his own. The thought of being grandparents, in a 
few years, to one hundred and twenty-one grandchil- 
dren — is appalling!” 

There is no indication of real financial strain in 
the book! nor of harassment more than temporary. 
Cheaper by the Dozes gives more a relaxed picture 
of family life, but it was written by one of the chil- 
dren, not by a parent.

Mr. Fitzsimmons 
Shares Thoughts 
For Young People 

Editor of the Star: 

Let’s make history by developing 
a course of common sense in the 
Winchester schools. 

The young people in our town 
are our most important possessions. 
Anything we can do to point out 
to them the paths they should fol- 
low to bring to them the ultimate 
in happiness and progress must 
surely be worth-while. Moreover, 
this will not cost a penny, only a 
little cooperation from schools, 
homes, churches and organizations 
such as the Boy Scouts and Rotary. 

On the subject of liquor, I feel 
this way: Statistics show that 

about 5 r /t of the youngsters who 
start to drink liquor become alco- 
holics. A much larger percentage 
just become plain drunkards to a 
more or less degree. The vital thing 
is to point out to them how foolish 
it is to take the first drink. Let’s

They can refer tc 
these booklets from time to time 
and pass them along to others- 
whose schools do not concern them- 
selves too much about the future ot 
their youngsters. 

So we say, let’s make history and 
be one of America’s outstanding 
towns where grown-ups work te 
bring up the finest crop of boys and 
girls possible.

The newsletter just puhlishtsl by the Planning Board here, in its 
third issue, presents a detailed report of actual zoning uses and asks 
a few questions relative to potential changes.

When a zoning district is established, it is not often realized that 
all the land involved will not be used for the purpose intended. From 
the total acreage zoned there may be a certain area of the district un- 
available for development. If the area of this unusable land is sub- 
tracted from the gross acreage zoned, the remainder should bo theoret- 
ically available for development of the district. The word theoretically 
is used purposely because when the district is zoned, it usually has other 
uses existing in it — uses which continue to exist for a very long time, 
if not forever, and which limit the primary use for which the district 
is intended. For example, let us examine our zoned business district 
statistics as found in the foregoing table. 

Although the Business District, as shown on the Town’s zoning 
map, has a gross or total area of 85 acres, only 6 acres are actually 
readily available now for business development. About 36 acres — 
oughly 42.4 percent of the district— are occupied by parks, streets, 
water bodies, municipal parking, town buildings, etc. Of the remaining 
49 acres theoretically available for business use, 19 acres are presently 
used for commercial and industrial purposes. Of the 30 acres left for 
business development, approximately 24 acres— about 28 percent of the 
district— are devoted to residential uses, leaving only 6 acres readily 
available for business development. 

In addition to the large acreage of residential land in the Business 
District, there are a number of other conditions which need attention. 
Why, for instance, should Wedge Pond Park of the park lands on either 
side of the Aberjona River southwesterly of Skillings Road be zoned for 
business? Some other park land — some of the proposed high school site 
— is zoned as part of our Industrial District. On the other hand, 5< 
acres of our Single Residence, Single Residence A and General Residence 
Districts are being used for business and industrial purposes. In a 
proposed land use plan which is being prepared for consideration, recom- 
mendations will be made to correct some of these conditions and to im 
prove Winchester’s overall tax base.

Zip-a-List Kit 
Delivery Starts 

Winchester letter carriers have 
started delivery of 6,000 Zip- A-List 
kits to every householder in the 
area. 

Postmaster Charles R. Hill has 
rged all residents to use the postal 
cards contained in the kits to ob- 
tain the Zip Codes needed for ad- 
dresses in their personal mailing 
lists. 

Each householder will receive 
eight cards with spaces for the ad- 
dresses to be “zipped” by the post 
office and for the return address. 

No postage is needed, Postmaster 
Hill said. 

The project is part of Postmas- 
ter General Lawrence F. O’Brien’s 
program to make Zip Codes more 
accessible to the mailing public and 
thereby increase the use of the 
codes in mailing addresses. 

In addition to the kit, which is 
folded like a closed accordion, a 
(separate card is being delivered to 
remind residents of the local Zip 
Code number. 

Zip Code is necessary all year 
round to increase the efficiency of 
the postal service,” Postmaster Hill 
explained, “but it is more import- 
ant than ever around the holiday 
season. This year, the Post Office 
Department expects to handle well 
over nine billion pieces of mail 
during the Christmas rush. Zip 
Code will be a great help in deliver- 
ing that mail accurately and on 
time.” 

Postmaster Hill has reminded 
Zip-A-List users to print clearly 
and to include their return address 
so that the post office will know 
where to deliver the completed 
form. Last year, thousands of peo- 
ple throughout the nation forgot 
o include the return address and 
their efforts to cooperate in the 
project went for naught, he said. 

Today, September 21, will be 
’‘Postal Service Day” at the Win- 
chester Post Office and patrons are 
invited to call at the post office 
and observe the service operations 
in the distribution and dispatch of 
mails.

Moro than 0,800 Viet-Nam ora 
vetornnR have applied for G.I. 
loans at the Boston Veterans Ad- 
ministration office, the VA reported 
today. 

Twenty-one thousand have ap- 
plied for educational benefits under 
the 1966 G.I. Bill. 

Stepped up efforts are being 
made by the VA and the Depart- 
ment of Defense to brief returning 
servicemen on veterans benefits, 
hut some servicemen tend to think 
of veterans benefits as something 
for Older veterans. Home loans and 
educational allowances are exam- 
ples of the types of benefits that 
are of special interest to young ex- 
servicemen and women. 

These benefits, plus other types 
of benefits, were extended last year 
to all veterans with at least 181 
days active service, provided some 
of it was after January 31, 1955.

Marycliff Decides 
On Major Changes 

With the opening of the school 
year at Maryclilf Academy, the ad- 
ministration and the faculty have 
inaugurated several changes.

The innovative aspect of the 
marriage course is that is will be 
taught, not by the senior homeroom 
teacher, but by the school chaplain, 
Father McFarland. A member of 
tho Metropolitan Tribunal of the 
archdiocese, Father McFarland is 
conversant with current problems 
regarding marriage. His class will 
be given each Monday beginning 
September 25. 

To strengthen the community 
spirit at Marycliff and to encourage 
student participation in the sacred 
liturgy, there will be weekly Mass- 
es in the newly renovated school 
chapel. The students will gather 
around the altar at the celebratioi 
of the Eucharistic banquet. On 
September 19 the seniors partici- 
pated in the celebrated sacred lit- 
urgy with Father McFarland. Each 
class will have its special Mass.

School Safety 
Patrols Save Lives 

The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation said today School Safety 
Patrols have been responsible for 
reducing over half the traffic fa- 
talities of school children. 

According to Richard W. Hoover, 
Director of Safety for AAA’s Mass, 
division: “These patrols, started 

over 40 years ago, give children 
extra protection from traffic haz- 
ards while going to and from 
school, and help teach safe pedes- 
trian conduct.” 

AAA works with schools and lo- 
cal police departments to organize, 
train and equip safety patrol units. 
Boys and girls are selected for pa- 
trol duty and instructed on safety. 
They must be on duty before school 
opens in the morning and remain 
at the end of the day, until pupils 
have passed their posts. 

“Since they were first organized 
back in the 1920's, School Saftey 
Patrols have been effective in cut- 
ting the traffic death rate for 
school-age youngsters in half, while 
the death rate for all other age 
groups has nearly doubled,” the 
AAA safety official said. 

Safety Patrol posters are now 
being distributed by Triple-A to 
Elementary and Junior High 
Schools throughout the Common- 
wealth. The prizewinning poster 
for September, drawn by Cynthia 
Ciangio of St. Joseph School in 
West Orange, N.J., says “Help 
School Safety Patrols.”

Political Action Com. 


Reports Wednesday 

The elected committee of 12 which has carried the ball over the 
summer for the Friends of METCO, disbanded in June, plans a very 
full report to the Town at its open meeting on Wednesday night point- 
ing to the formation of a political action group here to concern itself 
with a broad spectrum of the Town's affairs. 

Owen Cote, of 10 Manchester Road, elected chairman of the 
group which has met weekly throughout the summer, anticipates and 
hopes for a good turnout of the Town at Wednesday’s meeting sche- 
duled for 8:30 at the Saint Eulalia parish hall. Ridge Street. "We have 
met weekly since July," says Mr. Cote, "and are ready now officially to 
organize with three action committees, one on human relations, one 
on Town government and one on education and curriculum." 


A formal name may also evolve 
Wednesday for this group, the 
long term *aims of which have 
been stated to be to work toward 
the improvement of the Winches- 
ter situations in human and com- 
munity relations, in Town edu- 
cation and in Town government. 
It presently refers to itself as 
the "Winchester Community Ac- 
tion Organization.” 

METCO — a review, an inter- 
pretation and a firm recommenda- 
tion, is scheduled on the agenda 
and expected to be a focus for 
much discussion. A majority 
group of the steering committee 
is expected to ask for concrete 
action in the direction of effecting 
the admission of METCO stu- 
dents into the Winchester Schools 
next fall. Informal advance re- 
ports from the committee reflect 
some difference of opinion as to 
the exact political action which 
should be supported to accomp- 
lish this aim. 

In addition to reporting on 
METCO, and the complexity of 
the issues which led to its re- 
jection here in early summer, the 
agenda calls for a review of pre- 
vious action in Town by .existing 
organizations; the history of the 
Town’s opposition, with particu- 
lar reference to the defeat of so 
many school building committees; 
and the history of the referenda 
in Winchester.

Fair Housing 
Meets to Adopt 
"Aide System’' 

To assist home-seekers and, at 
the same time, establish better 
communication between white and 
Negro families, the Winchester 
Fair Housing Association, at its 
steering committee meeting last 
Thursday evening, adopted a new 
proposal. 

This plan, known as the “aide 
system” and used effectively in 
other Boston area communities, 
will enable a Winchester family 
to assist a Negro urban family in 
locating suburban housing with 
all contact, effort and negotiations 
in finding housing accommoda- 
tions to he carried out on a per- 
sonal one-to-one basis. 

Formerly a housing chairman 
handled the necessary details. 

Increased opportunities for 
face-to-face contacts are neces- 
sary to break down the misunder- 
standings and false impressions 
which separate the black and 
white communities. In recognition 
of this fact, the steering commit- 
tee is hopeful that eventually 
many Winchester families will be- 
come involved in solving the hous- 
ing problems which exist for Ne- 
groes, and in eliminating the un- 
fair and unlawful discrimination 
which has caused them. 

Allan G. Rodgers, president of 
WFHA, has appointed Mrs. Rob- 
ert A. Danley to be chairman and 
coordinator of the housing aides. 
She and her committee will assist 
aides with suggestions and infor- 
mation. 

Also at this meeting, held at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. H. Kim- 
ball Archibald, names of three 
Negro families currently looking 
for housing in or near Winches- 
ter were given and efforts begun 
to locate suitable homes or apart- 
ments for them.

Mrs. Hills then made it a triple 
by walking off with the women’s 
doubles and mixed doubles titles 
aided ably by partners Sue San- 
born and son, Gerry Hills. Mrs.

Lorraine Ingraham-Stella Gal- 
lant 7-5, 6-0 in the women’s dou- 
bles final. Sue and Dorothy then 
returned to the court on opposite 
sides of the net for the mixed 
final which was won by the Hills 
combine, 7-5, H-2 versus Mrs. 
Sanborn-Bill Macneil. 

Paul Ryan needs only a re- 
minder, not an introduction, to 
local sports fans. WHS '62 he was 
a varsity linesman in hockey and 
captained tennis. Up at Vermont 
University, where he was gradu- 
ated this June, Paul also captain- 
ed tennis for his junior and senior 
years. He has held the Yankee 
Conference title and the Eastern 
College Athletic Conference ten- 
nis championship. He just wasn’t 
on the recent lists at Packer 
Courts, and he may not be around 
to defend next year for he was 
sworn into the Army on Tuesday. 

Paul and Mrs. Hills each lost 
but one set cn route to their ti- 
tles.

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interest of the Board of Health 
and the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion, each group becoming con- 
cerned over evidence of problems 
created by drug abuse in this area. 

The evolving course for stu- 
dents has been worked out by the 
two departments and the associa- 
tion working together. It will be 
presented in activity periods at 
the High School. And speakers 
will be paid for by Board of 
Health monies, in line with the 
desire of this Board to strengthen 
its program in the preventive field 
and in areas which touch a broad 
segment of the community. 

Well-known professionals in 
the area are being asked to be- 
come speakers for the program. 
The High School, represented by 
WHS Principal W. Howard Nib- 
lock, and the Board of Health, 
represented by Dr. Lawrence 
Quigley, chairman, are at work 
lining up a program right now, 
reports Mrs. Wanda Williams, 
Visiting Nurse director, who has 
contributed a good deal of time 
to the concrete planning of the 
effort. 

Dr. Nibloek reports that last 
year’s study group viewed visual 
materials such as filmstrips and 
movies, rejecting much as unsuit- 
able. 

“Many discussions were held in 
an attempt to determine what 
would he effective teaching meth- 
ods here,” he reports. “Though 
presentations to large groups is 
a popular method with some 
schools, the unanimous conclu- 
sion of our group was that small- 
group discussion, under informed 
leaders, would insure better un- 
derstanding.” 

As a result of the discussions, 
plans were made to introduce in- 
formation sessions this fall. Last 
spring Mrs. Williams met with 
Dr. Nibloek to coordinate efforts 
of the three groups and a list of 
possible speakers was determined. 

Leaders, or speakers, are being 
invited from among physicians, 
psychiatrists, psychologists and 
drug control experts. 

Dr. Quigley has reported to the 
Star that the Winchester and 
Mystic Valley Mental Health As- 
sociations are also interested in 
backing this effort, and that in 
background study for this pro- 
jected presentation, he has looked 
into the materials offered in about 
17 other communities — many out 
of state — while at the National

German Lab 
Is Named For 
Prof. Rochow 

Student laboratories at the 
Braunschweig Technical Univer- 
sity in Germany are to be named 
after Professor Eugene G. Roch- 
of, of 37 Squire Road, according 
to an announcement just received 
from the University. 

Professor Rochow, a member of 
the Harvard faculty, received an 
honorary doctor of natural sci- 
ences degree at colorful ceremo- 
nies at Braunschweig in Novem- 
ber, 1966.

A Fresh Wind 


There is a fresh wind blowing in the political ac 
ti\ity of the I own. And anyone who wants to feel 
it first hand should take time oil next Wednesday 
evening and be there in person when the “sum me r 
committee" of the "Winchester Political Action Or- 
ganization" takes the floor of the parish ball at 
Saint F.ulalia’s Church. 

Rom of the frustration, disappointment, and. yes, 
shame, experienced by those who felt the rejection 
of and by MET CO was a defeat for the down, the 
committee has busted itself this summer with a harsh 
look at political realities here. “Work" seems to be 
a key word in its activity. Talk, yes; but this is ex- 
pected. Work was involved in calling together persons 
key to the understanding ol the ME I CO failure 
and listening to their story of "why.” And it took 
work and time to go out around Town and visit 
with former chairmen of those building committees 
whose history here has been one of consistent defeat 
without learning from this defeat in such a way to 
preclude repeat of the same. 

That the “summer committee" has missed some 
key persons and ideas is probable— but their effort 
has been and is great— an effort to look back and 
dissect the political make-up of the Town as a first 


step toward building a foundation lor its improve- 
ment. 

Effective political action groups have formed across 
the I own before; but they have been born of emer- 
gencies and died with them. Continuing action groups 
exist— in many church-oriented groups, in the l air 
Housing organization and in the all lemale League 
of Women Voters. The new committee speaks with 
respect of the work done by these and others. It de- 
sires, however, to set up a continuing action group 
designed to entertain a broad cross section of think- 
ing coming from persons of all sects, all sexes, all 
ages. 

Many veterans of Town affairs, both successful, un- 
successful and in the middle, will raise an eye or two 
to hear that the calendar age of some of the leaders 
of this effort is in the late 2()’s and early .‘Id's and 
that the residential “age” is very low for many. Wc 
suggest that this may he their biggest asset. Out of 
their newness and their vigor, and with the broader 
philosophical acceptances of their generation, they 
may gain the momentum to push ahead and over- 
come the barriers which have so often split the 
Town, discouraged their seniors, and tost tax payers 
here hundreds and thousands of wasted dollars. 


Ahead For Once? 


In this country smoking was a widely established 
habit before clear indications came that it can be a 
severe and sometimes fatal health hazard. In this 
country there have always been drug addicts. But the 
coincidence of the emancipation of young people to 
be more often than not in charge of their own free 
time and the discovery of exciting new drugs with 
unlimited possibilities for misuse has created an ex- 
plosive nation-wide problem which shouts for pre- 
ventive action. 


The High School and the Board ol Health are to 
be commended for their initiative, and the Visiting 
Nurses and the Police for their aid. in setting up the 
WHS drug information program announced today. 
Many high schools have had one-shot presentations; 
few have aimed to design one with continuity. Can 
this not be followed by a smoking information pro- 
gram on the elementary or junior high level, which 
though late and complex, is just as sorely needed?

Dr. Leo J. Cass Speaks Out 
For More Information On Drugs 


Ed. Note: Dr. Leo J. Cuss, who lives here 

at 4 Myopia Hill Road , is director of health 
services at the Harvard Law School. A graduate 
of Harvard and its Medical School , Dr. Cass is 
a specialist in internal medicine with a partic- 
ular interest in research. He is past president 
and a member of the board of regents of the 
International Academy of Law and Science. He 
lias published many articles on the subject of 
medicine and the law , and he was fiat tun’d 
speaker this summer at the All Star Family 
Conference , Star Island. New Hampshire , where 
he talked about “ Narcotics in a Changing 
World” He is married to I)r. Victoria Cass , who 
is the former medical director of the Peter Rent 
Rrigham Hospital and is an appointee of Cov- 
entor Volpe as a member of one of the approving 
authorities of the Hoard of Registration in Med- 
icine . She is a member of the corporation of the 
Fernald School and is associated with Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health in the Divi- 
sion of Maternal and Child Health. 'I hey are 
the parents of two children , Leo M Harvard , 
cum laude, 1965 , well known to Winchester Star 
readers as a nationally recognized Sheet shooter 
and a member of the All American Sports Afield 
Sheet Team in !*)()(). lie is currently a second- 
year student at the Dartmouth Medical School. 
Victoria , who was graduated from Cornell in 
June of this year , is currently pursuing grad- 
uate study in the Ph.D. Program in Chinese Lit- 
erature and Asian studies at Yale . 

There is nothing new in taking drugs. From 
earliest limes people have swallowed substances 
to make tlmm feel better, happier, more excited 
or more calm or perhaps even more frequently 
to make thorn more self-confident and sell- 
assured. 

The availability of these subsL'iiees has al- 
ways been regulated by religious, eeononiie or 
political control. W berever they have been avail- 
alde t bey have been abused, and dependence and 
addiction have occurred lo many of the people 
who used them. Although some of the greatest 
boons to man are found in drugs-— where abuse 
lias occurred, immeasurable damage lias also 
resulted. There are nearly 50 known hallucin- 
ogens. many of them thousands of years old. The 
popularity of ha-liish is said to date from the 
tiim‘ of tin* Crusades. Opium and later her- 
oin and now the tranquilizers, analgesics, sed- 
atives and stimulants are subject to abuse. 
Addiction to drugs is csscnLially a problem only 


in the United States, Canada, Great Britain and 
a few large cities throughout the world. 

The widespread use of drugs has been brought 
about by scientific and economic advances that 
have refined the drugs so that they can be taken 
in more concentrated form or have made them 
more available and has taken them out of struc- 
tured control. Alcoholic beverages were essen- 
tially foods until the distillation process in- 
creased their potency to where abuse was physi- 
cally possible and convenient. Legal and illegal 
distribution channels, an advanced culture, ade- 
quate money, education and a change in atti- 
tudes towards family, and religious and social 
controls have fostered this movement of exces- 
sive drug use. Our medical attitudes which en- 
courages control of our feelings and sensations 
by drugs has furthered this attitude of escape 
through drugs. We feel we are entitled to relief 
of pain, cough, sleeplessness or whatever. The 
next step we have come to expect is the control 
of our mood and mind. 

In the present state of affairs, there is no go- 
ing back to elimination of tin' problem hy force- 
ful reduction iu availability or punishment of 
tin* distributor or users; although such measures 
are unfortunately necessary also. We have to 
face this problem by reducing the demand. The 
only answer is education and enlightenment. \\ e 
are late in facing tin* problejm in this way pos- 
sibly because wc were caught off guard. Our 
answers to legitimate demands for information 
have often been hasty and have been aimed at 
discouraging use on an authoritative basis, rath- 
er than supplying young people with the facts 
in the expectation that ail intelligent and know- 
ledgeable person will on the basis of knowledge 
of the facts make the proper decision. 

We are being unnecessarily pushed by a small 
minority who feel a great desire to experiment 
with new sensations or to find a new road to par- 
ticipation in an in-group which provides social 
and emotional success. It is interesting to see il 
this gioup is interested in fuels and willing to 
accept such knowledge. The problem is lessen- 
ing in the eollege-age group and is nil at the 
graduate level. It is a growing cause of concent 
in t lit* secondary school level especially those lo- 
cated at the fringe of academic communities. It 
is here that educational programs such as the 
one to be sponsored by the Student Council in 
cooperation with the Winchester High School 
adiiiinist ration and Winchester Board of Health 
offer the opportunity of influencing tlii- move- 
ment*

It takes 
the form of cruel hoaxes, supposed- 
ly scientfic analysis and blindly 

prescribed or entirely worthless 
drugs. Its cost is tremendous 

amounts of money; health and 
sometimes, lives. 

The Medical Foundation, a Uni- 
ted Fund agency, warns that many 
| quacks have gone modern, basing 
their promises on deceptive misin-. 
terpretations of current medical 
achievements. They relate the won- 
ders of their products in the latest 
| medical lingo. Hut don’t be fooled 
by scientific words. If a product is 
really worthwhile, qualified physi- 
cians will be among the first to 
know about it. They will give it to 
I their patients when they are sure 
it is safe. 

Even making a person more phy- 
sically attractive and alluring is 
within the realm of the medical 
quack. Unlimited sex appeal is 
available at tho clip of a coupon, or 
J so the advertisements tell us. 

If you are well, you don’t need 
| doctoring other than a periodic 
! checkup, which is best performed 
| by your family physician. If you 
| are not well, don't send away for 
| medicines or gadgets. Genuine ill- 
ness requires personal attention 
| by a reputable physician. Medical 
§ supervision of illness can never be 
| obtained through the mail.

An accident which sent three 
persons to the hopsital and severe- 
ly damaged three cars occurred 
at 11 : 20 a.m. on Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Cheryll Ann Fuccillo, 19, of 1 
Wellington Road was driving her 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Fuccillo 
in the latter’s 1962 Oldsmobile, 
accompanied also by a cousin, 
George Sacco, five, of Lowell. 

She reported to Police that she 
was proceeding up the hill on 
Hancock Street, from Washington 
toward Highland, when she reach- 
ed over to assist her young cousin 
to sit down. 

She then collided with a 19(52 
Ford sedan parked to the left of 
the road in front of 10 Hancock 
Street. The impact pushed the car, 
belonging to Mary Callahan of 
the same address, up across the 
curbing and onto the lawn at num- 
ber 12 Hancock. The Fuccillo car 
continued and then collided with 
a 19(54 Volkswagen sedan parked 
before 12 Hancock (and owned 
by John Provinzano of that ad- 
dress) before it came to a stop.

CRIME IN THE STREETS 

bit David Loth 


Do you know where your children are? The spot 
announcement that occurs frequently on television 
as a public service of the networks is the sort of 
awareness that author David Loth would heartily 
approve. His plea is for more concern among all 
citizens in combating the rise in crime everywhere. 
His particular interest in this study is surburbia 
where, according to all statistics, crime has risen 
at such a fast rate among the middle and high in- 
come group, and especially adolescent crime. 

Himself an inhabitant of the suburb of Green- 
wich, Conn., the author is extremely harsh with the 
mores and manners of the average suburbanite. Af- 
fluence breeds “materialism, defiance and boredom" 
in the adolescent which in turn may lead to delin- 
quency. 

Mr. Loth, having made a coast-to-coast survey, 
quotes many revealing anectodes gleaned from in- 
terviews with police, probation officers, school offi- 
cials, parents, judges and adolescents themselves 
which prove his premise. 

We know the petty thievery that goes on in our 
stores and the vandalism which, according to the 
author, parents seem unconcerned about and even 
condoned in their youngsters, shrugging it off as “just 
high spirits." So mail boxes are stolen, school win- 
dows broken, shoplifting runs rampant. Who is re- 
sponsible? 

The author has found that the suburban police and 
parents are more protective of their teenagers in 
some ways, neglectful in others, than those in the 
urban environment. In his study, he also points to 
specific communities which indicate that citizens and 
police alike are aroused to action in both attempting 
to prevent crime as well as rehabilitate delinquents 
who are constant offenders. The Westchester (Coun- 
ty) Citizens Committee, which includes wealthy 
Scarsdale, New York, works with the police and pro- 
bation officers to rehabilitate thieves, vandals as well 
as attempting solutions to prevent juvenile crime. 
Another very interesting program is being carried 
out in the suburb of Hinsdale, Illinois, near Chicago. 
A group of teen-agers advise the judges as to what 
kind of punishment should he meted out to offenders 
of petty crimes which might help prevent recur- 
rences. This system the police believe to be an en- 
couraging sign. 

The causes that seem to be at the root of adoles- 
cent crime in general are overprotection, pressures 
to excel, materialism and a lack of discipline; where- 
as poverty, crowding, poor schooling and lack of op- 
portunity are the city problems — somehow they are 
parallel in certain respects. The absentee executive 
and absentee father in the slums. 

The author also suggests that there does seem to 
be a relationship .between high suburban delinquency 
and a low level of acceptable recreational facilities 
for youth. 

In summing up, Mr. Loth makes the challenging 
statement that “Perhaps the big difference between 
the commuting executives and the unemployed slum 
dweller is that the suburbanite has less excuse for 
allowing crime to etxist in his community."

Editor of the Star: 

In a recent communication from 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy to 
Mental Health Commissioner Mil- 
ton Greenblatt, the Senator enclos- 
ed a letter from an Allston resi- 
dent which lauded the Foster 
Grandparents Program at the Wal- 
ter E. Fernald State School. 

The Senator said “that it is not 
often that the efforts of those work- 
ing to make life more enjoyable 
for the mentally retarded receive 
the credit they deserve. For this 
reason, I wanted to share the letter 
with you.” 

The letter the Senator received 
follows: 

Dear Senator Kennedy: 

Perhaps you might enjoy receiv- 
ing added insight into a federally 
sponsored program that is achiev- 
ing results. I refer to the “Grand 
parents” for mentally retarded 
children at the Fernald School. 

Recently I was visiting there 
where I observed the care and at- 
tention a few of the children were 
receiving from a group of people 
selected to act as a friend and 
grandparent to two children apiece. 
Under the care of their “grand- 
parent,” children who hadn't made 
much progress prior to these visit- 
ations are walking, eating with 
spoons, playing with blocks, small 
achievements we so often take so 
much for granted with normal 
children. 

As a teacher of the normal, it 
was a revelation and quite moving 
for me to watch the minute pro- 
gress of the retarded child and ap- 
preciate the deep significance of 
each added activity. 

Besides giving employment to 
some of our senior citizens, more 
important is that a long neglected 
segment of our population is at- 
tended to. often with love and con- 
cern by these adpoted grandpar- 
ents. In too many cases these peo- 
ple are the only visitors to ap- 
proach these children since their 
admittance.

Four Breaks 

During the past week four 
breaks occurred in Town according 
to police reports.

Vet Bill Adds 
For Education 

Massachusetts veterans now in 
school will soon receive automatic 
increases in their GI Bill educa- 
tion checks the Veterans Adminis- 
tration in Boston announced today. 

Effective October 1, the new 
amounts will be included in checks 
scheduled to arrive in November. 

The rate increases were provided 
in Public Law 90-77, signed last 
month by the President. Single 
veterans taking full-time courses 
have been increased from $100 a 
month to $130, veterans with one 
dependent from $125 to $155, and 
veterans with two dependents from 
$150 to $175. An additional $10 
11 be provided monthly for each 
dependent in excess of two. 

Proportionately smaller allow- 
ances will be paid for part-time 
training.

Society there has come this week 
to the Star the following informa- 
tion story on Marijuana: 

Probably no drug has had a 
stranger history than marijuana. 
It’s been in use for thousands of 
years; it’s affected countless peo- 
ple; hooks have been written about 
it. Yet almost nothing is known 
about what happen to marijuana 
once it enters the body. Where does 
it go? How does it alter the mind to 
produce the euphoria that gives it 
its popularity? Is it capable of do- 
ing damage? These questions can- 
not be answered with certainty. 

One reason is the taboo associat- 
ed with marijuana, which means 
that most researchers are reluctant 
to be associated with it. Another 
reason is that the chemistry of 
marijuana is so complex. 

Marijuana is essentially the res- 
in, leaves, and stalk of the female 
hemp plant. It’s been known since 
1940 that the ingredients respon- 
sible for marijuana's intoxicating 
effects belong to a class of chemi- 
cals called tetrahydrocannabinols. 
There are two tetrahydrocannabin- 
ols known to be active. 

But the real task was ^synthe- 
size these tetrahydrocannabinols in 
the laboratory; that is, to produce 
synthetic marijuana ingredients 
just like the ones the plant makes. 
This is important for two reasons: 
(1) it’s almost impossible to isolate 
these ingredients from the plant 
itself, and (2) pharmacologists, 
who study what happens to drugs 
in the body, need pure materials to 
interpret their results properly. 

This year, the synthesis of these 
intoxicating ingredients was achiev- 
ed. Israeli and American chemists 
reported their success in separate 
communications to The Journal of 
the American Chemical Society. 
Both ingredients were made by Dr. 
Raphael Mechoulam of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem. Ilis col- 
leagues were Paul Braun, a pre- 
doctoral fellow, and Yehiel Gaoni, 
a research associate at the Weiz- 
mann Institute, also in Israel. The 
American group, all from Wyeth 
Laboratories, in Philadelphia, Pa., 
included Dr. Herchel Smith, Dr. 
Gordon A. Hughes, and Dr. Timo- 
thy Y. Chen. 

Their achievement should open 
up a new phase of medicinal chem- 
istry enabling chemists to put to- 
gether marijuana-like drugs endow- 
ed with the benefits of marijuana 
and having none of the side effects. 

For example, scientists have re- 


tive, and, oddly enough, that it can 
relieve the withdrawal symptoms 
of heroin and morphine addicts. 
However, its unpredictable side ef- 
fects — the nightmares it can bring 
on, for instance — have limited its 
use. 

“At present, the hallucinogenic 
effects of marijuana-like drugs can- 
not be predicted from their activi- 
ties in various laboratory animals,” 
Dr. Smith notes. “With these pure, 
natural forms available, we can now 
study the effects of marijuana on 
the central nervous system and ac- 
quire a background of knowledge.”

Berg’s Air Game Is Ready 
For Harvard Grid Opener 

“We like the position we’re in.” says Harvard football coach John 
Yovicsin. referring to the Crimson quarterback situation. I lie main 
reason for Yovicsin’s satisfaction is. obviously, the presence of All-Ivy 
candidate Ric Zimmerman. But another pleasant factor is Winchester’s 
Pete Berg, who rates as one of Harvard’s best backup signal-callers in 
years.

‘Pete could step in at any time 
and get the job done,” says Yovic- 
sin, who is preparing his squad for 
Saturday’s season opener against 
afayette at Harvard Stadium. 
Berg, 6-0, 180-pound senior, was 
njured in the second game last 
year, and missed the rest of the 
season, but he has impressed the 
Harvard coaching staff with his 
practice performance the last two 
weeks. He lives here at 73 Arling- 
ton Street. 

“I feel I’m throwing the ball ef- 
fectively,” remarks Berg, whose 
admitted forte is his passing abili- 
ty. The 22-year-old quarterback’s 
talents in the aerial game will 
come in handy if, as Berg predicts, 
the ’67 Harvard offense will rely on 
twice as much passing as in the 
past. Pete completed 2-of-3 at- 
tempts for 41 yards and a touch- 
down in a scrimmage against Mas- 
sachusetts and 5-of-12 for 49 in 
an intrasquad game. 

Zimmerman, who last season 
completed 51 -of- 103 passes for 639 
yards and seven touchdowns while 
leading Harvard to an 8-1 record 
and a share of the Ivy title, is 
solidly established as a starter. 
Berg, however, has an impressive 
list of qualifications also. 

“Pete is a very effective passer 
and has good, though not great, 
running ability,” says Yovicsin

This is purely a hard luck tale 
with poor North the patsy through- 
out. Such a gorgeous hand, too 
strong to pre-empt with an open- 
ing four spade bid which would 
probably have kept the opposition 
out of the bidding! And then alter 
the excellent five heart bid by East, 
North is sure he doesn’t have five 
spades, so his best bet for any 
points at all is to double and hope 
his partner is clairvoyant enough 
not to lead a spade. Alas, my L.S.- 
P. wasn’t functioning on Wednes- 
day, and I led the spade five. East 
made five hearts doubled with an 
overtrick. True, the other heart 
bidders made also, one five hearts 
doubled and redoubled and one six 
hearts doubled! 

The final ironic twist of the 
knife, though, for North is that lie 
ends up the same scorewise no 
matter what he does after the five 
heart bid, for just three of the 
eleven East-Wests keep going in 
hearts.

Two Churchmen 
Elected to Posts 
In Bible 


MV Inspection 
Deadline Nears 


Society 


Two Winchester churchmen, the 
Reverend Dr. Albert J. Penner, 
president of the Massachusetts 
Congregational conference, and the 
Reverend Dr. Kenneth R. Henley, 
associate minister of the First Con- 
gregational Church, have been 
elected to posts with the Massachu- 
setts Bible Society. 

The Reverend Dr. Penner will be 
a vice-president of the Society, and 
the Reverend Dr. Henley will serve 
on the Board of Trustees. 

Both were named at the 158th 
annual dinner meeting of the Soci- 
ety on September 18 in Boston. 

The Reverend Dr. Lawrence 
Almond, executive direceor, report- 
ed during the meeting that a total 
of 830,590 bibles, testaments and 
portions of scripture were distri 
buted during the past year, the 
majority of them overseas and a 
total of 746,542 of them entirely 
free. 

The Bible Society leader revealed 
that the 25-cent paperback “TEV” 
bible was in its 21st printing with 
more than 6V2 million copies print- 
ed and five million copies already 
sold. “By far. the Today’s English 
Version, which was produced for 
new readers of English, has been a 
surprise best seller,” Dr. Almond 
said. 

“In Massachusetts, a total of 50,- 
000 copies were ordered and 20,000 
of these already have been distri- 
buted.” Dr. Almond said. The name 
of the TEV bible is “Good News 
for Modern Man.” He stated that 
the printing of the first revision, 
chiefly to add maps and a word 
list, was underway. 


Registrar McLaughlin today 
warned that more 1 than a million 
Bay State motorists have yet to 
have their card inspected in the 
Fall Registration Period which 
ends on October 15. “Don’t get 
stuck without a sticker,” the Regis- 
trar warned. 

Registrar McLaughlin noted that 
October 15 falls on a Sunday and 
said, “The law specifies this date, 
regardless of what day of the week 
it may fall on. The Registry will, 
however, not conduct the usual en- 
forcement drive on stickers until 
Tuesday, October 17, thereby allow- 
ing Monday, October 16, as a day of 
grace.” The Registrar pointed out 
that this was a Registry policy and 
was not binding on local police de- 
partments or 1 a w enforcement 
agencies. “The intelligent thing,” 
said the Registrar, “is to have 
your car inspected now. Don’t wait 
until the last minute.” 

He advised motorists to allow 
more time than heretofore for the 
inspection because of tightened in- 
spection requirements. “In some 
eases,” he said, “a shortage in re- 
pair parts has caused considerable 
delay making it imperative that 
owners of vehicles needing atten- 
tion lose no time in having them 
checked.” 

Vehicles passing inspection will 
have the official fall sticker placed 
on the windshield in the lower 
right-hand corner. Vehicles not 
meeting inspection standards will 
have a circular red and white re- 
jection sticker placed on the wind 
shield. The rejection sticker may 
not be removed until repairs have 
been made and the green sticker is- 
sued. In any event, vehicles with a 
red rejection sticker may not be on 
the road at the end of the inspec- 
tion period.

Navigating under water is heav 
exertion and those with respiratory 
problems or heart and blood vessel 
disease should not attempt it, says 
Today’s Health the magazine of the 
American Medical Association. Div 
ing is ruled out for those with pe 
forated ear drums. Ear plugs are 
for surface swimming only and 
should not be used for diving be- 
cause of water presure. The depth 
changes also require that sinuses 
and ears be in good shape to equal- 
ize the pressure. 

Asking your doctor to evaluate 
your fitness for diving is a pre- 
caution that will pay dividends. 
Along with good health, the poten- 
tial diver should be a better than 
average swimmer. A moderately 
skilled swimmer can dive with 
SCUBA equipment, but in an em- 
ergency the swimming skills born 
of long practice and good physical 
conditioning may mean the differ- 
ence between survival and death. 

Never dive alone, the AMA ad- 
vises. Use a buddy system and be 
certain that your buddy knows it. 
Plan your dives. Know where you’re 
going, how deep and how long you 
can stay under. Work out a system 
of underwater communication sig- 
nals for emergencies. Never dive 
when you are overly tired, have 
a cold or are just not feeling well. 

Use quick release buckles on 
weight belts or SCUBA harness. 
You may need to cut loose and sur- 
face quickly. Don’t indulge in 
horseplay and take needless risks. 
Watch out for boats while in the 
water. The power boat skipper may 
not know you’re there. 

Watch your depth. Pressures 
mount rapidly as you descend. 
Don’t hold your breath while as- 
cending. Air will pvrvmd 
your lungs and should be allowed 
to bubble out as you are coming up.

How often do Winchester resi- — 
ients move from one location to 
another?

Appriximately 70 percent of the 
people now living in the local area 
were born in Massachusetts and 
have lived in the state all their 
lives, the latest Government tabu 
lation shows. 

Compared with the amount of 
moving about that has been taking 
place in other parts of the United 
States, where only 66 percent of 
the population are still living in 
; the state of their birth, this repre- 
sents real stability. In the New 
England States, 67 percent are so- 
listed. 

On the other hand, within the 
borders of their own state, Win- 
chester residents are quite mobile, 
a five-year Census Bureau study 
shows. 

Approximately 4.1 percent of the 
local population above age 5 moved 
into the county from other parts 
of the state during that period and 
24.2 percent moved to new address- 
es within the county. 

Consideration is now being giv- 
en in Congress and in some state 
legislatures to easing the voting 
eligibility rules affecting people 
who have lived in new localities 
for a relatively short time. 

Now before Congress is a bill 
entitled “Residency Voting Act of 
1967.” It would reduce the quali- 
fying period in Federal elections 
to a mere two months. It would 
set September 1st as the uniform 
qualifying date. 

In nearly every state, the local 
residence requirements for voting 
range from six months to two 
years. In New York it is now three 
months.

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Science Society 
Looks at Rats, 
And a Sweet Tooth 


All too many mothers, with the 
best of intentions, nag their small 
fry into eating more than they 
want to eat. The healthy, fat baby 
who remains chubby as he grows 
into pro-school and first-grade 
years becomes less attractive as an 
individual. And the habit of eating 
more calories than necessary is 
likely to remain the rest of his life. 

The parent is not the one to de- 
cide whether the child should lose 
weight, how he should lose it, or 
whether he should continue to re- 
main “pleasingly plump,” says To 
day’s Health. The doctor should be 
onsulted. 

If it fits your doctor’s counsel, 
here are a few tips to help your 
youngster lose weight — 

• Weight once a week and keep 
track of the weight. Use the same 
scale and wear approximately the 
same clothing. 

• It isn’t necessary to cut out 
all desserts and snacks, as long as 
their calorie count is included in 
the daily total. Fresh fruits are 
good for snacks. 

• Keep a supply of raw carrots 
radishes, celery sticks and pickles 
for more snacking. Tomato juice or 
clear bullion can serve for drinks 

• Cut out rich salad dressings 
instead use vinegar and lemon 
juice. 

• Trim fat from meat, take it 
easy on the butter, substitute skim 
milk for whole milk. But be sure to 
get sufficient Vitamin A from fruits 
and vegetables. 

The most important factor in 
helping the obese child to reduce 
poundage is to handle it naturally, 
Don’t make a point of telling the 
child he is on a reducing diet. Just 
serve the meals naturally and as a 
matter of course. Avoid nagging 
the child about his diet. It will only 
make him rebellious and more in 
dined to snack on the sly.

he indifferent to the nature of the) 
sweetener, be it a natural one like 
glucose or artificial like saccharin. 

Physiologists E. S. Valenstein, 
V. C. Cox, and J. W. Kakolewski of 
the Fels Research Institute, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, reports in “Science” 
on their experiment with rats that 
had an opportunity to choose be- 
tween a glucose and a saccharin so- 
lution and a third one containing 
a mixture of both sweeteners. Ill a 
substantial margin all the animals 
preferred the mixture. In a 21- 
hour period some of the animals 
drank an amount of fluid greater 
than their own body weight. This 
intake would be roughly equivalent 
to a man drinking about 20 gallons 
of fluid in a day. 

The basis for the enhanced con- 
sumption of a mixture of sweeten- 
ers is not clear: the mixture may 
taste better or thirst may be in- 
creased markedly. The authors sug- 
gest that both explanations may In- 
valid. The palatability of the mix- 
ture may induce excessive drinking 
which in turn produces an increase 
in blood plasma volume, which it 
self may inhibit secretion of anti- 
diuretic hormone. With reduced 
amounts of hormone in the circu- 
lating blood, more fluids are elim- 
inated and another cycle of thirst- 
drinking-oxcretion occurs.

Hemorrhoids, commonly known 
as piles, are one of the most com 
mon health problems encountered 
today. 

Hemorrhoids are enlarged veins 
inside or just outside the rectum 
somewhat like varicose veins in the 
legs. A frequent cause is consti- 
pation that results in straining, but 
there can be other causes as well. 
Anything that interferes with flow 
of blood through the rectal veins 
can cause hemorrhoids. 

Hemorroids themselves seldom 
are dangerous to life, but the con- 
dition that causes them can be seri- 
ous and should be corrected. They 
also can cause considerable dis- 
comfort, and even pain. Hemor- 
rhoids do not turn into cancer, but 
rectal symptoms that appear to be 
hemorrhoids may actually be caus- 
ed by cancer. 

Many cases can be relieved by 
medical treatment. Some require 
surgery, but the operation usually 
is not a serious one. 

If hemorrhoids are caused by 
onstipation, they can be made 
worse by self -treatment, especially 
if laxatives are used regularly. 
Continued bleeding can cause ane- 
mia. If a blood clot forms a pro- 
truding vein, piles can be extremely 
painful. If untreated, they can 
break and hemorrhage. 

Hemorrhoids are common among 
women during pregnancy. Every 
expectant mother should see her 
doctor early in pregnancy. Pre- 
vention of hemorrhoids is one of 
the things he will discuss with her. 

Even though you have no ap 
parent symptoms of piles, your doc- 
tor will often make a rectal exami- 
nation each time you report for a 
physical checkup. Only in this way 
can beginning cases of medical pro- 
blems of the rectum be discovered 
early.

Ants in Amber 


Amber is a fossil resin from co- 
niferous trees and has been used 
from prehistoric times for beads 
[ind other ornaments. For the sci- 
entist amber holds special interest 
because ancient insects are some- 
times found preserved in amber 
obules. 

Edward Wilson, Frank Carpen- 
ter, and William Brown of the Mu- 
seum of Comparative Zoology at 
Harvard University reported in 
Science” a recent find in New Jer- 
sey of two-amber-preserved work- 
er ants. These ants, about 100 mil- 
lion years old, are the oldest known 
examples of social insects. Until 
this find, discovered by two mineral 
collectors in 1905, the origin of 
social life in the insects was 
thought to bo only about 00 million 
years old in the Eocene epoch. 

In a sense, these worker ants are 
a “missing link” in evolution be- 
tween certain non-social wasps and 
primitive ants.

Are Whales 
Really Vanishing? 

The writing is on the wall for 
whales, writes John Walsh, foreign 
correspondent of “Science” maga- 
zine. Since World War II, whalers 
have gone about their work with a 
growing efficiency that threatens 
the very survival of the whaling 
industry, to say nothing of the 
whales themselves. The great blue 
whale — the largest animal that 
ever lived on the earth — is on the 
verge of immediate extinction, even 
though it is now protected. Thirty 
years ago the blue whale population 
was estimated to be about 100,000; 
today less than 1000 survive. 

The outlook for whaling as a 
productive enterprise is so dismal 
that only Japan, Norway, and the 
Soviet Union still engage in whal- 
ing from ocean-going ships. 

Catch limits in the Antarctic — 
the world’s most productive whal- 
ing ground — are set by the Inter- 
national Whaling Commission, a 
voluntary body dependent upon mu- 
tual cooperation but without sanc- 
tion of international law. A major 
weakness of the Commission lies in 
its failure to achieve a workable in- 
spection system. 

Unless workable international 
agreements are established, neither 
conservation nor economic interests 
will be served because the animals 
in question will no longer exist.
